vs: Carie not the ſworde in vaine, 

but for the preſeruation and main-

fling — — the wicked and vngodly: Well then haue 
my Lordes, the Eſtates, and Magiſtrates of the Prouinces Vie 
red to the lowe Countreis,deſerued all honour and commen- 
dation, who, after the wonderfull diſſentions and breaches of 
certaine of the Prouinces and Cities (that ſeparated them ſel- 
ues from the greater nomber, bothe forgettyng al their honor, 
and othe, and condeſcendyng and agreeyng to the Enemie) 
haue not onely continued their vnitie, but haue a greate deale 
more confirmed the ſame: and therefore when Ithroughly cõ- 
ſider of the great conſtancie and ſtabilitie ofthe Eſtates of Hol- 
lande and Zealande, as alſo of the marueilous greate fidelitie of 


— — — 
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my Lorde the Prince of Orenge, ho ioyntly, and altogether, 
yery faithfully haue performedall office & duetie in the main- 
tenaunce of the watres againſt Tyrauntes: I could not poſſibly 
but commende and ſet forth their deſerued honour, commen- 
dation, and praiſe, aboue all the reſt of ihe Nations whatſoe- 
uer, that haue been ſo wonderfully aduaunced and renowmed, 
aſwel by the Auncient, as alſo by the late Hiſtoriographes. And 
therefore, in my poore opinion and judgement, Ican not ſee 
how the confedered and vnited Prouinces maie doe better, 
then to followe the waies and ſteppes of the Hollanders and 
Zealanders , in euety poinct and condition, in makyng warre, 
and ſtandyng againſt the force ofall the reſt of the Lordes and 
Princes of the other fifteene Prouinces: For, if chei had other- 
wiſe doen, thei had neither wonne honour, nor yet gained any 
thing els thereby. For, what a more wholeſome, better, profita- 
ble, and neceſlarie thyng could thei haue taken in hande, then 
to fi ght and make warre for the Religion, and defence of their 
Countrey, by which meanethei might keepe themſelues from 
the horrible oppreſſion of bloodie Tyrauntes: ſeeyngthe very 
Heathen 1 ſelues great houour, by defending 
of their Countrey. 

Wherefore, ſich the defence of a mans Countrey is ſo good 
and honourable a thyng: and the defence of Religion, athyng 
farre more excellent, and of greater importaunce: there is great 
reaſon the Magiſtrate ſhould holy endeuour hym ſelf to de- 
fende his good and faithfull Subiectes. But what way maie any 
Common weale moſt fitly be defended, whe as there reigneth 
ſuche greate diſcorde and diſſention among Subiectes?Surely, 
there are twoo meete kyndes of meanes to bee had and vſed a- 
mongeſt three eſtates of men, for the defendyng and vphol- 
dyng of a Common weale, in peace and vnitie. And firſt of all, 
the Magiſtrates, are to obſerue twoothynges for the defence 
and maintenaunce ofa Commonyeale in tranquillitie:to wit, 
Judgement and luſtice. By Iudgement, in ſeuerely, and not 
raſhly, vſyng the ſworde giuenvnto theni by God, for the pu- 
niſhyng of the wicked and offenders, to the ende the good 
Subiectes night bee ſaued harmeleſſe, and preſerued from all 
s | 8 oppreſſion 
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oppreſſion and iniury : They are alſo to haue a diligent care, 
not to ſhed innocent bloud, for feare that the bloud of the In- 
nocentes crie out to God againſt them, for vengeaunce, and ſo 
he require the bloud ofthem at their handes: For, in the booke 
of the Cronicles it is ſaied vnto the Iudges: Beholde ye Iudges 
what yon doe, you execute not the Indgement of men, but of God, 
ou doe Iuſtice, when as you pronounce true and right Senten- 
cer:indefendyng the Wydowes and Fatherleſſe , in doyng of them 
ſpeeare Iuſtice, not corruptyng the Lawe either for money or re. 
warde, and not giuyng indgement to the hurte of any of the par. 
ties, either for want of not knowyng the cauſe, or els through ig- 
noraunce. Wherefore, it is a moſte neceſſarie thyng for Iudges 
to be learned in the Ciuill Lawe, whichethyng Plato the Hea- 
then Philoſopher well conſidęred, when as he ſaied: T Hat, that 
Common weale was very happie , whiche was gowerned by wiſee 
men, and Philsſophers.Secondarcly,two thynges are neceſſatie 
in euery Chriſtian Churche, to the ende that no offences or diſ- 
ſentions ar iſe amongeſt the people: The firſt is, the pure and fins 
cere doctrine of the worde of God, with the true adminiſtra- 
tion of the Sacramentes, neither addyng to, or takyng fro, any 
one of them: for, it is written in the Apocaliple, I hat that man 
is curſed whiche either addethᷣ or taketh awaie any thyng from 
the worde of the Lorde. The other is, that diſcipline and iudge- 
ment be ſtraightly kept in the Churche of God, without tolle- 
ration, or ——— „or without reſpect of any perſone or 
perſones: That all Whoremongers, Dronkardes, and all other 
whatſoener that doe continue and abyde in greeuous and 
groſſe ſinnes, be excommunicated and caſt out of the Church, 
to the ende the whole Churche be not corrupted and infected 
by chem, and others, take offence at their doynges 
Thirdly, there are two thynges neceſſarie to bee obſerued 
in euery particuler Familie or houſholde , The firſt is, that fa- 
thers and mothers of houſholdes muſt bryng vp their Familie 
honeſtly, and not ſuffer their meney to want thynges neceſſa- 
rie: For, S. Paule ſaieth, that that man is worſe then an Infidell 
hiche prouideth not for his houſholde , The other thyng is 
of the correction and chaſteſing of their children and ſeruaun- 
| res, 
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tes, who are to bee corrected and kept in awe, For, Salomon 


ſaieth: He that ſpareththe Rodde, frateth his Childi. For, youthe 


is compared, vnto yong Trees, becauſe Mhoſoeuer he bee that 
will haue ſtraite yong Trees , mult ſet a very ſtraite ſtaffe harde 
by euery of them: And ſo, f yong youthes be well taught and 
brought vp from their cradle in the feare of the Lorde, and in 
his waies and pathes, thoſe — Iſaie, will become very ho- 
neſt, and feare the Lorde . Now then my good Lordes, if theſe 
three eſtates of men were well brought vp, the worlde would 
bee at a farre better ſtaie then now it is, for then e ſhould bee 
ſure to heare no ne es of ſo perilous ciuill warres, ſheddyng 
of bloud, burnyng, and deſtructions of Prouinces, as now pre- 
ſently we ſee: for, man / Prouinces are now brought to naught, 
many Cities ſacked, the Enhabitauntes murdered, and vtteri) 

ſpoyled: and the onely cauſe and originall of altogether is this, 
that the three eſtates aforeſaied are not duely and truely orde- 


red and gouerned, and therefore of very right and reaſon, wee 


juſtly feele the heauie indignation and wrath of God fallen vp- 
pon vs. Now, for concluſion my Lordes, I haue been very de- 
fierousto dedicate this my Booke vnto your Lordſhippes, con- 


teinyng the ciuill warres in the lowe Countreis, wherein you 


maie beholde, the originall and firſt beginnyng of theſe 
troubles and bloudie warres, together theiſtratagc- 
mes and practizes of the Popiſſ and Spaniſhe 
Inquiſition, vtterly to roote vp the 5 
Churche of God. Beſeechyng you 
my good Lordes to take 
all in good parte.

their boꝛders: And beſides , it is well knowen howe patientiy 
they aboade che tyꝛanny, in keeping ſtill, a good and pure con⸗ 
ſcience to God alone, alwapes obeping God rather then men, in 
the cauſe of religion, inſomuch chat one ſozte of them was burnt, 
another ſoꝛt hanged, the thirde dꝛowned, and che fourth ſozte had Ege great pa· 
no mote hurt but their heades cut off;yea , they endured all the tience of thole 
toꝛʒmentes that might bee, and pet vſed they not once any wozde of ihe Religion 
fending to — — their Maiſter Chꝛiſt Je · 
ſus, who being reuyled and euill dealt withall, neuer gaue foule 
language, but alwayes in their greateſt commences pꝛayſed Pod, 
wiſbing to the Magiſtrate which tozmenced and exetuted them, 
all good and amendement of life, ſtill pꝛaying to God fox them. 
Durely, theſe were no leditious dealinges, neyther pet ten⸗ 
dyng to edition: yea the very enemies them ſelues ofthe Luches 
rans and Goſpellers, were enfozced maugre their beardes to 
confeſſe as much. but they laide in deede, che reaſon was, becauſe 
thep were not ſtrong mough to wichlkande them. 8 
Surely they woulde haue ſhewed ſome token of their ins 
ſolencie, it there had been any ſpice of ſedition in their heartes.

But, when the enemies ofche Goſpel perceiued that the num⸗ 
ber ofthe Mot eſtantes oz Lucherans in Germanie, the Hugue⸗ 


| notes in Fraunce, and the Oneſes in che low Countreys,daylp 
Ehe ener eaſe of encreaſed, they cold che find out oz deuiſe no better wapto hinder 
ofthe rell · zbleſled pꝛoceeding ofthe preaching orf p Golpel, then to bing in 


the Spaniſh Jnquiſition, oꝛ the coxpozationand houſe of the In⸗ 
quiſitoꝛs, by which thepmight attaine to the authozitie of Magi⸗ 


ſtraſie. And although his pꝛincely Maieſtie, openly declared 
to the Countie Egmont and other noble men Knights of the oz⸗ 


der, that his Maieſties meaning was not to bꝛing into thꝛaldome 
His ſubiects, but to mitigate  ozvatue milder and gentler lawes, 


whereby the religion might be directed and ſet foozth in a good 


und commendable oder: yet was it diuen in the ende to this 


point, chwugh the inſtructions and perlwaſions ok the Inquiſi⸗ 
tts. p̊ his Maieſtie altered his opiniõ, gaue expyeſſe cõmande⸗ 
ment, d the new Biſhops chould be appointed, pcounſel of Tret 


to be kept, j Jnquiſicion of ſpain to be bꝛought in, put in execu⸗ 

tion, as pou may bꝛit fly vnderſtãd by p letters ſent by Duches 
of Perma, ladie regent of plow countreys, to all the gouernozs, 
Senates eq Cities, wehe copie of his M. letters, conteining an 
expꝛeſſe commandement, chat the ſame ſhoulde be vone thzough» 
out all the pꝛouinces of the lowe countreys. Noe, marke J be⸗ 
ſeech vou, how liele authoꝛitie the king had in Spaine, when as 
bis woꝛdes and letters were ol ſo ſmall fozce and effect,

there any wicked pꝛactiſe once thought of, oꝛ ſhewed by any pers

ces, ought not to be infringed ozbzokentas by the Article next 
enſuing, may very well appeare, that is to lap; 


The Dube ſhall not chaunge the auncient ſtatutes and 
priuiledges but by the Councell and aduiſe of all the eſtates in 
generall, and thoſe, to be aſſembled duly and in good order: 
neither may they be cõmanded and aſſembled by the Clear- 
gie mẽ. For that were againſt the princes oth which he taketh, 
at his ioyfull entrance into the Dukedome:wherefore , they 
will not haue the ancient priueledges and franchiſes defaced, 
but ſoundly conſerued, as well as thoſe actes, eſpecially which 
king Phillip hath granted, vpon that point. 


But befoze J goe any further, J will ſet foozth vnto pou 
mote at large their meaning, to the ende yon may the better vn⸗ 
derſtande the matters that folow, & the merueilous things whi⸗The mos excel 
che fell out about them. To be ſhozt, J will ſet downe vnto vou lent pꝛiuiledges 
the excellent pꝛiuiledges of bzabande, in ſixe articles following. of Prabaud. 
whereof the firſt beginneth thus. 

Firſt, The Duke ſhall not aſſemble the Clergie, without the 
knowledge oz conſent of che other two eſtates, to wit, ofthe no⸗ 
bilitie and citizens. 

The ſeconde. The Duke ſhall not purſue any of his ſub⸗ 
iectes oꝛ enhabitantes, but by the ozdinarie way of iuſtice o2 law, 
to the ende the accuſed may defend him ſelfe by his aduocates oꝛ 
counſellers of the lam, ſo that they may thereby in all pointes be 
able to defende his caule, — 

Thethirde. The Duke ſhall not impole any taxes 82 tol⸗ 
lages vpon his ſubiectes, without the conſent ok the eſtates of the 
countrep. | 

The Fourth, Mo ſtraunger may take vpon him the ad⸗ 
miniſtration of any honourable office in Bꝛaband, but ſuch offi⸗ 
ces as are of ſmall eſtimation oꝛ impoꝛtance. 

The fifth, Then the Duke ſommoneth and ſendeth foꝛ the 
generall eſtates, to ovtaine any ching at their hands, the Bzabans 
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ders are not bounde to remoue, o2 conclude ofanything out of 
their countrey. | 5 

The ſixt, it the Duke will foꝛcibly oz otherwiſe infringe oꝛ des: 
face their pꝛiuiledges, the Bꝛabanders, after dueciful and gentle 
pꝛoteſtation, are diſcharged of their othe made toꝛthe Duke, x at 
cheir free choyle to doe whatloeuer they thinke good. 

"Ducr and beſides the afozeſaid ſupplication ofthe Bꝛabãders, 
they of Flanders, exhibited another ſupplication: & although ans;

whether they folowed the oꝛdinances ol the romiſh church: which 
officers were bound to make true certificate therof once euery 3. 
moneths at 5 court of Buuxelles:yeae the Jnquiſicozs thẽſelues 
had ful authoꝛity to execute ſuch their imagination and deuiſe as 
was cofounable agree ing w that inſtructiõ that was granted 


che 3. ol ay in p peere 1550. By which they had ful cõmiſſion 
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Eauthozicy to adminiſter the Inquiſitiõ, co condemne, coꝛrect, & 
chaſtiſe, oꝛ co impꝛiſon, and appoynt into the handes ofthe magi⸗ 
ſtrate and officer whom they would. Wozeouer, that they might 
haue & vſe what filthy pꝛiſons ſoeuer they pleaſed, to iudge with⸗ 
out any oꝛdinarp maner of lawe,# ſometimes choſe anye one of 
his Ma. counſel to giue iudgement as pleaſed them, c accoꝛding 


againſt al ſuch as were ſuſpected to be of the religion, oꝛ as they 
themſlelues ſaid, ol Luthers oz zwinglius hereſie: and as many 
as read any of the books foꝛbidden by the Pope, ſhould be burnt 
with thoſe bookes: and as many alſo as frequented any canuen⸗ 
ticles, where any diſputing o2 reaſoning of the holy ſcriptures 
was. Ouer t beſides this, al his maieſties ſubiects of what eſtate 
oz condition ſoeuer they were, whether P2eſidenf, Counleller, 
Boꝛoughmaiſter. oꝛ whatſoeuer officer els, were enfozced befoze 
the anquiſitoꝛs, to take knowledge of as many as were pꝛeſẽted 


vnto them, c puniſh al thole that were fauourers of hereſie and 


herefikes,

Ac that time it was noyled all the low countrey thoughout, E A hne e 
ſuppoſed to be a moſt certaine truth, that Duke Erike of Bꝛũſ⸗ — ok warres 
wike had leuyed a mighty army both ol hozſemen & footinen, to in the low coun- 
plant the Inquilition in the lom countrtes by foꝛce of armes, ac» tries. 
coꝛdingly as he had befoꝛe, by the deuiſe 7 purpoſe ofthe Cardi⸗ 
nal of Granuelle, enterpꝛiſed to accompliſhe, & ſo by that meane 
meãt to make a conqueſt of the pꝛouinces of the lãd of Belgique, 
and aboliſh al pꝛiuiledges and franchiſes; and in the end make an 
ablolute kingdome ofic:& fo2 this cauſe, was the charge come 
mitted to the rulers and captaines, who had receiued money ol 
Duke Erike foꝛ the leuying of men of warre, 6 
Theſe newnes engendered ſuch a great feare in the hearts of Many mer; 

the people, as that the notableſt æ richeſt merchãts ofp.countrey; chants got the 
got, ⁊ packed vp al their goods together, E went away into other away into othes 
1avs:inſomuch that the artificer had no woꝛk, to ſet himſelf vpon, wountrles.

gaine, there were certaine gouernours © officers ot great autho⸗ 

rity c wealth. who firſt conſidering of the hozrible effect e tenure 
of the letters, manifeſtly declaring, ÿ in caſe there were any man 

that would oppoſe himſelfagainſt the meaning okthole letters x 

not ayde the Inquiſitoꝛs fo2 the accompliſhing ot their commlſis 
on, that he, whatloeuer he was ſhould be depoſed from his estate, 

E another placed in his roome, ę next ot al, they ſeeyng the fury 
and with of the people to be greatly moued thꝛough ſuchdiſow 
derly charges and tyzannies, and become ſoputragious'# mad 
that they would not ſpare any gy 02 officer whacfoener,

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And laſt of all conſidering that they coulde not with a good cons 
ſcience in ſuch a caſe, be boch plantifes Judges, they were fully 
reſolued to peelde bp their offices into the kings hands, ik he pur⸗ 
poſed to perſiſt in that his intended opinion. 

On che ocherſide, the ancient enemies of the houſe of Burg oin, 
woulde in no wiſe let flip, this occaſion, but carefully and dili⸗ 
gẽtly ſounded the heartes of the enhabitaunts of this low Coune« 
trey, to ſee if they could by any meanes poſſible make them ſhake 
off their fidelitie from their Pꝛince c Lozd, hauing gotten men 
fo? that purpoſe, to ſhewe vnto them, howe inſuppoꝛtable a bone 
dage, that is. by which all other franchiſes, pꝛiuiledges, and other 
oꝛdinaunces are defaced and bzoken: and that there ſhoulde be o⸗ 
ther Lawes and Statutes appointed after the manner of 
Spaine, which ſhould haue full power and authozitie ouer their 
moueable and vumouable goods, their wiues and childzen: yea, 
chat all the goodes which they haue ſo long poſſeſſed, ſhould now 
be no longer theirs, but ſhoulde themſelues alſo be bꝛoͤught into 
llauerie and bondage: Mowebeit they tolde them that this thing 
ſhoulde not take effect, befoze ſuch time as his Maieſtie ſhoulde 
ſubmit himlelfe vnto the Inquiſition. Meither did they foꝛget 
to ſhewe the great dammage and loſle whiche the countrey was 


like to receiue, though the want ofthe recourſe and company of 


the Marchantes: ſeeing that marchandize ts the very nurſe of 
theſe Pꝛouinces, and that by reaſon ofthe trade ther eof in other 
partes, the enhabitantes ofthe lowe Countreys, ſhould be ready 
to ſtarue: And that which is moꝛe, that the bondage of con⸗ 
fcience , wherunto they ſhoulde be alwapes tyed, was nowe 


concluded vppon. Pozeouer, they compared all cheſe

thinges to other pꝛouinces and regions, with their franchiſes 
and liberties, ſaping, that theſe pꝛouinces, farre paſſed all other 
in trade ofmarchandiſe, and goodnefle of Ground: and further 
folde them, of the great commoditie which other pꝛouinces re⸗ 
ceiued from theſe lowe Countreys, and coulde not be without 
them. Neuertheleſle, their fidelitte and conſtant loyaltie to their 
pꝛince was ſo great, and wought ſo in them, as that they gaue no 
eare to ſuch ſuboꝛners: but aduertiſed the Magiſtrate to beware 
of this fetch and dꝛilt, and pꝛeuent it:howbeit, they were no whit 
the mote abaſhed foꝛ all chis, neither knewe they what was beſt 
| fox them co do, o what belt, to be left vndone.

Now foꝛ the better vnderſtanding of the cauſe why, and in 
what ſoꝛt theſe new biſhops were erected, we are to know, the * n 
Pꝛieſtes 4 Jnquiſicozs,foz their better aſſurance of p̊ bzinging — 
in of the inquiſicton into king Philips dominions, conſidering 

that certaine eccleſiaſticall pꝛelates, in ſome meaſure fauoured 

the Pꝛoreſtants, and were in great authozitie and very rich, they 

therefoze greatly enuied them foz it Fo2 which cauſe the 

Inquiſitoꝛs imag ined to erect a newe eſtate of pꝛelates, and to 

deuide the Arcybiſhopzicks, Biſhopzicks, Abbaies, ꝛpozies, c. 

into many partes. And to this ende, in che peere 1558. was 

appointed at the requeſt of king Philip, by the Eccleſtaſticall e⸗ 

ſtate, Francis Sonnius a Doctoꝛ in diuinitie, ans ſent to Rome: Sonnius ſent 2 
who hauing ſec fooxth the noblenſſe of the lowe Countries, and Rome, 
the great riches ol the Eccleſtaſticall pꝛelates there, wꝛought his 

matters ſo wiſely, as that hee compaſſed this much, That Pope 

Paule the 4. of that name, by the aduiſe of ſeuen Cardinalles,aps 

pointed foꝛ that pur poſe, gaue the ſaide Sonnius audience, and 

graunted him his demaund. Mhereupon, they tooke from the 
Archbiſhopꝛicke of Coloigne, whole dyoceſſe was ouerlarge, 5 

Bilhopꝛick of Vtrecht, æ made yp ſame an Archbiſhopzick, wher⸗ 

unto they ſubtected fine other Biſhops: to wit, the Biſhopꝛick of 

Deuenter in the countrie of Tranſiſſelaine, the Biſhopꝛicke of 

Harlem in Holland, the Biſhopzicke of Leauwarden in Friſe- 

land, the Biſhopzicke of Middlebourgh in Zealande, and the 

Bilhopick Groening inthe countrie of Wedde, All which 

places are farre diſtant from the Citie of Coloigne, neither doe 

their languages agree with them of Coloigne, and therefoze 

the ſentences pꝛonounced at Coloigne, could not wel bee vnder⸗ 
ſtood by the lo we countrie men. And again, the citie ot Coloigne 

was ſofarre thence, as that it was an eight dayes iourney in 

paſſing, and very chargeable, and beſides, the biſhop of Coloigne 

had not kept his oꝛdinary viſitations long time befoꝛe. And 

therfoze,fo2 che moderating and qualiſiyng heereok, they erected 

vtrecht into an Archbiſhopꝛick, becauſe it ſtood in the midſt of 
the other ſuffragane biſhopꝛicks. Belides,they erectedthe Bi⸗ 

ſhopꝛick of Cambray into an Archbiſhopꝛick, wherunto they ſub⸗ 
tected 4. other ſuffragane biſhopꝛicks: to wit, in Ar tois, the Bi⸗ 

ſhopꝛick of Arras, and the * of S. Omer: in _ 
L 6 
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the Biſhopꝛicke of Tournay, in the councrie of Namur, the Bi⸗ 
ſhopꝛick of Namur. They allo erected the church of S. Rumold 
at Malines, into an Archbiſhopꝛicke, wherunto they ſubiected 6, 
Bilhops, to wit, in Braband, the Biſhopꝛicke of Antwerp, & the 
Biſhopzicke of Boyſleducke: in Gelderland, the Biſhopꝛicke of 
Rurmond: in Flaunders the Biſhopzicke of Gand, the Biſhop⸗ 
ricke of Bruges, & the Biſhopꝛick of VYpres. There was appopn⸗ 
ted to euery one of cheſe new Biſhopꝛickes fox the maintenance 
of the eſtate, ſixe thouſand floꝛins of yeerely rẽt:but to the biſhops 
ricke of Malines ten thouſand. Now, koꝛ the mote fitt and better 
aſſigning out of theſe 6.thoulad flozins there were certaine Suk⸗ 
fraganeſhips of cathedꝛal churches conuerted into Biſhopticks, 
E ifthe reuenue ofthe Suffraganeſhip amoũted not vnto 6. . 
flozins as atozeſaid, the reſt was aſſigned out ofthe Abbeyes nexe 
adioyning. But becauſe the citie of Tyrwine,and the Cathedꝛall 
church therof were in the fozmer warres deſtroyed & razed,that 
dioceſſe was equally diuided amongeſt thzee Biſhopzickes, fot, 
that partthat was in Flaunders, was aſſigned to the biſhopꝛzicke 
of Ypres: and that part that lay in Artois to the biſhopzicke of 
S. Omer: and that part which lay in Fraunce,to the biſhopzick 
of Boloigne. - 5 | ST: 5 
Now this diuiſion of ſuffragane biſhopꝛicks vnder the Arche 
biſhopꝛickes, was made tothis end, that euery Archbiſhopzicke 
ſhould haue within it ſelk one ſelfe ſame language, to wit, epther

noniſtes, vpen condition, that they ſhoulde aſſiſt the Biſhoppe in 
the Jnquiſicion, but chiefly and eſpectally the Diuines and Ca⸗ 
noniſts, of which, 2. ok the auncienteſt & learnedeſt diuines ſhould 
be Inquiſitoꝛs, Theſe me,fo2 their payne, crauel, & adtzaucemes 
of the religion. next vnto the Deane, ſhoulde haue the firſt voyce 
in the Chapter, æ an hundꝛed flozins wages.

houſe of M. I. Heſſels a councellour of the councell ok troubles: 
by which, euery mi may eaſily perceiue, the good wil they beare 
vnto the low countries, & to the pꝛoſperity & welfare of our cõ⸗ 

mon weale, as hereafter in the dꝛift & purpoſe of this hiſtozie,by 

the reſolution oz determination of the Jnquiſitton, confirmed at 
Madrid, the 26. of Febꝛ. 1568, by the ſentence of his Maleſty, 

againſt the low countries, manifeſtly may appeare,

DE moſte ſacred oꝛ holie office ofthe Jnquiſition lo often 
A times by his Maieſtie attempted in the low Countries, and 
euen vnto this berie pꝛelent ſtaped and hindered , ſhall by this 
moſte expedient manner ok dealing bee inſtituted and aduaun⸗ 
ced. | 
Firlt, the erring and wickedly confederating Emperoꝛ with 
the Yeretikes, muſte bee perſwaded, to reſigne ouer vnto his 
ſonne all the dominions, terretoꝛies and full gouernment of the 
lowe Countries. Foꝛ, wee haue hitherto too too vainely gone 
about our buſineſſe with the Emper our, but we ſhal at our pleas 
ſure deale wel inough with his young and ſimple ſonne,concers 
ning this holy Jnquiſicton. : 
Secondlx, ſoone after that the Emperourandhis two — 
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haue giuen ouer their charges, left che lowe countries, and gots 
ten themſelues into Spaine, wee may aſſnre our ſelues that they 
wilh not returne thence, to hurte the ſequele of our pꝛocee⸗ 
dings. 

Thirdly, Theke beeing diſpatched, it ſhal behoue vs alſo to res 
moue the king krom vs, and ſo deale with him, as that hee neuer 
returne thence, and that no Fleming bee ſuflered to haue acceſſe 
vntohim, oꝛyet ſpeake with him. | 

Fourthly, That the king ſhal wzite and ſend vnto the ozders 
ofthe Clear gie men of the low countries, to accept fifteene new 
Bilhoys with the inquiſition, who ſhall haue free power ouer 
all _ Jurildiction, pea euen to deale in matters of high 
trealon. 

Fiftly, The ſubiectes of the low countries, by reaſon of their

Dirtly, The pꝛinces and nobles, with the chiefe leaders and 
Authours of chele factions, as alſo the ſubiects, may heereupon 
by ſome llie and ſubtill dealing bee diſpatched ol their liues, and 
the reſt bought into good frame and oꝛder. 

Seuenthlp, we will at our owne perill like of the reauers & 
robbers ot all churches and images, and by ſome ſubtill ſhifte oz 
other make all the wozlde impute the fault thereof vnto the res 
belles, and ſo by that meane wee ſhall get the vpper hande of 
them. f 

Eightly,wee will ouerthꝛowe all trafficke, trade of merchan⸗ 
diſe, riches, wealth, liberties, and pꝛiueleges: andbying them all 
vnts extreeme beggerie: and ſo by this meane che Realme ſhall 
be euer ours. 

Mienthly, There ſhall none in all the low countries (except 
thoſe of our faction ) bee thought woꝛthie to liue, ſo that in the 
ende wee will roote out from amongeſt them all goods, landes, 
occupations, and all good oꝛder:and make anew kingdome and 
ne w people thereof. 

Tenchlp, Foz accompliſhing of this office and dealing, the 
wile and valiant duke of Alba ſhall be perſonally pꝛeſent, and in

Twelfchlp,aboue all things great heede muſt be had, chat in 
theſe fo watghtie cauſes, c matters of ſo great impoztance, there 
bee no violent dealing all at once, but faire and eaſily,and by lit- 
tle and little in very good azder: to the ende the punces,nobles, 
E communaltie might fal out amongſtthemſelues, and one perles 
cute another, in ſomuche that che perſecuto} himſelfe might fall 
into the grinne, Fog, in all Thziſtenvome, there is not a moe 
fooliſhe and indiſcrete nation, and moze eaſily to bee deceiued 
then the Fleming, whole infidelicte God bychis meane will 
puniſh.

In the peere 1 559. the Inquilitoꝛs & other their complices, 


with che helpe of Pope Paul the 4. went about to put in pꝛactiſe The effates 
the eſtabliſhiug of the newe Biſhops, but they were as pet with- — allows 
. food, and put of bythe Eſtates. Mherupon they Slow coun. m biens 
trie exhibited their lupplications and complaintes vnto the king 


fot the ſtaying of the ſame, howbeit they cooke ſmal effect: which 
thing when the noble men of plow countrie ſaw, they thoughe 
this change of the Eccleſiaſticall eſtate to bee very ſtrange, and 
perceiued it to tend to none other end, but cop bꝛinging in ot the 
Spaniſh inquiſitian into the lowe countrie. Mhereupon, they 
again made their ſuplications and complaints vnto the Dutches 
of parma gouerneſſe of the low countrie fo the king, vnto the 
peere 1562, In which peere, thep were very deſirous to ſee an 
end of the troubles and ciuüll warres in Fraunce: in the meane 
while continually beſeeching the ſaide Lady Regent to intreat 
his Paieſtie fo; ſome moderation, which ſhee receiued in the 
peere 1563, Afterward they beſoug ht that they might obteme 
the ſame libertie, that the French had obteined at the handes ol 
their king: conſidering that the French king had neuer bjoughe 
bis Realm vnto that peace and quietnes neither vet his ſubiects 
vnco that obedience, but by the graunting ol them ono of 
LONIcIence 
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Ambaſſavours. 
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c confrience,and exerciſe ofreligion; accowing tothe edict made 


at Orleance: and therefoe they beſought his Catholique mas 
teſtie,co graunt vnto them che ſame grace and fauour. After that 
the pꝛincipall Loꝛds bad ſhewed and laid open, the ancient pꝛiui⸗ 
leges, and liberties, the oth of che king. che obedience ofthe ſub⸗ 
teccs vnto his maieſtie, che concoꝛd of the countrye, aud the great 
number ofthe I ꝛoteſtants, thep obtained reſeaſe ot the rigoꝛaus 
- commiſſions,and a ſurceaſing ofthe Inquiſition, wherupon che 
troubles fo2 the mote part were appealed, which thing greatly 
. diſplaſed the Cleargie men, but eſpecially the Cardinal Grand- 
velle: Foz they ſaw their purpoſe made voide, and the woꝛde of 
God aduanced, with increaſe of a great nnmber of people which 
"frequented the ſermons. Thich thing cauſed the Cardinall of 
- Grauelle haſte him into Spaine, and neuer gaue ouer vntillſuch 
time as he had ſec all his affaires i in good. oder _ bought the 
to paſſe euen as he would. 

Duer and beſides all this, there arriued at the Court ot 
Spaine, certaine Ambaſſadours from the Councell of Trent, 


* fromthe coruſel ſent from the © nquiſit is, who aduertiſed his maieſtie ofall chat 


was con: luded vpon a the ſaide Councel, euen from the begins 
ning rnto che end, which was in Januarie 1564, IAhereupon, 
bis Catholike mateſtie was perſuaded and induced to publiſhe 
thoſe decrees, and cauſe them to be kept from point to point, and 
to this end ſent he them into the lowe countries, that they might 
there take effecc,as alſo into all other Countries vnder his ſub⸗ 
iection, with expꝛeſſe commandement vnto the Dutches ot Par · 
ma, that ſhe ſhould with all diligence eſtabliſh the Inquiſition 
go oꝛderly on with it, as by the — ol letters bert ſet downe 
5 manifeſtly appeareth.

RA the deare and welbeloued, although lithence the beginning 
ok the gouernment of my Lozdthe king, heereabout inthe 
lom Conntries, as well by the renuing and publication of the 
commiſſions and oꝛdinances ok the late, of moſt famous memos 


me Lede Charles che Emperour(now reading inthe gon,

warres in Flaunders. i. Bo oke 8 
of Sod) about the cauſe and ſtate of religion, ratiſted and confir- 
med by his ropall mateſtie, as alſo that, jvhich ſithence he wꝛote 
vnto you of by the ſame, euen at his laſt departure from thele 
countries, vnto his realmes of Spaine : you haue been alwates 
able co vnderſtande his maieſties good zeale and moſt holy affec⸗ 
tion, foꝛ the pꝛeſetuation of dur auncienc,true, catholike faith, c 
religion, and cherooting out of all 5 ſects & hereſies here about 
inthe lowe countries: yet notwithſtanding ſeeing it hath pleas 
ſed his laide Maieſtie by reaſon ofcercaine occaſions to put vs 
againe in minde by his laſt lecters, of-his moſt holy intent and 
purpoſe, wee, by his expꝛeſſe charge and commandement are 
very deſirous to impart vnto pou that, which he hath wꝛittẽ vnto 
vs the effect whereofis this much: That his mateſtie deſiryng 
nothing mote then the conleruation ofthe latde religion, and the 
keepng ok his good ſubteceshereabouc in good trãquilitie, peace 
vnity, and concozd. and to pꝛeſerue them from al inconueniences, * 
which we ſee to happen in diners places of Chiiſtenvome, by 
reaſon of the alteration of the ſaid religion: his maieſties mea⸗ 
nyng and intent is, that the ſayd commiſſions and oꝛdinances of 
his late imperpal maieſtie, and his, be entyꝛely and wholy obſer⸗ 
ued and kept, as allo his maieſties meaning is, that theytruely 
and ſtraitlp -obſertte all whacfoeuer the holy councell of Trent 
and pꝛouinciall Sinodes haue eſtabliſhed, as touching the refoꝛ- 
mation ſet downe by che Cleargce, without contradiction oz 
gaineſaping thereof, tothe end that in puniſhing the hereſies, 
manersalſo muybe refoumed and amended:and besides, thacthe - 
Juquiſicozsof the faith may haue all the fauour and aſſiſtaunre 
that can bee, about the executing of their offices, and that the 
Inquiſitoꝛs ſhall deale with their ſatd inquiſitien, even as they 
haut beene vled to bee dealt withall vnto this pꝛeſent, both 
hy the lawes of Gad and inen, which thing his maieſtie alſo cxs 
pꝛeſiy commandeth by his layd letters. And accodyng to this 
anſwereof hys maieſty, as alto fo2the obeying thereok in ſo holy 
and fauourable a thyng, we could not fozget to wzyte this vnto 
vou, to beſeech, e reiuyze pou, & in his maidſties behalf ſtraitly 
to charge you, to gouerne æguſde you herein, accoꝛding to hys 
maieſties oꝛdinãce, wout croſſing y ſame in any one point 02 ar⸗ 
ticle, &p vou let all officers æ lawiers of 5 pꝛincipal Cities of 
. your No- 
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pꝛouinte to bnderlkand che ſame, to the ende they may therein 


frame themſelues accoꝛdingly without diſſunulation oz tollera⸗ 
tion, vppon paine ok the puniſhment contained within che ſaide 


Commiſſions. And fo) pour better vnderſtanding hereof, vou 
ſhall charge and depute a Councellour of your colledge (who 


neuerthelelſe may bee changed from halfe pere to halfe pere, be⸗ 


cauſe one man ſhould not always ſtand charged with the ſame} 


that ſhall doe nothing els but haue an eye to the ſaive countrie, in 
regard of the obleruumg ofthe decrees ol the ſaid holy counſaile, 
and alwapes aduertiſe pou of whatſoeuer commech co hand, that 
vou may therein make pꝛouiſion accoꝛding to his Pateſties ſaid 
meaning. And foꝛ as much as wee might alwayes vnderſtand 
the ſtate ol che religion, accoꝛdingly as hath beene bekoꝛe ſaide: 
we beſeech and will you as afozeſaide, that you wʒite particuler⸗ 
Iy vnto vs, from thꝛee monethes to thꝛee monethes ol the ſuccelle 
therein, hauing alwayes recourſe vnto vs in any caſe of contro- 
uerſie, oꝛto ſom of his maieſties pʒiuie counſaile, chat may make 
repoꝛt thereof vnto vs, vnto whome alſo wee will giue the like 
charge, and ſhall haue a perticuler care thereof, and agree with 
vou, and him, whom you ſhal put in truſt, in euery condition tou⸗ 


ching the ſame. And to the end you may the better ſee the expꝛes 
will of his ſaide Maieſtie, concerning all the thinges afozeſaide,. 


wee haue cauſed to bee annexed vnto this, che pointes of the let⸗ 


ters, c ol che reſt of his maieſties witings touching this matter, 


that you might accoꝛding to the foꝛme and tenure of the lame, 


oꝛder pour ſelfe without committing ot any errour therein. And 
thus fo) the pꝛeſent, right deare and welbeloued J commit pou 


to God.

An abſtraQ ofthe kings laſt letters and wtitings,ſent to my 
Ladie the Datches,with the laſt diſpatchas touching the 
ſtate of religion. 


FoArſt. concerning as well the old as the nem commilſions and 
oꝛdinances of the ſaid ſtate of religion, his maieſtie vnderſtan⸗ 
ding in what ſtate and condition the matters ok religion heere as 
bout ſtood, it was not meete that any change ſhould bee made of 
the ſaivcommiſſions and oꝛdinances: but that the ſaid commiſſi⸗ 
ons ofthe late imperial maieſtie, and alſo his maieſties, ſhould be 
put in execution. And ſo his mateſtie might perceiue that che oc⸗ 
caſton why this miſchiefe encreaſed and went (a far, was by the 
negligence, looſenes, and hypocriſie of the Judges. And thatſeee 
ing there were ſome Judges who either durſt not, oz els woulde 
not put them in execution, fo feare oftumult o2 vp2oze, that his 
maieſtie might be counſelled to pꝛouide fo2 men there, that were 
of greater courage, and moꝛe ʒealous to take in hãd the ſaid exe⸗ 
rution, whereof could be no want in thole countries, where were 
ſo many catholiques that deſired to ſerue God and his maieſtie, 
and that in ſo doing, executing of the ſaid commiſſions, it was 
to bee hoped that the harme which grew thereby, might by that 
meanes be the ſoner and better remedied, then any wap els. Fox 
the ſecond: which concerned the Jnquiſito)s of the faith, his 
maieſty charged her highnes to hold ſuch an hand onthe matter, 
as: that the Inquiſitoꝛs myght find fauour as touchyng the exer« 
riſe # admintiſtratis ofcheir char ge, in whatſoeuer was meete 
fo) the beneficand maintenance of che religion, his maieſtie ha⸗ 
uing this meaning þ the Inquiſitoꝛs ſhould deale with the ſayde 
inquiſition, as it was wonted to bee dealt with all euen vnto that 
pꝛeſent, both by the lawes of God & men, x that this was no new 
02 ſtrange matter, ſeeing it had bin alwaies ſo vſed frõ thetime 
ofthe late imperial Maiettie, and his, the inconueniences which 
they ouer much feared being mantfeſter,neerer at hand, and far 
greater, in not fozelecing vnto thoſe things which were behoue⸗ 
full foꝛ the office of che Jnquiſitoꝛs, and foꝛ they? aſſiſtance, And 
lith her highnes might wel ſee that, which this matter impoztedz 
bis maieſtie gaue her in charge, chat i as much eb 
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her lap, do that that was ſoneceſſary, & neuer yeeld to haue any 


would bzing him. 


other thing then it, to be dealt tn, ſeeing her highnes knew how 
neere it touched his heart, and what pleaſure and contentation it 

Thirdly, his maieſtie willed her highnes, that ſeeing the holy 
tounſell of Trent was now publiſhed, and that ther remained nos 
thing els to be done but the letting vp ofthe newerected biſhops, 
p her highnes would put to all the poſſible help ſhe could, fo2 che 
effectuall and conuenient pꝛoceeding thereof. And that ſhe ſhold 
alſo ſee, the ozdenãce of che councell of Trent executed about 
ther efozmation of the liues c maners of the eleargie, by which 
both his mateſtp, her hignes, and all other his maieſties officers 
were charged to ſhew al their fauour, c help, as far as was need» 
full in þ behalf. if ſo be it ſhould ſo fall out, as that his maieſtie 
ſhould be dziuen to make pꝛouiſion fo2 che ſame, that it ſhoulde 
fooꝛchwith diſpatch euen amongeſt thole cleargie men whiche 
woulde not ſubmit themſelues to the refozmation ſec downe by 
the biſhops, agreeing with yp decree ofthe ſaid councel of Trent. 
And in the end, this was the cloſing vp ok altogether, that the 
thing which his mai ſty wꝛote to her highnes ol, as afoze ſaid, was 
moſt conuenient foꝛthe benefice ofthe religion, and the countries 
tchereabout, which without it, were of no valure, becauſe that the 
religion was it that muſt bee the locke and key to cenlerue them 
in their right, c keepe them in peace, reſt, and quietnes. And ſees 
ing that her highnes ſaw the great impoꝛtance chereof, his ma⸗ 
teftp againe required her totake that courſe, becauſe, as hee ſaid, 


it would be the thing that he beſt liked ok, and would cauſe him to 


thinke the better both ol her bighnes, and alſo ofthe Loꝛdeg that 
were about her. whom of very right ſhe ought to charge, to be⸗ 
ſtow their paine and trauell about the ſame, accoꝛding to þ truſt 
which his maieſty repoſed in them, wherin they right wel knew 
that they ſhoulde not onely greatly content & pleaſe him, but 
alſo doe ſuch offices c duties ther in, as became ſuch noble eſtates 
as they are, and ſo acquite & diſcharge that bonde wherein they 


ſtand bound foꝛ the ſcruice of God, his maieſtie, the common 


weale of the lowe countries chereabout, and they; owne parti 
culer benefice,

this his maieſties charge and commandement, and kozeleeing a ammandement 
moſt aſſured and vtter deſolation neceſlarily following the exe⸗ 
cution ofthis his excellencies, and her highnes, determinations: 
ſo wiſely dealt with the Dutches of parma in that matter, as p 
in the end ſhee ſent the Counte Egmont towardes the kyng of 
Spare, giuing him charge & commilſſton,to ſeek by al meanes 
poſſible the mittigation of his maieſties heart, in getting him to 
ceaſe the inquiſition in the coũtries thereabout.Ulhe the Coũte 
was returned out of Spain, he bꝛought letters thence with him 
to the Dutches, charging her to deuiſe ſome ſound + fit meanes 
foꝛ the quiet & tranquility of the country, alwapes pꝛouided that 
the catholike religion ſhould in no wiſe be empap2ed, Fo? per⸗ 
foꝛmyng wherof,ſhe appointed 3.biſhops, & thꝛee doctozs,wha 
were wel ſeene both in dininitie, and alſo in the ciuill & cannon 
lawes, that they myght be che better able to diſcerne & iudge of 
ſuch as were accuſed of hereſie. But becauſe this ſeemed to be o⸗ 
uer weake a moderation, & tendyng to the abaſing of pꝛinces 
amongſt theyꝛ ſubiects, the inquiſition was a freſh bꝛoughe in 
eſtabliſhed, # comandem?t giuen, v the decrees okthe councell of 
Trent ſhould be oblerued, a ſeuere pꝛoceeving had, agaynſt the 
afozeſayd ſupplyãts. Nowe, as the cõmon people were heereat 
greatly troubled & per plexed:the nobilitie were determined to 
declare vnto her highnes the miſchiefe that therupon might ens 
ſue, pꝛoteſting p they had ſufficiently diſcharged the duty ofloys 
all ſubtects x vaſſals vnto his maieſtpe, if foꝛ want of ſuch pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion therein as they had deuiſed, any ruine oz deſolatid ſhold ariſe 
vnto 5 coũtry. And fo this end & purpoſe there met at Bruxelles 
the 5. of Apzil, 1 566, about 200. Gentlemen, c exhibited to her 
highnes this ſupplication here ſet downe.

Theopstionot 
VI Adame the gentlemen in this city here aſſembled, and the che Lend ok 
VMreſt ofthe ſame condition and qualitie, who are not in num Pꝛederode. | 
ber fewe, haue not met and ſtayed here together fo2 any other | 
reſpects thewfo? the ſernice ofthe pꝛince, and common weale of 
plow coũtries, in molt hũble wile to exhibite vnto vour highnes 
this ſupplicatiõ, vpõ p view e ſight wherof it may pleaſe pou to 
take ſuch oder as by ſame may ſeem cõueniẽt, beſeeching your 
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bighnes to take it in good part. Ouer and beſides this, Madame, 
we are let to vnderſtãd that we are charged befoze your highnes, 
the Loꝛds ofthe Councel, and others, that our chiefe decermina- 
tion hath been, to ſtir vp tumults, to caui? reuolts, and to make 
ſedition and that which is moſt deteſtable, they haue charged vs 
that we goe about to change the pꝛince, by pꝛactiſing of leagues 
and conſpiracies with ſtrange pꝛinces and captames, as well 
Frenche, Germanes, as others: which thing we neuer once 
thought of, and is the very thing in deed, that is cleane contrary 
to our fidelitie aud allegeance, and that your highneſſe ſhall find 
by readyng ouer this ſupplication, moſt humbly beſeeching your 
highnes by the way, to chew vs ſo much fauoꝛ, as to diſcouer and 
name vnto vs thoſe perſons who haue ſo vniuſtly flaundered ſo 
noble and honoꝛable a companie. 

And beſides this, madame, the Lozdes here pꝛeſent. are let to 
vnderſtand, that there are ſome of them particulerly accuſed and 
charged to haue lift vp their hands, c gone about to put in execu⸗ 
tion the aboueſatd wicked enterpzile, as well with che French, 
as alſo with other ſtrangers, wherewith we finde our ſelues 


not a little greeued:andcherefoze we moſt humbly beſeech your 


highnes to do bs p good g pleaſure, to name vnto vs both the ac⸗ 
cuſers & the accuſed, to the end p the wong & wicked deed being 
diſcouered, pour highnes may make thereof a quicke and ſpeedy 
exãple of iuſtice, whereby you may meete with the milchtefes & 
burt vᷣ therby might fall ouc,aſſuring our ſelues, ö your highnes 
wil neuer ſuffer ſo noble e honoꝛable a cõpanie, to ſtand vniuſtly 
charged. with ſo ſhamefull r wicked attempts. 
The ſupplication of the nobilitie of the low countries exht- 
bited to the Dutches of Parma and Plaiſance, &c. 
| Adame, it is right well knowne(as pꝛeſently alſo may bee 
ſeene)that the great fidelitie ofthe people ofthe low coun⸗ 
tries,towards their Loꝛds c naturall pzinces hath euer, al ch2t- 
ſtendome ouer, bin highly renowmed, in which alleageance the 
nobilitie haue alwayes been chiefe, as men who neuer made any 
reckoning eyther of their bodies oz goods, fo2 the increaſing 
of they: P2inces honour and gloze . UWherein wee, his 
Paiefties molt humble vaſſals,encende (by the grace of God) 


M eue co continue from good to better, inlomuche as —

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will day and night be ready, both with our bodies and goodes 
molt humbly to ſerue him, and cherefoze we ſeeing vppon what 
termes the ſtate pꝛeſently ſtandech, haue rather choſen to take a 
little fault vpon our ſelues, chen to conceale ſuchthinges as here- 
after might turne to his Maieſties hurt, and ſo eftſoones trou⸗ 
ble the peace and quietnes ofcheſe countries :truſting that the el⸗ 
fect will in time ſhew, that of all the ſeruices which wee might 
haue done, oz map doe, in time to come vnto his maieſtie, this, 
which now we are about, will be thought to be the notableſt, 
to greateſt purpoſe, whereupon wee aſſuredly perlwade our 
ſelues, that your highneſſe will not but take it in good part, Al⸗ 
though then Madam we doubt not, that what ſoeuer his maie⸗ 
ſtie hath heretofoꝛe, yea and at this pꝛeſent doeth ozdeine fo2 the 
cauſe ofthe Inquiſition, and the ſtraite obſeruing of the com⸗ 
miſſions vpon che ſkate of the religion, hath not had any ſound 
ground and iuſt title, and ſo continue the ſame, whiche the late 
Emperour Charles, ot famous memoꝛzie, had vpon a good mea⸗ 
ning ſtayed:yet neuertheles, ſeeyng that the difference of times. 
bzingeththerewith diuerſity of remedies, p although not many 
peeres ſithence,p ſaidcomiſſions fo) al this, were notrigozouſly 
executed, yet haue they gu? occaſiũ to bꝛeed many grieuous incõ⸗ 
uenitces. Surely, his Ma. laſt determinatid, wherein he did not 
only fozbid þ any moderation of ſaid comiſſions ſhould be had, 
but alſo gaue expꝛeſſe cõmandemẽt, v che Inquiſition ſhoulde be 
obſerued,# the cõmiſlions moſt ſharply executed, giueth vs very 
iuſt occaſion to feare,ptherby not onely the ſaid inconueniences 
may come c grow:but that there map alſo in the end, a general 
commotion enſue therok, tending to the miſerable deſtruction of 
the whole countrie, as the manifeſt tokens of the alteration of 
the people ( which euery where map be perceiued) lapeth it wide 
open befoze our faces, — 
Wherfoze,we knowing pmanifeſtlikelthood c greatnes of the 
danger which thꝛeaten vs, were in goed hope euen vntil nowe p 
eyther the nobility, oꝛ els the Eſtates ofthe countrey, woulde at 
{ome couentent time, haue made ſupplication vnto pour highness 
to the end ſome remedy might haue byn foũd foꝛ the ſame, by tas 
King away 5ᷣ cauſe  oziginal of the miſchiet : cherfoꝛe, afterwe 
had ſeene, that they were therein nothing foze ward, vppon what

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occaſions we know not, and that in the meane while, che ſoze 
daply increaſed and grew woozſe and woozſe,tnſomuch that the 
danger ofa generall commotion & reuolt was euen at the dooꝛe:

and alleageance, and wich al the honeſt and good zeale which we 
beare vnto his Ma. & to the cauſe:no longer to ſtap, but rather to 
be the very firſt to ſet fo ward, a matter of ſo neceſſarp and needs 
ful aduty,#ſo much the freelier andreadilter,by how much we 
haue the greater occaſion to hope, p his Ma. wil take our aduer⸗ 
tiſement in very good part, conſidering that it toucheth vs moze 
neerely then any ol the reſt, becauſe we are ſuch as are ſooneſt to 
be thꝛuſt out vnto all inconueniences and mileries which coms 
monly ariſe bpon the like accidẽts, hauing foꝛ the mote part our 
houſes & goodes ſituating & being abꝛoad in the countrey, and 


therfoꝛe lying as a pꝛap faꝛ al che wozlde:conſidering alſo, chat 


in the generall purſuing ofthe ſharpnes ofthe ſaide commiſſiõs, 
as his Ma. had giuen expꝛeſſe tommandement foꝛ their pꝛocee⸗

in. And becauſe it is a matter of impoꝛtante ) chat it would pleaſe 
vou, aſſoone as might be poſſible, to diſpatch and ſend ſome cares 
full and meete man towardes his Ma, to aduertiſe him, æ on our 
behalfemoſt humbly beſeech him, that it would pleaſe him to foꝛ⸗ 
ſee fo? the ſame, as well pꝛeſently, as fo2 the time to come. And 
becaule the ſame cannot be done by letting the laid commiſſtons 
to ſtand in their ful ſtrength, conlidering that theron hangeth the 
qiginall ofthe ſaide inconueniences, that it would pleaſe him ta 


harken to the aboliſhing okthem, which wil be the verp neceſſary 


meane to wichdꝛaw the whole deſfruccion and ouerthzowe from

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And to the end hee ſhould not haue any occaſion to think that 
we (who haue none other purpoſe but to peeld him our moſt hũ⸗ 
ble obedience) would goe aboute to buidlehim, o2 els otherwiſe 
foxcehim co make ſuch lawes as pleaſed vs (as we doubt not but 
that our aduerſaries will interpꝛete our meaning to the woꝛſt)

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hen her highnelſe had vnderſtood the contents ok che ſup⸗ 
plication, ſhe was fully purpoſed to ſend meſſengers with 


the ſame vnto his mateſtte,x to doe him all che good offices pher 


highnes could deuile, which might any way ſerue to diſpoſe & in⸗ 
cline his maieſtie to condiſcend vnto y requeſt of the petitioners 
who neuer looked fo2 any thing, but fo2 that that was woꝛthie & 
agreeing vnto his natural c accuſtomed benignitie:howbeit, her 
big hnes had alreadte,befoze the comming of the afozelaid ſuppli⸗ 
ants, by the help and aduice of the gouerners ok the pzouinces, 
knights ok the oꝛder, and councell, that were with her, trauelled 
to deuiſe and ſet downe a moderation of the commiſſton fo? the 
ſtate of religion, to be exhibited vnto his maieſtie, which modera⸗ 
tion her highnes hoped ſhould be ſuch, as in dutie ſhould reaſona⸗ 
bly content euery man.

refozmed religion continued their aſſemblies in houſes by ſmall

This ſaving, truly vttered by hym, the 
confeverates accepted, and tooke it vp foꝛ a common name a⸗ 
moncelt them, and thereupon cloathed themſelues in whytiſhe 
oꝛ fryars gray, every man hauing hanging iat his gyꝛdle a 
woodden clap diſh, trimmed rounde about with an hoope of ſil⸗ 
uer enamaled black, wherein were engrauen theſe wozds, Diu⸗ 
les Gueux, that is, God ſaue the Lazare or ſpittle man. And 
alter that, one of che chieke of that company, dꝛunke at Bruxelles 
the ſiſt of Apꝛill in ſuch another diſhe, and when he had dzunke, 
hee cryed, Vue les Guenx, 

Moꝛouer, in ſigne and token ok their wonderfull fidelttte toe 
wardes their pꝛince, they did weare about their neckes the pic⸗ 
ture of king Phillip, ſome grauen in golde,#ſome in liluer r on 
thebackſide ol the ſame picture, was the figure of hande in

Fidelesan Roy, inſguetala Beſace, that is, faythfull vnta 
the king euen vnto Beggers ſtate, They had alſo Copper 
Counters, on the one ſide of which was engrauen, Eſe# de vi- 
ane, that is, the ſhielde oꝛ armes of viane, and on che other ſive, 
Per feu et flammes , to wit, thꝛoughthe hoate burning fire and 
flamme, with che armes ol the houle of Burgotne. 7

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Inthe moneth of May the yeere 1566. the Jnquiſition and Xfurceafing of 
Commiſſions — and belides, all Magiſtrates and Ok⸗ — 
ficers were fozbidden he exerciſe and execution ofthem,againft miſſions, 
the ſubiectes, von payne of che puniſhmentes contexned in the 
Commiſſions. 

But as a fire long time kept in, wapeth very hoate, c after bury 
ſteth out into great fiery flammes : even ls they ofthe religion, 
hauing this aduantage, and being no longer able to keepe in, 
beganne to manifeſt them ſelues, and make common and open 
aſſemblies: I irſt in lowe Flanders, and ſoone after at Antwerp, 
where they beganne openly to preach the 24. of June. being S. 
Johns dap in the afozeſapde peere: about a quarter ot a myle out 
of the Citie, Shoꝛtly atter, they of Tourna followed, and ſo 
likewile did many other Cities of Hollande, Jelande, Mabant, 
Flanders, and other places. The number okthem came to 
the allemblies, ſo dayly encreaſed, as that a man woulde haue 
thought the people had come to a. fayꝛe oꝛ market, when alter 
long dearch, great ſtoꝛe of Cone had been brought thither. 
Nowe, foꝛthe firſt preaching that was at Antwerpe, the 
people reſoꝛted thither without their foꝛbidden weapons. But 
when they were aduertiſed ofa conſpiracie, entended agaynſt 
them they beganne, contrary to the Ringes and Regentes Pꝛo⸗ 
clamations, to carry them foꝛ their defence agaynſt the Jnuaſts 
on and furie ofthe conſpiratoꝛs. 

But after they were come backe into the Citie, they lapde 
them away, and in che meane. tyme belought the chiefe officers, 
eyther to grannt them ſome guard oz defence agaynſt thoſe peo⸗ 
ple, o; els ſuffer them to meete together within the Citie, that 
they might not bee thꝛuſt out into any ſuch danger, and incaſe 
they woulde ſo doe, they woulde altogether lap ay their wea⸗ 
pons. 

In this meane while, the Biince of Dzauge was entrea- The yzinee 
fed to come to Antwerpen, to pꝛeuent the troubies that were of Dzanges 
like to enſue. And when be was come foz that purpole , hee — to 
trauelled by verye inſtant Oꝛations to cauſe the preachinges *

But foꝛſomuch as, they of che religion foꝛſaw not a⸗ 
ny good to ariſe by this ſurceaſing, but an aſſured occaſts of trou⸗ 
ble and muteny amongeſt the people, which coulde in no wile a: 
byde co be ſpoyled ofthe benefic that they caſted of, by pꝛeaching, 
and that this ſurceaſing would curne to an vecer aboliſhing ther⸗ 
of, becauſe the Eſtates had not met together, as alſo experiẽce 
had taught them, beſides many other reaſons: It was tolde vnco 
his excellency, that it was neither reaſonable dealing with God, 


noꝛ vet expedient foꝛ che common benefice of the citie, to ſure 


ceaſe the ſaid pꝛeachings. And ſo by this meanes, the exerciſe ol 
che religion was contynued. And as fo2 the bearing of weapons, 
when as they of the religion had ſhewed in what daunger they 
ſtood by their meeting together out of the city withont weapons: 
ic was told them that they might very wel vle them whiles they 
were in their allemblies: But that they ſhould leaue them withe 
out and not bꝛing them backe againeinto the Citie, wherwithal 
they were very wel contented, therein moꝛe and moꝛe ſhewing 
their ſimplicitie, in not looking into the waranting or thẽſelues. 
_ wiues and childzen,againſt theſe helhoundes that then lay 
abꝛoade. I Eo 
The 18. ok Auguſt ſolemne pꝛoceſſions ok our Ladie of Ants 
werp were made, after the old cuſtom, wher in they carried about 
with them, the image of our Ladie, garniſhed and apparrelled 
in cloth of gold, x with many other pꝛecious iemels,as if ſhe had 
been a Queene. 

This Image was carried about by the woxſhipfulleſtmen ofthe 
Citie, alwayes changing them at certayne quarters and croſſe 
wayes ofthe Streetes, There were at that tyme at the pyince 
of Ozange his houle, the Pꝛinceſſe his wife, his brother, the 
count Lewys, and many other Gentlemen to beholde this ſo⸗ 
Temne feſtiuall pꝛoceſſian. Then this ſolemne pꝛoceſſton was 
ended, che Image was ſet vp in the muͤſt of the Church as it was 
wonted to be, where it was accuſtomed to ſtande. vntill the Sa. 
terday following. But becauſe my maſters of the Chapiter 
feared ſome diſoꝛder to come, by reaſon of certayne woꝛdes that 
J people ſpake in 5 time of 5 poceſſiõ ſay ing, O Marie Marie, 
che Carpenters wife, this ſhall be thy laſt keſtiuall day, thee =

owne Chappell, where ſhe was wont to ſtande. 
The 19. of Auguſt, the Pꝛince departed from Antwerpe, 
and went to Bꝛuxelles. to the endeſfo receiue, wich the reſt ofthe 


Counſell of che Eſtate, an anſwere which her highneſle had p20. 


miſed co make to the deputies ofthe nobles,the 20,02 21. ofthat 
inſtant, by reaſon of a ſupplication which they had exhibted, ten⸗ 
ding to the withſtanding ofthe apparant croubles and commo- 
tions in the Countreys, 

Nowe, as they continued in maner and fourme as afozeſaive 
in their common andpublike Sermons, certaine of lowe Flan⸗ 
ders began to put downey Idols and Images, which thing was 
Molecuced in many Cities of the Countrey, and amongſt che 
reſt at Antwerpe, wich ſuch aſſuraunce and diligence, as ik ſome 
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taken away and ſet vp againe the Teweldap following in her

man had had expꝛeſſe commandement from the Magiſtrate to 


execute ſuche an exployte with expedition. This defacing of 
Jmages was the moꝛrowe alter chat the Pzince was gone from 
Antwerp to Bzuxelles, which was on Tewelday, being the 20. 


of Auguſt about ſixe ofthe clocke in che after noone; And the oc⸗ 


caſton hereof grew by this meane, that the Sunday next befoze, 
as afoze is ſayde, a great Image ofthe virgin Marie was caried 
about in ſolemne pꝛoceſſion, which was wonted to be ſet vp and 
left in a certayne place of the Temple foz eyght dayes together, 
about which euery man and woman accozding to their deuotion, 
crept on their knees two oz thiee times: and on the Teweſdap 
following the Hꝛieſtes, hauing ſhutte vp che Church doozes, pla⸗ 
ced her agayne in her oꝛdinarp roome. And about two ofthe 
clocke in the afternoone; there came to our Ladies Church cer⸗ 
tapne Mariners, and other pong fellowes, and merueiling that 
they had ſo often remoued the Image. cryed out and ſapde, Ma ⸗ 
rie, crie viue les Gueux, that is, God ſaue the Gueſes, wee will 
giue pou the place, with ſuch other like plealant ieſtes. They 
aſkedalſo the woman that was wonted to ſell the waxe candles, 
and gather vp the offcings, why they had ſo often remooued the 
ſaide Image: and ſayde further vnco her that ſhee might nowe 
ſhutte vp her Shoppe well inough , fo there were none chat 
woulde bute any ol her marchandize, 

The woman, mooued and grieued wich thele — 


= — 
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the Aches which ſhee had chere in a pot into their eyes. lhiles 
they were thus ieſting and ſpozting, there went to the Towne 
houſe two ſubſtanciall men, and tolde the Magiſtrate of cheſe 
tumultes and vpꝛozes: The Magiſtrate amazed with chefe 
newes, went to the Colledge, and comming thence, after he had 
pauſed there a while, he went with the Margraue, accompanied 
with foure Sertantes,foure Halberdiers, anda great trayne of 
people vnto the Church: And when the Boyes andpoung Fel⸗ 
lowes ſawe the Magiſtrate, they went out of the Churche , 
andthen beganne the Magiſtrate to vſe theſe diſcreete ſpee⸗ 
ches, vnto the people, ſaping: My good friendes, J pꝛay you 
get you hence, howebeit there was neuer a man that woulde 
once ſtyꝛre, ſo that hee was fayne to gette him out without any 

moe to doe. | 
Soone afcer,the young fellowes afozeſayde came backe to 
the Church with one of the captaynes of the Guarde ofthe pꝛea⸗ 
chers, c ſbutting inthe Church dooꝛes fel a ſinging of Plalmes, 
which Pſalmes being lung, euery man begã to pull down & de⸗ 
face the mages, in ſo much that the very lame night they had 
thꝛowen downe the Images not onely in the great temple, cal 
led our Lady Church, but alſo in all the reſt: yea and in all chap⸗ 
pels, Clopſters:where they made very great vnwonted caues, 
as ik they would haue dzownedthe Hoggeſheades of wine and 
beare, atter they had dꝛunke mote then ynough, and carried away 
all the ſtooꝛe of fleſhe and of other pꝛouiſion whiche they coulde 
lay handes on: Howebeit there were none that did thus, but begs 
gers, women, and wilde headed young fellowes. And beſides, 
they deliuered out of pꝛiſon in the couente ol the Franciſcane 
Fiyers, a pooze Foyer that had been kept in pꝛiſon 12. peeres 
fox the pꝛeaching ofthe trueth, and deliuered alſo a French Bas 
ker: who had been a yeere and an halfe in the towne Pꝛyſon, fox 
the religion, and confeſſion ofthe Goſpell. . 

The Wedneſday and Thurſday following, the woꝛſhip⸗ 
full compantes of liueries, oꝛ bzotherhoodes that had their Alter 
oz Chappell in the afozeſaive Ladie Church, beganne to pull 
downe that, that remapned,and carried it out of the Churche, 
whereupon, there were others that followed them in 2 —

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Church, and alſo in the reſt, to pull downe alſo chat whiche they 
had leaft, and this was done as ik they had had commiſſion co 
doe it, the Magiſtrate not once ſetting him ſelfe agaynſt them 
to defende it, vntill at the laſt it came to paſſe, that his Maieſties 


Armes were bꝛoken. But when the Magiſtrate hearde of that, The kings arm 


the Bozroughmaſter Stralen entered into Church, with a cer⸗ 
tayne number ok Mariners, all ſhot, who diſcharging their pee⸗ 
ces, dꝛaue away all the Beggers, and ſo ſhutte vp the Churche 
doozes. | 
| The Tewelday in the euening, the chiefe officers being 
troubled with theſe beginninges, deſired one ofthe miniſters of 
the Flemmiſh Church, to goe tothe Temple, and exhozte thoſe 
that had bzoken downe the Jmages,toleaue off. TUhereunto hee 
obeyed, and going vp into che pulpit to that ende, ſpake vnta 
them. But when he ſawe thar they woulde giue no eare vita 
him, hee. fo2 the auoyding of a greater miſchiefe, departed. Me⸗ 
uertheleſſe, they of the religion were charged with this violence, 
Whereupon alſo, they were blamed fo; robberies, and other in⸗ 
ſolences which thereon had enſued. 

Inregarde whereof, the ſayde miniſter Herman Strycs 
ker of Swelle, went vp agayne into the pulpit ofthe ſayde Lady 
Church. on Thurlday inthe mozning,being the 22, of Augult, 
and there, made a ſhozte collation vnto the people, pꝛoteſting in 
the firſt place, that this violence of pulling downe ofthe Jmas 
ges, was done without che knowledge of the miniſters, and the 
reſt who had the charge of the Churche commitcedvnco them: 
and in the ſeconde place, diſalowyng and deteſting the ſpoples, 
pilferies, and other inſolences that had en{ued $ and exhozted 
all ſuch as had any of the pillage and ſpople , to carrie it to the 
Magiſtrate. 

And to knit vp the matter withall, he admoniſhed che people 
of che obedience that was due to the Magiſtrate, and of the con⸗ 
coꝛde and peace requiſite amongſt the people. | 

ich this exhoztacton were many maued, x deliuered bp into 

the hands of che Pagiſtrate, not only ſiluer croſſes, but alſo ma⸗ 
ny gilt chalices, c other iewels, telling their names, ſurnames. 

and dwelling places, offring them lelues to become pꝛploners, 
ir it were lo the Magiſtrates pleaſure, 
| . 5 Poba⸗ 
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Mowebeit, the Magiſtrate receiued their Jewelleg, and thanked 
chem foꝛ their fidelicie and lopaltie. 
The ſame day in the after noone, the people notwithſtan⸗

Fo? the fifteenth,his Excellencie acceptcth ofthe anſwere to 
this pꝛeſent Article. 
And as foꝛ the other pointes ofthe ſuppitants aͤnſweares bis 
Excellency replieth as followeth. 

Foz the firſt hee aunſwearcth, that the leuiyng was not fox 
to trouble any in the exerciſe of his Religion: But contrarys 
wiſe, fo? the fafetye and quietneſſe., as well of the Supplys 
auntes, as of all others, inſomuche as they were all City⸗ 
zens, and ſwozne to doe nothing agapuſt the Pꝛiuiledges, 
no} agaynlt anpe that were of the Religtons , but inditke⸗ 
rently to ſtande in defence agaynſt all violences, as they might 
at large ſee by their Articulations, of whiche, his Excellencie 
woulde not ſticke to beftowe on them a Coppe , who alſo 
ſhould not be burdenous to the Inhabitants, noꝛ pet hinder their 
trafficke, but pꝛeſerue the Citie from all troubles, and incon⸗ 
nean aſſure the merchaunt, againe to ſette vppe, —

From thele pꝛopoſitions and aunſweares , the Deputies 
culled out certaine Articles, whiche ſhoulde ſerue fo} a full reſo⸗ 
lutton, which, his Excellencie hauing receiued, digeſted chem in 
oꝛder as followeth.

D the ende that all troubles and diſcowes which haue fal⸗ 

ten out within this Citie of Antwerpe, by reaſõ ok religion, 
might ceaſe & be foz euer ſtayed, and that all the Citizens 4 Js 
habitauntes thereof might from hencekooꝛth liue ſoberlye and 
peaceablye in all loue and amitie together, and the negotiati⸗ 
on oz traffique bee bꝛought againe vnco the olde trade, and this 
Citie be defended from all further inconueniences: So it is, 
that after diuers communications and deliberations heercuppon 
had, andholden , and diuers popnces and Articles pꝛopoun⸗ 
ded both on the one ſide and on the other, my Lode the 
Punce of Dzange, Uicount ok this Citie, and the appoynted 
Gouernour thereok, in his Maieſties name, and the right 
woozſhipfull the Scowte oz Marshall, Bozoughmaiſters, and 
Sheriſtes ofthe ſame, haue, as it were by way of colleration, 
vntill ſuche time as his Maieſtie, with the aduiſe of the Ge⸗ 
nerall Eſtates of theſe lowe Countries, ſhalbee able otherwiſe 
to diſpoſe and oꝛdeyne, agreed wich thoſe of the new Religion, 
and permitted and tollerated theſe poyntes and Articles hereat. 
ker wꝛitten: which, they of the Religion haue alſo pꝛomiſed, and 
are 
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are bounde to keepe and follow. 

x Firſt of all, they maye no way hinder no} trouble 
the Seruice, Sermons, noꝛ other Church matters, noꝛ yet any 
of the Catholique religio,no cauſe them to be hindzed, troubled, 
no2 indamaged by any manner ok meanes ſoeuer. 

2 Allo, they maye not occupie, noz pet keepe their Ser⸗ 
mons , oz other exerciles ok their religion, in anye Chur⸗ 
ches, Monaſteries, oz other hallowed places , but onelye in 
ſome of the thꝛee places vndernamed: to witte, in the voyde o2 
waſte grounde of Paule van Gamer in the hozſe market: In 
the voyde oz waſte grounde of Maiſter Lyekercke in Wapper, 
oz in the whiting garden , in the Yoſpitall medowes, harde 
by the Garden ofthe Archers and Arbaliſters: Pꝛouided als 
wapes, that ifthey canne gette none of theſe places afozeſaide, 
that then by the conſent of his Excellencye , they maye, in 
ſteede of them, vſe ſome other places , of the like bigneſſe 
and ſcituation, and fo2 ſo many, vſe choſe places in the newe 
Towne , whiche heretokoze they were woonted to haue their 
Sermons in, | 

3 At which places they map all at one time pꝛeach on the 
Sunday, and vppon feſtiuall oz holie vayes , butvppon none 
other dates except it be on the Wedneſday , when there falleth 
not an holy daye in that weeke, And they may haue fo euerie 
pꝛeaching place a Miniſter, and another to be iopned with him, 
who by reaſon of ſicknes, abſence, oꝛ other let, may ſupply the os 
thers place, as an alliſtaunt.

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| APD alchough there were two oz thiee popntes bereite 

whiche the Deputtes woulde gladlye haue altered, oz 
ac the leaſte haue hadde them mote plapnely ſette downe, yet 
neuertheleſſe beeyng ſaciſfted with the woo es of his Excel⸗ 
lencies owne mouch, this accozde was ſigned by the Pinicters 
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and Gotternozs of the Church, with a good number of the beffe 
qualified, and other members thereof. 

The ſirſt day of the ſaid conference and communication with 
bis Excellencie, the ſaide deputies hauing vnderſtood of ÿ llaun⸗ 
ders that they of the religion were ſtill moꝛe and mote charged 
with, and that the chiefe Officers made ſhew to beleeue them: 
Firſt, that the people had beene excited and ſtirred vppe by 
che Sermons to pull downe Jdolles,as hauing beene taught 
to chuſt out all Jdolles , not onelie from chetr hearces , but 
from their eyes alſo, and not onelye to hꝛeake them in pee» 
ces, but alſo to burne them to aſhes, that the memoꝛpe of chem 
might cleane bee quenched out. Mozeouer, that che ſayde 
Suppliantes had hyꝛed certaine people to pull downe the Amas 
ges. 

Item, that the miniſters had alſo taught, that they were 
no moze bounde to pape the Aſſpſes oz cuſtome, oꝛat the leaſt 
not ſo greate as heeretofoꝛe they had done. Item, that they 
bad concluded to take the Towne houfe, chaunge the Hagt- 
ffrace, and expulſe all ſuch out of the citie as were not of their 
religion. 

Item chat they ſhould bꝛagge that they would not once ſuffer 
any exerciſe ot the Romiſh religion in this Citie: and many ſuch 
other like leaſings: whereupon they were infozced fo the pur⸗ 
ging and iuſtiſiyng of chem ſelues, to exhibite a ſupplicati⸗ 
on as well to his Excellencie, as alſo to the Pagiſtrate and 
Cotnſell of the Citie of Antwerpe: conteyning, ouer and be⸗ 
fide the ſaide Juſtiſtcation, a graunt of certayne Churches built 
within che ſayde Citie, ſo greate and ſo manpe, as ſhoulde bee 
ug neceſſarte to the greatneſſe and multitude of che peo⸗ 
7 e. 

Moꝛeouer, che ſaide Suppliants ofthe religion, pꝛayed to haue 
à good anſwere vnto their ſupplication, æ of euery act, with a cos 
pie therof,# fooꝛthwith a graunt that they might cauſe the ſame 
to bee impꝛinted, koꝛ the benelite, vnity, and quiet ofthe citie of 
Antwerpe. 

Now, there was no anſwere vnto their ſupplication, becauſe 
the chiefe Officers pꝛeſuppoſed that the Articles whiche were 
ready to be concluded vppon, ſhoulde bee a lufficient pꝛouiſo 10

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the whole. And as fo2 that poynt of y burying ofthe dead, it was 
ſayde vnto them, that they might bury them in publique church⸗ 
vaͤrdes ofthe Citie.

Fo the feareof the rage andfarte of che people, and che 
helpe of the Gentlemen Srraungerg ſtrooke them to the verye 


heart: and besides, they knewe well ypnougherthat the kinges 


Maieitie was a great diſtance vt to helpe them, mherefoꝛe they 
wwereenfozcedro behaue chemfetues accoꝛdinglyas thetyme ſer⸗ 
ued, and ok neceſſitie, to make a vertue, in diſpite ot them, and of 
their great ſozrowe and griefe, 

In the (neane while, che Ladle Regent, by the counſaple of 
the Lowes of che Goulden Fleeſe, and others, graunted and 
permitted the Pꝛoteſtauntes to haue publique Sermons, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing to appoynte them ſome place without the Citte, fo the 
exerciſe ot their religion. Duer and beſides, that the Inqui⸗ 
ſition, and ſeuere Commiſſions ſhoulde from thence foozth, 
bee aboliſhed, ſo that no man ſhoulde any moze be purſued, and 
hunted after, fo his conſcience + But pet vpon this condition, 
that the confedered Gentlemen, which tooke no parte, ſyoulde 
ſweare, chat they woulvepzocure the people to fozlake and lay 
downethey2 armour and weapon, and that che Churches ſbould 
bee no moꝛe ſpoyled, no2 any thing that ſhoulde bee pyeiudiciall 
vnto the Cleargie men, oz Catholikes, 

To be ſhoꝛt, that they ſhould be ready to peelde all obedience vn⸗ 
ko his Maieſtie. Mereupon an accom was made in Auguſt 1566. 
Duer and beſides this, the Regent had pꝛocured the moſt qualiſi⸗ 


edCathvlikes to bee ſwome tothe ſame, and conlirmed by his 


n commaundement, which was moclaymed in diners 
places, 
Thenoble men , fo: the perfourming of their pꝛomile and 


oth , wzote and veclared to the Conliſtozies , all marines 
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which had been treated ok, which was, that they ſhould lay down 
and leaue off their armour and weapon, and behaue themſelues, 
as good and obedient ſubiects ought to doe, towards their pꝛyn⸗ 
ces, fo it they ſo did not, the matter would goe pll witch them: 
whereupon, the people, to ſhewthepz obedience, willingly leafe 
off, and layd downe they? weapons, | 
During theſe troubles, king Philip being aduertiſed by his 
ſubozners,and flatterers, of the pulling downe, and bzeaking, of 


the images, was marueilouſiy angry, & determined in his owne 


perſon to come downe into the lowe countrpes with a mayne 
force fo2 the auengyng ofthe contempt and miſbehauldur com⸗ 
mitted and doone vnto his maieſtie. But befoze hee had called 
together his councel at Madrid, to conſult about the appeaſing 
of the low countries, it was concluded that his maieſtie ſhoulde 
not goe thyther , becauſe that this fire, might otherwiſe, bee 
well enough quenched by fozce ofarmes,howbeic,as fo: the cho⸗ 
ſing ofa generall chat houlv execute the fame,thep were ol ſun⸗ 


Nie opinions. Fo2,many were of the opinion, chat the pꝛince 


of Spaine Don Charles, his maieſties onely ſonne and heyꝛe, 
ſhould bee appointed generall, not onely foꝛ that that by right ol 
nature it apperteined vnto him, but alſo by reaſon of the good 
affection which the catholikes ok the lowe countries beare hym, 
as beeyng they naturall prince, and the onelye ſonne of the 
kyng theyꝛ Lozde, vnto whom they would ſooner peelde theyꝛ 
obedience, and loue, then to any other. Some ok them were 


loch to lay vpon this young pꝛince ſo waightie a burden, and — — 


warlike commiſſion, but laide, that the Duke of Medina Celi be generall of 


was a meete man foꝛ that purpoſe: Some others agatne, gaue th 
they) conſent to the Duke of Alua, whereupon in the end, it was 
ſo determined. The young pꝛince being aduerciſedof this reſo⸗ 
Ittion, was greatly greeued and deſpited therewith, and fo2 that 
cauſe conceaued a marueiłous great hatred againſt the Dune of 
Alua, and other Lowes : which beeing once knowen togecher 
bis good affection that hee had, to the lowe countries, was 
the cauſe of his death, as heerealter moze ar large thalbre derta⸗ 
red. 


- Whiles they were about to make readie fo this warre, his age vings tes 
maieſtie wrote co che ladie Regent, and co other chiefe Lows — vnto the 
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okthe lowe countries, very ſharpe letters, expꝛeſly ſignikying 


how angry and greeued he was at the inlolencies palled, com⸗ 
manding in flat woꝛdes, a reſtauration of the commiſſions vnta 
their foꝛmer ſlrength. and accuſtomed courſe, with many other 
things hereafter following. | 
Dereupon, che confederates might eaſily conſider, & gather, 
to what ende this pꝛeparation of warre and y2efull thꝛeates of 
his maieſtie tended, but the Catholtkes elpecially, who with 
they? craftie clayning and ſubtill dawbing might the eaſilier 
deceiue the Recent,feigned that they wold rather become news 
ters,02 els if they did any thing, that they would after a ſoꝛt take 
part wich her excellencie as they ſaide)fo2 the common wealth, 
and yet it was well enough perceiued, that they ſhewed them 
ſelues ſecrete enemies, both to the JInquiſition, and alſo to the 
Spaniardes: hobobeit, becauſe they hoped to obteine the good 
will and moderation, whiche the Regent on the behalle of her 
bother, had giuen thẽ to vnderſtand, they to the end, they would 
not haue their enter pꝛiſes to bee diſcouered no! hindered, fell to 
plaine diſſembling. But when both che confederates and ca⸗ 
tholikeg, vnderſtoode of the rumo? of the ſetting fozwarde of 
the Spaniſhe warres,epther partie beganne to beſtyzrehym,any 
makeſhift fo2 himſelfe : yea, and ſome of the Pꝛoteſtants, who 
befote had refuſed and fozſaken the gentle offer and ayde of 
ſtrange captaines and ſouldiers,becauſe they woulde ſtrengthen 
themſelues the better, confirmed with them their confederacie, 
and thereupon cauſed men to bee leuied who had taken and poſe 
ſeſſed certaine townes, makyng thereby the Romaniſtes pꝛacti⸗ 
ſes of none effect, cc. | | 
Now, becauſe the ſpoyle of the Churches greatly diſpleaſey 
the Catholikes, they alſo leuied a great number ofmen of war, 
that they might bee auenged of the downe pullers and bzeakers 
of theyꝛ Images, puniſhyng many in diners places, without be⸗ 
ing any thing at all gainlaid by any ofthe reſt ofthe pꝛoteſtants. 
Fo! the third part ofthe confederates, haunted no whit any of the 


alſemblies,but interdicting alſo 5 pꝛeachings, impꝛiſoned as ma⸗ 


mp as continued conſtant in the exerciſe ofreligion, rechziſtening 
the infants, and remarrying thole perſons, which by the _ 
| a | . 2 ſters 
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ers had been befozebaptiſed and marryed: and beſides, when 
they had cauſed the pꝛeachings to ceaſe, they hunted and chaſed 
the miniſters, and gaue them vp vnto the Inquiſition, and to all 
the reſt of che old oꝛdenances. Whereupon, many were fozced 
to get them awap into other countries, and cities, where the ex- 
erciſe ofthe religion had free courſe: amongeſt which, Valencia 
was the moſt famous. 

Fo this cauſe, the Lady Regent had required and connnan⸗ 
ded the valenciaus to take in a garriſon: to wit.fine enſignes ot 
footemen,and foure troupes oꝛ companies of hoꝛſemen, whiche, 
Monſieur de Noircarmes, the Parques of Bergues lieuetenant 
Gouernour of Henault had bought. But the Valencians flats 
ly refuſed them the 22. of September, the very (elfe ſame yeere, 
truſting to the ſtrength of their citte, and the ayde of certaine 
french which were with them. 


Valencia, is the ſecond chiefe citie of Henault, ſcituate in a gy, gation 
kruittull ſoyle, æ full ot moyſture by reaſon of two riuers which of Galencta. 


ſtreame downe thither, and there meete, the greater of which ts 
called y Eſcante, whoſe ſpꝛing head commeth fro the countrie of 
Vermand out of the Eaſt mountaines, and running downe by 
Cambray,and the territozies thereof, takech his couſe by Valen · 
cia, ſo vnto Conde, where the Riuer called the Hayne, wheres 
ofall che countrie is named, falleth into Eſcant: The whiche, ſe⸗ 
parating and diuiding Artoys from Henault, runneth down by 
Tournay in Flaundezs, euen vnto G and, where it iopneth with 
Lys, Which diſcendech from Artoys, and ſo parting it ſelfe into 
diuers armes, runneth by Deuremond, and Antwerp, and laſtly 
dilgoꝛgeth it lelfe into the Ocean Sea. Mozeouer, Valencia 
is a fayꝛe citie, well fenced with rampiers, and ditches: But the 
chiekeſt commoditie it hath, is, that they may dꝛown all the whole 
Cbampion Conntrie thereab out, though the opening of cer⸗ 
tapne ſluces o2 flood gates made fo; the ſame purpoſe, fo2 the 
ſtopping of al ſuch as intended to come neere the Towne. Ouer 
and belides this, it is a citie well furniſhed with all kindes ol 
merchandiſe, ſeruyng fox the trade and trallique of the Frenche, 
and lowe countrie men. 


When 
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Then the ladie Regent had vnderſtood of this rekuſall, ſhee 
againe commanded to haue the gates to be ſec open, to take in a 
garriſon, which ſhe had ſent thyther by letters, and withall, the 
Duke of Areſcote and the Counte Egmont to perſwade them. 
But when they coulde by no meanes ling co paſſe their pure 
poſe,the Valencians were taken fog his maieſties enemies, and 
ſo declared and pꝛoclaimed in many places, which terrified and 
feared the other cities. MNeuertheleſle,at the laſt che ſaid loꝛds 
had ſo perſuaded them, as that they agreedco receive agarriſon, 
although againſt they} pꝛiulleges: but becauſe they would glad⸗ 
Iy bee diſcharged of them, they were contented to giue them a 
ſumme of money vpon condition, that they would agree to cer⸗ 
caine articles. Howbetc,che catholikes woulde in no wiſe ac⸗ 
cept thereof: ſaying, that it was againſt all reaſon, that any ſub⸗ 
iect ſhoulde pꝛeſcribe lawes oꝛ articles vnto his Loꝛd: wherfoze, 
they ſtraitly beſiegedthe citie, and made their trenches, and enui⸗ 
roned them boch on koote and hozſe backe. In this mean while 
Monſieur de Noircarmes had gotten a litle village ſomewhat 
neere thereto,called Spꝛ Amand, and had ſchooled and appoin⸗ 
ted them what chep ſhould doe: and akterwarde in December 
1566. hee came befoze Valencia with his whole campe, The 
beſiegeants likewiſe had pꝛepared co defend chemſelues againſt 
the aſlaultes and attempts ofthe catholikes, and had wiitten to 
the cities confedered,* beſeeching their aide, but efpecially to 
the gentlemen conkedered, becaule they would gladly haue been 
aſſiſted by them, ſeerng that by their incitation and encourages 
ment, they had taken in hand chat warre. 

The nobilitie woulde at no hand haue to doe with that cauſe, 
but ſom ofthe common people gather sd themſelues together in 
low Flanders, to rapſe a campe, but fozxſomuch as they were not 
pꝛouided of an expert captain for the wars, they in ſtecde of mar⸗ 
ching againſt the enemie, made warre with the Pꝛieſts and 
Churches, and by that meane pꝛocured the loſſe of Valencia, and 
were the cauſe of thep) owne deſtruction. Foz when the gouer⸗ 
nour of Doway and Orchies was aduertiſed of this aſſembly, he 
ſent againſt chem both footemen & hoꝛſemen, to charge them in 
thereare ward, Which thing whe they of Tournay vnderſtood, 
they put thẽlelues inarmes,fozthe apding of the Valencians,F 
veme⸗ 
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remouing ofthe ſiege. The gouernour of Doway had all thar 


night gotten his people together, & (ent them into the champion 
countrep, ſo h abont 6,ofthe clocke in y mozning there were in 
Armes, 3. bundzed Marquebuziers & an hundzed hozſes, fozbid⸗ 
ding them not to fight vntill ſuch teime as Monſieur de Noir- 
carmes were come with his tenne Enſignes of footemen, c an 
hundzed hozſe: who aſloone as they were come violently & ſud⸗ 
dainely charged the men of warre of the Pꝛoteſtantes, aud put 
them to the foyle, ſo that the third parte of them lay dead in the 
place, and the reſt were ſaued by their faſt running into Tour. 
nay; The enimie purſuing of them, came betoꝛe the Citie with 
niene enſignes, and bad them let them in, wherupon they rendzed 
the towne, where they houng vp certeyne minifters,and the beſt, 
02 moſt qualified Pꝛoteſtantes. 

When Noircarmes ſaw that the Valencians were no whit 
diſcomficed wich the ouerthzowe of their neighboures , and 
that they continued full and whole, ſtiffe and conſtaunt in their

pttrpoſe , hee rety2ed from Tournay fo Valencia , and ſkirmy⸗ a ſkirmiſh be⸗ 
ſhed with thoſe ofthe ſaide Citie, where immediatly were ſlaine, tweene Ne. 
an hundꝛed and thꝛeelcoze of the Valencians : wherefoze the . © the 


ſapde Noircarmes ſent as well to Doway and Tournay, as to 
other Cities thereabout, foꝛ as much Artillery as was poſſiblye 
to be had: and after he had made his trenches, and planted his ar⸗ 
tillery oꝛ great ſhot, he ſummoned Valencia with the cannon, ſa 
that they of the ſayd Citie, conſidering, that the Moble men and 
Gentlemen had fozlaken them, tooke counſell, and after ſome de⸗

bates about the Regents letters, Catholikes peelded vp che ct Ualencia peel. 


tie againſt che myndes ofthe French, and many others, the 24.

met ſuch great numbers ok men ſo well qualified at the afſems 

lies and pꝛeachings, as that they could hardly bee counted, and

p2eſent at the doyng and ſight there ol: and beſides, the multi⸗ 
tude ſtill dayly ſo increaſed as that it paſſed all mans vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng. But although the myniſters in their Sermons greatly 
trauelled in exhoꝛting the people to all modeſtie, and dutikul re⸗ 
uerence and obedience vnto the magiſtrate, and in pꝛeaching, 
namely, againſt idolatrp, admoniſhed them to conteine them 


ſelues within the boundes of their vocation, without vlurping of 


the ſaide magiſtrates office, by thꝛuſting themſelues fozewarde 


to the pulling downe ol Images and ſuch like things: pet it 


ſo fell out, as that certaine companies of people, carried with an 


ouer hoat and indiſcrete ʒeale, amongeſt whom were ſome diſſo⸗ 


ute and wicked perſons, who looked after nothing but ſpoyling 


and pilfring, e accompanied with a multitude of womt, young 
pouches and childꝛen, gaue themlelues to the pulling vowne of 
che Images in the Churches. and ſuch other like viſozders, to 


our vnſpeakle griefe, whereupon the magiſtrates euerp where, 
were in ſuch a fright and feare, becauſe they doubted of moze 
grieuous inconueniences as that they did not onelie let them a⸗ 
lone, but which is moꝛe, commanded the companies of Liueries 
02 B2otherhoods in many places to take away the Images and 
oꝛnaments of they} aulters, whiche coulde not be done fo haſtily 
and conktuſedly, but that they muſt needes bꝛeake ſome of chem. 
Tl hich kinde ok dealing, when ſome of the people ſawe, they in 
like ſoꝛt put thereto they helping hand, thinking it to be a thing 
doth lawkull, allowe d, and alſo commaunded by the magiſtrate 
to ryd the Churches ol them all. WWherefoze, it is lo karre 
of that they were neither at the firſt, no? pet afterwardes ſtirred 
bp thereto by the Hermons, as that contrariwiſe the Pꝛeachers, 
and ſuch as haue the gouernment ofthe Churche, as muche as in 
chem lap, trauelled to ſtay them, neuer hauing commaunded any 
ſuch act to bee doone, noꝛ pet knobing thereof befoze, eyther els 
allowpng ofit after, as by many reaſons may wel bee verified, 


nd alſo namely appeare by the teſtimonie of a very great num⸗ 


ber of pꝛyſoners, who foꝛ the ſame cauſe haue beene miſcrably 
Commented.

And as fo their requeſt about the caſting of the 
ſouldiers that are leuied, and the commiſſions newly publiſhed, 
thereby their meaning is to take away the ſwoꝛd which GOO 
bath giuen vs, 5

bis confederates, doe admonithe the people of they: vpꝛoze and 
rebellion, æ giue them warning that they cake heed they pul noc 
his maieſties wach moze and moe vpon their heads. _ 
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After that thele complaintes and anſweres were made eue⸗ 
ry man on either ſide pꝛouided foꝛ him ſelfe as much as was poſ⸗ 
ſible, but elpectally the Catholiques, who had the winde in the 
poupe, inſomuche that the confederates feared them, by reaſon 
of the great number of louldiers that were leuied, and the kinge 
taking their part. 

The Count of Megue was come with certaine enſignes of 
footemen, and companies ot hoꝛemen befoze the Towne of Boi- 


Boifleduke be» 


ifleduke, who helde it fo2 the confederates. After that, the ſayde count ol $Begus 


Count ſent twelue enſignes about Atryght to lurpꝛele the ſoul: 
diers and Towne of Vyane. And as manpe as were taken 
pꝛyſoners in all che Countreys, were condemned and puniſhed 
as rebels and leditious perſons, and the deſtroyers of the images 
were hanged, and their goodes confiſked and foꝛfay ted. 

Ouer and beſides, all choſe that were ofthe refozmed religi⸗ 
on, oz that had frequented the Dermons , were holden fo2 Rex 
belles, IAherefoze a great number of them conueied themſelues 
away into ſtraunge Countreys, and chtefely into Englande: 
But ſome p; were of courage aſſembled thẽ ſelues in companies. 

In this meane while, the Lowcs and Knightes of the golden 


Fleele, were newely lwozne, to keepe inuiolably the Catho⸗ The henne of 
lique fayth, emongeſt whome a ſecrete league was made by the ide bninotes of 
counſell ofthe Count Egmount: who trauepling thzough the 59% 


Cities of Flanders and artois, where remapned as pet ſome 
ꝛoteſtauntes, did his beſt to cauſe the Sermous to bee left: E⸗ 
uen as the Putnce of Orange and the Count of Hoogſtrate had 
done at Antwerpe: And about Antwerpe, the Lozde of Tolonſe 
cauſed men of warre to be leuied in the name and behalfe of the 
Pꝛoteſtantes, who by realon of the ſcituation and conmiunur s 
tie ofthe place, aſſembled them ſelues at Ooſterwell, atpozte 
myle from Antwerpe, 
When the Dutccheſſe vndcrſtoode of this, ſhee ſent the 

13.of Marche, vnder the conduct of Hans de Grauedroſſarof 
Bzabant, foure hundzed footemen, and fine hundꝛed horſe, which 

were piked out of the Oariſons al well ort Bꝛabant as of Flaun- 
ders, wo aſſayled and fought ivith the Pꝛoteſtantes, ouerthzew 


them and put them to flight. | The ce de 
There were llapne at that inſtant their Captayne Moun⸗ ſcomß ted @ 117 
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ſieur de Tolonſe, and a great manie of others, ſome gotte into 
the Medowe vitches , thinking thereby to laue them ſelues, 
howebeit they were ſlapne with Harquebuze ſhotte, and ſome ol 
them were burnt vp in the Barnes, and Youſes of Ooſterwell, 
without any reſiſtaunce. 

They tooke alſo a pꝛiloner, who had a ſcrowle ofthe names 
of all thoſe that ſubſcribed to the Tonſpiracie, by which meane 
they learned and came to the knowledge ok manie lecrete pur⸗ 
poles, whereupon alſo enſued very much milchiekfe. Vlhen 
the Pꝛoteſtantes of Ant werpe vaderſtood of theſe dealings, they 
put themſelues in armes, and palling by che Meire Bzidge, 
marched on towardes the Gate, that they might get out ofthe 
Citie to helpe their people. But my L. the P. of Orange who res 

mayned ſtil in Antwerp, gouernour foz his Maieſtie, being here⸗ 
of aduertiſed, came vnto them, and admoniſhed x counſelledthem 
to leaue off that enter pꝛiſe, ſaying, that it was impoſſible for thẽ 
to ayde the ſouldiers of Ooſterwell, and that if ſo be they iſſued 
out of the Towne, they ſhould taſt ofthe ſame ſawce, and be laid 
on Gods deare earth/as we ſay) as the reſt were, becauſe they 
were too too weake to deale agaynſt Hozſemen. But ik they 
woulde abyde in the towne, that they? bodies and goods ſhoulde 
4 ſaued, foꝛ chere ſhoulde no man take any wꝛonge in his pꝛe⸗ 

ence. 
A ſedition ann Ahiles the Pꝛince was thus talking with the Citizens, the 
tumult in Ant · tumult encreaſedmoze and moze, Foz both hoꝛlemen and foote⸗ 
werpe. men had taken and kept the Meire Bꝛidge and the ſtreete called 
Mauuetters ſtreet. where they continued in armes vntill it was 
after noone, During theſe troubles, the Pꝛince had talked and 
agreed with the Magiſtrate and counſell of Antwerpe, that the 
thzee companies ofthe louldiers, that were leuied fo? the ſafes 
guard ofthe Citie (as befoꝛe hath been ſaid) which were ranged 
in oder of battayle in the market place, ſhoulde returne home, 
and the artillery be dꝛawen to the oꝛdinarie place. And although 
though the good and gentle wooꝛdes ok the Pꝛince of Orange, 
Chis tumult and trouble was ſupꝛeſled, yet renued it agayne, by 
reaſon'y che Fcaltans, Spaniards, Catholikes, together thoſe 
ofthe religion had gotten the Market place on hozſebacke: In⸗ 
ſumuch that they of che refomed religion, alſembled chemſelues 
| 
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a freſhe. This ſedition continued two dapes together, and eue⸗ 
ry man doubted that ſome miſchieuous iſſue woulde thereon en⸗ 
ſue, And as they were all very deſirous to haue one another 
by the eares, it was feared that there woulde bee a wonderfull 
great effuſion of blood, and that the victozs would ſacke the vane 
quiſheds houſ es: Anſomuch that there was great mourning and 
weeping of women, and childzen in euery houſe, 

But as eyther part kept their oꝛder ok battell the Pꝛince and 
the Boꝛoughmaſters traueiled in all they might to agree them, 
and ſtayed the apparant effuſion of blood, and dealt ſo earneſtly = tumults 
betweene them, as that they appeaſed the parties as followeth. r regen, 

1 Firſt. That all the Citizens both of the one religion & 
of the other, ſhoulde be lwoꝛne to bee faythfull and loyall to the 
king, and to the Pꝛince of Dzange,fo2 the common quiet and be⸗ 
nefice of the citie of ant werp, and with al their care and ldelitie 
ſtoutly keepe and defende the ſame, 

2 The Gouernours and Magiſtrates ſhall not receiue any 
men of warre into the Citie, without the common conſent ofthe 
thꝛee members of the Citie. 

3 Allthe pziuiledges and liberties ofthe Citie of Antwerne 
ſhall be obſerued, 
4 Item. That fo? the benefite ofthe common weale and 
the aduauncing ofthe negociation oz trade, the agreement made 
in ſeptember concerning the religion, ſhall abide in full ſtrength 
without any fraude oz guile whatſoeuer, vntill ſuch time as his 
Maieſtie with the aduiſe of the generall Eſtates ſhall otherwiſe

Ahe L. ol Bie. Ouring cheſe croubles, the Dutchelle had ſent one ofthe

and to his conſoztes, who lay in Holland in the Citte of Amſter⸗ 

dame, ſharpely commanding chem to departe the Citie aud 

Eduntrey, by reaſonofthe rebellion which they had * —

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againſt his Maieſtle, ifthey woulde not bee purſued ag enemies 
tothe Countrep, and perturbers ofthe common weale, 
The l oꝛde ok Bꝛederode gaue the Secretary none other 
anſwere but this: Thou art a man, not wozthie any anſwere, 
ec. 

The Antwerpians, alter long reſiſtaunce agreed with the 
Dutcheſſe, in manner and fourme kollowing: That the Ser⸗ 
mons ſhoulde ceaſe, but none to be ſykted oz troubled, fo? the 
cauſe of Religion: And therefoze fo2 the very ſame purpoſe, it 
was ozdeined, and pꝛoclapmed in Antwerpe the 7.of Apzil, 1567. 
That all miniſters ſhoulde depart thence, and the pzcachinges 
ceaſe, That all Catholikes ſhoulde bee reſtoꝛed to their offices, 
and the firſf Commiſſions be obſerued and kept: Alwayes pꝛo⸗ 
uided, that no man ſhoulde bee ſifted oz croubled fo) the religion, 
vntill ſuch time as his Maieſtie by the aduiſe ofthe generall E⸗ 
ſtates,. had otherwiſe appointed it.

Spaine in owe . Spapne at che firſt was gouerned by meane kings, and after 
time gouerned warde, the greateſt part thereof was conqueredby the &firicas 
vy petit kings neg. who at laſt peaceably poſſeſſed it, and freed itfrom the bon⸗ 


dage ofthe Romanes, After this the ſame Pꝛouince was foz a 
while gouerned by the Uanvales and Alanes, whom the Dothes 
in the dayes ofthe Emperours Theodoſe, and Ualentinian the 
thirde, expulſed out of Fraunce, who conquered many Lands 
and Countreys, deſtroping the Ramatne Empire, At laſt theſe 


' wandering people were by the ozdinaunce of Boniface, gouer⸗ 


nours in Affrica, who though the dealing or che other Afkricane 
ouernours, were ſent and called thereto. But as they were by 
Ivice Gothes purſued on this ſide p ſea, there paſſed ouer ofme, 
women, and childzen,vnder the conduct of Gontram and Genle⸗ 
ricke their kings and loꝛdes in the yeere 720, about eyght hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouſande perſons, to deſtroy and conquere Aﬀricke, After 


this retraite ofthis foꝛeſaid Uandales, che Gothes, by the conſent 


ofthe Emperours, gouerned the realme of Spapne, vntill the 
dayes of K Rodzigue, who having violated and defloured Cana, 
Count Julians daughter, was ruined & flayne, with all his kin⸗ 
rev, Foz the ſame count Julian, in reuenge ofthe wzong and 
ſhame that was done him, ſentthe Uandales, Mozes, Affricanes, 
and Sarazins, vnder the conduct of Pula their king, who ha⸗ 
ning diſcomfited and ſlayne in many battels, mo then ſeuen hun 
dzeth thouſand men, conquered all Dpayne, and deuided it into 
diuers kingdomes, to witte, Granade, Valence, Poztugall, To⸗ 
ledo, Coꝛdua, and many others. But the chꝛiſtians which came of 
Gothes,foz the attopding of che intollerable oppꝛelſions, and hos 
rible furie ottheſe nations, retyꝛed and withdꝛewe them ſelues 
into the Mountaynes of Arragon, who at thattyme were called 
the Cantabzians, and Aſturians, and choſe one named Pelag ius 
to be their king. This Pelagins fozlaking the name of a Gothe, 
beganne to make very great warres againſt the Mozes, but hee 
had therein but euill ſucceſſe. 
| = Wheres 
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WMherekozel, bis ſucceſſours required ayde and helpe ofthe 
French kinges,to witte of Pepin, Charlemeine, Lewis, and 
manp others: ſo that in ſhoꝛt tyme the Countreys that were loff, 
were conquered agayne which were deuided into Pꝛouinces, 
and after into kingdomes, giuing them the names of the foztrel 
ſes and Townes, whereby they were conquered: to witte, ofthe 
Citie oꝛ Towne ok Leon o Legion, the kingdome of Leon, of 
Tarracon, Arragon: of Barcinone, Barcelone: ofthe Caſtle 
which Pelagius built ſo ſoone as hee had wonne Leon, againſt 
the aſſault of the Pozes, the kingdome of Caſtile: and after all 
this, the kingdomes of Poꝛtugall, Nauarre, Galice, Toledo, 
Valence, Coꝛdua and Granade, were erected: to wit, when the 
Moꝛes ; were entoꝛted to become ſubiecte to Chailtian kings and 
Countreys, at ſuche tyme as euery one warred againſt them in 
bis owne Countrey, the chiefe of which were the Arragonians 
and Caſtiltans, 

Mowe amongſt all the Pꝛinces and Potencates that warred 
bpon the heathen and Jufidelles, Ferdinando king of Arragon 
was the moſtfamous. But after that the Countrey was out 
ofthe daunger ofthe Mozes, by reaſonofthehappte ſucceſle of 
the heathen warres, the ſayde king Ferdinando ſuffered the 
Mozes (as his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs had alſo done) to liue in quiet 
ſubiection and obedience. paying certayne tribute: MNeuerthe⸗ 
leſſe their kinde of life was paynefull, eſpectally amongſt thoſe 
that were freemen, and pet tollerable inough, ſeeing they were 
not croubled oz moleſted fot the cauſe of religion. | 

But as the thinges ofthis wozlde neuer continue in one 


ſelke and the ſame eſtate, and that the heartes or kinges and pyins 


ces doe often chaunge, which cauſech che lubiectes fo2 che pꝛeſent 
tyme to be ouercharged and burdened 2 There were ſome that 
perlwaded the ſapde king to chole certapne perſonnes, who 
ſhoulde haue an eye to their many ſuperſtitions and infidelicies, 
to the ende the Mahometiſhe and Jeweſhe religion, myght not 
any way derogate from the Catholique Religion. 

. Neuectheleſſe wee ſee by experience, that oftentimes

Foz it is an harde matter to _ againſt a ſtone: when

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as they will labour to reduce others to their opinion and fanta- 
ſie, The king had appoynted fox this purpoſe the moſte quali- 
fied men, following therein the oꝛder ok his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs: And 
as a king carech not what payne hee ozdinarily taketh to excell 
all other kinges and Monarches in honour and fame: Euen ſo 
this king Ferdinand pur poled and concluded to ſhewe him lelfe 
a no leſſe true and politike, then a warlike Chaiſtian : fo,in lea» 
uing all his war like affay2es, he beſtowed all his care about che 
aduauncing of chziſtian Religion, which is a moſt good kinglp 
deede, and worthy great commendation: as alſo it is the parte 
and duetie of a king, who is the Image of the molt excellent and 
Almightie king. to vſe Juſtice and true mercie vnto his lubiects. 
In doing whereofhe hach been moſt happie and bleſſed, and is a 
ſigne ofa true ceſtimonte ot that name which the Pope gaue vn⸗ 
to him and to his ſucceſſazs kings of Spaine, to wit, the title of 
molt Catholike king: which Pope Gzegozy, the thirde of that 
name graunted the yeere 1230. To Al fonſe king of Galice, 
who alſo hach giuen to all Spantardes«he tytle of double Cao 
tholike. 

Nowe, this thing was the cauſe that all the Mozes, Bara⸗ 
zins. and the Jewes them ſelues, who (as the Yiſtoztes witneſſe) 
ſichens the ſacking and deſtruction of Jeruſalem, hauing by the 
appoyntment of che Emperour Titus continued in theſe Coun⸗ 
treys. haue withdꝛawne them ſelues out of Spayn:becauſe thep 
were enkozced to beleeue ⁊ confeſle Jeſus Chyift to be the ſonne 
of God, and therefoze foꝛſooke they the Countrey, & ſought out 
fo? theinſelues ſome other better place co dwell in:: Inſomuch 
that many thoulandes haue gotten them away vnto the boꝛders 
* from thence into Affricque, into diuers other 
places. | . 

But the reſt who like well of Spapne, continue there ſkill, 
and both themſelues and their childzen are baptiſed, Meuer⸗ 
theles, not long after, when the ſpantards percetued, how great⸗ 
Iy the opinion of the Bodhead, whether it be good oz bad, taking 
once impꝛeſlion in mens imagination, pꝛeuayled, and what 
koxce it hach in mens harts, when it is once rooted therin, eſpeci⸗ 
ally when in long pꝛoceſſe ofcime it is ſucceſſiuely learned from 
one to another; kor then they will become obſtinate, * — 
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foꝛgoe it: Then was the exerciſe of the Jewiſh Religion fozbids 
den chem: and as they coulde not in trueth foꝛgette and foꝛgoe 
the ſayde exerciſe, the Spaniardes fell to perſecuting of them. 
and yet by a certayne kinde of Juſtice, meaning vtterly to roote 
them out: But it was impoſſible to roote out ſuche a people {a 
obſtinately bent and ſetteled in their Jnfidelicie. | 

A little befoze this, there was a newe oꝛder of Fryers in⸗ 


ſtituted by a Spaniarde, bozne within the Dvyocelle of Lexo- The beginnirg 
nie, to witte,in Caliroga , named Dominicke: whiche wag ofthe czder of 
called the ower of the lacopins, and authozized by Pope Hono- be acopine 


rius the thirde of that name, the yeere 1216. And this was 

bzought in, by reaſon of a viſion that appeared to him as hee lay 

aſleepe, by which was ſhewed him that che Churche being ſhas 

Ken and readie to fall, was helde vp by Saint Dominicke 

onely , albeeic Pope Jnnocente the chyzde his pꝛedeceſſoz had 

no will to peelde to the Inſtitution and erectiou of that ozver of 
rpers, 

8 This Religious oder is growen into ſuche credite, and ſo 

highly eſteemed ol, as that the king of Spaine, hath committed 
vnto the lacopins all the affapzes concerning conſcience, and 
religion: and although there was befoze tyme a certayne fozme 

and manner of Jnquiſicion inſtituted, vet was it by this oꝛder ol 
the Iacopins, whiche was thought to be the moſt holy of all the 
reſt, confirmed and effabliſhed, | 

Foz when they ſawe that the Jewes, coulde neyther by the 
ꝓꝛapers, pꝛeachings, and admonitions ofthe Iacopins, bee cons 
uerted: they then pꝛoceeded with them after a rigozous ma⸗ 
ner, and tooke vpon them the ſwooꝛde to fozce them tothe re⸗ 

Jigion, if ſo bee they woulde not depart and gette them out of the 
countrey. 

This rodde oz ſwooꝛde whereof J heere intende to ſpcake, 
whiche the Iacopins vnto this pꝛeſent haue vſurped agaynſte 
theſe pooꝛe people, hath been the cauſe , as it is ſayde, that the 
Inquiſition beganne in the dayes of King Ferdinand whileſt 
hee raigned: Becauſe chat this manner and fourme of Inqui⸗ 
lition is moze rigoꝛous then the firſt was, agaynſt thole here⸗ 
Hes and heretiques, which they called Marans: which name is

bled amongſt many Chꝛiſtian nations againſt ſuch as ofa ſingu of the marans,

lerveſire wiſhe to haue anewe religion, foꝛlaking and reiet⸗ 
ting che olde, whereupon the oziginall of the Marans was but a 


litle befoꝛe that knowne, Foz, as the Jewes looked koz the 
pꝛomiſed Meſſias, and had alwayes in their mouthes this name 
Maran, to witte, Dur Loꝛde: Euen lo the Jewes which had re- 
ceyued the Chꝛiſtian fayth;ſapde Maranachi, that is to ſap, The 


Lozde is come. 


Dhoꝛtly after,there aroſe a diſſention and ennemitie amongſt 
the Chꝛiſtians, to witte, betweene the true Chziſtians, and thole 
which denied that the ſayde ſauyour was come, who were cal⸗ 
led Marans, and condemned foꝛ a pernitious and wicked ſect. 

This is the cauſe why the Jewes had alwayes that name in 
their mouthes, and that the Spaniar des on the other ſide called 
them Apoſtates and heretiques, which woonde they alſo vſed as 
gainſte all ſuche as helde not the true doctrine of. the Romiſhe 
Chur ch. , 5 | 

And therefoze the Iacopins were the authours ofthe In⸗ 
quiſition. who deutſed a better fozme thereof, then that, that 
was befoze. The king foozthwith ratiſied this foꝛme, and Pope 
Sextus the Genoway confirmed it. Mithout all doubt, the 
king had great occaſion to doe this, foꝛ the rooting out of the 
wicked and repꝛobate doctrine ok the Mahometiſtes and Jewes, 
who went about none other thing but to burden mens conlcts 
ences, with the looking fo2 the pzomiſed Bellas : and belides, 
the Sarazins and Arabians, whiche the Pozes had ſent into 
Spapne, committed great miſchieke. Yea and the Jewes them⸗ 
ſelues were condemned by Pope Sextus the peere 1475. Be⸗ 
cauſe they hadcrucifted a childe of two peeres of age, cutting off 


The Jewes put his genitozies and ryght pappe, and after warde perſed him Into 


to death a child 
of two peeres ; 
ade · 


death, and then caſt him into the riuer: which thing they did bpon 
palme Sunday, in deſpite and mockery of Jeſus Chyift, and to 
the diſhonour and ſhame of all chꝛiſtians: which Jewes were pits 
niſhed and executed, after they had by toꝛture, e ſharp examinati⸗ 
on and p2oofe,confeſſed the fact. 

Theſe Iacopins, by reaſon ofthe reputation whiche they 
had gotten by the ſetting vp of cheir newe oꝛder of Religion, 
called them lelues, the dekenders ofthe Chiltian doereine ans 


— 
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Religion, not onely in Spapne, but alſo in Italy, and in other 
places of Chꝛiſtendome, where they had bzought in, and planted 
cheir oꝛder. The firſt commiſſion they had, was graunted them 
againſt the Jewes and Mahometiſts: but after, when their au⸗ 
thoꝛitie encreaſed, and extended it ſelfe further, then they called 
themlelues the Jnquiſicozs of Heretikes, fo the perſecucing of 
all ſuch, as woulde not obſerue the oꝛdinaunces and inſtitutions 
of the Catholike religion. Nowe,that we might knowe whac 
Kpnde of men theſe Inquiſitoꝛs haue beene , Experience hach 
Hewedvnco vs, to wit, ſuch mẽ as though their wickednes haue 
peruerted all thinges , Foz theſe good Gentlemen pꝛoceede ey 
uen as they are affected againſt the accuſed , whiche is che caule 
that all men hate them:eſpecially ſithence the agreement whiche 
the Pope made betweene the foure oꝛders of begging Fryers: 
And 5 cauſe of thus controuerſie was, by reaſon pᷣ che inquiſitozs 
had exammed certain diuines ofthe ozder of the Carmelites bps 
ſome articles of the faith, of which number was Julian of Bꝛeſſe 
in Lobardie,a very famous doctoꝛ and pꝛeacher, x another called 
Peter de Nouellans, in whoſe behalf Mantua hath wiitte an exe 
cellent Apollogte,containing foure bookes, 

The Pope conſideryng to what ende this partiall dealing 
and partaking woulde come, and that it woulde tende to the 
hurt and diſhonour of either partie, yea euen to the hurt & greate 
Toſſe of the Eccleſiaſticall ſtate, ſeeyng that eyther partie was 
grounded vpon a matter of ſmal impoꝛtance, and that this diſſen⸗ 
tion might in time to come bring great damage to all the oꝛders 
of begging Fryers, emongſt whome the lacopins were the 


Chiefe and moſt eſteemed, and pzeſumed of them felues to beche 
beſt, it was oꝛdeyned at the inſtance & earneſt ſute of Chꝛiſtopher 


Martignes, chat they ſhoulde in all places bee a like as touching 
the pꝛiuileges x immunittes which the Pope had grauntedthẽ. 
Neuertheleſle, the cammiſſion of the Inquiſition had pꝛocured 


them hatred, and made them become ſo odious, as that many 


greatly ſuſpected them, becaule they alone had to doe with the 
office of the Jnquilition, | 
Ju the ende, king Ferdinande was fozced of neceſſitte, fo ap⸗ 


peale this diſcoꝛde and diſcention: Bowebeit he very louingly. 
Honourably placed in their ſtead very learned popiſh *

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A notable hyſtorie of the ciuill 


who had long befoze fattoured this Fnquiſition . And to the 


ende the Mooꝛzſhipfull Jacopins ſhould not take this dep2iuas 


tion and depoſing of their eſtate in ill part, the king had auchozi⸗ 


Zed them that they might be pꝛeſent in councel, and at the delibe⸗ 
rations and fudgements ofthe Fathers Jnquiſitozs of the faiths 
Jnſomuch v they map haue at this day to do with p examinations 


And although thep haue rather loſt the eſtimation and comman⸗

ding then their being koꝛgotten, whiche bꝛought them into ſo 
great reputation with euerie man: pet fo} al that, they hold not⸗ 
withſtanding p name of Inquiſitoꝛs ſtil, with good hope p they 
are not ſo farre from the matter but that they may one dap recas 
uer the lame eſtate and dignity. 

Jhauehcrecofoze told you home the Jnquiſition came to bee 
erected in Spain, and although as then it was not ſo rigoꝛouſſy 
ad miniſtred and put in execution, as it is at this pꝛeſent: vet had 
not the Spaniards themſelues any good will to receive it, no 
mote then many other lubiectes beſides, Fo2 when the kyng of 
Arragon woulde haue bzought the Inquiſition into his Couns 


trie The Eſtates & nobles of the countrie there, very reuerent⸗ 


Iv gaynelalde, and ſet themſelues againſt it: Firſt by woꝛds and 
Supplycations: But when hee woulde haue infozccd them vn⸗ 
to it, 
woulde in no wiſe accept of it: Becauſe the Eſtates conſide⸗ 
red, that ſuch an Inquiſition woulde bee hurtkull and pernici⸗ 
ous to the libertie of the kingdome: Inlomuche that it was 
not onely bꝛoughte in by a liuely force, but allo wich great effu⸗ 
ſion of blood, as well on the one ſide as on the other, as may ap⸗ 
peare by the death of maiſter Aepile , who was ſent wich full aus 
thoꝛitie from the king, to bꝛing the Inquilition into the Realme 


of Arragon : fo2 the which hee was ſlayne and maſſacred in the 


Cathedꝛall Church ok Sarragouſe. 


Mowe there remapneth pet that J declare vnto you , the 
maner ofthe Juſtification of this Jnquiſicion , whereby euery 


nation may vnderſtande, which wayes the Spantardes admy⸗ 
niſter both ciuill and criminal Fuſticevnco euery man. 


hen any is accuſed of hereſie, a Seriaunt is ſent to cite 


him and letteth him a day for his perſonall appearance at which 


Fay he muſt come in ober, {0} there is not a mozehureful _ | 


then they oppoled themſetues againſt it in deede, and 
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thẽ it: But if he denie it, andconfeſſe nothing, they let him paſſe 
back home to his houſe: but one of their flies foloweth him, who 
diligently watcheth whither he goeth and what hee doeth, and if 
he percetue epther by the wozdes oz deedes ol him that was cy⸗ 
ted, that he hath any ſiniſter oꝛ euill meaning, hee declareth it 
to — Fathers inquiſitoꝛs, who againe put him in ſute, as follo⸗ 
weth. 

Mhen he that is accuſed, appearing at the firſt day appoin⸗ 
ted, confeſſeth all things freely : o2 that they themlelues though 
long examination mape dꝛawe any thinge out of him: then the 
accuſer, oꝛ buzzing flie is hid behinde the tapiſtrie oz hang inges 
toheareifhe confeſſe the trueth:neuertheleſle the cited, if he bee 
an inhabitant oꝛ Citizen is ſent backe home to his houſe:but ifhe 
be a ſtraunger, they ſend him to pꝛiſon. Afterward, they ſende 
to the Curate oꝛ Biſhoppe ofthe place oz Dioceſſe, where the 
accuſed dwelleth , tothe end they would not vnaduiſedly lay 
handes vppon the ſillie lambe ofa ſtraunge ſhepheard: and ther: 
foze chey ſend vnto him and tell him, that they haue one of his 
ſheepe in the pound, but if by aduenture the Pꝛiloner bꝛeake our 
of pꝛiſon, they ſend letters to the Tippeſtaffe o2 Marſhals Bayz 
lift, ſigniſiyng vnto him the faſhion and features of the face, and 
other circumſtances of the fugitiue pꝛiloner, who followeth him 
in euerp place where he thinketh to lind him, vntill ſuch time as 
he hath found him, taken him, and bꝛougtzt him backe to pꝛiſon. 
This purſute is cqmonly made after ſuch as are of: great eſtate, 
02 very learned men, whom they keare wil fozlake the catholike 
faith. {When the accuſed is bzought againe to pꝛiſon, they call fox 
the keyes ol his houſe, and deliuer them vnto a publique nocary, 
who muſt make an Inuentoꝛp of al his moueables, letters, wits 
tings, c iewels that are within his houle: which Jnuentozp is des 
liucred into the hands of one of his rich neighbours, who keepeth 
it vntil the ſute be ended: and whẽ the acculed is condemned, and 
iudged fo2 an, Heretike, then all his goods are foꝛfaited for the 
behoofe of the king. Foꝛ the cuſtome is, although the ſentence be 
not capit all, that all his goodes ſhalbe as a deuided ſpoile , by 
reaſon of the hereſie, and þ the accuſed is not woꝛthy to inioy his 
goodes, but are adiudged to bee the kinges, by the Popes

that he may defend himlſelfe by his attoꝛney and counleller,who

The Gaoler, ſo ſoone as the accuſed is committed to ward, in⸗ 
quireth of him, and diligently ſearcheth, whether hee haue anye 
knife, paper, oꝛ ſuch other like thing about him: and ranſackech 
and ſearchech him euen to his ſhirt. Eight dapes after, che Inqui⸗ 


ficozs ſubozne the Gaoler, to counſell che Pꝛiloner, inſtantlye 


to pꝛap, that he may haue a dap of hearing, and the pꝛiſoner beſee⸗ 
cheth the Gaoler, to crauꝰ it in his name. which ching hee doeth. 
Nom, when the pziſoner commeth to be hearde , he beſeecheth 
chẽ to make a ſhort ſute of it: Thẽ be is admoniſhed to diſcharge 
his conſcience, and acknowledge his kaultes, pꝛomiling him all 
the fauour and mercy that poſſibly maybe had, ik he wil conuert. 
And ik he confelle it, he is neuer a whit y ſooner deliuered ther⸗ 
by, as you may here vnderſtand. But ik he will not confelle his 
fault, he is carried backe to pꝛiſon, and the Jnquiſicozs will cell 
him, that they will make a ſhoꝛt ſute of it. Then hee hath agayne 
audience graunted him, but nothing is done, neither will they tel 
him whereloze hee is accuſed, becauſe their meaning is, to ouer⸗ 
thzow him by his owne conkeſſion. 

After this, he is once moze bjought befoze the Inquiſitoꝛs, 
who giue him very hard ſpeeches, and ſaye: Jfchou wilt not o⸗ 
therwiſe aunſweare, and diſcharge thy conſcience , chon ſhalte 
bee committed ta the Atcomey generall, who will handle chee 
after another manner, faſhion, co wit, he will ſhzewvly put chee 
to thy trumpe and triall. Foz, his purpoſe, is firſt of all co make 
a foꝛfaiture of the goodes of the accuſed, fo2 the kinges behoofe, 
But when the cunning admonitions of the Inquiſitoꝛs cannot 
Make him confeſſe, no2 yet winne him from his perleuerance & 
conſt ancie, they then pꝛactize another way wich him. Foz, then 
they cauſe acroſſe maſſe booke to be bꝛought . © laying ÿ hand 
of the accuſed vpon them, would put him to his othe, but if he wil 
not ſweare, he is already conuinced, e ik he doe lweare, then they 
mate diligẽt ſearch what countrey man he is, what his friends, 
bis pzofeſſion,# companions are, other ſuch like, by which they 
dꝛaw & gather great argumẽts e tokẽs. But ſuch as are wiſe and 
cũuing, wil not giue thẽ one woꝛd to anſwer, becaule they befoze 
hand ſee 5ᷣ inkoꝛmatiũ and ſifting of þ matter, whereof they are 
acculed. In the ende the Action is deliuered him in wziting, 


cal- 
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talleth vnto hym the pꝛyloner, and taketh vpon him the vefenſe 
of his caule, and after that the ſute is ſet foꝛwarde accoꝛdyng to 
the cuſtome, hee addeth vuto it in waiting, what the lawe is exhi⸗ 
biting the ſame into the hands of the Inquiſitoꝛs, who, the third 
day after, ſende againe fo; the pꝛyſoner and his counſellour, to 
come befoze them: then they commaund hym to tel the cruech, 
ſeeing 5 in that auditozie they deſire nothyng els: But if he will 
confeſſe nothing,. they carry him backe to pzyſon, and at laſte 
the depolictons are ſhewed him, without naming the witneſſes: 
But it any man will depoſe any thyng againſt him, the pꝛyſoner 
enquiret hot che qualitie and condition ofthe perſon: and it com⸗ 
meth alſo many times to paſſe, that the Inquiſitoꝛs are of the 
opinion with the pꝛyſoner acculed, that ik he can gelle oꝛ imagine 
who is his accuſer, by calling ta minde, with whom hee had any 
talke of matters of religion chat the ſame man ought to bꝛougbe 
befoze him, and accule him face to face. They that are ſubtill & 
cunning will call foꝛ a copie ofthe action, that they may anſwer 
it by wziting. But ik there are two witneſſes, they may then 

without all doubt giue iudgement and ſentence of death agaynſt 
the pꝛyſoner: and one witnes is ſufficient to put him to a ſyꝛewo 
trumpe oꝛ tryall. The aduocate Fiſkall pleadeth the condis 
tion and the accuſers are the witneſſes. Two oz thꝛee dayes 
after, when as the pꝛyloner is againe ſent foz to come befoꝛe the 
Inquiſitoꝛs, his councellour ſhewech vnto him the pꝛincipall ars 
ticles whereofhe is accuſed, and ſetteth downe vnto him the ſubs 
ſtancialleſt reaſons and teſtimonies of his accuſers,p he may cds 
ſider of them whether they are like to bee true oꝛ not: And be⸗ 
ſides, he biddeth the pꝛyſoner to be wel aduiſed, to ſee ik he can be 
able to bꝛing it to palle to vnderſtand what they are that haue wit 
neſſed matter againſt him, p he might challenge them: foz doing 
whereof, certaine dayes of deliberation are giuen to the pꝛiſoner 
to recom with himſelfe,who oz what his enemies be, which are 
able to depoſe againſt him, and lay any thing to his charge: and 
if he cannot deuiſe who they ſhould be, God haue mercy on him, 
fo; he hach then no moꝛe to ſay. But ik he can gefle what they arg 

o2 name the,no man telleth him p it is they, but his councellour 

telleth it to him ſecretly. & then he is aſked befoze the inquiſito)s, 

by what way oꝛ meane hee is able to challenge the accuſer. And 
belides, if hee woulde excuſe and purge himlelke oz that hee bet

able eo pꝛooue that bee hath beene alwapes a great friende vnta 
the cleargie, and obſerued all the ceremonies of the Churche, 
to wit. chat hee hath hearde Þaſle,beene confeſſed, and wozſhip⸗ 
ped the croſle and Images: To bee ſhoꝛt, That hee hath done al 
cleane cõtrarie to that that his accuſers haue depoſed, which muſt 
bee ozdinarily done within niene dayes, and then his cauſe 


is merueiloully well amended : howbeic all the excuſes - 


chat hee can make therein are to no purpoſe, except there come 
in no witneſſes againſt him, x when the contrarie are examined 
by the Judge, they conclude vpon the mattter, and the aduocate 
Fiſkall pꝛayeth an inſtaunce that it may bee ended as it pleaſeth 
bvm. After this, certaine Fryers and Doctoꝛa of Diuinitie 
examine his beltefe, that is to lap, they make an interpꝛzetation 
of whatſoeuer the pꝛiſoner hath ſpoken of faith, and il in theyꝛ os 
Pinion hee hath ſaide well, hee is adiudged to be ſec free and at 
libertie, and yet notwithout his great domage, which hee ſhall 
both keele, and ſmell of againe, as followeth,

as koꝛ pennance ſake they beate thẽlelues vntil the blood trickle 


down withall, Thepꝛ head and face is couered with an hood, ha⸗ 
ning no moze but 2. holes in it, foꝛ ta looke out at: In this ſoze 
commeth in the hangman apparrelled, to terriſie the pꝛyſoner, as 
ifcthe Dinell himſelfe woulde cozrect him koz his ſinnes: when 
thts is done, the Judge admoniſhech him co tell the truch, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting that it thꝛough toꝛture any leg oꝛ limme ok his be bꝛoken, 
that che faulc and ſcathe ſhall bee his, and lye in his owne necke. 


After this, che pooꝛe pꝛyſoner is ſhaken out of all his clowtes, 


ſaue that they tye a lynnen ragge to couer his pꝛiuities. Anone

bane, 5 Uh 
Nowe the ozdinary toꝛment of che p2yſoner is this: Firſt, his 
bandes are bounve together behinde his backe, and his body be⸗ 
ing 
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ing tryſed vp into the ayze with a toꝛmentrous engine, they bind 
to his feete inſtruments of pꝛon of twentie ſiue pounds weight: 
then the Juquiſitozs lay vnto him: vnderſtand thou fellow, thac 
if thou wilt not conkeſſe the troth, aſſure thy ſelke we will leaue 
thee heere to die in thele toꝛments: In chis paine hangech this 
wꝛetched and miſerable patient, all his weeping and teares hel⸗ 
ping him nothing at all. Then the hangman letcech him flip 
at one choppe almoſt to the ground, by meane whereok one ioyne 
fallech from another. When this is done, the hangman giueth 
him the ſecond and third charge, and then getteth hym vp: and 
thus this vnnaturall toꝛture and hozrible toꝛment laſteth from 
niene of the clocke vntill it bee eleuen oz twelue. hen the pꝛy⸗ 
ſoner continueth conſtant and will confeſſe nothyng, hee is carri⸗ 
ed to the Churche, where the Barbour Surgeons put him to 
thꝛee tymes ſomuchpatne , The patient beeing in this miſera⸗ 
ble eſtate, they will him to bee confefſed oꝛ ſhziuen, whereupon 
they finde of what religion hee is: and if ſo bee that hee will con 
feſſe himſelfe to the Piet, they haue a notarie hid behinde ſome 
clothes to wꝛite and note all che pꝛyſoners confeſſion, becauſe 
hee makech him to fpeake diſtincelßp and a loude. Then the 
Mꝛieſt telleth him: That hee hach power & aucthoꝛitie to deliuer 
him out ofthehandes ofthe fathers Inquiſitoꝛs. By theſe and 
ſuch like wozds they ſometimes deceiue and beguile the pooze 
pꝛyſoners, foꝛ if they confeſſe any thing, they bzing their owne 

teſtimonie againſt them, to render them puniſhable. Then che 

Inquiſitoꝛs giue it opẽly out both abꝛoad and in the pꝛiſon, that 

the pꝛyſoner hath confeſſed enough, and beſides, hach accuſed and 

named all his companions and fellow byethzen, although it bee 
nothyng lo. Which thyng cauſech the neighbours that haue 
hearde of ÿ great croſſes of che patient, accuſe theſelues, befoze 
any body els hath accuſed them, becauſe they woulde be recon⸗ 
ciled to the fathers and Inquiſitoꝛs of the faith, thinking they 
ſhoulde bee out of all danger, when as they had once confeſſed 
their faults. | 

The hurte and ſicke p2yſoners are carried to an Poſpitall, 
where the Surgeons and ſeruitours ofthe Hoſpical deale reaſcs 
nably with them, vntill ſuche time as they are carryed backe as 
gaine to pplon.

" Whenthe day of giuing ſentence, and ok execution dꝛaweth 
neere: to wit, two dayes befoꝛe, they ſende foz the pꝛyſoners, 
whome the Inquiſitoꝛs commaund to tell and ſhewe them of all 
they moueable and vnmoueable goods, willyng them to cons 
ceale nothing, to the end that they which are in their houles bee 
not accuſed of chefc,o2 that they themlelues by the iudgementes 
of God, fall not dead to the grounde, as Ananiasand Saphyra his 
wife did at the Apoſtles feete, becauſe they lyed and kept backe 
ſome of their goods, 5 | 
The night betoꝛe the day appointed, they are ſhꝛyuen, & that 
Day in che mozning, the officers of the Inquiſition bzyng vnto 
chem Saint Bennets furniture ofapparrel, which is a cally cal⸗ 
ſocke without lleeues, much like vnto the Romanes clokes, co» 
tered with blackelinnen cloth. And vpon their heads they haue 
a Biſhops myter made ofpaper, vpon which is painted a man 
ſitting by the fire : and the man atozeſaide, hach his hands bound 
to his necke, who firſt is led about the flame, and akter warde to 
the fire, When he is bzonght to the place of execution, the ſchol⸗ 
lers goe ſinging befoze him, and as many as are condemned in 
any pecuntarte oz bodily puniſhment : on epther ſive of them, 
follow the Sertant ofthe Tnquilition; and belides, cwo Fryars 
92 Jeſuites to exhoꝛt and admonith the citizens: ouer c beſides, 
there followe the lwozne officers, Judges, Pꝛeſidents, Go⸗ 
uernours, and Lteuetenants of the king foz that Countrie, with 
many Noble men # Gentlemen, being al aſſembled together in 
they? pallaces. | 
Ponꝛeouer, there are the ꝛieſts, and Chapiter ofthe cathedꝛal 
Church, Abbots, and Pꝛyoꝛs, and a great many mor, to ſhed ine 
nocent blood. But the aduocate Fil kal, and the Atturney ge⸗ 
nerall ryde alſo vnto tbeplace oł execution, hauing a banner of 
red damaſk carried bekoꝛe them, on the one ſide wherof is armes 
richly imbꝛodered, with the name ofthe Pope, who hath contir- 
med and eſtabliſhed the Jnquiſico2s, & on the other lid — 
f an 
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andthe name of king rerdinando, and on the toppe of the 
pole of the banner head, is a ſiluer croſſe gylt. There are alſo 
on hozſebacke the fathers Jnquiſitozs of the faith, and their olli⸗ 
cers , After this ſo honozable a troupe, followe a great multi⸗ 
tude of people, who come twentie mile ok to this goodly feaſt, 
they goe all together vnto a great plaine, where two ſcaffoldes 
are ſet vp, the one fo2 the accuſed, and the other forthe fathers 
Inquiſitoꝛs: amongeſt whome, one ofthem maketh an ozation 
in the pꝛayſe and honour ofthe Inquiſition, and inthe diſcom⸗ 
mending and aboliſhyng ok all hereſies. This ozation beeing 
ended, one beginnech openly to pꝛonounce the iudgements vpon 
the poote pacients, oꝛderly one after another, beginning firſt 
with theſe that haue che moſt gracious c eaſieſt kinde of puniſh⸗ 
ment. After the publication of thele ſentences, the chiefe and 
head Jnquiſtcoz, ſingeth certaine collects, to wit, Oremus and 
Queſumus,fo2 the conuertes, pꝛaping alſo vnto God p it would 
pleaſe hym ok his meere fauour and grace, to graunt them pers 
ſeucrance in the Romiſh catholike faith vnto their lines ende. 
Then hee haththus laide, al the Cleargie fing the PÞſalme Mi- 
ſerere mei deus, which being ended, the Inquiſitoz lingeth cers 
taine verſicles, whom the ſinging men anſwere in they} muſical 
notes, crying, pelling, and bleating out like calues, as they are. 
Laſt of all, the ſaide Jnquiſito2 ſingeth the abſolution, whereby 
the penitents are abſolued ofthe errour of hereſie, but not of the 
puniſhment oz paine, which is incontinently to be executed, with 
out fauour o2 mercy,yeacontrary to all right aud reaſon. 
Afcer vᷣ this abſolution is giuen, the Jnquilito)s cauſe an oth to 
bee miniſtred to the people, to wit, that they ſhall liue and die in 
the faith, obedience, and religion ofthe Romiſh Church: and ſhall 
defend the ſame, and the Inquiſitoꝛs in all points, and againſt al 
men : hazarding they bodies againſt all ſuch as would do them 
any hurt o2 ſet vpon chem. Ouer and beſides, that they ſhall re⸗ 
nounce and abiure whatloeuer is contrary to the doctrine, and 
inſtitutions oꝛ ceremonies of the Romiſh church: Mozeouer, that 
they ſhall withall their power and might, defend the holy office, 
and all their officers, miniſters, op ſeruants thcrof; taking both 
one and other to witnes,fo2 the ſafetie alſurance of the mo 
. ny 
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| A notable hiſtorte of the ciuill 
And iktherebe amongeſt thele penitents oz conuertes, auß 
The degrading Cleargie man, bee hee religious man oꝛ Pꝛieſt; that is founde to 
Apꝛiec es. haut delerued leſſe puniſhment then death, that man is degraded 
onely by wowes, This degradation is done by the Biſhoppe 
clad in all his pontificalibus, and by none other, by which hee is 
in terdited from the adminiſtration of his office, benifice,, and 
Pꝛieſtly dignitie, vntill ſuch time as the Pope ſhall baue abſol- 
ued, enhabiled againe, oꝛ reſtoꝛed hym to his dignitie. But yf the 
fathers Inquiſitoꝛs haue condemned and iudged him to death, 
chen the patient is degraded in very deede the lelfe ſame day, as 
followech ; Firlt, hee is apparrelled in all his Churchrobes, as 
ik hee ſhould go to maſſe. All which are taken from him by one 
that playech the Biſhops part, vling tertaine ceremonies and 
wo2des,as hee bereaueth him ol them, one after another, vtterly 
cleane contrary to che ceremonies and woꝛdes that are vled vn« 
to hym, when he is Bꝛieſted. After this, they ſcrape his hands, 
kippes and crowne, with a glaſſe oxraſo2,to take away the holie 
oyle wherewith he was annoynted. All chele ceremontes are o⸗ 
penly vſed in the ſight of the whole wozld, | 
Nowe, when all the ſentences are pꝛonounced, c the pꝛieſtes 
vegraded as afozeſaid , The ſeculer magiſtrate receiueth chem, 
that muſt vye,accodyng to the appointment and commaunde⸗ 
ment ol my maſters the Anquiſitozs, to execute and diſpatch them 
out ofthe wozlde at the oꝛdinarie place, hauing with chem luche 
diueliſh and ſhameleſle Pꝛoctours, as neuer ceale callyng vp⸗ 
on them to renounce the truth which they had confeſſed and re⸗ 
ceiued. 2 | 2 
But if the Inquiſitoꝛs vnderſtande that there are ſome of thẽ 
that haue not truly repented, but that the woolfe is couered 1 
» lheepes ſkinne, they deliuer them into the tẽpoꝛall magiltrates 
hands, they beſeech him to veale kauourably with them, and to 
beware that they bꝛeake none ol they} lymmes, no2 pet awe 
any blood ofthem: and in theyz chiefe giuing of iudgement, chey 
ſay: ſeeing that the paine and trauell which wee haue taken a⸗ 
bout to conuert theſe perſons is all in vaine and to no purpoſe, 
wee deliuer them into the handes of the tempoꝛall magiſtrate, to 
bee puniſhed accoꝛding to lawe and iuſtice: yet beeſeeching him 
that if ſo bee they ſhall acknowledge their errsurs and bee — 
| FJ uerted, 
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uerted, that they wil ſhew them al the fauour and mercy that they 
map poſſibly. | E 
And all the reſt which are not adiudged to dye, are ſent 
backe agayne to pifon , but the next dape inthe mozning, 
they that are condemned to be whipe , are ſcourged rounde as 
bout the ſtreetes: ſome are condemned to che Gallies, other ſome 
to perpetual impꝛiſonment, and ſome ofthe reſt to weare S. Be- 
nets furniture and carry him about. But if any of thole happen 
againe to ſlip, and fall info their handes, they are then without al 
redemption. | | : 
Thou haſt now (gentle Reader) heard che cauſes occaſions of 
the Spaniards warring in the low countries, c of their warrinng 
herecofoze againſt the Þozes in Spayne,bp whõ thou maiſt vn⸗ 
derſtãd from whencethe very right lpꝛing head oftheſe doloꝛous 
waters come, wher wich they had ouerflowed E yownedthelow 
cofitries had not God of his meere mercy pꝛouided foꝛ the ſame. 
And beſides, thou ſhalt foxchwith vnderſtãd of wonderkul things, 
to wit, who, by whõ, what time, & wherfdze,) Spaniards are diſs 
perſed all the lowe countries about. Andtherfoze J beſeechthee 
conſider, whether the matters afozeſatd ſec foxthin the x. booke, 
be not the amiable & kynd deeds ofa liberal Ducheſle, againft 
the hoꝛrible cruelty of the inquyſitiõ : Truly, ſhe hath geuen vs 
hony mingled with great bitter nes, fo2 it is wel inough knowen 
to al the Woꝛld, what cruelty & vnmercifulnes ſhee hath vled ao 
gainſt the pooꝛe and miſerable ſubiectet g. 

The king of Spapne fearing that the Pꝛoteſtantes Religion 
woulde encreaſe and grow in the low Countreyes,to the great 
hurt and diladuauntage of the Catholike church, and loſſe of the 
Juqutſition, ſent very earneſtly (as hath beene heretofoꝛe in the 
firſt booke ſet downe) vnto his ſilker the Lady Margaret Du⸗ 

chelle of Parma, willyng her to pꝛeuent this Empayꝛe & down» 
fall. But when he vnderſtood that the matter waxed euery daye 
woonzſe then other, and that the Durheſſe dealt not cruelly e⸗ 
nough againſt his ſubiects:he ſent out of Spaine Don Ferdi- 
nand Aluares of Toledo, Duke of Alua, to be Gouernour and 
Liuetenant general ofthe low countries, Who embarqued him We departure 
ſelfe with his men of warre at Barcelone in Spaine, in the mo- aul 2 — 
nech of Pay 1567. ſayling 2 Genues with the wind in Þ Spayne. 
| poupe 
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poupe. The king had commanded all the captaines of ß realmes 
of Naples, Scicile, Lombardie, and the reſt, to march with their 
bandes vaco the territoꝛie of Millaine, which they perfozmed: 
whiles the Duke lay ſicke of an ague, there was a mightie com⸗ 
pany of men of warre come together; Chiapin Vitelli was his 
lieuetenant, and Gabriel Serbellon, maſter of the oꝛdenance. 
The maner ok hen the Duke of Alua was ryd ofhis Ague, hee tooke his 
the Duze of Al- iourney thzough Sauoy, towardes the count of Burgoine, hauing 
— — on with him eight thouſand Spantarvs, eight thouland Sauoyas, e 
athouſand light hozſe: and from thence, thzough che Dukedome 
ot Lorayne towardes Luxenbourgh: where he put into pay, the 
rounte Albert of Lodron with theethouſand Almaines, thꝛee 
hundꝛed hozſe,and came downe together into the low countries 
vnto Bruxelles, And there he imparted vnto the dutchesp cauſe 
of his comming, ſhewing vnto her his commiſſion, authoꝛitie and 
power: which when ſhe had ſeene, thee ſent to the king her bꝛo⸗ 
ther deſiring leaue, that ſhee might returne to her L. æ huſband 
the Duke of Parma: and hauing reſigned her eſtate and office 
The departure vnto the Duke of Alua, ſhe departed. out of the lowe countries 
of the dutches the tenth of Ap2yll 1568. to the no ſmall griefe and ſoꝛrowe of 
mund. the people: who conſidered, that the Duke had taken vpon him 
all authoꝛitie and power, and meant to continue the deutſe which 
hee had conceiued in his bꝛayne, fauoured and foztiſied by the 
ſtrength of the Spantardes , whiche were with him, to the 
great and mpyſerable ruine and deſtruction of the lowe coun⸗ 
tries. 

Nowe, when the Duke of Alua had gotten into his poſſeſſion 
all che Townes and foztreſſes well furniſhed wich Spaniſhe 
ſouldiers: hee cauſed the commiſſions of the inſtitution of the 
Inquiſition to be pꝛoclaimed, commanding euery man in the 
name ot the king, ta obſerue che catholike religion, and obey the 
church of Rome, 

— 2 Alter warde, hee owefneda newe councel (called the councel 
troubles, Of froubles)ofcwelue councellours, who ſhoulde haue full po⸗ 
| ber to giue ſentence, iudge, and pꝛonounce ſentence of death, and 

in many places, put in nem magiſtrates as pleaſed himſelfe. 

This done, hee, by reaſon of the troubles alreadie paſſed,cauſeda 

great number ol the people to be taken, 
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Dutches of Parma had befoꝛe impziſoned, and executed on them 
cruell tuſtice. 

Moꝛeouer, he cauſed a pꝛoclamation to bee made foꝛ the fugte 
tiues, aſſigning them a day fo2 their comming in, and whoſeuer 
miſſed, his goods to be confiſked. This foꝛeſaid Duke, at his firlk 
entrance greatly diſſembled, and would in no wiſe puniſhe any 
fo? the troubles paſſed with any cozpozall payne, to the ende to 
feede the people with a vaine hope, and laide, that the king hay 
given a general[pardon fo2 all the hurly burly that had beene 
committed againſt the catholike religion, fo; he hopedcherby tg 
get into his clouches the counts of Egmont and Horne, 

But afcer that the Inquiſition, and the councell of troubles 
were oꝛdeined & inſtituteb, the Inquilitozs at the firſt chop cau⸗ 
ſed many to bee impziſoned, chꝛiſtened againe the Pꝛoteſtantes 
childzen, e married againe all ſuch as had been married in other 
Churches. in the catholike Churches. And fome of the fugitines 
which returned home to their houſes vpon the vaine hope afo2es 
ſawe,were.ſent to pꝛiſon by the councell oftroubles, c condem⸗ 
ned to death, inſomuch that blood was there ſpilt as plentifully 
as if it had been water. Foz, many had their heads cut off, ſome 
were dꝛowned, and ſome hanged. 

In the beginning of September, the Duke of Alua with full The Duke of 
power and authozitte,cooke from the Lopes and Citizens of ajya tabeth as 
Gaunt, the keyes of the Citie: and deliuered the caſtle inte the way the keyes 
bandes of Colonel Alfonſe, a Spaniarde. The Gauntois com⸗ 2 _ of 
plaittedhereof to the counte Egmont gouernour of Flaunders: _ 
which count went to the Duke of Alua in their defence, and tolde 
him that he had done them great wong: The Duke anſwered 
him, that which hee had done was koꝛ the benelite and ſeruice of 
his maieſtie:howbeit this complaint ofthe Gauntois, ſtuck very 
neere his heart. 

hen the Eſtates ofthe lowe countries were met together 
at the citie of Bruxelles, the Duke made them partakers ok the — — 
authoꝛitie and power which the king had giuen him, and ſent the or; O. ol * | 
countes of Egmont and Horne to pꝛyſon as followeth.

In which hall was his ſonne accompanied with certeine ſpaniſh 

ſouldters armed, who tooke them and kept them pꝛiſoners. The 

Dukes ſonne, cauled the Countes weapons, to wit, their rapiers 

and daggers, to be takẽ from them, telling them that they muſt 

become his Maieſties pꝛiſoners:aſking them alſo, if thoſe were 

the weapons where with thep had defended the low councryes,# 

in great deſpite and anger chzew away their rapiers and Dag⸗ 

gers. This being done, the Duke commaunded the Capcapne 

ofthe Caſtle of Gaunt, to receiue the Spaniards into the Ca⸗ 

ſtle, which was done. The ſame day allo were taken Pꝛiſoners, 

che Loꝛde of Backezele, John Caſimbrot, à Counſeller ofthe 

Count Egmount, and the Count Moꝛnes Secretary: & within 

a few dates after, the ſaive Egmount᷑ and Horne, were carryed 

to the Caſtle of Gaunt, by thzee chouſand Spantardes , The 

ſame day likewiſe ,dtd the Count Lodron take the Lozde Stra- 

len neere Antwerpe,and bꝛought him to Bꝛuxelles, and che ſaide 

Lodron made an Jnuencozye of all his goodes , and ſealed it 
with his ſeale, Mot long after, there were many taken P2yſos 

ners in the lowe Tountrey, whiche cauſed a great number 

of the lowe Countrep to gette them ouer into Englande, 
as al ſo into Germanye , and the Eaſt Countries, amon⸗ 

geſt whom , one of the chiefeſt was the Counte Charles 
Manſfield, with manye Gentlemen, Captapnes, and other ſoul- 
diers. 

The 24, of December, after that the Duke of Alua was 
arrpued in the lowe Countrey,beganne the Caſtle of Antwerpe 
to be built, ſo ſtrengthened with Rampares and Platfozmes,as 
that the like was not to be found: The buylder and Engyner 
whereof, was one Pachiotto à Sauoyan, whom the Duke had 
appoynted fo2 that purpoſe. Howe, when this Caſfle was made 
defenceable and meet to receiue a garniſon, the Duke of Alua 


came to Antwerpe with foure hundzeth hoſe, leauing the reſt 


of the Souldiers at Bzuxelles:But as he was riding towards 


Antwerpe, the munition houſe at Malynes hadde taken fire. 


Mhen the Duke was come co Antwerpe, hee cauſed fine Bul⸗ 


warkes to bee buylt within the caſtle, giuing to euerye of them 
His ſeuerall pzoper name , The firſf was called, Duke, 
the Seconde , Toledo, the Thirde , m—_— , te

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fourth, in the honour ol his raſe and ſtocke, Toleran,F the fift in p 
honour ofthe Enginare oz maiſter woꝛkeman, Pachiotto. 


The very ſame time, che Frenche deſired the Duke of Al- he Duke of 
ua of ayde and aſſiſtaunce, and becauſe he would continue che Alua aydeth the 
amitye betweene the two kinges, hee ſent vnto them che Count Krenth. 


Arenberge with twelue hundꝛed low countrey men and Burgo⸗ 
nions, and two thouſand Spaniardes and Burgonions. Ju the 
Gupdones of the hozſenen,was a deuile figured , with two ar⸗ 
med handes thꝛuſting themlelues out of an Azure Cloude, and 
out ot two blacke ones, clipping one another in manner of a 
Croſſe, and at the ende ol eche Cloude was a kingly Crowne 
wich a croſfe, And vpon the 2. blacke ones. were two hartes, and 
two crownes interlaced and bound together with a ſilke ryb⸗ 
bande, and in the middeſt, was a Croſſe, a Chalice, and a 
ſinging cake, which ribbande houng verye lowe, garniſhed 
with very riche knotte s. This deuile was interpꝛeted as follo⸗ 
weth: The two Cloudes did ſigniſie the Diuinitie: The two 
hartes, the amitye and vnitye of the two kinges: the armed 
handes, their foꝛce and power: the Chalice, the Catholike re⸗ 
ligion „ fo defence whereof warres were made in both the 
Realmes. 

Son the building ofthe ſaide caſtle of Antwerpe, whiche was 
made to keepe them of the Citie in obedience and awe it was a⸗ 
greed by che great Counſell of the ſaide Citie, that there ſhould 
be gathered foure hundꝛed thouſand Flozins, which were taken 
out of the hundzeth pennie, two tenthes, and two twenties, of 
all the moueable goodes whiche were within the iurildiction of 
the ſame citie, foꝛ y receipt of which were appoynted fox Supers 
tendentes, Maiſter Paul Schuermans Sheriffe , M. Frauncis 
Croſſe and M. Giles Smith Merchantes. This Caſtle being as 
it were almoſte finiſhed, the Duke cauſed an Image of Bꝛaſſe 
to be ſet vppe in the middeſt of che ſaide Caſtle, very artificial= 
Tye wought by that excellent Woozkeman lames Ioughe- 
linke of Bruxelles, liuelye repꝛeſenting the ſapde Duke, hauing 
vnder his feete a body with two heades, repꝛeſenting the chieke 
'Gouernour ofthe Gueſes , as hereafter moze at large ſhalbee

Mis Ma. beyng enfozmed by the Attoꝛney general, how Wil- 
liam of Naſſau Pzince of Ozange, being as well by the Empe⸗ 
rour Charles the fift of famous memoꝛp, his Low-8 father, as 
alſo by his Ma. aduaunced, to high and great dignity, as to bee 
made Kutghc ofthe ozder of che golden fleeſe, a Counleller of 


the councell of eſface , and gouernour of che county ofBour- 


goyne, of Holland, Zealande, and the honour of Vtright: by 
which may well be vnderſtoode the great good will and louing 
affection chat his Ma. beareth him: and coutrariwiſe, the vis 


thankfulneſſe of the ſayde Hꝛince who hath otherwiſe behaued 


himſelle, and ag ainſt all the duetie of a true and faithfull ſubiect. 
Which Pzince hauing foꝛgotten both his honour, othe, c fidelity 
geuen and pꝛomiſed vnto his Maieſty, hath ſhewed himſelfe co 
be the oziginall, cauſe, defender, & fauto? ot all the rebels @ traps 
tours: who fooꝛthwich, after his Pateſttes departure out ofthe 
low countries, with others many moe, haue ſought by al meanes 
poſſible to inueſt and take polleſſion of che ſayd low rountries, & 


chalenge vuto himſelfe the whole gouernment. And beſides, 


that after many pꝛactiʒ es, without regard of pzomife , faith, and 
fidelity, hach by armes gone about to aduaunce and oppoſe him 


elle againſt his ſaide Maieſty, and ſacke his countrey of Bra- 


hy 


bant: whiche hath as yet taken no effect, onelie becauſe hee is 
not of power and fozce able to bʒing it to paſſe : and yet ncuers 
theleſſe he hath ſecretly pꝛactized coſubozne his Maieſties ſubs 
tectes, andperſwadethem to leaue of the good affection and os 
bedtence whiche they haue alwaies boꝛne vnto his Maieſtięe: 
Inlomuche that their good affection ſhoulde bee conuerted into 
hoꝛroꝛ and ill wil, vnder the pꝛetence of Religion , perſuading 
them by ſecrete deuiles, that his Maieſtie woulde bꝛing into 
Brabant the Inquiſition of Spapne, and that they ought to let 


themſelues againſt it: As alſo che ſapde Oꝛange bath heeretos 


(oze encouraged and ſtirred vp. the greater part of the nobilitye 


* 
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to conkederate with bim by othe, to oppoſe them ſelues againſt 
the oꝛdinaunces and commiſſtons, whiche ſo long agoehaue byn 
obſerued inthe countrey ol Brabant. Pojeouer, that the ſaide 
Ozange hath helde within his houſes as well at Breda, as at 
Bruxelles, ſecrete congregations and aſſemblyes, toapde , al- 
ſiſt, and comfo2t one another, as alſo haue heere and there pur 
themſelues in armes againſt his Maieſtye: Ouer and beſides, 
the L. of Brederode being made Captayne ꝙ chiefe ofthe Gue- 
ſes, hath taken in hande, by the counſell ofthe ſayde Oꝛaunge, 
to foztitie his Towne of Viane againſt his Maieſties foʒces: yea 
and chat at Antwerpe, although it belongeth vnto his highnes, 
be cauſed ſouldiers to bee leuyed, notwichſtanding his Graces 
commandements befoze publiſhed to the contrary, which ſouldi⸗ 
ers were carried downe by water wich all kynde of pzouiſion 
to Viane, as alſo the ſapde Ozange ſent vnto the ſayde Bree 
derode certapne peeces of Artillery, and in ſome places foꝛ⸗ 
bidding the receiuing in of any of his Paieſtyes garriſons, and 
taking from his maieſtye the entraunce to the water. Further⸗ 
moꝛe, as he was ſent to, Antwerpe to appeaſe the troubles and 
ſedytions ofthe Citizens, hee tooke vppon him to doe moze 
then was his Commiſſion, in ſuffer yng all Heretpkes and ſece 
taryes to haue þ liberty of their religion, and gaue his conſen£ 
that they might buylde Churches, and ereck Conſiſtoꝛpes, whi⸗ 
che hath beene the very oꝛiginall, as all men well knowe, of 


all the miſchiefes which followed: and hath alſo accoꝛded and 


ſuffered, to cauſe, there to be leuped and diſburſed money, fo2 the 
paying and entertapuing of louldiers, wich many other thinges 
by him committed, which che ſaide Attoꝛney generall in time 
place.ifthe neceſſity of the cauſe ſhal require, wil moꝛe at large 
declare: all whiche voyngs tend to none other end but to enioye 
che countrey ol Brabant, which of right apperteineth vnto his 
Maieſty, wherein hejhath moſt grieuo ully endangered him ſelfe 
vnto his Ma. lo that he is no way to be excuſed; but woozthy to 
be puniſhed, and hys faultes and offences to be layde wyde open 
befoze his face, Therefoze the Attoꝛney General beſeecheth 
bis highnes to graunt an Jndicement ofhigh trealõ to be dꝛawẽ 
againſt Oꝛãge with this clauſe: F op, ſo it is our wile pleaſure, 
When his Pa. had conſidered of the articles which the Attoꝛney

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Generall had ſet downe, be willed and commaunded, that euery 
4 man to the vttermoſt of his power ſhould ayde and aſſiſt che ſaid

| of Alua his graces truſty and welbeloued Coſin & Lieuecenanc, 
to wh this thing was eſpecially committed, phe might be pus

| his offences, tranſgreſlions;andrebellton: and if ſo be he cannot 
ll be taken and lapd holde on, let him be cyted by publtke edictes, 


il peare peremptozily within fifteene dayes,befoze che ſayde Duke 
1 of Alua at Bruxelles, oʒ ſome other place of the low Countries, 
| to aunſweare to all ſuche Articles as his Paieſties Atcomep 
I Generall ſhall laye to his charge. Andifſobehe appeare not 
if. at the day p2eftxed q appoynted,then let che Duke of Alua pꝛo⸗ 
? ceede againſt him accoꝛding tothe declaration afoꝛeſaid, ſimply, 
and without any other ſolemnitye ot oꝛdinary lawe and Juſtice, 
But in caſe he bee gone out ot the lowe Countries, as his Pa, 
ig ſo aduertiſed, his Graces expꝛeſſe will is, chat the inditemẽt 
be read inthe city of Bruxelles by à publike edict, and a copp 
thereof ſet vp vpon the doozes ofthe Towne houſe, and vpon all 
the church dooꝛeg roher ſoeuer this Inditement ſhalbe publiſhed, 
to the end he ſhal net pꝛetend ignoꝛance: which Inditement ſhall 
1} be of as great foꝛce as if it had byn read e pꝛonounced befo;e O⸗ 

i ranges owne face. | 
. The ſame day was likewiſe indited and ſummoned, Antho- 
| — — nie qe la Laing, Connt of Hoogſtrate, to appeare befoze the 
bk Hoogſtrate. Duke ot Atua, to defend himſelfe, and aunlweare vnto the Ars 
ticles ſet do wne by the Attoꝛnep Generall, in foꝛme followings 
howe that the Loꝛde of Hoogſtrate euen from his youth , had 
beene by his Meieſtie aduaunced vnto great honour and digni⸗ 
tie, and eſpecially tothe oꝛder of the golden fleeſe, and to bee one 
of the bande ofhis Maieſties owne-ozdinaunce: And beſides to 
Mondurable Ambaſſaves to the Emperour and to other Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, whereby he might very well conſider of the ſinguler affec- 
tion that his Grace bare him, and of the good meaning hee had 
ts exalt him in time to come, to a farre higher degree of honour: 
Pet notwichſtanding, hee fozgetting thele benelites, and —— 
nerating 
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who alwayes behaued themſelues towardes their natural Lozd, 
as true and faithfull ſubiectes, hath ſo muche foꝛgotten himſelfe, 
as that he hath with all his power and might aſſiſted and taken 
parte with the Pꝛince of Dzange, fauouring him both with his 
counſell and other wile, to (et fozwardthe troubles, whiche two 
peeres paſt had byn in his Maieſties low countries: And firſt the 
ſaide Hoogſtrate did aſſiſt, treate, and taſke of in his caſtle with 
the ꝛince of Ozange and his Adherentes, of maltitious and ſe⸗ 
ditious counſels, wher eat his Paieſties ſubiects were greatly 
offended, in ſo much that meanes and occaſions were giuen to p 
wicked to commence new pyactiſes:who,afterthe exhibiting of 
one ſupplication engendꝛed many ſeditions, diſoꝛders, and raſhe 
parts, as euery man wel enough knoweth. The which ledition Þ 
A. of Hoogſtrate did not only not appeaſe, æ admoniſh che Ci⸗ 
tizens to deſiſt and leaue ol, as being againſt the authoꝛity or his 
Ma. but contrariwiſe, encouraged chem therto: et perſonally was 
all in al to fauour them, as afterward in very deed it wel appea⸗ 
red, when as he counſelled them to renewe their Supplication, 
which was the onely cleane contrary meane and way, to make 
the Countrey of Brabant readie, to become duetitull and obe⸗ 
dient: but rather enbolden them to put in execution the ir deniſes 
F pꝛactiʒes. And after, as he was with the Pꝛince appoynted to ß 
gouernmtt ok p city of Antwerpe, to keepe 5 people in the obedi⸗ 
ence & fidelity of his Ma. the ſaid Hoogſtrate committed grie⸗ 
uous acts:and amongſt others openly defended the L. of Brede= 
rode againſt his Ma. wittingly ſuffered ſouldiers to bee leuied, 
& ſent them dy water to Vyane with al neceſſary pꝛouiſid: J wit 
ceaſe to ſpeake of the greate fauour and affection that hee hach 
ſhewed to the people, wherby he mainteined the ſeditious parte, 
and tooke moꝛe authozity vpon hun then his Ma. e the Ducheſſe 
of Parma his welbeloued ſiſter, then Lady Regent ok the lowe 
Countries, very vndutikully behauinghimſeife towardes her, & 
not doing that houour which apperteined to her highnes. To be 
ſhozt, he ſo exalted himſelfe, yea rather ſo foꝛ foꝛgot himſelſe, as þ 
he publiſhed in the towne of Malines belonging to his Maieſty, 
à commandement and edict, without the charge and appointmẽ̃t 
of the ſaid Ducheſſe, being then Gone 2 whiche _ 
| 5 the 
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Ge people become moje vnruly,andgoe on to doe, whatfocter 
they luſted: Anſomuch that by this meane he encouraged the peo⸗ 
pleco diſobey the king, after p he had both wait, & ſẽt ſome of the 
nobility vnto thẽ. Laſtly, he was with the Pꝛince of Oꝛange and 
bis conſoꝛts at Termond, to take counſel howe they might pug 
chemſelues in armes againſt his Ma. to dꝛiue him out of Brabãt, 
and the Regent his Lieutenant, which thing had long befozebyn 
concluded amongeſt them, ſo that there remained nothing els 
but the putting ok it in execution, that was onely foz wante, 
that they were not al power able to goe on with it. All whiche 
things & many others which in time & ſeaſon might be declared, 
are the acts of a rebellious & diſobedifc ſubiect, by which he hath 
committed high creaſon,# therfoze woꝛthy to be puniſhed in exã⸗ 
ple to others. beſeeching eſtſoones his Ma. to graunt him autho⸗ 
rity to be able to pꝛoceede vpon life and death againſt the ſaide 
Hoogltrate, 

During thts time, the Duke of Alua vnderſtanding ofche pa⸗ 
Cification in France, that che Almaines which ſerucdp Pyince 
of Condie, meant to come into Flanders, as 5 king of Spaines 
Ambaſſadoz had boch ſent and wzit vnto him, he ſent his army of 
DSpantards and Italians vnto the bozders of Liege, and alſo the 


L. Ierges with two thouſand Walonnea : he farther gaue cõ⸗ 


miſſion to take into pay the dilcharged Italians which ſerued 
the French king.

nie de la Laing Count of Hoogſtrate aunſweared to the Indite⸗ 
mentofthe Atcozney Generall of Brabant: and layde all the 
fault ofche croubles,warres,diſſentions.and ſeditions, vpon the 
Fnuencozs and Autho)s of the Inquiſitton of Spayne , and 
diſcharged them ſelues befoze che Counſell oftroubles, eſpeci⸗ 
ally of high Treaſon , accuſing efcſoones the Duke of Al: 
ua of his tyzannpe , who was ſo angrie with them foꝛ it, as 
chat hee declared their goodes co bee confiſked , and made 
a ſeiſure of the Counte of Buren, the Pzince ef D)aunge 
bis Sonne, who ſtudyed at Louapne , and ſente him into 
Spapne quyte againſt the Pyztuiledges of the Unluerſicye . 
The contente of the aunſweare and defence oftheſenoblemen 


is this. | 
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Whiles the Pꝛinte of Djance had authozitp andGonernes 
ment, he from the firſt beginning of the troubles and diſſenti⸗ 
ons, was bery painefull and diligent, to appeaſe and pacifte all 
the troubles that were in the Countrep of Brabant: and J 
will leaue vnto the Reader to weigh and conſider of the eſtate 
wherein the ſapde Countrey of Brabant ſtoode, both befoze and 
after the troubles of the lowe Countries: andfirſte tell of the 
notable warres thac the Emperour Charles the fifce of fa⸗ 
mous memonte,and after him, king Phillip of Spapnebeepng 
Loꝛdes ofthe lowe Countreyes, made, as it were fo} the ſpace 
of tenne peeres withthe Frenche king: and what cftuſion 
of bloud happened in Fraunce, che ouerthꝛowe of many thous 
ſandes of menne may ſufficiently teſtiſie: and the Pꝛinces and 
Frenchenoblemen , and other nations, whiche alliſted king 
Yenrie , who beſtowed boch their bodies and goodes in his 
ſeruice . As alſo mapye the ruined and deſtroyed Townes, 
Fottrelles, Caſtles and others, o2 if they were well garniſo⸗ 
nedyet they were fayne to ſhake off, their obedience from their 
naturall Loꝛde, and ſweare newe obedienceto a newe Lozde, 
ochers that were vtterly ruined and deſtroped, were bzoughe 
and reduced into villages, and the Citizens, and all the reſt of 
the Inhabitants were ſacked and bꝛought to ſuch pouer tyas that 
they were all che daies of their life very pooze and miſerable , 
Theſe are the fruits ofcurſed warre, which (alas) continued os 
uer long. 

But as by the ſuppꝛeſſing ofthe warres in Brabant and the 
Countries neere adiopning, the people be ganne to pꝛoſper, and 
the Countrey flooʒiſh: the people of the lowe countries were 
grieuouſſy charged & vexed with che Spaniſh Inquiſition, whi⸗ 
che daily augmented ,by reaſon of the increaſing of p refozmed 
religion: infomuch that it was great wonder, bow the ſaide In⸗ 
quiſition was ſo long boꝛne withall: And pet it is molt manifeſt⸗ 
Ip knowen p the ſubiects ot the ſaid low countries were alwaies 
ready not only to peel all their duetifull obedience, but alſo 
baz ard their liues and goods in his Ma. ſeruice. On the other 
ſide, the Mobility both did and ſhewed, all their duetpe., fidelt- 
tie, and louing affection: and as fo2 the Eſtates, they richelp 
gaite fo} che maintenaunce of the Marre a —_— 
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ſunnne ok money, and that ſo with good heartes, , as (hat it was 
impoſſible foꝛ any man to imagine anye ſigne oz token olf miſſy⸗ 
king in them: ſo that it is moſt like to be true, that the ſayd lowe 
Countries haue ſo loued his Maieſty, as chat they behaued them 
ſelues as faichfull ſubiectes in all chinges which touched the obe⸗ 
dyence, and reuerence due to him, to the ende that his lowe 
Countries might alwayes be aſſured againſt all foꝛren inuaſion 
and warre. | 

Seeyng then that the ſubiectes, eſpecially the nobility, ſo o⸗ 
bediently and ſeruiceably ſtood vnto his Maieſty, and in the end 
gouerned the warres which continued lo long, the ſubiects had a 
woonderful great hope, that his Maieſty would pꝛocure, that the 
ſayd low countries ſhould be franke and free from the daunger 
ok ciuill warres. And, ſo long as the ſubiects ſaw al things goe 
well fozward, they al wapes continued conſtaunt in their obe⸗ 
dience and fidelicy: and although the Bzabanders, who heereto⸗ 
foze flouriſhed in all kynde of trade of merchandiſe , had in the 
fozmer warres beene in great perill and daunger , pet fox all 
that they gathered a greate peece of money: ſo that it is tso too 
manifeſt, that the king was well aſſured agaynſt all the kozce 
of any Monarches and Pꝛinces: and that which is moze, beyng 
reconcpled with his enemies, he was not onelye diſcharged ol 
all the vebtes whiche grewe by reaſon of the warres , but al- 
ſo in a very fewe peeres, attayned to woonderkul great wealth, 
pꝛoſperity and honour, Foꝛ, when his Maieſty was rayſed vp to 
ſo high a degree ot honour, foꝛren Potentates c Pzinces feared 
Him , becauſe his ſubiectes ſo honoured and reuerenced him: and 
bis Pateſty was thought co be the molt mighty Monarch, yea ſo 
farre paſſing al others, as that it muſt of neceſſity needes bee 


granted, that whatſoeuer they were that would goe about to im: 


peach and diſturbe, this his ſo great good felicity, muſt vndoub⸗ 
tedly by this notable vnyon, be oppꝛeſſed and beate downe: Inſo⸗ 
much that all chep haue greatly offended, whiche haue buſted 
tbemſelues about matters, pꝛeiudiciall ozhurcfull to his Mates 
Die, and the common weale, and done ſuch thing es as are woꝛ⸗ 
thy puniſhmft to che example ok others, whẽ as the warres being 
ſuppꝛeſſed, they haue renewed freſh comoctions,and cauſed ciuill 
Warres:and therkoꝛe che Punce of Oꝛange doth verily A — 
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faſtly beleeue, that they which haue b) ought the countrey of Bra» 
bant into this extreme miſery,calamicy,x bondage, ought like⸗ 
wiſe to be puniſhed and chaſtiſed. 

And ſich the Pꝛince of Ozange is publikelp in the Jndic es 
ment, accuſed by the Attozney generall, to be the oziginal c firſt 
mouer ok the alterations happened in Brabant, he is cõten ted to 
abyde the paynes in the ſaid Inditement expꝛeſled, if ſo be it bee 
true that the Attoꝛnep hath ſet dow ne. The lapde Attozney ge⸗ 


nerall affirmeth,that the Pꝛince is ambitious, and of an vnbꝛzp⸗ 


deled mynde to gouerne, whereuppon enſueth, that hee hath a 

purpoſe to take vppon him, and enioy an other mans office and 

— hath pꝛetended nothing els in al his counſels and af- 
apꝛes. 

Fox the confutation of this article, as the oziginall and chiefe 
poynt of the complaynt of che Attomey generall, it is ſufficient 
that he referre the matter ouer vnto all ſuch as know the pꝛince 
of Ozange, by whom it may be vnderſtoode, if euer hee was 
deſirous of rule: and beſides, that he hath well gouerned his 
goodes and poſſeſſtons, whiche by Gods grace were lefce 
and geuen vnto him, by whiche hee hath moꝛe increaled his ho⸗ 
nour and reputation, then by any other charge that euer he had. 


And al men know, that if che Hꝛince had ſought and hunted after 


his owne particular gayne, that hee had a farre better waye and 
meane to haue heaped riches together, by which hee might haue 
come to eſtimation and authozity, there held him, then to be at 
great charge and expenſes in Court, in hope to come to autho⸗ 
rity by others pꝛocurement:ſo that all the woꝛld knowech,that Þ 
punce in all his actions and behauiour neuer ſought his owne 
particuler bencfite, 

And beſides, the ꝛince neuer once thought to dꝛawe awaye 
his Ma. ſubiects from their obedience due vnto the ſame, not⸗ 
withſtanding that the people alwayes moſt earneſtly loued him, 
but contrariwiſe continually to keepe them in a good liking of 
his Ma. but the very cauſe, in truth, ofthis their eſtraunging 
them, is the cruelty of the commilllons newly publiſhed. This 
then is the onelie waye and meane, that maye bee ſaide, that 


the Pꝛince euen to the laſt caſt, hath alwayes ſhewed his good 


and ſincere affection. vnto his Paieſty x his lowe Countries . 
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and it mult ofneceſſiciebe graunted, that the Pꝛince at no hand 
bath at any time, ment to take vpon himſelfe any authoꝛitie ouer 
bis Maieſtie: which as ſome thought, might moze commodi⸗ 
ouſly haue been conſerued in tranquilitie and peace: whereupon 
followeth , that the Pꝛince his meaning was karre otherwiſe, 
Fon, his Maieſties authozitie coulde no way haue been peacea⸗ 
bly conſerued, if ſo be the Countrep of Bꝛabant ſhould hane been 
conſerued in her auncient and fozmer pꝛoſperitie, but by con⸗ 
ſenting to the exerciſe of the cruell Jnquiſition , Fo? he ment 
to oppoſe him ſelfe agaynſt the ſayde Jnquilition : All which his 
actions doe witneſſe, that he is no whit ambitious, but cleane 
contrary, Fog, long befote that time, hee had reſigned his digni⸗ 
tie ofthe Counlell of Eſtate, as alſo the dignitie of the kinges 
chiefe officer of the treaſure that aroſe vppon penall Statutes, 
which is che meeteſt office of all other to binde the Eſtates co be 
beholden vnto him: Pea hee was offered co take vppon him the 
gouernmente ofaltogether, if hee woulde haue accepted of ie, 
whereunto, all the reſt ofthe nobilitie laboured moſt carefully 
to attapne: But the Pꝛince fo abhowed this Ambition, as that 
hee reſigned theſe two dignities into his Maieſties handes, 
when he conſidered that hee coulde doe his Maieſtie but lender 
ſeruice in counſell, by reaſon of certaine beaſtly dealings which 
bereaued him ofthe meane fo2 that ſeruice, 

Neuertheleſſe, when his Maieſtie had appointed him to be 
ok his Counſell, hee ſo duetifully admiiſtred this function and 
dignitie, as his conſcience witnefledvnto him to be neccſſarie, ts 
each mans moſt pꝛolitte, although he after warde perceiued that 
his Maieſties loue altered and abated, through the pꝛactile and 
veuiſe of one oꝛ two noble men. 

But afcer that his Maieſtie had aduiſedly euery way con⸗ 
ſidered of che Pꝛince of Ozanges good and faithful ſeruice,as he 
deparced out of Zeland towards Spaine, hee moſt earneſtly be. 
ſought the laid . to be of his counſell, who after long excuſe ac: 
cepted thereof. Mowe when as the Pꝛince ſaw , chat they helde 
on their olde courſe, and far otherwiſe then his M. had comman⸗ 
ded and appointed him, two peeres after o2 neere there about, he 
aͤgayne beſought that he might be diſcharged, Mherekoꝛe the 
ne we deuiſes were moze and moze ſet fozwarde, which were — 

caules 
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cauſes of the beginning of the troubles and commotions: By 
which the Inquiſition was ſomewhat moderated and a freſh ſur⸗ 
ceaſſed: But as in theſe Countries the Regiment of Almaines, 
as a neceſſary thing, was bꝛought into them foꝛ their defence and 
ſafegarve , they were ſuffered to haue Sermons as well in the 
Townes as in the ſteldes abꝛoade: and namelp in diuers places. 
ſome (except where the refoꝛm ed religion had been alreadie ac⸗ 
cepted of in the Countreps neere there about) kept the exerciſe 
of the ſayde religion ſecretly: whereby, the ſapderefozmedrelts 
gion daply encreaſed in this ſo populous Countrey, ſo that at 
the laſt in lewe peeres, the name of the Jnquilicton became very 
odious, conſidering that by it aboue fifcie thoulande had been put 
to death in Europe, and a greater number were enfo2ccd to foꝛ⸗ 
fake their gooves,kinſfolkes,and all their friendes, and ſpende 
their liues in perpetuall miſerie: which thing es did not onelye 
cauſe great alterations and changes, but an hatred againſt che 
inquiſition:Jnlomuch that in many places, the officers durſt not 
openly put it in execution, but very ſecretly, and yet not without 
great perill and danger of commotion. Which thing ſome ok the 
officers can beare witneſſe of, who had ſome of the pziſonners 
taken from them agaynſt their willes: whiche cauſed all ſuche 
as experience had taught, long befoꝛe to foreſee, that the ſayde 
Inquiſition woulde bee the cauſe of ſome trouble and commo⸗ 
tion, if in continuaunce of time it were not wiſely pꝛouided foz, 
and good oꝛder taken about it. it 7 | 

The Queene of Hongrie then gouerneile ofthe low Coun⸗ 
trey, greatly feared this miſchiefe and miſerie. Therefoze 
thee cooke her voyage to Auſbourgh cowardes her bꝛother the 
Emperour offamous memozie Charles che fifth ,, with whome 
ſhee ſo handled her buſineſle, as that the crueltie ofthe Counſell 
of Trent, then concluded vpon, ſhoulde be moderated, and that 
the Antwerpians and Bzabanders chat woulde not recepue the 
Inquiſition, ſhoulde bee quite and cleane rid ok it, as after ward 
they were. 

Nowe, whiles the Countrep of Bꝛabante had beene in qui⸗ 
eta good long time, thꝛoughe the aucthozitie of the Gouer⸗ 
neſle „ and that all thinges were ozdered by the aduile — the 

outs: 
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Cottnſell ofeſtace,the Accozney Generall thꝛuſt himCelfe in to 
treate oꝛ deale immediatiy afcer his Ma. departure, eyther alone 
oz els with ſome tyꝛannous noblemen, of & in matters of great 
charge and waight, and immediately ſignified vnto his Ma. of 
their peruerſecounſel, When the king was aduertiſed that the 
Inquiſition had not his right courſe and pꝛoceeding, he was ve⸗ 
ry angry e penſine:neuercheleſſe ſome curteous noblemen ears 
neſtly beſought him, to haue an hearty remembꝛance, of the ſer s 
uices & good deedes which his ſubtectes had done in che foꝛmer 
warres: c ſo rule himſelf as the ſtate of the time required, abo⸗ 
liſhe all newe deuiſes, as the new Biſhoppes # the Inquiſition, 
accozding to the pꝛiuiledges ofthe countries: ſeeing that ſome 
wicked men hav pꝛactiz ed cheſe new deuiſes in the lowe Coun⸗ 
tries, contrarp to the ſtate of che time, and againſt allthe immu⸗ 
nities and pꝛiuiledges of the lowe Countries: and that choſe 
thinges might be aboliſhed , conſidering that the croubles aud 


commotion in Fraunce which happened there, by reaſon of the 


Inquiſition , are appeaſed and ſuppꝛeſſed by the ceaſing therof. 
Dozeoucr,that the erection and inſtitution ofthe new Biſhops 
Tickes, is hurtfull co the fozratne Archbiſhoppes and biſhoppes, 
whiche haue any iuriſdiction and diocellein theſelow countries. 
Fo? this and many other reaſons therefoꝛe , they ofthe lowe 
Countries conſidering, that the newe deuiles were the cauſes 
of great miſery andmanye miſchiefes , ik in tyme they were 
not pꝛouided foz and remedyed , made complaync vnto the 
Gotterneſlſe:who, by, and vppon, the deliberation and determi⸗ 
nation ofthe Counſell of eſtate diſpatched the Baron of Mon- 
tigni knight ofthe oꝛder, and ſent him poſte into Spapne to his 
Maieſty, with commiſſion to declare vnto the king the Eſtate , 
and generall miſlyking of the lowe countries , whiche hath 
riſen by reaſon oktheſe newe deuiſes : and that fo2 this caule ic 
is come to paſſe, that the Nobilityeof Brabant to meete with 
this miſchiefe and miſery, haue beene pꝛelled and conſtrapned, 
eſpecially to haue theyꝛ deſire and demaunde accompliſhed, al« 
wayes hoping, that his Maieſty would ſaciſfie their requeſt, oz 
that he would at the leaſt moderate the charge and burden wher⸗ 
wich they were too too much oppꝛelled, and eſpecially the By- 
Goppes and Abbots whiche herecofoze flouriſhed in Brabanr, 
were 
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were nowe greatly endammaged: wherfozethep haue line wile 
ſent their Deputies vnto his Ma. as allo p Antwerpians, fo the 
withſtanding and letting ofthe Inquiſition, and the Inſtitution 
of the new Biſhops. The which mellage at ſometimes had kept 
in ſuſpence the troubles of the low countries, becauſe euerye 
man hoped, that the ſapde Deputies, and Amballades, might by 
his Maieſties good counſell and concluſion, receiue ſome good 
oꝛdinance foꝛ their aduancement and pꝛofite, accoꝛdingly as the 
affapꝛes required. But that the rekoꝛmed Religion was ſo roo⸗ 
ted euerp where , as that in ſome places Sermons were opens 
Ip pꝛeached, to wit, at Valence, Tournay, and other Cities and 
Townes: the reaſon was, that becauſe the liberty ofthe religiõ 
in France was agreed vpõ, the low countrey me hoped, & verily 
thought thẽſelues to haue as wel deſerued foz their ſeruices pal: 


ed, towards their kiug ; his pꝛeſidẽts, ag p Frenchme towards 


the French king, and therefore that they ought like wiſe to bee 
agreed, # haue the liberty of conſcience granted of them. 
Fo2 it might be manifeſtly ſeene, that it was impoſſible foꝛ þ 
auncient Nomich oꝛdinances to he obſerued and kept in 5 coun⸗ 
tries afo2eſaid,becaule þ they which vſed p trade of merchadiſe, 
bought & ſolde their commodities with ſuch nations their neere 
neighbours, as were of another religion. But when the aduerſe 
party began to ſuppꝛeſſe & root out the refomed religion, chẽ it 
might be eaſily ſeene, how it continually grew & encreaſed. And 
vet neuertheles che cardinalofGranuellefo hotly followed his 
bulines, as that he put the afoze ſayd Biſhops in poſleſſis, becauſe 
be himſelfe had the Archbiſhopꝛick of Malines fo? his ſhare, by 
vertue wherofhe was Legatus natus, Pꝛimate ouer al p other 


_ biſhops, had ouer & beſides foz a commendum,the Abbotſhip of 


Affligam, which was one of the richeſt in al the whole countrey: 
batting gotten alſo to himſelfe of the Abbapes that remayned 
certayne ofthe Diuines to be his fauourites, | 


And although cõtrary to al hope & ex pectation, this new deuiſe 
was bought in into divers cities, yet might the enuy e malice of 
many be eaſily ſeene & knowen herein: foꝛ, diuers cities woulde 


at no bãd receiue & accept of theſe new biſhops, but oppoled the 
ſelues againſt them:to wit,theAntwerpians , Rurmondians, 
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che cardinal of Grauellehad obceined ſuch authozity & fatto), as 5 
he might giue away &beſfow al his M. ofſices & benefices wher 
it pleaſed him, inlomuch 5 he had gottẽ fo2 his part to be Loꝛd & 
Ring ouer al his other fellow biſhops: foꝛ by p mean diners deut: 
ſes were pꝛactiʒed, to obtaine © keepe p authozity & ſuperintens 
dentſhip in his Ma. countries, And to p end he might vnderſtãd 
the ſtate of al the whole doings there: as alſo to get the loue and 
good wil ofal the kings, pꝛinces, potẽtates neere about, he had 
authozity to make c place alhis Ma. commillaries & other ofll⸗ 
cers:# emõgſt che reſt made his bꝛother Germaine Amballadoꝛ 
in France, who had woon there ſuch fauour as that the king and 


the Queene ſent with al careful diligence to haue him ſent back 


vnto their Ma. foꝛ the quiet of the common weale,

And wholener wouldcblider &thoughly weigh$thingsafore

ſaid, migbt ealily iudge who it was, p had vſurped,# chalfgevco... 
himſelf power & authozity aboue his Ma. fr whẽce haue pꝛocee⸗ 


ded al theſe troubles & grifes, But al theſe things, c new deuiles 
afozeſaiv,byead ſuch greatſozow#heauines inpP, of Dzanges 
heart, as p he deſired not once noztwiſe, but manp and ſundzp 
Limeg, to be diſcharged of his Counſelletthip of eſtate, tof the 


'Low'Treaſozerſhip ofp reuenewe ok his highnes fozfaitures of 


penall lawes, deſiring nothing ſo much as to haue theſe new de: 
uiles aboliſhed, But whẽ p laid Pꝛince cõſidered © vnderſtood, x 
they ſought by al meanes polſible, vtterly to bꝛing in ſubiectiõ p 


rofitrep ot Brabãt, to p end he might be no occaſiõ to witand and 


gatnſay y ſame, he carefully ſtood vpõ it to be diſcharged of p ſaid 


offices & dignities, ſeeing it was neither hurtlul, eicher tohis M. 


on pet to 5ᷣ cõmõ weale, to 5 end he might be at a mozeleyſure to 


look to his own buſines, c not be fofid guilty of p diſowers whe 


foꝛeſaw was like to come though p ſtrage e new veuiſe. And fox 
this cauſe he belought both his Ma. & alſo the Ducheſſe of Par⸗ 
mathen Lady Regentto be diſcharged ofhis eſtate & gouerns 


.m?c,* ith p the gentlemẽ cdfederates had exhibited their ſuppli⸗ 


catiõ, wherot aduerſaries talked diuerlly their pleaſures.Trit- 
Ap, ik the Pꝛince had been lo ambitious, as to haue taken to him 


elke his Ma. authoꝛity, it is moſt likely, ö his higbnes wold haue 
diſcharged him, not expꝛeſſely commanded him to continue in 


his Eſtate: t̃oꝛ it is a moſte iuſt law co diſcharge ambitious nos 


eme ofcheir eftaces:lealt in che end they wold go about to take 
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vpon them the poſſeſſton of all the kinges countries, make rhe 
theyꝛ owne. And therekoze this is cleane contrary to that that 
the Atturney generall hath ſet downe: fo? it is befoꝛe ſufficient⸗ 
Ip declared, that the pꝛince neither befoze no? pet after his high⸗ 
neſſe departure, was ſuſpected to bee ambitious, oꝛ meant to take 
vpon him his maieſties autozitie, eicher pet make himſelf KL oꝛd of 
Bzabãt, ſeeing it is moſt euident pᷣ the pzince fought byal poſlible 
meanes to bee vnburdened of his Eſtate. Foz all men may well 
vnderſtand, that will at leaſt conſider any thing of the matter, 
that ſithence his maieſties departure, the cardinall of Granuell 
hach had all power and authozitie: and therefoze it may truely 
both by many teſtemonies and examples bee veriſted, that J had 
great reaſon to ſeeke to bee diſcharged of mine eſtate & dignitie: 
howbeit J cannot foꝛget to ſpeake one thing. which is this, that 
the dutches of Parma hath confeſſed, that ſithence the departure 

of the ſaid Cardinall, that ſhe within a few monethegbnvderſtooy 
moꝛe ot᷑ the ſtate and aflayzes of Mabant then ſhe did in all the 
tyme that the Cardinall continued there. 

Moꝛeouer, when as in the laſt troubles at Bruxelles, the dut⸗ 
ches was purpo ſed to flie vnto mons in Haynault, and. from 
thence towards the Alpes, to giue place vnto ſuche as deſired to 
haue greater authoyitte then ſhe had: The Pꝛince in the company 
ofother noble men inſtantly beſought her. not to woꝛk ſuch iniu⸗ 
ry to her ſelfe,no2 ſhame to his maieſtie:whereupon euidently e 
truly appeareth that all the Pꝛinces actions and purpoſes are 
far from all ambition: foꝛ iłthe pʒꝛince woulde haue taken vppon 
him the whole gouernment, he could neuer haue had a better 6 
fitter occaſiõ to haue bꝛougbt it to pale, thẽ y dutches departure: 
howbeit he was of another mind, e therefoꝛe vſedall the meanes 
poſſible he couldto ſtay her going, æ pꝛeuẽt p diſoꝛderly dealings 
Amd delides, when councell was giuen to his maieſtie, that it 
would be very pꝛoſttable foꝛ his coũcel of Eſtate to be inctealed 
with noble men and wealthie learned men, foz the pꝛeuenting of 
all diſſention & diſcod,# that all things might be better admini⸗ 
ſtred: and chiefly becauſe that the ozdenances of che councell 
afoꝛeſaide might be oblerued, ędiligently executed c to be hott, 
top end þall occaſions might be cut off from euery one foꝛ che 
mouing ol cõtrouerſies.accozding to 52 mãg kãtalie, oꝛ * ta 
ns 2 une 
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hunt alter and ſeeke theyꝛ owne gaine ot the goods of che cont: 
mon weale: to the which end alſo the Dutches of Parma requi⸗ 
red the pꝛince, to ſet downe vnto her the names of meeke and 
woꝛthie men koz the ſame eſtate, the ſaid Pꝛince foꝛ che auoiding 
of all ſuſpicion in ſeeking after his own perticuler commodicy, 


referred the matter to his maieſties good pleaſure, which is a 


manileſt token that hee neuer ſought his owne particuler ad⸗ 
uantage : ſo that it muſt needes followe, that it is very farre 
ok, that he is ambitious, c deſirous of rule, as he is accuſed, ſeeing 
It is the pꝛopertie & condition of all ambitious men, oꝛdinarily to 
to beare ſway alone without companion oꝛ mate: now his meas 
ning was cleane contrary, ko; his purpoſe was to haue moe 
councelloꝛs of the eſtate, that many might be partakers of the 
ſame auchotitte.. | | 
And furcher he required ſaid that he was minded to get him 
home to his owne houle, leaue his roome co ſome other, as the 
Dutches and diuers els of the councel of eſtate, had thereof ren⸗ 
ded good teſtinonie. It is therefoꝛe not neceſſary to lay open 
moꝛe certaine æ apparant occaſions of theſe troubles: namely, 
when a man welgheth & conſidereth how deſirous the Brabaders 
are moſt earneſtly to defend their pꝛiu ileges, which they ſo long 
tyme haue inioped by vertue of the mutuall contracts made bes 
twixt their Dukes and them, and alſo to maintaine their pꝛiui⸗ 
leges which they haue obtained partly by thoſe Dukes, c partly 
by the Emperours ok old time graunted vnto them: eſpectally 
when they feared to haue been bereaued of them thꝛough p great 
oppreſſion and burden or ſtrange people. But as the Cardinal of 
Granucll perſiſted continued in his imagination and opinion: 
and chat in his abſence his adherents and complices pꝛoceeded on 
further in p matter, fooꝛchwith all diſcozd & diſſention began to 
reuiue, ſo 5 it could not be met withal, by reaſon ofy diſſention 5 
was betrwene thoſe ofthe councell of eſtate, of y pꝛiuie councel, c 


the treaſurers ot p receipt of the reuenewes of the foꝛfaitures of 


penall lawes, who were ſo otter ruled by þ carvinal,# the Loꝛds 
that too ke his part, as chat they could neuer agree together. 

And becaule that this and many other ſuch like thinges bꝛed 
and nouriſhed great dillention, wherkoꝛe to the end to meet w all 
Wperät dilopvers pmilchiekes,ic was determined chat} Count 
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of Egmont ſhould bee ſent vnto his Maieſtie, at whole return 
tuery man comfoztedhimſelfe with good hope, and an expꝛeſſe 
declaration of amendment, and remedie ok euery thing and eſpe« 
cially fo the moderation of the Inquiſition. And fo2 che ſame 
purpole in the peere 1565. there allembled chzee Biſhops, thꝛee 
Diuines, thꝛee Doctozs of the ciuill lawe, and as many Cano⸗ 
niſtes, to conclude a moderation vpon the {aide Jnquiſitions 
whereupon in the ende it was ſent to his maieſtie, howbeit no 
whit agreed vnto, neither yet publiſhed. Ouer and beſides this, 
in the end ofche ſame peere his maieſtie gaue expꝛeſſe comman⸗ 
dement, that the new biſhops ſhould bee bꝛought in without cons 
traviction, oꝛ els pꝛoclaime the decrees of the councell of Trent, 
e giue vnto the Juquiſitoꝛs their authoꝛitie and power, by which 
they had both tẽpoꝛal & eccleſiaſtical knowledge & authoꝛitie, c p 
the determination e coucluſion ofthe Tridentine councel wwold 
fooꝛthwith be put in execution with all ſeueritie. 

The copies ofthis commandement were by and by ſent vnto 
al the cities & townes of the low countries, expꝛeſly cõmanding 
them to rule thẽſelues accoꝛding to his maieſties commadement 
and commiſſions. This was che ſecond cauſe and chief occaſion of 
the alterations and diſoꝛders as hereafter ſhalbe ſhewed. 

Seeing then that the inquiſition pꝛincipally, was by his ma⸗ 
ieſtie expzeſly cõmanded, it muſt ofncceſſitiefollow,p al the fault 
of the troubles and diſoꝛders paſſed, is to be laid vpon hunſelfe e 
vpon none els,Uherfoze it neither agreeth withthe truth, noz 
yet any way like ta be true, ᷣ thꝛough che exhoꝛtation of p pꝛince 
of Orange the ſubiects ſhould rebel againſt his hignes, oꝛ that he 
firſt of all ſhould by his perlwaſions dꝛaw them out of the way, 
&kir vp the greateſt part ofthe nobilitie co conkederate thelelues 
wich him, oꝛ to be mutinous, and by an oth confirm their league, 
to the end to oppoſe x defend the mlelues at all tunes againſt his 
maieſtie æ his o2vinances, which were from the firlt beginning 
oblerued & kept. 4nd belides, it is vnlike to be true, this alſẽbly 
and confederacie was made in his courtsof Breda & Bruxelles, 
ſo accoꝛdingly to bethe authour, fautoꝛ ⁊ chiefe ofthe obſtinate c 
mutinous rebels, oꝛ diſturber of the publike weale. Foz, he ntuer 
ſtirred vp ſedition oꝛ diſſention againſt his maieſtie, & thereloꝛe 
ongheno not to be accuſed thereof: : fo} 1 ſaide conſpiracie 9

A notable hiſtoric of che ciuile 
not by any exhoꝛting ok his. but though che griefes pꝛoceeding 
from the Inquiſition, and becauſe that the promiſes and other in⸗ 
cidents made in the peere, 50.5 5. 62.65. as befoze hath been de⸗ 
flared and ſhewed, were not perfozmed and kept, Therefoze 
the prince of Orange affirmeth that by the foze laide league, and 
the accuſations,and other matters enſuing, the ſelfe ſame thing 
cameto paſſe which the Dutches of Parma heeretofoze had ſpo- 
ken in open councell: to wit, that the declaration ok the cruell 
commiſſions publiſhed by his mateſtie, woulde cauſe a meruei⸗ 
lous altergtion, ſeeing that mauy had concetued ſom good hope, 
of the good tidings that the Count of Egmont would bying with 
bim at his returne out of Spaine, 

And it is ſithence alſo come to paſſe, that it was wiitten to the 
Dutches, as ſhe herſelfe hach confeſſed in her anſwere, chat the 
declaration ofthe Commiſſions publiſhed by his maieſtie, was 
the cauſe ofthe whole alteration: which commiſſions as befoze 
ts ſatd)are the very ſpꝛing head of the league, made againſt his 
knowledge and will. But lo ſoone as the ſame declaration 
was come to the handes ofthe ſaid Dutches, and vnderſtood the 


content thereof, 15. dapes befoze the confederates had aſſem⸗ 


bled themſelues at the Towne houle : ſhe ſaide and · expꝛelly dev 
tlared, that the ſame declaration liked her not in al thoſe points, 
E that ſhe could not deniſe howe the rigour of the commiſſions 
coulde by any meanes keepe the lowe countries in peace and v- 
nitie. Surely,her highnes tooke not the meaning of the con⸗ 
kederates to bee ſedicious: ſeeing ſhee verily beleeued that the 
confederates woulde attempt nothing againſt his maieſtie, noz 
their countrie, neither pet auy thing that might behurtful theres 
to: ſo that this is a cleere caſe, chat theſe alterations & troublcs 
came firf} and pꝛincipally from the Inquiſition. Here are to be 
conſidered and weighed the examples ofGermante, Fraunce, 
England, and Scotland: howbeicit muſt needes bee graunced, 
that his maieſtie meant to ſhewe nothing els by the ſetting foꝛth 
of theſe cruell commiſſtons, but in time vtterly to deſtroy p coun⸗ 
trie of Bzabane , And contrariwiſe, in the countries where the 
religion, o} atleaſt the libertie ot conſcience is graunted and a⸗ 
greed vpon, e where p Jnquiſition hath had nothing to do, there 


Aa peaceable and quiet abiding anddwellyng. Which thing 


witneſſeth 
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witnelleth vnto vs, that chere is a greater difference to liue w li⸗ 
bertie of conlcience without the Inquiſition, then in all malice, 
iniquitie, and licenciouſnes, without coꝛrection and chaſtiſemẽt: 
neyther yet did it euer like p pꝛinces 4 potentates of Germanie, 
who euer deſired the peace of they countries, alwayes ſought 
the publyque weale of them, vnto whome the matter as greatly 
apperceineth as vnto his maieſtie, but to ſuffer the libertie of res 
lig ion oz conſcience, ił at any time they feared commotions and 
rebellion. | | 
* Mozeotter,his mateſtie might well enough vnderſtande the 
meaning ok the confedcraces, ſeeyng they neuer ſhewed theme 
ſelues obſtinate, o went about by foꝛce, to obteine p which they 
craued: but only beſought his mateſtie to vnderſtand their grief 
and ſupplication, æ thereupon takethe : aduiſe of the generall E⸗ 
Naces,pzomiſing hereafter to liue in the cauſe of religion, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the oꝛdenance 4 determination of 5 ſaidEſtates.And thẽ 
ik any man ſhould be diſobedient, leditious, oꝛ a diſturber of the 
common weale, d he might be puniſhed accowing to the qualitie 
of the offence. Now the confederates deſire nothing els, but co 
baue their lupplicatiõ heard, oz that the generall Eſtates might 
be called # aſſembled together: and ſeeing that this buſines had 
ſo fallen out in Bꝛabant, that is, was alſo neceſſary that a thing 
of fo great impoꝛtãce ſhould be pꝛopounded to þ ſaid eſtates, who 
in all ages, vpon ſuch occaſions accopding to the tenure of they 
pꝛiuileges, were called together by the Emperour Charles the 
fift: co determine tk conclude vpon the ſtate of religion accoꝛding 
to the oꝛdenances, which cleerely may be ſeen in the text graun⸗ 
ted and publiſhed in the peere of our Low.1531, 
Uherefoze the confederates thought it lawefull fox them to 
requyꝛe and craue ſo much, ſich ie hath been alwayes the cuſtome 
in ſuch ſozt to require ſuch kind of things. As alſo in the bookes 
of the Machabees, we ſhall finde good and holy confederactes 
made, foꝛ the aduauncing of the glozy of God, the welfare and 
health ofthe Gonernozs and Magiſtrates, and the pꝛoſperity of 
the common wealth & ofthe countrie. Likewiſe che pꝛince of 
Ocigethinketh,thatthe conkederacie of the nobilitie ought noc 
to be takẽ fo; ſedition o2 rebellion againſt his maieſty, foꝛſomuch 
as cacerning y ſame, p cõkederates — ioyntly pꝛomiſed to ayd 
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and alliſt one the other againlt che lame: but yet vpon this cons 
dition that this conſpiracie, as befoze is ſayd, ſhould end, when as 
his maieſtie had by experience found, that the Jnquiſition wold 
be enemie to all peate & tranquilitie: wherefoze they alſo offred 
to deſiſt cx leaue off they? petition & purpoſe, ⁊ peelde vnto his 
maieſtie alobedience & be ruled by the determination & ozdenãce 
of the generall eſtates. = 

The dutches alſo was of this minde, who had ſaid, befoze che 
arriuall of che confederates,that ſhe was ofthe opinion to mode: 
rate his maieſttes determination as touching the Inquitition: 

yea ſhe made a kynd of hewe in the kyngs name, that ſhe would 

exempt the countrie of Brabant from the Inquiſition: howbeit 
fithence her ſirſt commyng into theſe low countries, vncill her 
departure hence, ſhe hath in very deed ſhewed the contrarp. Foy 
Hee eooke this confederacy,and the exhibityng ofthe ſupplicati⸗ 
vn, koꝛ difobedience and ledition, altheugh ſhee had notwithſtan⸗ 
ding heretofoꝛe diſſembled the ſame both in woꝛd and deed, This 
her diſſembling and hypocriſie the pꝛince minded to ſhew, not 5 
hee had beene the innenter and kurtherer of this conkederacie, 
which no way toucheth him, but becauſe he woulde hereeby de⸗ 
klare that ſhe iumped with his maieſties opinion, who eſteemed 
ofthe conkederates as rebels & traptours. 

But when as the dutches by his maieſties commandement & 
by the aduife ok all the councels,had agreed to the ſupplication 
of che tonkederates. yea, ſo far as that ſhe had pzomiſed vnder her 
owne hand and leale, that the confederates ſhould not bee holden 
guiltie. noꝛ vet accuſedby reaſon of this cofeveracte,no2 of what 
ſoeuer followed thereon, it followech that neither his maieſtie, 
noꝛpet the dutches, had iuſt occaſion to diſtruſt the conkederates: 
neyther ſay that the Dutches had done it fo) any other purpoſe, 
E to appeaſe choſe that had vndutifully behauedthemſelues, and 
caſt downe the Images, which was altogether done againſt his 

will and pleaſure. MNeuertheleſſe,a man might ſap, that his 
maieſties meaning and the Dutches were diuerſe, although 
they agreed and were all one. Foz the intent ok eyther o both 
was none scher, but to winne the friendship and good will of 
the confederates , whereby the welfare of his maieſtie (as 
hep thonghts ) ſoulde bee moze avuauncey then —_— 
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Fd the declaration oł his Maieſtie, and ok the Dutcheſle hath 
been ſo at large ſet downe, as chat it is enough to excuſe and 
purge them of the accuſation wherewith they were charged: 
wherefo2e itis to be conſidered, that neyther his Maieſtie, no2 
pet the Dutcheſſe, do take the confederates to bee ſeditious, thus 
a man may eaſily weigh, how variable and inconſtant che hearts 
and thoughtes of Rings and Pꝛinces are. 

Mozeouer, the king had wzitten with his owne hande 
to the ſame intent and purpoſe in the moneth of Augult, to wit, 
after and befoze that the ſayd conkederacie and ſupplication were 
made, that his Maieſtie greatly liked of the pꝛince of Ozanges 
ſeruices, neyther did hee make any account ofthac that had pal 
ſed: and that che ꝛince ſhoulde not leaue off fo any other rea⸗ 
ſons to bee perſwaded, touching his iidelicte, but that his Mates 
ſtie wholly truſted him, and woulde not beleeue any reaſons that 
ſhoulde tende to his hurt, of whome hee wote,thacthep had been 
too blame, and done very ill. 

Thus by the reaſons aboue layde may eaſily bee perceiued, 
that there is no likelihoode, why the ſayde Pꝛince ſhoulde bee 
called the chiete, tnuentoꝛ, and fautoz of thoſe that wererebelles, 
fceing it could not be founde, that he had ſtirred vp, mayntey ned, 
and defended the ſapde conkederates, neither was any man able 
to ſay that euer he pꝛotected any ofthe confederats oz others;any 
therfoze why ſhould he be therofaccuſed*furthermoze,he is chars 
red,y ſome of pconfederates put the lelues in armes and ſtood at 
defenſe in diuers places, without regarde of any thing what ſa 
euer: which matter toucheth no whitte the ſayde Pꝛince, and 
therefoze not bounde to anſwere it, neyther yet to excuſe himſelf 
fo) other mens faultes and offences: and agayne hee is not to be 
charged in that, that ſome ofthe confeverates became after Res 
belles and Traytoꝛs: ſeeing that what ſo ener enſued thereof, 
was done not onely without his commaͤundement, but alſo to 
his great ſoxrowe and griefe. 

Mea and that which is moze , allcheſe thinges were com⸗ 
mitted in his ablence, and fo; that cauſe, leuied hee men of warre 
foꝛ his owne defence, although his aduerſaries ſay to the contra⸗ 
rie:and that this was done, by reaſon that hee woulde take al his 
Maieſties authozitie to him ſelfe, conſidering that he had at that 
tyme in his handes boch cities and caſtles, owes 
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bohebeit the Pzince had none other meaning, but aecoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the Dutchelle commaundement,reduce the ſapde Coun⸗ 
treys. eſpecially Holland, Jeland, and Utryght,of which he was 
gouernour, to peace and quietnelſe, and them to conſerue under 
his Maieſties obedience and ifidelitie: doing all duetie fo) the 
faychfull adminiſtring okhis Eſtate and office, Uhereof the 
pꝛeſidentes, Counſelles. Eſtates, Officers, aud Pagiltrates of 
the layde CTountreys, and Cities, can beare him good wicneſle ; 
and that he was no whit partiall, but admoniſhed eyther partie 
to bee obedient and faichfull vnto his Maieſtie, as hee alſo ſo did 
in many other places where he had any dominion, Ahich thing 
may manifeſtſy bee ſeene, by that that the Pꝛince, by the grace 
of God, hath there reſiſted and letted, that in all theſe troubles 
and ſeditions, no Citie oz Towne belonging to his Maieſtie, 
hath been endomaged, taken, oz withdzawne either from his, 82 
the Dutchelle obedienee. 

And foꝛ confutation and ouerthzowe ofthe Count Hooghe 
ſtrate his inditement, and the accuſation ot his ambition: and fox 
the holding of an aſſemblie in his caſtle of Hooghſtrate, oz the 


conlſp:ring with the Countes of Egmont and Yozne at Deure⸗ 


mond, c likwile his conſpiracie with the Pꝛince of Ozange, in 
ioyntly ioyning together in armes againſt his aieſtie and the 
ſtopping with all their power and might che enteraunce of his 
armie into Bzabant : The Pꝛince pzoteſteth , and referreth 
himſelfe ouer to the teſtimonies ofthe Loꝛdes that then were aſs 
ſebled at Hoogſtrate,who can repozt whither any other matters 
were there treated of, chen viſiting of one another, and to be mers 


ry together, in meeting of certain noble me ſtrangers, their good 


friends & kiuſmen, neicher ſhall it euer be pꝛooued that any thing 
in that place was determined concluded vpon, that might any 
wap, turn to his M. hurt. And again, they ſhall neuer be able, tru⸗ 
Ip pꝛoue, chat he had been at any aſſembly either at Deuremond, 
oz in any other place, about che conſulting t conſpiring fo? the 
ſtopping of his M. arriuall into Bꝛabant. But he right well vn⸗ 
derſtandech, that all cheſe actions haue ſiniſterly bin enterpꝛeted 
vnto his M. w hach greatly empayzed his highnes louing affec⸗ 
tion towards him: Foꝛ he had gotten copyoka letter wy _ by 
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Francis of Alana, his M. ambaſſadoz in France, to p Dutchelle, 
that whe time & place ſerued, the Countes of Egmond er Home, 
and the B. of Ozange, ſhoulde be puniſhed as they had deſerued: 
but that inthe meane while, they ſhould be gently and louingly 
intreated : and in the laid letter was alſo conteyned, that the 
troubles and commotions in Bꝛabant were imputed to chem. 

Thus here we lee the pꝛincipall cauſe of their aſſembly at 
Deuremond: But theſe noble men doe truſt andſticke to their 
innocency:concluding none otherwiſe, but to pꝛopounde to the 
Dutcheſſe the contente of this letter, and to keepe them ſelues 
ſafe from it. And that which might be herein moꝛe talked of, hee 

truſted that the Lozdes which were then in pꝛiſon had mote at 
large declared the ſame. 

And as concerning the reſt of the articles okthe inditement, 
to wit, that the Pꝛince had counſelled the L.of Bꝛederode, to foz⸗ 
tiſie and fenſe his caſtle of Utane againſt his M. that is a very lie, 
and againſt all truth: But this is true in deede, that about certain 
peeres paſt, the pꝛince himſelfe, being at Ayane, the 1. of Bꝛede⸗ 
rode ſaid vnto him: That the U. his father had appoynted him as 
it were by will, to make vp the ditches and rampares of Apane 
already begun, whereupon he anſwered, that fo2 the accompli⸗ 
thing of his fathers will he would doe it: But there was not a 
word ſpoken of che king, neither had he once the beart to attempe 
anything againſt him, And as touching the aduice of foxtificatte 
on, the nobilitie were in all times at their free choiſe and libertie 
to foztifie their Danno)s when it plealed che. Mozeouer, Uiane, 
wich all the iurildiction thereunto belonging, pꝛoperly appertei⸗ 
nech to the L. of Bꝛederode: and although his anceſters haue bin 
in lute fo? it, vet hach the L. of Bꝛederode continued ſtil in peace⸗ 
able poſſeſſion. her foꝛe there can be no matter ok treaſon cons 
cluded vpon, in this behalfe: foꝛ that talke which they had toge⸗ 
ther, was nothing els but about the foztifiyng of the ſayd Town, 
but no mention was made ofhis Maieſties affayzes, and this 
conference was long befoze the time ok thele troubles, 

| As touching the other point, that the Pyince offered the 

L.ozde of Bꝛederode to leuie men of warre at his pleaſure, in the 

Citie of Antwerpe , and ſent ſecretlyto Uyane certayne muni⸗ 

tion againſt che Duccheſſes Countermaund; The *

that hee came to Antwerpe, to deliver the Citie from thoſe ſad* 


dayne troubles: and when hee vnderſfoovethecaſe , he aduer⸗ 
tiſed the Margraue thereok, who neuer founde out any thinge of 
the matter, but onely ſuche as were ſytting at a table, hauing 
Commiſſion to leuie men, howbeit they ſecretlygot chemlelues 
away. | | FLEE TECH] ; r þ 

{ True it is that the Pꝛince offered vnto the Loꝛde of Bze⸗ 
derode,certapne peeces of Artillery that were made at Utright, 
howebeit this was long befoꝛe theſe troubles : and at that time 
it was about his Maieſties ſeruice, ſo that hee coulde not refuſe 
them, ſeeing chat Upane was not farre from Utryght , and bee- 
ſides,hee hadalſs required and demaunded them, 

And as concerning thole pointes, that che Pzince ſhould 
fozbidche receiuing of his Maieſties garniſonnes info certayne 
places and Townes, eſpecially in Jelande, where hee him ſelfe 
had ſent men of warre to take vp the place, and ſtoppe his Maie⸗ 
ſties enteraunce by ſea: As foꝛthe garnyſonnes, the Hꝛince ſaith, 
that he neuer had it once in his thought to fozbidde them, and if 
in caſe it be true they ought to tell, when, and at what time, and 
in what place this geare was wꝛought. | 

Notwithſtanding when he was in Zealand,he was aduer⸗ 
tiſed, that there was a pꝛactiſe to take Zealande, if it were poſſe 
ble, which was a matter of great impoꝛztaunce, and there ſoze hee 
commaunded the Lode ot Boxtell, that no Garnilon ſhoulde 
be receiued without his leaue, foꝛ that is the maner of all Lieute⸗ 
naunts. | 

But when hee was afterwarde aduertiled by che Caps 
fapne ofthe Raminekins, which was vnder his charge, that two 
hundꝛed of the Dutcheſſes ſouldiers were there arriued, res 
quiring to haue the Caſtle opened vnto them, which the Caps 
tayne denied, howebeit hee was afearde of ſome muceny and ſes 
dition, by reaſon his people were vnpaide, and the Caſtle buc 
hardly beſtead with victualles : hee commaunded him that no 
man ſhoulde entre into the Caſtle, without the Duccheiles com⸗ 
maundement, and his leaue: whereofche Dutcheſſe being aduer⸗ 
tiſed, was well pleaſed, and ſent them their pay: although the 
Dutcheſſe had been befote otherwiſe inkoꝛmed, whiles ſhee lay 
at Bzuxelles, and he in Antwerpe: and ik che ſaide ſouldiers had 
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entred the Caltle, he muſt haue anſweared ic, Mozeouer, 3 Anto 
werpians deſired v they might haue no garniſons thzuſt into 
their Citie, pꝛomiſing to be alwayes obedient vnto his Ma. and 
neither ſpare body no2 goods to doe him ſeruice, no not once to 
hinder him in theſe affapzes. It is very true that certeine ſmall 
veſſels were laden with ſouldiers to come to Antwerpe, who foz 
the common quiet ofthe City could not bee ſuffered to enter, 
wherefoze they ſapled to warde Zeland, where they were foꝛbid⸗ 
den & ſtayed fo comming on land: Jnſomuch,that they infoꝛced 
thꝛough kamine, to returne to Antwerpe, and as it is ſayde, that 
as they were in KL. of Bꝛederode his ſeruice, being abaut a mile 
from Antwerpe, to wit, at Eaſterwell, and comming on lande, 
were there diſcomſited. When the rekoꝛmed Churches of Ant⸗ 
werpe heard of this, they armed themſelues to help the ſaid ſoul⸗ 
diers: which cauſed a great alarme within che citie, ſo that che 
ꝛince in the ende appealed the ſame, without the effuſion of 
anp citizens blood. By which hee gaue them to vnderſtand, that 
be neuer pꝛetended to attẽpt any thing in Zealand, which might 
any way tend to the hinderance of any ok his maieſties deuiſes $ 
pꝛactiſes. 

But in that he would not receiue garniſons into the country, 
and townes, he did that fo2 the auoiding ok all diſlention, and co 
keepe the ſubiects in peace ⁊ vnitie. U herfoze the pꝛince great ⸗ 
ly marueileth that ſuch great learned men, as would be ſo well 
thought of, would ſec downe and pꝛopound ſuch matters, as ne⸗ 
uer can noꝛ ſhalbe any way verified. f 

There is beſides in the Articles ofthis inditement declared, 
that the pꝛince was ſent to Antwerpe to appeaſe the croubles, 
but that he ſuffered the exerciſe of all hereticall Sectes indiffes 
rently. | 
Uhereunto he anlwereth, That hee expyeſſely tolde the 

Counſell,that-it was impoſſible foz him to ſtay thoſe of the relt- 
gion: notwithſtanding that he woulde be as carefull to do what 
ſo euer lap in him to be done as a man mought be: Inſomuch 
that all the Townſmen gaue hun great thankes koꝛ the appea⸗ 
ſing of the troubles thzough his aduiſe and counſell. The 
Magiſtrate ofthe Citie, and not he, ſuffered the building ofthe 
Churches, and the exerciſe of the religion, koz the auopding of a 
Srea⸗ 
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«greater offence and miſchiefte. 
The Conliltozies were ozdepned befoze he came Ati L 
vta euen befoze che publique pꝛeachmgs: and to meete from 
thencefoꝛth with al troubles, he permitted chema way o2meane, 
whereby all the circumſtaunces of the aſtayꝛes that might ſuvs 
-denlp happen, might be talked vpon and dealt withall: and did 
not belieue that his Maieſtie by this occaſian coulde any way be 
envemnifted, ſeeing it ſerued mote fo) the keeping ok his ſubiects 
in peace and tranquilitie. 

Fox the laſt Article, where it is ſayde, that hee ſhoulde oꝛ⸗ 
deyne impoſitions and exactions, o leuie money foʒ the paying 
ol ſouldiers: hee ſapeth, That he neyther oꝛdeyned impolitions, 
no: yet leuied money: But that that whiche was therein done, 
had beene done befoze hee came there , fo2 the maintenaunce 
ofthe pooze,andofche miniſters, and fo2 the building oftheir 
Churches: wherefoze it is verp apparant and probable, chat this 
money was not employed about his pꝛoſie. 

Hereby allo map very well be perceyued that his meaning 
was not to impole any exactions, when as hee refuſed fiftte thous 
ſand Flozines which were franckly offered him, koꝛ che good ſer⸗ 
uice which hee had done. It was impoſſible to ſtoppe ſuche a 
thing, in ſuche a citie of Marchandtze as Antwerpe, leeing that 
there is dayly greate ſummes ol money diſburſed and layde out 
fo: diuers and lundzy thinges. Therefoze by theſe reaſons 
afoꝛeſayde is ſufficiently ſec downe, chat he was not the Authoz 
of the cr oubles, 

Thele woozdes and ſpecches may ſuffice fo? the excuſe 
and defence of he Pꝛince of Oꝛange: wich the which alſo accoz⸗ 
deth the excuſe and defence ofthe L. of Pooghſtrate, ſauing that 
he hath anſwered, as thou haſt hearde vpon other pointes and ar⸗ 
ticles,as befoze hath been declared. 

Mitherto haue wee oꝛder ly ſet downe and declared in what 
ſoꝛt the Duke of Alua arriued in the lowe Countreys/ with his 
men ok warre, and of his whole pꝛoceedinges therein: And like⸗ 
wile howe the Pꝛince of Dzange withdꝛew himſelfe, and pꝛocu⸗ 
red all men to pꝛepare foz ſouldiers both on hoxſebacke and on 
foote, to Þ end to withſtand the fury of the blooddy tyꝛant the D. 
of Alua: who for d defence againſt 5 inuaſion of his — 

im 
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him ſelke in armes; and pꝛouided men of w arre, not onely with⸗ 
in the Countr ey, but alſo without, becauſe he greatly pꝛeſumed 
that the baniſhed Loꝛds, and the reſt that were fledde , woulde 
glue an attempt to returne into their poſſeſſions and enheritan⸗ 
tes:ſo that, all his care was, how he might be able to hurte the 
enimp. 

And as the Duke of Alua had made all the pꝛouiſion þ might 
be fo? the warres to come, he cauſed all the goods, debtes, titles, 
and actions ofthe fugitiues and baniſhed men, to be confiſked, 
hauing made commiſſioners fox the verp purpoſe , who were 
bound to aunſweare to the hands of the oꝛdinary Judge, to dely⸗ 
ter the money into the Treaſurer of the warres poſſeſſion, fo2 
the paying of the ſouldiers and hoꝛſemen which were tobe vſed 

about choſe warres: which was the way to hurt his enemie, and 

to ſpare his maieſties purſe. Duer and beſides, hee impoſed 
great exactions & tollages, and leuied wonderfull ſummes of 
money vpon his mateſties credite, foꝛ the paying of y garniſons, 
the building of caſtles,# foꝛ the foꝛtifying of the fronter x bower 
townes of the countrie: and to haue continuall lioze ef money 
foz all occurrants whatldeuer. 

On the other ſide, The Pꝛince of Orange beeyng dꝛyuen 
out of theſe countries, and ſpopled of his goods, not meanyng 
to do as the reſt of the counties had done, knew none other bet⸗ 
ter way, then co excuſe himſelfe towards his king and pzince: & 
implozedand pitifully beſdught the aide of other Potentates, to 
bee his inter ceſſours in that behalfe. 

And although the Emperour him ſelfe hav done therein as 
mucheas hee coulde, pet woulde not the king once liſten to him, 
noꝛ yet vnderſtande the matter: But put ouer the Hince vnto 
the Duke of Alua to bee oꝛdered by him, which thing he thought 
woulde neither bee good no2 pꝛolitable far him , and therefoze 
was of neceſſitie dꝛiuen to enter into armes with the ayde of 
his kinſfolkes, friendes, and fauourers, as well Germaines, 
as the lowe Countrep men. 

Moꝛeouer, all ſuch ag tout part wich him, and as yet re⸗ 
mayned vnder the poke ofthe Spaniardes,. furniſhed him with 
all che money they were able to make, becauſe they ho⸗ 
ped thereby to recouer their loſt libertie. Now, when the — 
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was thus pꝛouided, he, by his bzother Count Lodwickes helpe, 
p2ocured an armie of footemen and hozſemen, and foz the better 
furcher ing or the cauſe, the Pꝛince wꝛote to all the Pꝛinces and 


Lopes, complayning him ſelfe vnto them, of the tyꝛannie and 


extreeme wꝛong ofthe Duke of Alua, that hee had ſpoyled him 
of his goodes, bereaued him of his manners, landes, and tene⸗ 


mentes, and contray to all right and equitie, had taken away the 


Count ot Buren his ſonne, and ſent him ouer into Spaine, 
The Pꝛinces of Germanie were greatly diſpleaſed chat 
che lawe Countreys ſhoulde thus bee oppꝛeſſed by atyzannous 


Spaniarde and Straunger : and therefoꝛe they aſſembled them 


ſelues together, to conſulte and deniſe whiche way was belt fo2 
them, to helpe the punce of Ozange. | 
The Map following, there was muſkering of ſouldiers in e⸗ 
uery place: But when the Duke of Alua hearde of it, he tooke 
oꝛder foꝛ the matter, and gotte him into the playne fielde: In⸗ 
ſomuch chat they which had firſt aſſembled them ſelues beyonde 
the Maze, and afterwarde about Dalham, which ts a little cowne 
in the Countrey of Juilliers, whoſe.chiefe & Captapn was the 
Loꝛde of Hooghſtrate, were by the Dune ot Alua his people 
'Diſcomfitev,and a thouſande ſonldiers layne : not regarding 
that they had committed chat fact, within the Lande and iuril⸗ 
diction ofthe Empyꝛe: Powebeit it is the naturall condition 
and pꝛopertie of Spaniards and Italians to bee alwaxyes too too 
pꝛoude, and thinke them ſelues better then all other nations: 
Fo it ſo fell out euen at that pꝛeſent, as that the gouernour of 
Hiniſberge and his Lieutenant who were come to Dalham to 
admo niſhe and ſummonthe fugitiues and bantſhed men to de⸗ 
part out ot the boꝛders of che Duke of Juillers his Lowe and 
Maſter, were there murdered andflapne as if they had been ene⸗ 
mies. 2% 5 | 
Not withſtanding all this, they which eſcaped and remap⸗ 
ned were no whitte the moze diſcouraged thereby, but inuaded 
his Maieſties lowe Countreys with Duke Lodwicke, and fox 
the entourag ing ofthe peo ple agaynſithe Spaniardes, chey 
were very well appoynted and fozcified,andof all handes beſtir⸗ 
red chem, entending to goe on with thefe warres, foꝛ che exer⸗ 
tiſe of religion, the defence ol the pziuiledges ofthe lowe Coun⸗ 
Tt „ 2 treys, 
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treys, und foꝛ the reſtozing ofche baniſhed men and fugitiues, 
into their ancient poſſeſſion and inheritaunce: whiche was the 
cauſe that ſome of them bare in their enſignes, this deuiſe o2 pos 
ſie, Recuperare, aut mori, that is to ſay: wee will eyther recouer 
our loſſe, oꝛ els loſe our liues. 

Wlherefoze many of the people aſſembled them ſelues in all 
qguartcrs,inſo muche that Count Lodwycke finding him ſelfe 
well ſtrengthened, tooke many cownes and places, The firſt 
of which, was the Taſtle of Wedde, and after that, che Damme, 
in the Countrey of Groening. 

Mowe when the Duke of Alua hearde ok this, hee waxed 
ſtarke madde, and doubting that his iolly felicitie might turne to 
to great miſerie: hee woulde in no wiſe gine Count Lodwicke 
any time to fo2tifte in that place, but ſent thether Sardigne his 
Regiment oz Tertio, wich the Maiſter of his Campe, and thꝛee 
enſignes of the Regiment oꝛ Tertio of Lombardes, and foure 
bundzeth Spanilhe and Italian hozſe , and the Count Megue 
with a iolly company of ſouldiers. 

And ouer andbeſides, fiue companies ofthe Regiment 
of the Count ot Arenbergue. Yowebeit all theſe people could 


doe Counte Lodwicke no hurte , becauſe his armie dayly ens 


creaſed. 6 

The Duke of Alta ſent thither Sir John of Ligny Count 
Arenbergue , who wasnewely come out of Fraunce, witch a 
Regiment of Spaniardes, and fiue enſignes of Almaynes, to 
ſet vpon the enemie, whiche hee did in deede, but to his great 
loſſe, befoꝛe the Count Megue was come, 

The firſt ſkyzmiſhe was very bzauely handled, in a place 
where athouſande ſhot of the Count Naſlous lay in wapte fo} 
the comming ofthe Count Arenbergue : Powebeit the night 
ſeparated them, and the Spaniardes retyꝛed vnco their Campe: 
but the Count Naſſou in the night rayſed his Campe.Tlhen the 
day was come, the Spaniardes thought that the Count Malſou 


and his people had fled, and ther efoze, they followed them. But 


when Count Lodwicke vnderſtoode, that there were no moze 
bozſemen but Curtius Martinengo his bande, hee charged che 
Count Arenbergue with thee hundzed hozſes, and ouerthzewe 
tenne enſignes ok Spamardes, and fiue companies of Al- 
| - A mapnes. 
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| maynes. | | . 
Tyhbe Count ok Arenbergue foz the ſauing ofhis honour; 
defended him ſelfe valiantly: Ho webeit his hoꝛſe was flapne vn⸗ 
der him, and he falling to the grounde, was ſuddenly ſurpꝛiſed 
The Count or b à ſhotte and flayne , notwithſtanding that hee cryed out and

5 
Ouer and beſides the great ſtoꝛe of money, which they had 
bꝛought with them fo2 the paying oftheir ſouldiers , their plate 
and ocher ritches, which the Naſſotans made good butin of, 
This battell was fought the 23. of May 1568. betweene Hei⸗ 
ligher Lee, and Minſchote in Friſelande.

The 29.of May the DukeofAlua cauſeda Pꝛoclamation 
to bee placlaymed at Bꝛuxelles: That all ſuch as were departed 
their Countrey, ſhoulde returne to their place of aboade, vppon 
papne ofconfiſcation both of body and goodes. The welthie 
fugitiues, were expꝛeſſely named, howebeit fewe o2 none retur⸗

This diſcomficure greatly greeued the Duke of Alua, 
but hee was auenged fox it vpon the noble men, and Gentlemen, 
and other welthie Citizens whome he had in pyiſon, whole liues

The thirde okthe ſaive moneth hee cauſed to bee bꝛought 
foorth the Count Egmond and Philippe de Memorencie count 
of Hozne, knights ofthe oꝛder, two very famous gentlemẽ, both 
fo) their language and honour, as alſo fo their notable feates 
ofarmes: eſpecially the Count Egmonde, fo2 the good ſeruice 
which he had done his Maieſtie in the viage to Saint Quintins, 
where the Conſtable, and many other Frenche noble men were 
taken:and after warde in the voiage to Groening, where hee va⸗ 
liantly ouercame the Frenche, to their great loſle both of men 
and other wayes. Mowebeit all theſe his notable, good and 
faithfull ſeruices ſtoode him in no ſteade Thele two Countes 
were bꝛought from,Gand co Bzuxelles in a wagon, with a cons 
uoye of cenne enſignes of Spantardes, and a bande ok Hozſes, 
and ledde to the markette place of Bꝛuxelles, and lodged at an 
houſe called the Bꝛeadhoule, about thꝛee ofthe clocke in the al⸗ 
ter noone : andthere were indited and ſentence pꝛonounced as

And beſides , howe the Attozney generall by his declarge 
tion, chargeth the ſapde pꝛyſonners, to witte, that the Count of 
Egmonde hath ſhewed him ſelfe to bee a pernicious fox\wozne 
man, and a ſeditious rebell againſt his Maieſtie, eſpecially in 
that he hath conſpired with the confederats and ſeditious people, 
and become a companion ot the curſed and abhominable league 
wich the Pꝛince of Oꝛange and the reſt ofthe Eſtates, who were 
coniured in the lowe Countreps : and taken vpon him the guar⸗ 
ding and defending of the conkedered nobilitie: and like wile the

Upon Whitſon eue in the mozning, the Count Egmond 
boldely called vpon them, that he might finiſhe his dayes, ſeeing 
it was neyther good no2 p2oficable, foꝛ a condemned man to res 
mayne long tyme in ſuſpenſe, in the tonnente and anguiſhe of 
death. And about Noone the Count Egmond was bought

The hoꝛſemen were very 
fozwarde, when as the Naſſouans were buſie to hynder the buil⸗ 
dyng of the fozt oz trench, and made liuely lkirmiſhes, ſo p of the 
Naſſouans were flaine about two hundzeth, and ſo were in lyke 
ſozta good many of Spaniardes. Captaine Martinengo alſo 
was in great perill of looſing his like, by reaſon that his hoꝛle 
was gotten into a quackmyꝛe. There was likewiſe one of the 
Gueſes taken, who, as himſelfe confeſled, meant to ſec on fire dis 
uers places of the town: to the end that when the Citizens haue 
beene buſied about the quenching of the fire, the Naſſouans 
might the better haue ſcaled and wonne the towne, Mhiche 
Gueſe was hanged by the appointmente of Captaine Alba- 
nez oO. | 
During theſeexploices,Chiapin Vitelli had alſſembled as nas: 
ny men as he poſſibly could, and whiles the Duke of Alua was 
pꝛeparing of his things, he erected alſo his campe befoze the ſaid 
towne of Groening fo the defence thereof, and the dꝛyuyng a 
wap ofche Naſſouans, but it was all in vaine, There were then 
many ſkirmiſhes,æ many ſtratagemes and warrelike pollicies. 
Counte Lodwike at one tyme offered captaine Vitelli the bat⸗ 


aile, but he would none ok it: ſaying, That he had not as pet any 


oppoxtunitie,becauſe he ſtill attended che Duke of Alua his cõ-· 
ming wich his armie. x : 
Tbe Emperour, at the Duke of Alua his requeſt, ſent to 
Count Lodwike, and commanded him vpon patne ofbaniſhing 
the Emppꝛe, to rayſe his campe from befoze the cowne, and ta 
8 him out ok the Countrie wich as litle hurt doing as was pol⸗ 


Count Lodwike ſent him woꝛde againe, That her tould not 


thereof, and that chen hee woulde make hym a ſhozt anſwere, 
Not withſtanding many ofthe Noble men of the Empyte were 
afraide ot this meſſage, and thereupon returned home into they? 
r 
Dobbeit this ſiege or Groening tontinued vntyll the com⸗ 
myng ok che Duke of Alua, who, whiles hee was making of 
T1” t pꝛeparation, 
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pꝛepar tion, executed at Bruxelles many pꝛiſoners, as hath becne 
befoze laide, and in the moneth of July marched towardes Boi- 
ſledułe, with ſeuenteene enſignes of footemen,and certain great 
ozdenance which came from Malynes : ſo that hee encamped 
bimſelfe befoze Groening the fourteenth of the ſapde mos 
neth. 

"When Count Lodwikehearde of this, hee rayſed his campe, 
and retyꝛedtowardes Embden, making hauocke of all chinges 
in his paſlage, bzeaking downe of bzidges, and marryng the 


high wayes, oz the taping and backe keeping of the enemte,but — 1 
not without continualilkirmiſhing. The Duke of Alua had campt. 


ſent Duke Erycke with his hozſemen to Groening, becauſe the 
territoꝛy about che towne was moyſt and ſoft, ſo chat che hozſe 
men coulde not paſſe it: and hee himſelfe with his fooce men 
purſued Count Lodwike, hauing eſpials euery where to aduer⸗ 
tiſe him out of what quarter of the countrie counte Lodwike 
meant to goe. 

At laſt, the Duke was aduertiſed that counte Lodwike ſtay⸗ 
ed at Iemming, in the count of Embden his dominions, and had 
there pitched his campe, beeing a fit place fo intrenching, con: 
ſideryng that on the one ſide hee had water enough, and on the o⸗ 
ther, he had the iolly citie of Embden, to furniſh his campe with 
viccuals and all other neceſſary pzouiſion. 

Mhen the Duke of alua was heereof thꝛoughly aduerti⸗ 
ſed, hee cauſed his army to marche towarves counte Naſſouhis 
campe, and ſent befoꝛe him, captatne Sancho de Auila, and caps 
taine Mentero to holde them play and apply them with ſkirmts' 
ſhes, thereby to withdꝛawe the Naſſouans from the commodious 
place wherein they were. And after him, he ſent lulian Rome- 
xo, maſter ofthe campe with ſiue hundzed harguebuzters z thꝛee 
hundzed mulketiers. After him, followed Don Sanches de 
Lodogno with a thouſande harquebuziers, appointed fe2 p two 
wings pf ÿ foote men: and Cæſar Gonzage & Martinengo with 
two bands ok hoꝛſe men: the reſt of the vauntguard were under 
the conduct of Alfonſe de VIloa, and Don Conſaluo de Braca- 
mont, with expꝛeſſ commandement, that none of choſe ſouldiers 
ſhould otherwiſe be placed. In the reareward were ſpecially 
appointed ſixe enſignes of Almaines, and after them 3 es

| and in killyng ok a certaine number, he paid them che wages 


ſaued in paſſing the ryuer of Embden by boate: and eſpecially 
ö che molt valiant count Lodwike,and ſome of the noble men ef 
caped the tyꝛants handes, not withſtanding that hee ſtood co his 


defence euen co the laſt man: fo) when he ſaw that his ſouldierg 
waulde not ſight. hee ſaued himlelt with great perpll of his life, 
by paſſingy river in a very ſmall boat. The count of Hoogſtrate 


1 was but two dayes befoze gone from the campe, and count luſte 
| of Scouwenbourgh,ſauedhimſelfe and the greater number of

| The Duke of When the Duke of Alua had gotten this victozte, he wzote

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" After this great victozie, the Duke of Alua tooke his way 
by Amſtelredame towardes Vtrighr , where hee cut off the 
head ok one of Duke Lodwikes captaines whom hee had taken 
pꝛyſoner. | 

The twentie of July the Pꝛince cf Orange by an Apologie 
and certaine publique wiattings, declared the occaſton,cauſe,and 
neceſlitie, which infozced his excellencie, his frienves, and the 
conkedered noble men, to take armes againſt the Duke of Alua 
and his adherentes: to wit, by reaſon ok his hojrible and dete⸗ 
ſtable tyꝛanny and perſecution, againſt the pooze and blameles 
pꝛofeſſours of the woꝛde of God, and of the holy Goſpell, and 
alſo againſt the generall Eſtates of the lowe countries, to they} 
vtter rooting out and deſolation: but becauſe the ſaide Apolo⸗ 
gie hathe oftentimes beene pꝛinted, and thereby gotten into the 
handes of all the wozlde, wee haue not here foz bꝛeuitie ſake pug 
it in. | 
Wee haue heeretofoze ſaide howe that the pzince of Orange 
had waged a great many both foote men and hoꝛſemen: who be- 
ing arr iued about p monaſterie of Romerſtorf,inpcountree of 
Treues, remained there vnto the ende ofthe moneth, to the great 
burt ofthe countr ie men. The captaines of the hoꝛſemen, were

mous man in p French wars 1562. Thierry of Schonbrough

The Colonels ofche foot men, were Nicholas of Harſtadt, a 


man of an auncient and noble houſe, an expert man of war, and 
fo his balure very famous, Feyt Schooner, and Balthazar of 
Woluen. The French captaines were, Ienlis, Moruillier, the 
baron of Renty, Mouy, Antrycourt, Eſternay, the parſon, and o⸗ 
thers, ot twelue bands ok hozſe, and a thouſande harquebuziers. 
Captayne Poyet, was alſo a captaine of ſouldiers. Mith theſe 
alſo ioyned counte Lodwike after his diſcomfiture at Iemmins 
gen. 5 

In the beginning of September, the pzince cauſed p campe 
to marche on, after that they had made a generall muſter, and 
paſſed the Rhine at Saint Vita towne within his

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—— of The Pꝛinces armie was 44. enſignes of Almaynes, foure thou⸗ 
the Prince» fande French and Wallons, the moſt of them ſhot, and 7. thouland 


hoꝛſe men well armed, ſom of the foot men had in theyꝛ enſignes 
this poſie, Pro lege, grege, & rege: That is to lay, for the lawe, 
the people, and the king, Some beare the Pellican, by reaſon 
of the loue ſhee beareth to her poung ones, nouriſhyng them with 
the blood which iſſueth out ok her hurt bꝛeſt. Upon thepr Po⸗ 
rions were roſes painted, an olde Eng liſhe deuiſe, as if the 
Queene of England had aſſiſted them. OPuer and beſides, the 
pꝛince had ten peeces of oꝛdenance, ſixe faucous, and four canons, 
but ſmall pꝛouiſion of munition: and this was in harueſt, a very 
moylt and raynie ſeaſon, and therefoze very vufit £o marche with 
ſo great an armie. 

When the Duke of Alua hadheardtheſe newes at Vtright. 
be muſtered his people. The Colonel ofthe Alamaines, were 
the Count Lodyon, and count Phillip of Ouerſtein. Ouer and 
beſides, hee had fo2tie enſignes of Spaniardes, and foztie en- 
ſignes of UUallons, ſauing thoſe that lay in garniſon in the 
cownes x caſtles, who, foꝛ p mote part were Spaniards, x whõ 
he moſt truſted. Hee had alſo foure thoulande hozſe of Spaniards 
Italians, Almaynes, Burgonions, and others. Mith this armie 
hee encamped befoze Maſtright to ſtap the cnemie foꝛ paſling o⸗ 
uer at the Maze: hee made alſo a bzidge ouer the Maze, that he 
myght euery way cut the enemie from victualss. 

The Piinceof Orange tooke by aſſault Arenberg, and Ep 


kech certaine pen, two townes ſtanding betweene Coloigne and Duren, and 


places- 


Hormeſon alſo ,belonging to king Philip, where his Ma. gar⸗ 
niſon was flaine ,whtch cauſed the Duke of Alua to ſpare none, 
eyther yet to receiue any to mercie. But as the pꝛince marched 
ſtill fozward,the Duke knew not whether he wold into France, 
to ayde the ꝛince ot Conde, oꝛ whether he would come downe 
into the lowe countries: howbeit the Pꝛinces armie coaſted the 
riuer of Maze euen vnto Stockum, where he palled che ryuer to 
meete wichthe Duke of Alua his campe. 

Mhyle theſe matters were in hande, the Duke of Alua cau⸗ 
ſed a pꝛoclamation to bee made in Antwerpe: that eucry man 
which had, oz knew of any goods belongyng to the Gueſes,ſhold 
tell it co the Lode Treaſurer,o2to the magiſtrate and — 
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the place where thoſe goods were, vpon paine that wholoe⸗ 
euer concealed them, oz ſuffered them to bee carryed out ofthe 
Countries, ſhoulde pay the valure of the ſaide goods: The one 
thirde part whereof ſhoulde bee to the Jnfozmer, and che reſt 
confiſked co his maieſties vſe : but hee that was notable to res 
ſtoꝛe them, ſhoulde be arbitrarily puniſhed, This Pꝛoclamation 
cauſed great miſchieke. 

In the ende of September the Duke ok Alua came on 
Maſtright ſide. The Liegeois w oulde haue taken vp a certaine 
paſſage fo? the ſtopping of the armie: but the Pzince marched 
with his people on che other ſide: and although there had beene 
a controuerſie between p biſhop and Liegeois, yet they agreed 
by a cõmon conſent to leuie ſixe enſignes of men fo? the defenſe 
of the citie. 

The fifceenth of October the Orangians diſcomfited certain 
_ enlignesof Aluaianes, But when the Pꝛince had paſſedthe 
Maze, hee marched fozwarve the twentiech of October, leauing 
on his right hande the towne Tilmont, and paſſed the riuer whi⸗ 
che diuidech the lande ol Lieg from Brabant, ſecking all the 
wapes he could to fight with the enemie: howbeit the Duke of 
Alua had no will to hazard it, and therfoꝛe fearing the Pꝛince of 
Orange his fozces kept himſelfe in his trences befoze the Citie 
of Maſtright. But Don Fredericke of Toledo his ſonne, came 
one day out of the campe, with ſixe Culucrines,foure thouſand 
Hor, and an hundꝛed men at armes, but no great matter was 
exployted, ſaue ᷣ inſkirmiſhing many on both ſides were thꝛuſt 
out of wages. 

When the Pꝛince ſawe that Uinter dꝛewe neere, and the 
time paſſed away, withour giuing battaile to the Duke of Alua, 
who lay in his Trenches befoze Maſtright, although at the 
firſt the Pꝛinces armie might haue feught and diſcomſited the 
enemie, had it not beene chzough euill counſell, oz els that 
theLowe GO O would not ſuffer ic, becauſe hee woulde 
— puniſh the lowe countries fo2 their hoꝛrible and gricuous 
Unnes. | 

But nowe againe to our purpoſe: the Pꝛince meaning to as 
uopde the bnppoſitable charges in the — and * 
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ok victuals, money, and munition, thought it the bett Councell, 
to foꝛſake fo} à time the lowe Countries: and make a voyage 
into Fraunce: where the Marſhall Coſſey purſued him with 
two thouſand ſhot, x two hundzed hozſe, which was to his great 
hurt. Mhiche thing the Marſhall dyd at the requeſt of the 
— of Alua, and followed the Pꝛince euen vnto Cambre-

Nowe, this tyzaunts great perſecution and tyzannie afoze⸗ 
ſaide continued from the peere 8. vnto the yeere 72. When 
as the miſerable and comfoztles inhabitaunts of the lowe coun⸗ 
tries, had, though Gods aſſiſtance and mercy ſome eale of their 
calamit ies, by reaſon that che ſaide Duke obſtinately perſiſted in 
demanding ofthe tenth penny, without regard of the complaints 
| of all the Eſtates of the lowe Countries, thinking thereby to 
heape vp ſuche an infinite creaſure,and keepe acontinuall mine 
of golde and ſiluer, to withſtande all kinges, pꝛinces and poten: 
| —_— woulde oppoſe themſelues againſt his vnnaturall ty- 

rannie. 

And although the Lozde hath ſuffered this tyꝛant to bee a 
ſcourge to plague the lowe Countries, which ſometimes ſo na⸗ 
tably floꝛiſhed, yet hath it been to none other end but to aduertiſe 
vs, that we in the time of our great pꝛoſperitie wallowing and 
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tumbling in all wozldly pleaſures, fozgot the Lowe our God, 
and that,fozſaking our wicked life, thꝛough the chaſtizement of 
this rod, wee might frame our ſelues to newneſſe of life, accoz⸗ 
ding to his moſt holy and bleſſed commandements. Foz the good 
God, chaſtiſeth all choſe whome hee loueth : neither hath theſe 
lowe countries been onely ſo greatly ſcourged, though the tys 
rannie of this cruell and vnnaturall monſter, but hath alſo vili⸗ 
ted them with a moſt fearcfull ouerflowing ok waters: Jnſo« 
much that the firſt of Nouember in the petre 70. were dꝛowned 
in Hollanve, Zealand, Friſeland, Gelderland, and others, many 
thouſandes ok people, and an innumerable multitude of cattaile 
fo2 mans ſuſtenance. This wounde( Gentle Reader) is hea⸗ 
led, and almoſt fo2 gotten, but the cy2annie of che Duke of Alua 
is pet in foꝛce. 

Mherekoꝛe, let vs beſeechy Lozd our God to deliuer vs out 
of the handes of this tyꝛant, to the ende wee may ſerue and hos 
naur him in peace and tranquilitie, allthe dayes ol our life.

troubles in the low Countries, wherin ſhalbe ſet downe, 
the ſecond inuaſion, of the Nobilitie, Gentlemen 
and other fugitiues, and baniſhed men 
into the ſame. 


N the firſf and ſeconde bookes 
(Gentle Reader) hath been decla⸗ 
red vnto thee, what hach come to 
pale, from the peere 15 66. vnta 
the peere 1572. and the very firſt 
oziginall of this preſent warre: 
But in this thirde, ſhall bee deſ⸗ 
S> | | rribedall the matters that haue 
Al fallen outfrom this peere 72. vn⸗ 
— to the taking of the Councell of 
Eſtate in Bruxelles, which was put in execution by the Lode of 
Heze,Captaine of the ſame citie, the 4, of September 1576, 
by the ozdinance ofthe Eſtates of Brabant, 

Andnowe to continue this our hiſkozxte, The Duke of Alua 
ſeeing v the Pyince with his armie, had foꝛſaken the low Coun⸗ 
tries, as a triumphant conquerour: purſued the tyꝛannous per⸗ 
ſecution which hee had begun againſt thoſe of the refozmed reli⸗ 
gion, as moꝛe at large is ſet downe in the booke next befoze:and 
although that in theſe Countries, the warres were fo2 the ſpace 
of foure peeres, ſurpꝛeſled: to wit, from the yeere 1568. vnto 
the peere 1572. Pet haue they not been free krom the abundant 
ſpilling of innocent blood, chꝛough the hozrible furte of this vn⸗ 
naturall and cruel tyꝛant. 

But when theLozde woulde graunt vs a beginning of our 
deliuerance, hee ſuffered this fozeſaid Tyꝛant to abuſe hymſelke

The duke demã thꝛough his owne inſatiable couetouſnes, by demanding of all y 
deth the tenth merchandtze both going out & coming in vnto theſe low Coun⸗ 


tries, p tenth pennie:& alſo the xx.pennie of all the vnmoueable 
goods þ ſhould be ſold within þ laid countries: x * » 
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Eſtates of the Þzouinces tolde him of che inconueniences that 
might fall out, by reaſon of this extreeme txaction, vet perſiſted 
he in his demaunde, thinking that no man durſt once gainlaye 
him, notwithſtanding that it was cleane againſt their Pztute 
ledges. Mhich thing greatly moued the common people, and 
the Citizens okall the Cities were maruelloullpgrieued, as wel 
fo2 the tenth penny which the Duke woulde haue no nay of, as 

alſo fo the great tyꝛanny hee vſed . Laſtly, hee purpoſedco 

put this tenth pennye in execution tn the Cytie of Bruxelles, 

where his Court was , thinking that by reaſon of his pꝛe⸗ 

ſence no manne durſt ſay him naye, But the Bruxellians dy⸗ 
uerſlye ſetce them ſelues againſt it. Foz, neyther woulde the 
Bzewers bꝛewe anpe dunke, no2 pet the Bakers, bake anye 
bꝛead. To bee ſhozte, there arole ſo greate troubles in this 

Citie of Bruxelles , as that the Duke him ſelfe feared the 

tumulte and furpe ot the common people. And therefo2e the 

Citizens of Bruxelles are wooꝛzthye all honour and pꝛayſe, 

for ſo. boldelpe defending the Pꝛpuiledges of theyꝛ Coun⸗ 

trey. | 
During theſe troubles in Bruxelles, the common people of » 
relt of the cities and townes both in Bꝛabant & Flanders, were 
alſo troubled:ſo that the Hollanders and Zelanvers. begun like⸗ 
wiſe co rowe themſelues out of their ſleepe: which made the fits 
gitiues, and baniſhed men to thinke on their buſinelſe, and deter⸗ 
mined once againe ta inuade the low countries, ſeeing the Inha⸗ 
bicants of the ſaid countries began to oppoſe themſelues againſt 
che tyꝛant. | | 


TWherfoze,De Lumay Earle of March being in England, & Briele taten by 


hauing at his commandement certapne ſhips, got himſelf & his 
retinue to Sea, & vpou the ſodaine cooke the Bꝛiele a towne in 
Holland, the 1. of Apzil, 1572. Foz the ſaide Count firſt ſet the 
South gate on fire,by meane whereof Inhabitantes kept them 
ſelues cloſe in their houſes: and in the meane while, che ſouldi⸗ 
ers lkaled the towne, and the Moꝛth gate, and ſo woon it, x after⸗ 
_ bake and deſtroyed the Images and altars of the Chur⸗ 
ches. | 
The Duke ol Alua was foꝛthwith aduertiled of this ſodaine 
taking; and although che newes pleaſedhim neuer a whit, pet 
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made he ſinall accompt of his enemies,becauſc he had continual⸗ 
ly molt victozioully dziuen them out of the countrep. TWherfoze, 
he ſent two enſignes of Spantards from Utright to the Bꝛiele, 
to dꝛiue out the Gueles : Yowbeic the Gueſes met them with 
they boates: who diſcharging their Harquebuzes vppon the 
Spanpardes, and comming on lande, made the Spantardes 
_ y flye though the myꝛe and dyꝛt, and Noue them to Dots 
The Count Boſſu, hauing the charge ofcen enſignes of 
Spanpardes, conſidering wich himlelfe that the Gueſes would 
not willing ly foꝛſake and loſe che Bꝛiele, but were rather moze 
Itketo get many other townes,hetherfoze came to Notterdame, 
willing chem that he might palle thꝛough the towne: TUhiche 
thing, the Citizens at the ſirſt choppe, denied him: neuertheleſſe 
in the end they were contented that his people ſhoulde paſſe by 
Dixaines:but they making hed al at once at the gates, entred to⸗ 
gether into the towne, and villaynouſly murdered a great num⸗ 
ber: of che Citizens, and thts was done the nienth of Apzill.

:hapneſy there was an vþ2oze , by reaſon that it was bzuted, 
that che Spaniardes were comming to lodge inthe Towne: 
and as the Harbingers were appoynting the lodginges, they 
pycked a quarrell with one okthe Citizens, and gaue him pl 
language as they coulde well pnough. The Cyttzens who 
were at Chutche hearing of this noyſe , came foozth , and 
d}aue the Malonnes cleane out ofthe Towne, and kepte the 
gates themſelues. When the Spanpardes were come befoze 
Fluſhing , they woulde not let them come in , whereuppon , 
thephearing that the garniſon of the Malons were dziuen out, 
tooke their courſe to Piddlebzough, the chieke citte of the Ille 
of Walcheren, where they were recepued. Nowe when the 
Captapne ofthe Spanyardes, who was the Duke of Alua his 
kinſman, arrpued at Fluſhing, hee thought to haue found the 
Spanpardes there: But the Townes men, who knew — 
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nough that he was comming, went to meete him, byddyng bim 
welcome, and doyng him great honour, as the maner is to honoꝛ 
ſuch noblemen, howbeit that honour laſted not long, koz they 
foozthwith layde handes on hym, and hanged him on the gal⸗ 

And ſo this towne hath been euer ſithence kept fo2 the pꝛince 
of Orange, which is the chiefe key of the Sea to come into the 
lowe countries to bee bzought into ſubiection: howbeic it is 
worthte great commendation, by reaſon of the noble feates of 
warre which the Citizens haue exployted againſt che pꝛactizes 
and ſtratagemes of the Spaniardes foz the defenſe ofthe couns 
trie. 

The 24. of May following, after that the count Lodwike 
of Naſſou had made a few couenaunt in Fraunce with the cons 


federates, he ſurpzyſed Monts in Haynault, after this maner: Mons in Hay. 
The uyght bekoze, there went into Mons twelue aduenturers aps nault 


parrelled like merchauntes, and beeing at the table in the eue⸗ 
nyng, they aſked of the hoſte, what tyme in the moꝛning the 
Gates were opened. The holte tolde them at foure of the 
clocke, and if ſo bee they woulde goe our any timelter, he ſaid 
that if they woulde giue the pozter che wpne, the Gates ſhouls 
bee opened foz them as early as they woulde. * 
Theſe iollye Merchants roſe very timely, and cauſed the 
Gates to bee opened, pꝛomiſing to giue the Pozter a peece of: 
money: But ſo ſoone as the Gates were open, they diſpatcht 
the Poꝛter with a Piſtoll ſhor, and tooke away the keyes. 
Then the Gates were open, counte Lodwike entred the towne 
with foztie men, and placed them at the coꝛners of the ſtreetes: 
and if any man went about to open eyther doꝛe oꝛ window, chey 
would diſcharge their Pyſtols on thẽ, crying together with one 
voyce: vou haue libertie, libertie, graunted pou, the Pꝛince ot 
Orange is tome to ayde vou, and you ſhall bee ſet free from the 
tenth pennie, and all other charges, where with the Duke of 
Alua woulde burden pou. This cry dured certaine houres, 
with ſuch a marueilous nople, as if thoulands ok ſouldiers han 
entred the towne. | 5 
But count Lodwike hauing long time taryed fo? his people. 
N Þ 4 any 
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pꝛiſed. 
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and le that none of them came, hee himſelfe went out, to vn · 
derſtand the cauſe ok theyz ſo long tarrying, and what were be: 
come of che hoꝛſe men: but they were out of p way in the woods, 
from whence the Count Lodwike conducted them vuco ß cowne 
of Mons, to the number of fine hundꝛeth, and cuery man a ſhot 
behinde him : who beeing entred the towne, firſt cooke the 
Towne houſe, and ſet themlſelues in ozder of battaile: In this 
ſoꝛte then tooke they the Towne, whiche was in truth a king ly 
deede of a noble and famaus Count, and waoꝛthie cuerlaſting 
— to winne by fleight and pollicie a towne ſo ſtrongly 
OfLned, | eg ( | | 
The lame day alſo was the citte of Valencia ſurpꝛiſed, but 
not mann dayes.after;the Duke gk Alua tooke it againe. Foz 
ag hes had ſent tbither Don lehn de Mendoza with a certaine 


umher of hozle men, to make pꝛauiſton fo che Caſtle that 


was hut vll furniſhed withvictualgand munition: hee, who in 


the name ok Counte Lodwike had ſurpꝛiſed the citie, vnderſtan⸗ 
dong of the commpng of the Spaniardes, foezthwich contrary 
to the opinion: of all: wen, efpectally af the Spauiardes foz⸗ 
ſoke and leaftthe towne; who theught not ſo eaſilye without 
befieging, to haut wonne izt. J 07 1-4; 
The Duke receyuing-newes of the taking of Mons, would 
nos beleeue it truſting moꝛe to the letters whiche hee had from 
the Freuce king. by which he was aduertiſed that count Lodwik 
had.bem a fem dayes ſitbence m Fraunce: howbeit by the conti · 
nuance of the newes, hee did alſure himlelle that the Towne 
was caken: whereupon hee was caſt into ſuch a rage, as that he 
fare his garmentes, aud troade vppon his cappe, ſtoꝛmyng 
and chafyng as ik hee had beene out of his witte, and mad. 
Put as the Duke of Alua was altogether put by, foꝛ reſi⸗ 
tyng of his enemies, the Lozde of Lumay gotte hymſelfe by: 
little and little to bee maſter of the Cities and townes of Hol⸗ 


lande, who freely yeelded themlelues vnder the protection of. 


the famous Muince ok Orange, although hes himlelfe was not 


chetze: ſoꝛ euery man deſired to bee deliuered from the ſlauerx ol 


the laid Duke and ok the Spaniardes. . 85 
The Citie of Enchuſen Kanving in the Mozth partes of 

Pollande,was the firſt chat oppoſed it elfe agaynſt the tenth pes 
. 5 nie, 
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nie, and the tyꝛannie ofthe ſayde Duke, and it was by reaſon of 
certayne ſouldiers which were in the ſhippes of warre , whome 
they ol Enckhuyſen and Amſtelredame had armed. Foz as 
vpon the tenth of June 1572. Bol huyſen, Captayne of the ſayd 
Shippes, was entered Enckhuyſen to furniſhe his Shippes 
wich bictualles, and other warlike furniture, there entred by lit⸗ 
fle and little many ſouldiers thinking to take the Towne: which 
dealing, the Citizens percepuing, made them packe out of the 
Towne, and tooke the ſapde Captayne Bothuyſen pꝛiſoner, 
whome, after a while they releaſed out of pꝛiſon. 

But as the Cicizens were thus troubled, and fearing the re: 
cetuing in of ſouldiers, foꝛ the enfoꝛcing of them to pay the tenth 
penie, they ſent foꝛ Count Lumap his ſouldiers, and put them⸗ 
ſelues vnder the obedience of the famous Pyince of ODꝛange: 
and within a while after, the townes of Alkmer, Mone, Edam, 
and Memmelicke, did the like. N 

Then the townes ok Hollande that lay neareſt the Byiell, 
hearde of this, they in like maner ſette open their gates to the 
Minces people , and lubmitted them ſelues vuder his obedi⸗ 
ence, ſauing they ol Schoonehoue and Amſtleredam, who ſtout⸗ 
iy reſiſted: But the Lowe ok Lumap beſieged Scyoonehoue, 
who ſeeing the bꝛeach made, rendzed: ſo that all Holland peelded 
to the ſapde Loꝛde, except Amſtelredam, which the ſaide Count 
beſieged once oz twiſe, but it was in bayne, and vnp}oticable, fox 
it was ouer ſtronge, nepther could hee euer wpnne the Citi⸗ 
ens heartes, becaule they were very obſtinate papiſtes. | 

Ulhiles the Count of March plated his parte in Yolland, 


Dutchie of Gelderlande, Hardwyke, Ter, Elberich, and Hat⸗ 
— But in the Countrey of Twent, Oldezele, Goer, and o⸗ 
thers. | 

The Count of Berge ſeeing the good affection ofthe Citizens 
ofthe-Townes, paſſed on like a Conquerer, and came downe 
into the countrey of Oueryſſel, beſieging the Town of S. Law⸗ 
rance 1572. The towne of Campen: But becauſe the Citizens 


were vnpꝛouided ok victualles and munition they rendzed the

uied men of warre, and tooke the Countie ok zurphen, the che Countrex 
Townes of Daztcuin, Doebzough, and Jurphen: and in the ok surphen.

A notable hiſtorie of the ciuill 
Towne: and ſo afcerwarde did they of Swolle, Paſſelt, and 
Steenewpke, Townes ok the Countrey of Dueryſlel, 

Tiles the lowe Countreps were aſlayled on every fide 
by theLozdes, Gentlemen, kugitiues, and baniſhed men ofthe 
ſatd Countreyes,the D. of Alua bent only all his fozces againſt 
Counte Lodwpke his chiefe enemie: and had ſent into the boze 
ders of Fraunce, a ſufficient number of Spaniardes , co 
fight with, and diſcomfite the French, that were lent by the 
Lopes ofthe refozmed religion in Fraunce, to aſſyſte Counte 
Lodwyke, who were betweene ſeuen and eyght thouland men, 

The onerthow whome the Spantardes, the 17, of July 1 572, otterthtewe 

Ci Fren93 at Chieuraine in a great bzoade fallowe ſielde, oz want o good 

* conduct : and tooke their chiefe Captapnes,Maifter Jenlis,and 
Maiſter Jumelle, the one of which was carried to Antwerpe, 
where , without being ſicke that any man knewe, hee was one 
mozning founde ſuddenly deade: and the other to the Caſtle of 
Tourna, who was deliuered in exchaunge foꝛ another pꝛylon⸗ 

| ner,being a Spantarde, h 

The Oukeof Alter this diſcomfiture, the Duke of Alua him ſelfe went 

Alua beſiegeth and encamped befoze Montes, and very ſtraytly beſieged it. And 

Monts. the Count Lodwpke valiantly defended it, ſtill looking foz apde 

from the Pꝛince of Ozange his bꝛother. 

The Sueſes in Amongſt theſe exploytes, chere was likewiſe another inua⸗ 

uade Friſeland ſign made in weſt Frilelande by the Gentlemen, and the reite 

of che baniſhed, with their trayne, amongeſt whome, euen from 
the firſt beginning, was captayne generall the Lozde of News 
derwounter, and after, the Count Juſt of Schouwenbourgh, 
who were receiued into the Townes of Sneecke, Boelſwerd, 
E Franique, But the Court of Friſeland taking part with the 
aduerſarie, called from Groening the Lozde o Billi, co bee an 
ayder againſt theſe Gueſes: who came with a iolly companie 
of well appointed Mallons, and was receiued into the Towne 
and Caſtle of Leewarde, into the Caſtle of Harlingue, and into 
the Caſtle of Stauere. = 
The firlt enterpꝛile that che Gueles tooke in hande, 
was againſt Doccum, oz they came with good ſtoare of ſauldi⸗ 
ers and Countreymen, and dꝛaue away the Mallons which lay 
in Garnilon at Doccum. 3 
Nowe 
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Now there were fine oftheſe Wialons , whiche had gotten vp 
into the Church ſteeple,# ſhot at as many as went abzoad in the 
ſtreetes. Which when the Gueſes ſaw,thep ſet fire on p ſteeple, 
to cauſe the laid TWalons to come downe: howbeyt there was 
but one of them burnt, and the reſt tarried ſtill in the ſteeple, vn⸗ 
til che 16. of September 72, when as the alons dꝛaue the 
Gueſes out of Doccum, and recouered the Towne, which was 
burnt and lacked: ſa that the Citizens were in great miſery, foʒ 
they, are alwayes the men, that aredumentothe wall, and pape 
0 all. 
Then the Lodd of Billi, acunning q an expert man ot warre, 
perceiued that the Gueſes ſouldiers foꝛ the molt part were coũ⸗ 
trey men, and Pꝛenteſes, who were vnacquainted with diſchar⸗ 
ging of an haguebuze: he made voyde hep leconde cnterp}iſe 
which they tooke in hande at Stauere : where the Gueſes had 
beſiged the caſtle, Foz hee came with his Wallons, and dꝛaue gy, cafife'or 
them from Stauere,and ſo ſet fire on the towne : But as the Scancre axded. 
Wallons returned from Stauere with great butin, the Gueſes | 
of Sneecke,Boelſwerd,and Franique gathered themſelues cos 
gether, to take away the butin from che Wallons, & oucrthowe 
them : but ſo ſoone as the captaine ofthe Gueſes was ſtricken 
from his hozſe with an harquebuze ſhot, all the reit ed: and the 
other Gueſes were dztuen from the foztes that ſtoode vppon the 
bancke, and other places with ſhame enough, hauing gotten 
neither wealch noz yet victoꝛie on their enemies. 
The Pqince had once againe aſſembied a verp great armp 
about Dupſbourgh, who paſſing the Rhine, tooke by allault, The Peinte 
the fourth of Auguſte the Towne of Ruremonde: and pal⸗ 2neth many 
ſing further into Bꝛabante, Louapne,renderedto him, and Ma⸗ 
Iynes, with many other Townes, were ſurpuled, 
After that, hee marched on towardes Montes in Hap» 
nault to ayde Count Lodwike his brother: Mowebeit the maſs 
ſacre committed at Paris, and in many other Townes in A mare at 
Fraunce, ſo altered che caſe, as that the Pyince retourning by e Aug. 172. 
Malines, with his armie, onto 5 Rhine, diſcharged his armie,+ 
bimſelke with a ſmall companie ok men of warre went l into Hol⸗ 
— he was ſent,

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After the long battery of Monts, Count Lodwyke ſeeing no 
way how to be holpen, fell to a part, and the 21. ok September 
rendꝛed the Towne to the Duke of Alua, vpon certaine conditt- 


ons, to wit, that Duke Lodwpke ſhould be ſent with a ſafe cone 
uay vnto the boyders ofche empire.TUhich thing, when the gar⸗ 


'niſens of Malynes, Duremond,and others, which kept them to 


his ble, vnderſtood, they fozſooke the ſame cownes, c went theyꝛ 


wapes. 


The Duke of Alua returning with his army from Monts, 
came to Bruxelles , and ſent his ſouldters to ſacke Malines: 
which they did che r.of October, notwithſtanding p the cleargie 
and all the Citizens of the towne receiued che in with banners E 
ſtreamers diſplayed to appeaſe their fury, but all was in vaine. 
Foz the Duke had giuen the ſouldiers the Towne, who wholy 
ſpoyled it, killed many citizens, and defloured great ſtoꝛe of woo 
men and poung maidens. „ 

The Pꝛince being come into his gouernement of Holland, 
trauelled in all hee coulde, about the affayzes fo} the warres: and 
the Duke of Alua cleane contrary, ſent Colonel Mondragon 
with twenty enſtgnes of TUallonsg into the Jle of South Beue- 
land, where they arriueb at alowe water marke, thzough the 
convuctofcertaine traitours to they? countrie, and rayſedthe 
ſiege from befoze Tregoes, which was greatly diſtreſſed © ſtrait⸗ 
ly couped vp. 

The 21. of Mouember the Duke of Alua his armie came 


Zurphen token hefoze the towne of Zurphen, which was taken without any re 


without reſis 
ſtance- 


ſiſtaunce: foꝛ the citizens had let the gates wide open koꝛ them 
to come in at. 

But lo loone as they were entred, the Duke exerciſed very 
great tyzannie both vpon the citizens and alſo on the ſouldicrs, 
hanging ſome, and ſtrangling and dꝛowning other ſome in the 
riuer of ſell. | 

This tyꝛannie of the Duke, ſogreatly feared the rel of the 
Townes that the count Berge fozſaking all the Townes which 
hee had gotten, fledde from thence with all his ſouldiers. 
And ſo did likewile the count Scauwenbourgh in Friſeland,tn 
memotte whereok, they of Sneecke enpzpſounev their Patrone, 
the Loꝛd of ether wozmter, whom they had ſent foz, and with 

great ſolemnitie receiued into the towne. Duke 
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Duke Fridericke, the Duke of Alua his ſonne, and Lieu⸗ g mamcreat 
tenaunt, came from zurphen, cowardes Narden in Pollande, Narden. 


where hee ſo cruelly and vnnaturally handled the Citizens that 
had yeelded them lelues, as that it is a fearefull thing to thinke 
on, and that, againſt all che lawes of armes, eyther in Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome 92 heatheneſſe. | 

Foz, when the Spantardes were entered, and louingly re⸗ 
ceyued, and had been as well entreated as was polſible: there 
was immediatlp afcer, pꝛoclapmation made by the ſounde ofthe 
Dꝛoombe, that all the Citizens and enhabytauntes of the 
Towne ſhoulde come to the Hoſpicall Chappell, where ſhoulde 
bee declared vnto them luche oꝛdinaunces as they muſt line, and 
direct them ſelues by. 

But when the milerable Citiʒens were come thither, the 
Spantardes murdered euerymothers ſonne of them, ſackte and 
burnt the towne, rautſhed the women, yea, and murdered ſome 
ofthem,and left the reſt liue in great Bartyzedome. Nowe, 
when J call to minde the wonderfull woozkes of God, J can 
not paſſe ouer but tell you, howe that after the murder and maſs 
ſacre of Marden, and the whole Towne on a flaming fire , a 
voung ladde ofthe age of ſeuen peeres was ſaued, by running 
out of the gates of the Towne into a little garden full ok roots: 
The father ofthis Boy was murdered, and his mother beeyng 
rauiſhed, was hanged vp by the armes ofthe tyꝛannous Spams 
ardes, and when the fire came and tooke holde of her houſe, ſhee 
being tyed by che armes, coulde not get away, lo that ſhee was 
burnt in her owne houle, | 

This poung ladde hauing not eaten any thing fox che ſpace 
okthzee whole dayes together, wept bitter ly both foz the death 
of his Parentes, as alſo by reaion that hee was hungerbit. But 
God who neuer fozſaketh his, ſent him reliefe, fo; the very ſame 
night, there came vnto him a well kauoured poung man in white 
apparell, who gaue him whereon to kedde, and ſapde ; Teepe 
no moꝛe, my father leſſe childe,fo2 J will neuer leaue thee, 

Cate, and be of good cheere, fox they that haue murdered thy 
father and mother, {hall haue a double plague light vpon them. 
Thy teares ſhal be turned into toy and gladnes, and their laughs 
ing into teares and mourning: And fozthwith the young man 

vgs 
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baniſhed out of ſight. | | 
Thus wee ſee gentle reader, the mercifull and bountifull goods 
nes of Bod, who neuer kozlakech his, but keepeth chem as the aps 
ple of his eye. 

After che maſſacre and murder at Narden,the Spantards 
beſieged the Citieof Harlem, The Citizens conſidering of 
their neighbours caſe and example, were determined, notwith⸗ 


ſtanding the weakenes and ſmall defenſableneſſe of their cowne, 


to reſiſtß foꝛce of the enemie, chuling a great deale rather, hono⸗ 
rablie to die fo? the defence of their Countrey, then to become 
theſſlaues of ſuch murderers, And therefoze J will delcribe vn- 


fo thee in oꝛder, the whole hiſtoꝛie ofthe towne of Harlem, howe 


all chinges went from the firſt beginning ofche ſiege, euen vnto 
the very laſt ende thereof, | 

The Duke of Alua, being not yet latiſſied wich the inno- 
cent blood, which hee had ſpilt afwell at Zurphen as at Marden, 
not thinking that the Loꝛde of hoſtes had an eye vnto his tyꝛan⸗ 
nous deuiſes, purpoſed to bung all the Cities and Townes vn- 
der his yoke and bondage l: Inſomuche, that hauing executed 
ſome tyꝛannie and crueltie, hee purpoſed to beginne another. 
To be ſhozte, hee beſieged the good Citie of Harlem, meaning 
thereby, to reduce all the reſt ofthe Townes vnder his yoke, 
after he had once gotten it, which, God in his pꝛouidence woulde 
not ſuffer him to doe. 

Don Fridericke of Toledo, the Duke of Alua his ſonne, 
thꝛough the counſell and aduice, both of the Bozoughmailters 
of Amſtelredam, as alſo (which is very likely) becauſe he was 
loth to caſt away his ſouldiers, pꝛactiʒed by trecherie and wars 
like pollicie, with the Magiſtrate of Harlem, who partly fauou⸗ 
red him, eſpecially, one Thperrie a Friſelander ſomtime Bozo⸗ 
maiſter, in whome was repoled the whole ſtate and dealing of 
the Towne, although he perfourmed not therein chat duetie that 
hee ought to haue done, but purpoſed to deliuer all the people in⸗ 
to the hands of the bloody tyꝛauntes, ſo that hee might haue his 
pardon, as manifeſtly appeareth by a letter that was ſent. 

The thirde ol December in the peere 1572. at ſcuen ofthe 
clocke in the moꝛning, the great counſell of Harlem — 
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by realon ofa letter that was ſent by one Maiſter James Wye; 
Curate of grand Beginage ſecretely wiitten,anddirectedto a 
Bother ot bis that was then in the Towne, conteyning the ty⸗ 

ranates which the Duke andhis people had committed in many 
Townes, but that if ſo be any would craue pardon, hee woulde 
graunt it them. 

When the Magiſtrate had cauſ ed this letter ts be red in o⸗ 
pen counſell, hee aſked the opinion and avuiſe of them that were 
there, whither it were beftco ſende to Don Fridericke 02 no: 
TAherein (alas) was the counſell of Achitophell followed, and 
ko the bꝛinging of it to paſſe, there went out ſecretly at Spaer⸗ 
wouwer gate, vpon a ſled dꝛawen on the yſe the afozefapde Thi⸗ 
erry the Friſlander, Chziſtopher Schagen, and Adzian of Aſſen⸗ 
delkt the penſtoner, telling the Magonner nothing els, but chat 
they would goe to Sparendam. But ſo ſoone as they were come 
vnts the banke oz dike, they ſaide vnto him, bꝛing vs halfe way, 
and from thence to Sloterdike, where the Magonner ſet them 
on lande, and would bꝛing them no further, lo that they were en⸗ 


foꝛced to foote it to Amſtelredam. 


The lame day were the ſwozne men ofthe Towne ofHar s 

lem, ſommoned to appeare at two ofthe clocke in the afternoone 
at the croſſebowe Archers Garden, where alſo appeared Caps 
tayn Weybout Repperda, Str Laun celec of Bzedezode, Adʒian 
Janſons Marſhall of Harlem, and Stuner the Bozoughmai⸗ 
ſter, when theſe [wozne men were allembled Captapne Rippers 
da began his ozacton,and ſayde: WlozHipfullCitizens,the cauſe 
ofyouraſſembly here in this place, is a letter that was ſent to one 
of our Citizens, contayning, that as pet there is fauour & grace 
tobe had at Don Fridericke his handęs, to the which ende, Thi⸗ 
erry the Friſelander and others are gone to Amſtelredam. 
But my good kellowe Citizens, if you Well weygh and conſider 
of the grace that you are like to haue at his handes, as alſo of the 
othe whiche you haue made co the Pyince of Dzanxe, J doubce 
not but that you your ſelues, alwell as J mp ſelfe, will do all you 
can to obſerue it. 


Fog, J am fully determined, ſo long as J haue one dꝛop of blood 


in my bodp, to hazarde my ſelfe fo} the defence ofthe Citizens of 


chis Citie 5 andeherefop ifpou pour lelues bee of the ſame 
pl 


— 
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opinion tell mee pour mindes bouldly: Ttheretpon,the lwoꝛne 
men anſwered all wich one accoꝛde, that foꝛ the defence of their 
Countrey, they woulde haz arde both their bodies and goodes: 
ſo that after many other louing exhoꝛtations, they bꝛake vp, and 
ruery man departed home to his owne houſe. Mowebeit the 
ſayd Captayne and Marſhall wꝛote foꝛthwith vnto the Pytnce 
of Ozange, declar ing vnto him che ſkate ofthe towne. 

They wꝛote in like maner vnto the Colonnell Maiſter La⸗ 
ʒarus Muller, who lay at newe Dam with tenne enſignes of 


foote men, willing him to ſende toharlem ſome of his compa⸗ 
nie: Mhereupon the ſayde Puller , departed from the ſame 


place with all his Regiment, and paſſing thzough bale oz lowe 


Dollande,came to the apde of harlem. 

So that hee arriued there the fourth of che ſayde Moneth 
with tenne enſignes,foure of which went into the cowne; whoſe 
Captaynes were, captayne Stenbach the Tolonels Lieutenant, 
Chaiiſtopher Uader, Lambarde of Mirtenberge, and Martin 
Dꝛupg. 

And the ſelfe ſame day were the Churches ridde and clen⸗ 
ſen of all che Idols and filthie Imageries, that the pure wozde of 
God might there be pꝛeached. 

* Thefifth of December, returned from Amſtelredame 
Chultopher Schagen.and Adꝛian Aſſendelft the pencioner, who 
were foꝛchwith ſent as pꝛiſonners to the Pꝛince of Oꝛange. The 
ſame day was bꝛought vnto the Towne , from a place called 
the liue houles, a mellenger ofjAmſtelredam by Thierry the 
Friſelander, to the Bozoughmailters ok Harlem: Howebeic 
when the ſayde meſſenger was come neere to the Towne, hee 
durſt not come in him lelkeß, but ſent his letter by a Countrey⸗ 
man; The which mellenger after he had been examined and tri⸗ 
ed, was hanged all but the head. | 
The 6,ofthe ſame monech, the enemie came to Sperwouve, 
and lkyꝛmiſhed, to ſmall purpole, wich choſe of @parendam. 
WMhereupon, the Boꝛoughmaſters and Captaynes ſent the next 
motrowe thꝛee hundꝛed ſouldiers fo ayde Sparendam, vnder 
the charge of Martin Pꝛuys then Captaine. The ſame day, 
the-enemterecurned and lkirmiſhed, & the Sparendames luſtily 
ſaluted chem with their great ozdinaunce. ay 
he 
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The $,of the ſayde moneth the Boꝛoughmaiſters and cap* 
kapnes ſent to Sparendam, certaine Citizens of Harlem and os 
thers to pearce the Dike whiche is betweene Sparendam and 
Sperwowe, becauſe they woulde haue the water ouerflowe the 
lande. Mowbeit it was not digged no2 cut downe deepe e⸗ 
nough. The lame day alſohadthe Spanyardes entrenched 
chemſelues, vppon the layde Dyke, againſt che Sparendames, 
and made the Countreymen fill vp the ſayde ditche. The ſame: 
day alſo arryued at Harlem, Monſieur Saint Aldegond, ſent by 
the Bꝛince of Oꝛange, to be a Commiſſioner, foꝛ the chooſing of 
anew Magiſtrate, the placing of honeſt men, x right patrones 
there, which in deed he did. : 

The 9. . day actenne of the clocke in the moꝛning: the 


(wozne men, once againe met together at the Garden afozeſaide, 


whicher alſo came Monſieur Saint Aldegond, a very eloquent 
man, declaring vnto the lwoꝛne men, the good and naturall afs 
fection which the Pꝛince of Orange bare vnto the lowe Coun⸗ 
tries, but eſpecially to the countie of holland, as by diuers exam⸗ 
ples had been ſhewed. | 

Declarpng likewiſe the effate ofthe cowne, by che flinking 
awap of Thierry the Friſelander, as befoze hath beene ſapde, 
chewing ektloones the authozitie of the commiſſion whiche his 
excellencie had graunted him, which charged and commaunded 
hym to depoſe che olde magiſtrate of Harlem, and appoynt an 
other: to wit, to chooſe Burroughmaſters, Shteriffes, and a 
Councell, whiche hee ſaide, was not meant to diſwoxſhip and 
diſcredite the olde Pagiſtrate , ſeeing that many ot them had 
alwayes ſhewed their ſtdelitie and friendeſhippe to thecommos 
naltie, but onely to keepe the ſaide Towne pꝛeſently in grea⸗ 
ter ſatetie. 

And hee further ſayde, that his excellencie did it not foz 
that he meant, any way to diminiſh the Bꝛiuiledges thereok, but 
fo) the pꝛeuenting of a milchiefe: Andcherefoze,he very louing⸗ 
ly required and pꝛayed the lwoꝛn men, that euery diz iner would 
bꝛyng in the voyces ol his companions, foꝛthe chuling okeighe 
Bozoughmaiſters, fourteene Sheriffes, and twentie Counſel» 
lours to rule the next peere. 
The which election che Otziners gaue him the lame euening in 

L wing 
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wypting at the houſe of Peter Reys , where che ſayde ſubſti- 
tute might appoint a newe magiſtrate , whiche was accomplp⸗ 
ſhed, A : 

Thetcnth ofthe ſapd moneth, it was ſuch an extreame tolde 
night, that the riuers of Spare and Tye, were ſo hard froſen at 
Sparendam, that the enemy aſlapledit on cuery ſive , But af- 
cer that the Sparendams had valiantly defended them ſelues, and 


- diſcharged many times their great oꝛdinance, the enemy ſo liue⸗ 


Iy allayled them on euery ſide, as that tbe garnyſon that was in 
it, was enfozced to flpe, hauing befoze done greate hurte to the 
Spanpardes, howebeyt it was not without the lofle of their 
valiaunt Captapne Martyn Pruys, and ſome of their chieke ſoul: 
diers. | 8 

The eletenthof the laide moneth, the Spaniardes both on 
foote and hozſe backe, compalſt d about the Towne of Harlem, 
againſt whome the townes men ſalted , and abonte the Spittle, 
gaue them the ſkirmiſhe, but becauſe ſome of the Spaniardcs 
had got into the Steeple, the Townes men coulde no way come 
to fight with the enemie. The lame day were ſome ok the olde 
magiſtrates, being ſuſpected becauſe they had peelded vnto Thi- 
erry the Friſelanders commiſſton kept in theyz houſes. And 
they which Monſieur Saint Aldegond had appointed to the 
gouernement are theſe which follow. Burroughmaſters, 
Nicholas Laen, John — Stunyer, Peter Keys.

The 12. of the faide moneth, vnto the 17, the enemy appꝛo⸗ 
ched and trenched, by reaſon of the fauoure ofthe Bulwarkes 
which were dayly made: and on the other ſide, the Townelmen 
verie carefully foztified their Towne where they ſawe it moſte 
needefull. 

The 18. of December, at 8 ofthe clocke in the moznyng, the 
Spanpardes began to batter the inward gate of S. Croſle, «nd 
both the flankers thereof, bullets of 40. F 46. pound waight, 
diſcharging 14. Canons at once: The towneſmen againe late 
not pdle, but cherely foztifiev their Rampares with wood, earth, 
ſones,wooll ſacks, and other things, About midnight p ſwozne 
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men and Souldiers ofche towne, foꝛſooke the body of p watch, 
which was by the Bulwarke ofthe laide gate, ſeeing the moſte 
part ofthe outward gate to be beaten downe, ſo that there was 
na going no} comming from che Bulwar ke to the cowne: how? 


beit inthe euenyng the Souldiers and lwozne men entered as 


gaine into the Bulwarke, makyng away inthe night vnder che 


gate, that the enemy had that day beaten downe, with 6. hun⸗ 


dꝛeth and fourelcoꝛe Canon ſhotte. | 
The 19.ofthe ſaid moneth,the enemy continued the battery 
againſt S. Johns gate, & ſhot againſt the ſaide Bulwarke ſixe 


bundzech thꝛeeſcoze and fifceene Canon ſhot: Neuertheles the 


tobnelmen repaired the bꝛeach by reaſon of the Bulwarkes, and 


beſides, made a new ramparc,from D. Johns gate to S.Rathes 


rines bꝛidge. N 
The 20, of the ſaid moneth, the enemy continued the batterie 


againſt the Bulwarke vntil about noone, # ſhot an hundzeth and 


fiftie ſixe times, and then made readie to the aſſault: wherebpon 


the Alarme Bell ſounded out. The enemy on euery ſide had ſet 
à guard befoze the gates both of footemen and hozlemen, and as 


bout one of the clocke in the after noone, came with enſignes 


dilplaied from the Spittle to the towne, carrying on their ſhoul⸗ 


ders bꝛidges ready made, to caſt ouer the ditches, and lo paſſe to 
the Bulwarke. Ouer and beſides this, they had furniſhed their 


trenches with Hayquebuzters, continually ſhooting at the wals 


and Rampares, to the end they might take away the Curtines 


from the towneſinen, Now, as they aſſaulted the Bulwarke, the 
townelmen ſo liuely beat them backe with chapne ſhot, & from 
the Courtines ſo liberally hayled them with ſmall ſhot, as that 
they made them giue ouer the allault: which thing the enemy ſe⸗ 
ing renued che aſſault with freſh men, howbeit they were lyuely 


repulſed, ſo that they were faine to retier to their trenches with 
great diſhonour, leauing in the ditches foꝛ pawne, good ſtoze of 


Spanpardes, and other dead and hurte men, and amongeſt the 


reſt, two Spaniſhe enſigne bearers, who valiantly had gotten 


vp, but ntoze luſtely beaten backe, belides many Mozions, Mar⸗ 
quebus, pikes and Rapiers that were left behinde inthe ditches, 


which did the cowneſmen very good ſeruice. . . . 
In the euening when the aſſaulte was ended, they tooke a 
4.2. Souldier 
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ſouldier on foote and bꝛought him to the cowne to the Bozough⸗ 
maſters and Capcaynes, who being racked, confeſſed that Don 
Fridericke himſelfe was there, and lodged at a houſe called che 
Clyffe, the count Boſſu at Nicholas Lanes farme houſe, and 
Noircarmes with Peter :32icholas Lonſgen, and many greace 
Lopdes,Gentlemen, and Captatnes at the Spittle, And furs 
ther he ſaide, that the whole Campe was thꝛeeſcoze and tenne 
en lignes, and eyght hundzeth hozſe, to witte, 36. companies of 
Spaniardes, 22. enſignes of Mallons, and 16. enſignes of 
Almapnes, whole Colonel was the Tount of Euerſtein, who 
with the laid Almaines had his quarter appointed out vnto him 
in the woods and at Hemſted. | 

The 21,ofthe ſaide moneth,the ſaid ſouldier was hanged ? 
and the enemie did nothing a long time together but vndermine 
to ouerthꝛowe the Bulwarke afozeſaid. 

The ſame day the towneſmen coyned peeces of money of 
fine ſiluer, of 3 2. and 16. ſouls. 

The 24-of the ſaide moneth, M. Adꝛian of Aſſendelke afoze⸗ 
ſayde, was hangen at Delft fo2 his treaſons, and his head ſet vp⸗ 
on a pole oꝛ ſtake fo? the ſpace of two houres. 

Che 27. of the laid moneth, the towneſmen tooke a Mal⸗ 
Ton without Scaelwike gate, and foꝛthw hanged him. The ſame 
day they of Harlem receiued letters from the Pꝛince of Ozange, 
which certilied them that he would ſende them certayne Malen 
Perquebuziers in their ayde. | 

The 28. was Peter Johnſons the enginare of the towne 
Mayne with Marquebuze ſhot, ſo that he was put by fo repairing 
of the Bulwarke, and dyed the next mozrowe. | 

The 29. of che ſaide moneth, Maiſter Jerome Serates a 
Commiſſioner, entred by night with thꝛee enſignes ol Malons, 
vnder the charge of Captayne Michell, Couſin, and Uemt. 

The 30. ot che ſaide it was miſtie and cloudie which great⸗ 
Ip fauoured the Spantards, ſo that they might digge and vnder- 
mne euen harde to the cowne ſide, 

The laſt of this ſaide monech, there iſſued out of the wood 
gate certapne Hozſemen,meaning to ſurpꝛiſe che watch, but all 
in baine, lo the time was too cleare, and che enemie fled, ſo = 
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they got but ſome of their weapons. There iſlued allo cer 
taine out of Scaelwike gate, and kild thꝛee of cheir enemies ta 
king from them 22. harquebuzes. 

The firlt of Januarie 1573. the Towneſinen made a ca⸗ 
miſad, and iſſued out ot the wood gate, comming luddenly vp- 


on the Spaniardes in their trenches, who foꝛſooke them: But 
the enemie returning with a greater number, the Towneſmen 


alſo returned carrying away wich them but two Countrepmen, 
and a young ſtrypling. | | 
The 2,ofthe ſaid monech, were bꝛought into che ſayd cowne, 


twelue fleds laden with wheac,and one loden wich bꝛead, came in 


at Scaelwyke gate. But che 5,ofthe {aide moneth, entred 27. 
Ueddes laden with coꝛne, a band of ſouldierg, vnder the charge 
of captaine Mandares. | 

The 8.ofthe ſayde moneth, the Towneſmenhunge vp a 
ſouldier on thetoppe ofche Bulwarke : and theenemie whiche 
Had giuen ouer battering, from the 20. of December vnto that 
dap, beganne agayne the battery with 24. Canon ſhotte: But 
an the 9. they ſpent 13 3. ſhottej: in whiche meane while, there 
entred in by the ſayde gate, ſeuen ſleddes loden wich pouder and 


The 10, day at night were ſent,fo2 the ayde ofthe Towne 
of Engliſhmen, Scottiſhmen, Malons, and Almapnes, abouc 


two thoulande: But by reaſon ofthe wonderfull myſtie and 
£loudie weather. they went out ofthep2 way, inſomuch that mas 
ny of them got to an houle, called the clyffe, ſome to the downs, 
others to the wood; Powebeit. the greateſt number went to 
the Hꝛinces Campe. by reaſon they coulde not hitte vppon the 
Towne, and pet there was a great light burning vpon the top 


ofthe Tower, and the Bell alſo was rounge, whiche was the 
cauſe that ſome ofthem got to the Towne,amonglk whom, was 
an Almaine, one of the enemies Campe, who alked them ol 
the town, which were come out of Scaelwike gate co ſkirmiſh, 
whether he were neere 4mftelredam pea o2 no:who anſwered 
and ſapde yea,and ſo tooke him, and led him to the Towne, pꝛi⸗ 
Conner, where, to be ſhoꝛt, he was hanged 3 This day, the enemle 
had viſcharged 14. Canon ſhot,

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The 1 1, day there were two Alarmes giuen to the Town: 
becauſeche Spaniardes and Malons, had made them ſelues 
ready to the aſſaulc, | 

The ſame night, entered info Harlem 48. fleddes laden 
with cone and gunpouder, and with all a bande of ſouldiers, vn⸗ 
der the conduct of Captayne Gaſper. 

The 12.ofthe ſaide moneth, the enemie had with batterie, 
greatly decated the Bulwarke, Parapetti, Maiſons, houſes, cloi⸗ 
ſters, and Churches, pea, had almoſt as it were, vtterly beaten 
them downe. with the valee of an n 5o. Canon ſhot; howebett 
the Towneſmen had in the night, wich earth and wood ſo nota⸗ 
ly repayzedthe beach, as that it was thereby, ſtronger then 
euer it was befoze, And beſides all this, the enemie had wzought 
by all meanes poſlible to haue myned hard vnder the houſe whi⸗ 
che ſtood in Saint Crolle ſtreete. 

The 13. dap, there entred ſixe ſleddes, laden with Coꝛne and 
Peale: And the Towneſinen allo ſounded the Alarme, whenas 
they ſawe the pꝛeparation of the enemie. 

The ſame day likewiſe, were two men ſlayne as they ſatte 


at the Table eating oftheir meate, wich a Canon ſhot, and there⸗ 
with alſo, a mayde leruaunt: howebeit, there was a locke of 


hapꝛe of a young Damoſell cleane carried away cottercheffe 
and all, wich an Harquebouze ſhot, without any other hurt. 

The 14. day the Towneſmenſallied out, and tooke thzee 
victuallers,and two Almapnes pꝛiſonners, and ought them ae 
way with them, | 

And the 15.day, the enemie gaue the Alarme to the Townl- 
—— Mowebeit they loft an enſigne, whiche was had to the 
owne.. 


The 16;0f Januarie in the fozenoone,the Spaniardes had 


calf an head out of their trenches vnto the Towne Bulwarke, 
whereunto was tyed a little ſcrowle, witten with theſe woꝛdes: 


This is king Philip his head the Captayne: Whereupon, the 


Townelmen in recompence of this villanie cauſed twelue pꝛi⸗ 


Conners to be hanged, to witte , Thꝛee victuallers of Amſtelre⸗ 


dam. a Malon, and eight Almapnes. 


The night following when the dead men were cut fromthe 
ala. 
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callous, they pact eleuen oftheir heades in a berrell, hauing 
their haire, and beardes cut Gueles faſhion, and ſo caſt itdowne 
from the Bulwarke into the enemies trenches. Upon the head 
of which barrell was nayled a peece of paper wꝛitten with theſe 
wozdes: Carrie theſe heades to the Duke ol Alua, in payment 
of the tenth pennie, which hath been ſo long demaunded and not 
pet payed: and therefoze beſieged he this Towne: But fo? aſs 
much as he ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe to complayne, by reaſon it 
hach been lo long a comming, wee haue ſent him the eleuench, 
fo: intereſt, and in conſideration. I 

The 17. ofthe ſayde moneth there entred 65. ſleddeg las 
den wich Cozne, and an enſigne of ſouldiers, vnder the charge 
of Captayne Schꝛam of Bunſwike. The ſame day, che ſouldi⸗ 
ers # others ſallied out at Scaelwike gate, to ſkirmiſh with the 
&Imapnes: ;. who had foztiſted at Ruſtenbourg houſe ; and firſt 
they woone the watermyll, which the enemie had fozſaken, and 
alter that, entred the trenches at once, and dꝛaue out the enemte, 
ſending into another woꝛlde as many as they could catch: where 
the enſigne bearer of Bziell, valiantly got an enſigne out of the 
hands ofone ofthe enſignes bearers of ß enemp, a flue him: ſo 5 
they caried wich them to the Town, that enſigne, e thꝛee dꝛoms, 
beſides their well and thꝛiftie diſpling and cooling of the mote 
part ofthe ſouldiers. It was alſo that day oꝛdeyned, that that 
night, they ſhoulde leaue the Bulwarke ſtanding without the 
Towne, becauſe ſo many men were killed there dayly. 

The 18,of the ſaide moneth, the Towneſmenbeganne to 
foꝛtifte Saint Croſſes Gate, and ſtrengthned it wich earth, fa⸗ 
gottes, Hoꝛſe dungge, and other thinges, enter laſing it with tim⸗ 
her logges after the maner ofa Gridiron, ſo that this gate was a 
greate deale ſtronger then the Bulwarke afozeſaide, The ſame 
day the townes men ſallied out of Scaelwiłke gate toſkirmiſhe 
with the Almaines, but it was to ſmall effect. In the after noone 
there were ſent backe vnto che Pꝛinces Campe, certayne fledds, 
whiche, by the conuoy of thꝛee hundzed ſouldiers were bzeught. 


thwarte the enemie : ſo that the enemie beganne to reupue 
the ſkymithe, who by the lyuely reſiffinge ofthe Souldiers of 
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the Towne, were put to flight to their great loſſe, foꝛ they that 
coulde not ſwyme ouer the ryuer of Spare were dzowned. 
There was but one ſouldier ofthe Towne that dyed in that 
Ckyuniſhe,. and hee was an Englichman. In che euening, 
Mounſieur de Vemi, a baliant Captayne was ſhotte thꝛoughe 
the arme with an Yarquebuze, as he was on the new Bulwark 
ofthe ſaide gate. 8 
The 19. day in the afternoone, Adrian de Berkerode, ſhe⸗ 
rife, went from the Towne towardes his Maieſtie, with a cer⸗ 


t tayne number of fleddes foꝛ coꝛne, with a conuote ok certapne 


Mozſe, and about ſiue hunoꝛed ſhotte, wich whome the enemie en⸗ 
countered at Dcaelwtke , Harlemmeruliet, and the fiuehoules,z 
but notwichſtanding that the enemie was farremoze in number, 
pet were they, with ſhame inough entoꝛced to flye, with the loſſe 
of two hundꝛed men and moe: ſothat the ſouldiers of the Towne 
got an honourable victoꝛie. V TS. 
The 21. day entred into the Towne, thꝛee ſleddes, loden 
with cozue, ſiſhe, and gunne pouder. The ſame day in the moꝛe⸗ 
ning, ſallied out of the wood gate to charge the Spaniards wht 
che lay vnder the walles , ſixehundzed Almaynes , whiles the 
Mallons paſſed otter 5 water by boate, were ſet on land at S. 
Katherins gate, to the ende they might light vppon the backe of 
che Spaniardes, and poyſon the great oꝛdinaunce. But becauſe 
the Almaynes marched not euenly with the Mallons, who 
were not able to vnderſtande what the Almaynes did by reaſon. 
of the Bulwarkes, notwithſtan ding that they had a ſigne giuen 
them out ofthe Towne by the blow of an Harquebuze, that they 
ſhoulde not all at once ſet vpon the enemie , they were enfozs 
— mg tothetowne, with loſſe both on the one ſide and on 
the other. | „% od Ra beF rs 10 LI RITA oe 
The 22. okthe laid moneth, there entered into che Towne 


13. lleddes loden wich coꝛne, and other victuals. Bozeouer;thep 
of Delft, Leyden, Goud, and other Townes ok ſouth Hollande, 
ſent ofa bꝛotherly loue to thoſe of Harlem, to know if they would 


be rid of their lame, deerepide and olde people that were vnficce 


fo: the dekence ol the Towne , ſo that ik they woulde, euery ol 
them graunted to take and keepe them accowing to their pꝛo⸗ 
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The 23. dap encred into Harlem 22. ſleddes laden with 
come, andy ſouldiers ſalted out of Scaelwike gate, ſkirmiſhed 
wich the enemie, whome they dꝛaue ouer Spare hard to their 
does: and beſives,burnt Ruſtenbourgh harde to the grounde, 
and hauing taken ſixe o2 ſeuen of the — boates, bꝛought 
them home with them tothe towne , Then lapled they to⸗ 


wardes a ſhip whiche roade in the Spare, to the end, to ſet vpon 


the Townes men, and when they had ſec her on fire, and hurt e 
flatne ſome of the enemies, they returned tryumphantly home 


wich two pꝛiſoners. In the euening about ſeuen of the clocke 
the Alarme bell, and the dꝛummes alſo ſounded the Alarme, but 


nothing enſued thereof, 

The 24. of January,came into the cowne 75. fleddes la⸗ 
den with come, wheace,fiſhe,and othez victuals, Then had the 
enemies planted two peeces of great 02denance bpon the Bul⸗ 
warke, fitly to beate downe the towne, 

The 25. dap of the ſaide moneth came into the Towne other 
35. fleddes laden with come and victuals: and the 26. day 37; 


fleddes laden wich victuals . The ſame day was Peter Flaſh- 
man one of the ſeuen Captaines ot the Towne hurt, with tbe | 


ſcattering about of ſtones, and dyed thereof ſoone after, 


The 27. dap, a maydes head, dwelling at the ſigne of the 


Hartes head, as ſhee was pulling the roſted Chickins of the 
ſpit, carryed cleane away with an pꝛon bullet, whiche came 


though the kitchin. The ſame day the Townes men had pul⸗ 
led downe Saint Johns Tower, becauſe they feared it woulde 
haue fallen into the ditches, by reaſon of che battery of the 
enemie, which woulde greatly haue aduantaged them. The 


Alarme allo was at that time ſounded to no purpoſe, 


The 28. dap, the Burrough maſters, chiefe Otkicers, and 


Captaines receiued letters from his Excellencie by the Poſte, 


who was fooꝛthwith ſent backe. The lame dap, ſalyed out ol 


the woode gate leuen men at armes to make play withthe ene⸗ 
mie, who returned without any encounter. The ſame day als 
ſo, entred 8 o.ſleddes laden with victualles, and certaine barrels: 
vf powder, conducted with about foure hundzed Englithe men, 


Scottes, and Mallons, men well giuen andviſpoſed, and ak 
very good behautour,who were bzought into a monafterie, ann

ofche Engliſh men was, Captaine Symons: Baufour, of che 
Scottiſhe men, and Marottin one of his Excellencies guarde: 
and Captaine Varduer one of the Counte Marche his 
guard. 

8 The 29. day was a Pꝛoclamation made, that no Butcher 
Houlde ſell a pounde of the beſt Beefe aboue a patart & an half: 
and a pound ofcowe beefe, but foꝛ a patart and a quarter, vpon 
payne of the foꝛfaiture of the lame fleſhe, and arbitrary coꝛrec⸗ 
tion. | 

The zo. day, the ſouldiers of the cowne ſalted out in a great 

heate, to poyſon, oꝛ pegge, the great ozdenance of the enemie: 
but becaule the townes men were not egally at one inſtaunt re⸗ 
die to doe it, it turned to nothing: and ſo much the rather, be⸗ 
cauſe the enemie was readie in the trenches to giue the aſſaults 
ſo that the Townes men were tnkozced to retyꝛe, and therebp 
were many ok them hurt, to wit, Captaine Michael in the hande, 
Couſin, inp knees with a pyke, his enſigne bearer in the arme, 
with an harquebuze ſhot, and Captaine L ambart of Wirtenberg 
in the bꝛeaſt wich a Launce. The townes men gaue fireto the 
myneof the Bulwarke, and thereby kilda great number ok the 
enemies. 

The laſt day of Januarie, the enemie was pꝛepared, to giue a 
Iiuelp attempt to the towne, as in very deede came to paſle. Foz, 
as the Almaines, who that night watched neere vnto the gate of 
Saint Crolſe, and Saint Johns gate, were negligent in cheyz 
watch: the enemie befoze the day bꝛeake, was readie at hand, and 
Had placed all che enſignes abour Saint Johns gate, a number 
of which ſouldierg, had alreadie got themlelues into the cham⸗ 
bers and other places of the gate halle beaten downe, befoꝛe the 
cownes men knewe any thing of it, On the other ſide,many of ß 
enemies were paſſed vnderneath the bulwarke that was beaten 
downe, at Saint crolle gate, and hid themſelues vuder an hedge 
ofthoznes all alongſt che ditches, from S. Croſſe gate, vnto S, 
Johns gate, by reaſon that the ditches were froſen. Mozeouer, 
they of the Bulwarke, and foꝛt at Saint Croſſe gate, were placed 
in good oꝛder with enſigne diſplaid: and all the reſt kept the tren⸗ 
ches of Y, Croſſe gate, which was beyond D. Johns gate, — 
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vnto the Tower of Reue lin, in very good ozder, ſo p to any mans 
thinking, the bictozie was alredie theirs: foꝛthere were to begin 
the allault, 18.0 19. enſignes of Spaniardes, Almaines, ann 
Wallons. There were alſo placed neere to the ſpictle betwire 
five and ſire hundꝛed hozſe, and beſides, in the linkes likewiſe, as 
bout two hundzed hozſe, e an other part was accompanied with 
ſouldiers lying at the entrie of the wood, attending the victozie 
bokthis aſſaulc,fo2 the murdering ofthe Citizens and ſouldiers, 
who, after the town was taken, ſhold any way ſeeke to flie thence 
and ſaue them ſelues. | 

This aſſault was to bee giuen by the Spaniardes, Almaines, 
and Wallons ; to wit, by the Spaniardes and Almaines from 
Saint Croſle gate downe all alongeſt the ouerthzowne Nam⸗ 
pares, vnto S. Johns gate. And the Malons to giue the aflaule 
at the ſaide Saint Johns gate, who has alreadie gotten the ads 
uantage ofthe ſaid gate and Rampares,befoze any ofthe cownes 
men perceiued it. 

Mob, as the enemie had this great aduãtage againſt p townes 
men whiche coulde no way be recouered without great effuſion 
of blood, if God by his grace had not pꝛouided fo2 it, che ſouldiers 
& ſwoꝛne men which watched this night in that quarter, ſo ſoone 
as it was dap, had quickly perceiued it: wherfoze fiftie o2 chace⸗ 
ſcoʒe of them luſtily charged them betweene the gates, and valy⸗ 
antly pealed them with harquebuze ſhot, crying alarme, whiche 
noyſe awaked them that were there about, & made them runne 
with their weapons to the Rampares,and ſo did likewiſe al ths 
townes men; charging the enemie very couragiouſly, ſo that 
therein they flue many, and beate backe the reſt from the toppe, 
downe beneath the walles and Rampares, ſo that all the Spani⸗ 
ardes, Mallons, and Almaines, were in aſhozt time diſpatched 
in great numbers: foʒ they ſo valiantly withſtood the enemie, as 
that there coulde not a man ſo ſoone peepe gboue the Rampare 
but chat hee dped foz it. f | 

The ſtrongeſt aſſault that the enemie gaue, and were moſt in 
number, was, at the olde bulwark at Saint Croſſe gate, which 
the enemie had gotton hard by the new fozt, that the townes me 
hav fozcifted, and the enemie, foꝛthe giuing of p aſſault, had vn⸗ 


dermined it, becauſe they meant to winne it by maine ag 
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But they within, had ſo countermined, and made ſuch a pit be⸗ 

Jowe vnder the bꝛeach, c put into it certaine barrels of powder 

and ſuch other like ſtuffe, as ᷣ in giuing firethereto, when as the 

Spaniardes, wich enſignes diſplaped, were in greateſt number 

gotten vp to the topp ofche walles, they ſo luſtily beſtirred them 
ſelues,as that the mpne and as many as were vpon ic, and there 
about, were blowne vp into the ayze: ſo that a great number of 
the enemies were ſent to heauen headleſſe, armeles, and legles, 
pea cone and rent in peeces, belides thoſe that there were bu⸗ 
ried. wy . 

At wasafeareful thing to ſee, howe the heads, ar mes, and 
Tegges,yea, t whole bodies alſo, harquebuzes, halberdes, rapt- 
ers, and dꝛummes, flewe vp into the ayze. Ouer and beſides al 
chis, the Townes men got them into the trenches of the enemie, 
and ſlue ofthem in great numbers, as many as were not able to 
flie thence. They diſcharger alſo a demie Serpentine & other 
pꝛon peeces, among eſt them which food in oꝛder of battayle be⸗ 
foze Saint Johns gate, making there with great ſlaughter of 
che enemie: which cauſed the Spaniards and Ulallons retyꝛe 
wich ſhame enough into they? trenches, carrying away all their 
dead that were of any reputation, as faſt as they coulde, In this 
allault, ot townes men þ were deadly hurt, was captaine Lam⸗ 
— of Wirtzenbourgh,who ſhoztly after peelded vp y Ghoſt to 
| od * 

Muhyles the Spaniardes gaue the aſſault at Saint Croſſe 
gate, and Saint Johns, there entred in at Scaelwike gate 170. 
fleddes laden wich coꝛne and other victuals, which came from 
the Pꝛinces campe, with a conuoy of 300 ſhot, and about 70. 
hozſe, vppon che ple + who were purſued euen vnto Harlem 
gates with an hundꝛed hoꝛſe, and certaine ſhoc, to haue taken a: 
way they? viccuals, but all in vaine, howbeit in very deede the 
1. Coznet beaxer,aud one ocher of that companie loft their 
Iiues. | 

Jn the euening the Buͤrroughmaſters ſent two meſſengers 
wich letters to his Excellencie, who immediately vponthey? re⸗ 
turne, bought with them an Almaine hozſe man pꝛiſoner that 
was ryding towardes the wood to his companie. Theſe two 
meſſengers were ſent by Skeueling,to carry newes to the Mince

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ofche fate of the towne. 
The ſirſt ok Febzuarie, ſalied out of Scaelwyke gate 27. 
bozlemen to mainteine a ſkirmiſhe, but they encountred with 
no man laue an Almayne ſouldier, whom they bꝛought to the 
cowne, | 

The ſecond of the ſame moneth, the townes men were aduer⸗ 
tiſed that the enemy had made a bzidge with boates about che 
Barnardynes, to palle ouer certayne hozſemen fo the cutting 
off ofche fleddes of the cowne which bought in their victualless 
wherefoze 36. hozſemen and 600, on foote ſalped out of the 
towne in the mozning though the fauour of the Bulwarkes: 
But when they coulde finde no bꝛidge, they returned, bzyne 
ging with them a Malon, and a young ſtripling, who were in 
an houſe neere Scaclwyke, The ſame day was an Alarme gi⸗ 
uen. 

The 3. ot the ſaide moneth,was pꝛoclaymed by the ſounde of 
the bell, that a loafe of bꝛead of ſixe pounde weight ſhoulve not 
be ſolde fo2 aboue two patartes, and a pounde of Cowe cheeſe 
fo2 halte a bꝛaſſe pennie, a pot ofſweete mylke, a groat and 
an halfe, and a pounde of butter two ſouls , The menne at 
Armes and certayne Marquebuziers ſalyed out of the wood 
gate in the moꝛning to mayntapne a ſkirmiſh . found certapne 
Spaniſhe hozſe, whereof, one hozſe and two menne at Armes 
of the enimye whiche went from the kkyꝛmiſhe, were ſtryken 
wich a canon ſhotte that came out of the fozte of the ſapde 

ate, 
2 The fourth ofthe ſayd moneth , ſalped out at the ſaide gate, 
the men at armes with certapne Yarquebuzters , who conuap⸗ 
ed certayne emptye lleddes as farre as the Mere, whiche went 
fo; Cone: where the hoꝛſemen fell vpon the enempe, howebe⸗ 
it they parted fayzely without anye hurte doyng . The ſame 
dave, the enempe thought to giue fire to the myne whiche they 
them lelues had made, at Saint Crolle gate, thinking thereby, 
greatly to endamage the towne, but it was by Gods grace ſo 
pꝛeuented with a Countermpne , as that the Townes men gaue 
fire ta the myne, where they diſpatched a greate manye , both 
of Bouldiers and Pyoners , without anp hurt o; loſſe co the 
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The 5. of Febzttary in the akternoone, were 8. lleddes laden 
With victualles bzought into the Towne, whiche came from 
his Excellencies campe: and the ſixt daye there wente co the 
P1ince Captayne Vemi, and with him Adrian, de Berquen- 
roede, fo} the ſending thither of victualles, and other thinges 
neceſlary , the alarme alſo was given, but nothing came of 
it. | 

The d. ok the ſaid moneth, entred an 150.fleddes laden with 
cone, c the enemy gate the alarme without any moze to doe foꝛ 
that tyme. But at che ſecond alarme, the townes men made the 
gie an aſſault. | | 

The 9,of Feby.the enemy began within the Bulwarke at S. 
Croſſe gate, which the cownes men had giuen outer, their plats 
foꝛme of earth and tymber logges,toz the planting ofthetr arctle 
lary chere , that they might thereby batter at their pleaſures, 
the Wlalles,Rampares,Bulwarkes, houſes, and ſtrerstes of the 
towne. 

The 10.okthe ſaid moneth, the enemy neuer giuing ouer vn⸗ 
dermpning, cauſed the townes men allo to plye it with counters 
myning as faſt, and gaue foo2chwith fire thereto, ſending thereby 
a great number ofthe enemies into another wozlde. The ſame 
day, by the aduiſe of the Boꝛroughmaiſters and Captaynes of 
the cowne was oweined, that a newe Ditche and Rampare 
ſhoulde bee made like an halfe moone: fo chey were afearde 
that the enemie woulde vndermpne the laide Fozte oz Bul⸗ 
warke, whiche in the ende they beate downe, which Ditch and 

Rampare was with one conſent, and great diligence begun and 
finiſhed: ſo that there was no man ablent at the doing ofit, but 
Bozroughmaiſters, head Officers, Caytaynes, Lieuetenants. 
Citizens, Souldiers, Souldiers wiues, and Pages, laye at 
it daye night: Jnſomuch that it was quickly diſpatcht & made 
an end of, 

The eleuenth of the ſayd moneth, an Almayne comming 
from the entrie of the woode, paſſed by boate ouer Spare, 
and giuing a ſigne with his Cappe , came towardes che 


_ Towne , deſiring to come in : and beeyng in the Towne, 


aſked fo2 Captayne Steinbach, ſhewing Letters whiche-were 


witten vnco him. TUherefoze hee was bought to the 


ſayde 
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faid Steinbache his lodging who fooꝛth with bzought him to the 
— houle, where he was thzoughly examined, and after put in 
Patton, | 

The 12. day of Febzuarie, arriued a boate laden with vice 
tuals, which came from Leyden, and the next dap beeing the 
thirteenth ofthe laide moneth, there came amcſlenger with let» 
ters from his Excellencie vnto the Magiſtrate. 

The 14. of the ſaive moneth, there came in the conuoy of 
40. harguebuzters 2 2 40, Raſieresof come and other vics 
tualles : and the next dap came in a boate laden withe 
turues, very good fyꝛing in the lowe countries. 

The 16, day came in a great Barke laden with bꝛead and 
fiſhe. But the next day beeing the 17, came in twentie aud 
eight (mall boates loden with victua ls, and foure hundzed 
ſouldiers, the greater number of them in double pay, vuder the 
charge of captaine Chʒiſtopher Gunter: The ſame day alſo 
were foure 0} ſiue alarms giuen, becaule the ene mie offered to 
giuethe aſſault, ſetting fire on the myne, whiles theyſtood about 


the Spittle in ozder of battaile with enſigne diſplaid, although 


the firing ok the myne ſtood them in ſinall ſteed, which was the 
cauſe that the aſſault began not. | | 

The 18. day of Febzuary the firſt Gally, of 84.kecteby the 
keele,hauing a boozd in her, certaine ſouldicrs got into Harlem 
Mere. The ſame day alſo entred in foure oz ftue ſmall Boats 
laden with victuals, c one other laden with two pecces of dyaile, 
which came from Leyden. 

The 19. of the fatde moneth there arriued a boate laden with 
ten y2on peeces, pouder, ſhot, and victuals. The ſame dap arri⸗ 
ued at Penninkler the little Gailte of Amſterdam with foure 62 
fite (mall boates, to the intent to cut downe the banke oz dyke 
foꝛ the getting in into Yarle ere: who were incountred with 
the little Gally of Harlem and other ſmall boates, and by that 
meane ſtayed. In the meane while the townes men fired a myne 
which they bad caſt under the Bulwarke, whereupon enſued a 
bꝛaue (kirmiſhe, The next dap, fled out of the towne a Tal⸗ 
{on whome beloze they had taken p2ploner, into the Almaines 
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ant had made, wich boates, ſtoneg, and other things. 
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The 27. of che ſaide moneth the Amſtelredamians returned 
from Pennykter wich their boates to accompliſh the wozk which 


they hadbegunne : who befoze had fought with che little gally of 


Harlem, 

There were alſo certaine hoꝛſe men ſent from Harlem, wht, 
che came out of the Sparewouwer gate vpon byydges, and 
cooke one of che enemtes Boates fraught with men, the grea- 
ter 1 of whiche were flaine, and che reſte hanged at 
Fuy e. 

The 24. ol Febꝛuary the Harlemians ſent two of their Gal: 
lies to Fuyke, and che 25. they receiued two byaſle peeces from 
Pp Dordrightiaus, one of which carried a bullet of foztie & foure 
pounde weight, and the other of thirtie, and foure oz ſiue yzon 
Serpentines. The lame day entred fiue ſmall veſſels laden wich 
_ and graine, to wit, wich wheate,rye, barley, beanes and 
peale. 

The 26.0fche ſame monech the great Gally of Harlem, got 
bekoze all the reſt of the men of warre, and entred the Pere, 
where ſhee fell amongſt a doſen men ok warre ol Amſtelredam, 
whereupon foure oz ſiue of them began to aſſaple her to haue 
clapt her a bojd,befoze ſuch time as ſhe perceived that they were 
their enemies, ſo that ſhee loſt ſome ok her men: But Captaine 
Gerard the younger beeing burt, ſaued himlelke and his lieuete⸗ 
nant in a ſmall veſſel, leauing bis people in danger, whome the 
enemie fooxthwith ouercame: an houre o2 two after the loſſe of 
the great Gally, came the little Gally of Harlem (vnder the 
charge of Captaine Iames Antony) wich other ſinali men of 
warre, who valiantly recouered the great Gally, and wonne of 
p enemie a new Caruell, killing as many as were within boozd, 
laue thꝛee, whome they bꝛought to Harlem, one of them beeing a 
Gentleman of Louayne, named Ranſcot, and the Harlemians 
returned to Fuyke hauing playd the tall ſouldiers. The ſame 
day alſs entered into Harlem certaine ſmall veſſels laden with 
victuals. — 

The 2. of the ſaid moneth the ſaide Gallies once againe 
met wich the enemie, and put the Amſterdamians to flight: wher 
vpon the Harlemians ſtopped the hole which the Amſterdami - 
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The laſt of this moneth very early in the mozning, p townes 
men fpꝛed a little Myne that was dig ged at Saint croſſe gate, 
to the loſſe of ſome of the enemies. 

The third day of Parche, the Harlemians ſet a woozke and 
plaped with the great ozdenance befoꝛe named: fo, as the ene⸗ 
mie had made a platfoꝛme befoze the Foztoz Bulwarke, John 
Coningham the Scottiſhe Licuecenant played ſo luſtily with 
che battery, as that in halfe a day hee had beate it ſmooth to the 
grounde. The lame day alſo entred into Marlem two ſmall 
veſſels laden with victuals and powder. 

The fourth ol March the enemie gaue 5 alarme, and in the 
meane whple victualles entred into the towne , And the 
next day, the Chale of Parlem entredthe Mere hoatly appoins 

red. 

The ſeuenth of the ſaid moneth, the townes men had beaten 
downe the enemies platfoꝛme. The ſame day alſo a Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion was made that no aſſiſeſhoulde bee payd ol any thing with: 
in the towne. | 

The eight day entred into Marlem two enſignes of Engliſh 
men and Mallons, which were quickly ſent away againe, be⸗ 
cauſe it was thought that there were about foure thouſand ſoul⸗ 
diers in the towne. | 

The nienth day, was Captaine Enchuiſe and his hozfſe men 


enbarqued, wherefoꝛe the townes men ſ{kirmiſhed againſt the e⸗ 


nemie that late in the wood: and ſo did they like wile the xi. dap. 
but to ſmall purpoſe. 

Thetwelfch ol Marche came victualles into Harlem, and as 
Larme was giuen. But the fourteenth of the laid moneth the 
Marlemians fired a myne, which diſpatched ſome of they? ene⸗ 
mies, amongeſt whome a Spaniard couered with earth was re⸗ 
tyꝛed, howebeit hee neuer ſpake wozd,and ſoone after dyed. The 
ſame night a Walon came out ofthe wood to che towne, who 
was imme diatly ſent to the pꝛince of Ozange. 

The eighteenth of the ſaid moneth, the enemie had made rea⸗ 
die to aſſault the towne about noone, and the to wnes men ſoun⸗ 
ded alarme, but there was nothing done. Powbeltthe next day 
5 enemie had fired a myne, but with no hurt oz loſſe to y towne, 


Andthe 20, dap the townes men plaid the like part, and the verp 
(ame 
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ſime effect followed, They likewiſe thought co ſet fire on the 
placfozme,but it had no good lucceſle, 

The 22. of Marche, which was Eaſter day, the enemie ſtood 
in oꝛder of battaile both about the Spittle, as alſo in the higher 
linkes and in the wood. Ther foꝛe the Burroughmaſters and 
Captaines commaunded the a arme to be ſounded, but nothing 
was done. The ſame dap ſalyed out ofthe wood gate, ſtue oz ſixe 
hozſemen,and 120. ſhot to make play with them which lay in the 
wood, howbeit they were repulſed with the lolſe of two ſouldi⸗ 
ers and a few hurt men. The lame dap alſo came into Har⸗ 
lem in chꝛee ſhips 70. laſt of coꝛne, which are 1625. razieres. 

The 24 of this moneth, Maryne Bꝛande Admirall of the 
Pere, bꝛought wich him two pꝛiſoners, who alter they had been 
racked, were hanged about Fupke, 5 

The 25. of the ſaid moneth at niene of the clocke in the moz⸗ 
ning ſalted out ofthe wood gate about 200, UUalons to ſkir⸗ 
miſhe with the enemie which lay at the entry of the wood, and 
got the outwarde trenche of the enemie: but becaule they were 
not ſtrong enough, they retyꝛed to the towne, without doyng of 
any great exploite, ſaue that they hung two ſouldiers. But when 
the Burroughmaſters vnderſtood the ſtate of that quarter, The 
Colonels and Captaines determined to ſurpꝛiſe p ſame quarter 
inthe after noone with niene oz ten enſignes, which was executed 
at foure of the clocke in the afternoone by ſixe companies of 
ſouldiers and many citizens, who ſalted out of the water gate, 
about 200, French and Walon ſouldiers that ſalted out of the 
wood gate, where afcer they had ſhake off their ſhot, they coupled 
the ſkirmiſhers together. In the meane while, iſſued out the 
afozeſatd Chaſe of Harlem, c certaine ſmall men ot warre with 
her, and thereby ſurpꝛyſed the enemie in thꝛee oz foure places, 
who hauing once diſcharged their great oꝛdenance, tooke their 
heeles, howbeit the townes men followed thẽ foz life, fro thence 
to Faert, killing & flaying:ſo þ they flue a thouſand ofthetr ſoul 
diers,a great number ofwhich were mẽ of effimation,# wealth, 


as appeared by the rich tewels e apparrel ÿ were bzought to the 


towne: And beſides,y townes men burnt aboue zoo, tents, and 


Carried their great owenance out ofthe field, to wit, 5. Falcone 


nets q 24byaſle peeces, wich greacſtoze of munition qpouder,au 
„„ N niene 
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niene enlignes which $ ſouldters in the eucning,to p ſhame and 
deſpite ofthe enemie, as it were in great triumph, carryed with 
dꝛummes & files alongſt the new Rampares, c in the end placed 
thẽ vpõ the - Duer& beſides all this, they bꝛought to 
p towne about z0-hozſe,a great number ot Cowes & calues, gar 
ments, clokes, great ſtoze of plate, rings, gilt Mozions, c an ins 
numerable nfibcr of coꝛſelets, harquebuz ers c ſwoꝛdes. To bee 
ſhoꝛt, ther was neuer a ſouldier of the town but had a good large 
butin. Foꝛ, there was a dꝛũmer vᷣ had 200, duckets fo? his ſhare, 
Mhich victozte was wonne with the loſſe of a fewe men, fo2 the 
townes me loft not aboue 8. amongſt which, was one Captaine 
Derdeind a Nalon, a very valiant & wiſe man, who had doone 
great good ſeruice about the foztification of the Towne, c had in 
this viccozie with his ſouldiers, bꝛauely charged the enemie. 

The 26. of March ů townes men had placed in the moꝛning 
vpon the bulwark 11. enſignes, which they had aſwel the day be⸗ 
foze as alſo at other times got from the enemie. But 5 27. wag 
flaine from the platfoꝛme with a mul ket ſhot, Thierry Bzaeſle⸗ 
man, Launcelot Bꝛederode his Wieuetenant. 

The 28. ot this moneth the ſhips of warre, were gotten to the 
other ſide, halfe way to Eaſterpe, 

The 29.of the ſaide moneth, were gotten into Harlem Mere 
thirtte and chꝛee ſhippesand ſeuen gallies of the enemie, whiche 
Woulde haue bereft vs the Mere, hauing cut do wne the dyke a⸗ 
bout the Terbert houſe. And the Harlemians had with great 
ſpeed by reaſon of a pꝛoſperous winde, got to the Mere » thirde 
Gally vnder the charge of captaine Binchoꝛſt, and allo captaine 
John Pancequaulc, who with certaine citizens ſapled towards 
Caghe, where the reſt of their ſhips lap. 

The zo. day of Marche, the enemie had beganne a foꝛt neere 
F upke,fo? the ſafecie of their ſhips c the laſt of the ſaid moneth 
the enemie kyꝛed a myne, howbeic no hurte came to che Citie 
— onely that the Alarme was ſounded byreaſon of the 

atterie. 

The firlt of Apꝛill, chere came into the towne a Bar que la⸗ 
den with powder which came ouer the fields þ were ouerflowe, 
The lame dap, the ſouldierg deſtroyed = Johns —_—— 
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foov whole and ſound till then. 

The ſecond ofthis moneth, came thirtie and eight thippes q F 
Gallies of Amſterdam befoze Fuyke, where from mozning vn⸗ 
till the euening they did nothing els but ſhoote off thep2 great 
oꝛdenance. 

The fourth ofthe ſaid moneth the townes men hunge vppe 
without Scaelwpke gate eleuen fouldiers whiche were pꝛyſo⸗ 
ners, and dꝛowned a woman, And the ſixt of the ſaid moncth, a 
Poſte came in at the wood gate, whiche immediately returned, 
The ſame day the enemie blewe vy a mine, howbeit the towne 
was no whit hurt thereby. 

The leuenth ofthe ſaid moneth the townes men ſalted out at 
Scaelwyke gate, thinking to haue cowpled together in ſkirs 
miſhe, but it was to ſmall purpoſe, And the eight of the ſame moe 
netythe townes men fired a myne, but it auayled little. 

The nienth ok this moneth, came, as it were about an hun⸗ 
dꝛed of the Þzinces ſhips from Caghe cowardes Fupke, And 
the harlemians hauing a dolen well appointed ſhippes, firſt ſay⸗ 


led with a great large velſell vnto a bꝛidge neere vnto the wood, 


where ſhee ſtayed without being able co paſſe oz pet ſtirre: And 
the ſecond which was a Caruel ſtayed againſt the low. dyke.

The others ſeeing that the 
bzidge woulde not ſtyzre, foꝛſooke allo both their vellels, and in 
ſkirmiſhing retpꝛed to the towne with the loſle of fire oꝛ ſeuen of 


their companie: inthe meane while, our veſſels kept them 


of Amſterdam whiche lay befoze Fuyke, play, by reaſon ofthe 


Northeaſt winde, e the fozt of Fuyke, where the Spaniardes 
wereptoutved of great o2denanee,they.coulde not come to grays . 
ple with the enemie: TUtherefoze our men in the evening ſayled 


thence, and lo reſted themſelues fo that night. There was alfa

The tenth day of Apnlib mate lar ont of Staetwpke gate | 
foure Poltes to the Pyinces ſhippes. The ſame day the- 


enemies 
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enemie had made a long trenche, which raught from the wood 
hard to Fuyke, lo that none could come out of the towne, but 
mult needes fall into their lappes. 

The 11. ofthe laide monech,the Pꝛinces ſhippes were come 
to Hemſteede, whiche made the townes men thinke that they 
woulde ſet (om men a ſhoare:ſo that foꝛʒ the helping of thẽ, there 
iſſued out ofthe wood gate about 150. ſouldier s, out at the was 
ter gate about 500, and out at Scaelwike gate. 200. But al⸗ 
though the veſſels appꝛoched not, pet the ſouldiers were hoatlie 
chaſed backe, and two of the Captaines were hurt by their owne 
ſouldiers. The ſame day, ſeauen oz eight of the enemies had 
deſperately gotten vp vnto the foꝛt oz Bullwarke with two ene 
ſignes, crying, victozie, victozte , the towne is ours. But the 
ward ſo luſtily repulſed them, as that one of the enſigne bearers 
was left behind dead, with his enſigne. 

The 14. of this moneth in the night came thꝛee meſſengers 
thwart the fteldes in at the wood gate, and ſo did alſo thꝛee other 
meſſengers, the night following. The 15. day, the townes mẽ 
put the fourth Gallie to the Mere, being 180. feete by the keele. 
And the leuenteene day were chꝛee meſſengers ſent towards the

* The 18. day of Apzpll entred Jerome Serrates and the 
L. IL. Roſoni,Bozdell, Dozhem, Maligau, and others, to the 
number of fifceene, and with them certaine men laden with 
powder. 

The 79. day the Pꝛinces ſhippes had ſet on lande at the coꝛ⸗ 
ner of the fiue houſes,two thouſand ſouldiers to ſkirmiſhe with 
the enemte: But by reaſon of the long wayting, fo2 the Harles 
mians, nothing was done. The ſame day was an aduenturer 
ſent towardes the Punces ſhippes, who, although he was haſtily 
purſuedby the enemie, thwart their campe, pet, maugre they? 
beardes, hee returned ſafe and ſounde. The ſame day at night 
Captatne Baufoure with his ſcottiſhmen, and certame citizens, 
lalying out at Scaelwike and Sparewouwer gates, made a 
campſado and tooke by loꝛce Ruſtenbourgh houſe, and diſpatche 
à good many of che enemies. 


The 20. of Apypll, there came from Fuyke certaine Spas

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8 A notable hiſtorie of the ciuil! 
niardes, ſome by Gally, and ſome by lande, to recouer Nuſten⸗ 
bough, howebeit they were ſo luſtily repulſed by the townes 
men, as that they were faine to retvꝛe. The ſame day were 
ſent from Harlem to the Pꝛince foure Poſtes oz meflengers. 
And the 21. of the ſaide moneth an alarme was giuen to the 
towne. | 

The 22, of this moneth, they þ were taken inthe trenches of 
Nuſtenbzough, were hauged without Scaelwpke Gate. The 
ſame dap, 5 Ships of the Mere, bꝛauely ſkirmiſhed, howbeit to 
ſmall purpoſe, And the next day, there reentred at Scaelwike 
gate, foure poſtes: and others ſent away out at the wood gate. 

The twentie and foure ofthe ſaide moneth entred in at the 
wood gate, 24, Citizens of Harlem, bzinging with them pow⸗ 
der, and then was an alarmie ſounded at the cowne, The ſame 
day at night iſſueda good number of Engliſhmen, Scottes, 
Talons,and Pvoners, and went towardes Spiquerbozd hole, 
but returned without doing of any thing, and lo leuelled the 
wozke begun. 

The 25. day of Apꝛyll at fine of che clocke in the after noone 
the enemie came in, on thꝛee ſeueral partes. to ſkirmiſh vppon 
Ruſtenbjough,but was faine foz all that in the end to retyꝛe. The 
ſame day the enemie gaue v5 alarme, to the loſſe of ſome of they 
owne conpanie, The next day, there departed from Parlem 
foure poſtes in one Barque towardes the Punces ſhips: but che

The fourth ofthis monech, the Malons began to mutyne, be⸗ 
caule that Captaine Uemi in executing the lawe, had hanged

The lame daye the Townſmen lente backe a pꝛiſoner 
which was bꝛought in by nigbt, to the Campe of the Enemie, 
Sing him in his purſe two Harlem half Dollers, a lofe, and 
a Letter to deliuer to his Captain: the content wherof was 
this, That hee ſhoulde bee taken oz charged, beefoze ſuche 
time as he had eaten that lofe. This warning they gaue him, 
becauſe he ſhoulde haue no occalion to complaine, and finde him 
ſelfe grieued, if euer he were ſurpꝛiled. | 


The 27. of the ſayde moneth, the Enempe hauinge 
gotten vppe to the Rampars , diſpatched nine Pponers cas 
ryinge of earth: But the daye following, they ſhotte out 
of their moꝛtyer peeces eyght bullettes of wylde fler: ſo that 
the ſier caught holde in the kinges ſtreete, at the cozner of 
the Bath ſkreete , but it was fozthwich put out. 


The thꝛee and twentie of Pape in the After noone, the 
Enempes of Fupke and others, tothe number very nerre 
of fitte hundzed, had luftily ſkirmiſþed with our trench, and 
wich the fozte of Ruſtenbꝛough, where, at che firſte, were 
not aboue eight oz tenne ſoldiours, foꝛ manye were gotten 
into the Towne , where the enemie ſo fozciblye aſſayled, as 
that they wanne the firſte trenche on that ſide adiopning euen 
hard toche bꝛidge of che chiele foxte , . where ſome Spanilhe 
Lode, oz Captapne of eſtimation , and an other Captatne, 
not farre from thence were llayne , and ſire oz ſeauen other 
Spanilhe ſoldiours taken, and ſome of their heades cutte 


off, 3 
Andthe lame euening, were the heads oktwo Capfaines 


and two other Spaniardes, ſette vppon long poles, — 
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tdppe of the Bullwarke in che viewe of che Enemle 1 where 
they ſtoode vntyll the next moꝛoowe. 

There were alſo at chis:ſkirmiſh of the enemies ſide hurt 
and ſlaine betwixt thirtie and fozty , ſome of which they carped 
awaye in a ſmal veſlell into their trenches, 

And one of the Captapnes had a chayne of golde about his 
necke , beelides two oz thzee hundzed crownes about him, 
whiche was a verye good bootie fo? the ſoldiours of the towns 
But in the retrayt of the enempe, the powder whiche John 
Scatter the Enligne had bzonghcthither , was ſette on fier, 
as hee helde it betwixt his armes: ſo that boch hee and Ser⸗ 
rates were ſhzewdlycheace , and ſixe o2 ſeauen others, ſome ot 
which tooke no harme. 


The foure and twentie of the ſayd Moneth the Enemies 
beeſetce them ſelues in enerpe cozner , to dzyue the Towne 
Cattell : ſeauen oz eyght of whiche they had gotten at they 
commaundemente: But they were ſo wozthelp purſued , 
as that the Enempe was fayne to fozgoe them, leauinge 
beehynde them fo2 a pawne , ſire oz ſeauen of their foldls 
ours. 

The ſame daye „the Nauyes on the Meere, played one 
— the other with their great Ozdinaunce, but to ſmall pur⸗ 
poſe. 


The fine and twentie of Maye in the after noone, came 
in a Doue , oz flying Poſte with Letters: In the enez 
ning was a great lyght made vppon the loweſt ppnacleof the 
Tower, wherevpon at eleuen of the clocke at nyght, yſſued 
à great number of people out ofthe Towne , to aſlpſte thoſe 

whiche came from our ſhippes with powder, 

All that night the great Ozdenaunce was heard to ſhoote off 
very terribly : But the greateſt loſle fell vppon our owne peo» 
ple. Fo} they hearing the noyſe of our men which came out 
ofche Town:aad ſeeing them, thought verelpe they had bene 
the Enempe, by meane wherof,nanye loſt their _ and caſt 
al the powder into the Water,

This noyle and crye, and ſhooting off, of the great Odinaunce; 
laſted all night long: ſo that the Alarme ſounded in euerp cop- 
ner ofthe cowne. 

Neuercheleſle.the cowneſmen bꝛought away with them, two 
oꝛthꝛee pꝛiſoners, one of which, by the repoꝛt of the enemy ſelf, 
was a Captaine. They like wyſe, whiche accompanyed choſe 
that went to the ſhippes, and were bꝛinging of pouder co the 
towne, ſapde, that in their firſt ilſuing out cowardes the ſhippes, 
they loſt 16.02 20. of their men, 

The 26.okthe laide moneth, che enemy attempted an other 
ckirmiſh, fo2 the dꝛiuyng of thecowne-cattle ; howbeit they were 
wel ynough met with al,fo2 they left there in pawne, a Seriant 
of a bande, and two o2 thzee other Souldiers: and but ch2ee of 
the towneſmen, onely hurt. At the ſame tyme, one of the coun⸗ 
trey men, from whome the enemy had taken away his Cowe, 
went to the woode, and there tooke an hozſe in exchannge, and 
hzought him home. LI 

The 27. of the ſayd moneth, at eight ofthe clocke at night, 
the enemy let vp a Gallowes on the plat fourme, and hunge vp 
certayne Citizens and Souldiers whom they had taken the le⸗ 
cond night befoze, when as they thought to haue come into the 
Towne with the pouder. Some they hunge vp by the necke, 
and ſome by the feete, which deede, ſo moued our Souldiers, as 
that they alſo ſet vp a Gallowes on the toppe of the Bulwarke, 
in the ſight of the enemy, where they hunge vp Maiſter Lam. 
bert, Maiſter Quirin, and a Pꝛieſt, Adztan Groenenthuich and 
the young ladde whiche came from the wood , notwithſtan⸗ 
dyng that the latter two were condemned to bee ſcourged and 
whipped, and the bope beſides, to bee burnte in the face: all 
whiche, accompanied the other five Souldiers that were tas 
ken in the wood: But maiſter Quirin his daughter, and a 
Walon, that was bꝛought from the wood, were dꝛowned in 
Backneſle ditche. Theſe twelue were executed without the 
conſent and leaue eyther ofthe Magiſtrate oz Taptapnes, 
Ouer and beſides, they had taken the ſame night, Sir Jaſper 
and Sir Repnold Noothooſte, Doctoꝛ Ellen, and the Pꝛeacher 
of the Spittle. 3 | 

The 28. ok Pay, the enemy comming with 63. ſhips, fought 
on 
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on Harlem Mere, with the Pzinces ſhippes, and put them to 
flight, with the loſle of 21. veſſels, on whiche vietoꝛp, the enemp 
had the night befoze, greatly tryumphed. The ſame day, the e⸗ 

nemy aſſailed the foꝛte whiche ſtoode vpon the ſide of the mere: 

where they were thꝛiſe bꝛauely repulſed: howbeit when they of 
the foꝛte ſaw, that the ſhippes had foꝛlaken them, and lefte them 

without eyther victuall, Munition oz pouder, they rendzed vp 
the Peece, wich the lafetie of their liues and goods, 

The 30. of Pay, the enemy blewe vp a ine, lo that theres: 
by, thice ofthe towne were flapne, and Captapne Uemi, with 
Cochiin, were in great hazard of their lines, Then ſounded the 
Alarme: and Captaine Uemt, who was as it were buried with 
the earth, was by the help ofthe pyoners recouered, and another 
Souldier with him. And another Souldier that was caſte be⸗ 
ponde the cturned to the towne by reaſon of the 
ſmoke, without any hurt, æpet he was laluted with many a ſhot. 

The firlt of June, the enemy againe, hunge vp vpon they 
platfourme, tenne oꝛ eleuen men. And the next mozow, iſſued 
out ofthe towne 40. ſhot, to ſee if they could find out them which 
laye in che wood, but perceiuing the number of the enemy to be 
ouer many fo2 them to deale withall, they retyꝛed, without exe⸗ 
cuting that their enterpziſe. 

The third ofthis moneth, the enemy had mounted a faire. 
ſquare Cage, faſt tyed with coꝛdes, to the toppe of foure ſhippe 
Maſtes: all open both aboue and behinde, and full of holes, out 
of which, the Yarquebuzters might ſhoote: howbeit they had 
not ſhotte aboue twiſe, but that the towneſmen, had ſo beaten 
their coꝛdes where with it was bounde, as that it hinge all on 
the one fide, and the ref? fell from the toppe to the ground, and 
two oꝛthꝛee ofthe enemies with all, making there with an hoz⸗ 
rible ſhoote, by reaſon they fell from ſuch an heigth: At pſame-: 
tyme, a Citizen, and two meſſengers mote were ſent to the 
Pꝛince, carrying wich them certaine Doues fo} the bzingyng 
backe of letters. 

The 4. ol June, the enemy cauled the towneſmen to ſallie 
out of the Bulwarke, whereupon, it coſt ſixe ot them their liues: 
And the next dap, commaundement was giuen, that the Citi⸗ 
zens, ſhould eate nothing els but Grapnes, howbeit, it was a

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full fo2 the ſouldfours to eate wheate bꝛead as they did be⸗ 
koꝛe. | 


The ſeattench of che ſayde monech , the Towneſmen 
founde a Mine ok nine faddomes deepe , dygged vnder ſaince 
Johns Bulwarke , to bee blowne bp: where they founde a 
dead man, a Pozpon, and a white lofe:, But the eigth day, 
came ina Doue lente from the Lozde of Bacenbzough , by 
whome hee wrote, that hee much merueyled, that they had 
not receyued Letters, by thoſe Doues which came befoze from 
him, and chat the Pzince woulde ſhoxtlye ſende them ayde, 
which was buc a colde comkozt to the pooze Citizens, 


The nienth of che ſamemaoneth., the Townlmen gate 
the Enemie a b2eakefaſte from out ofthe Wood Gate, bees 
cauſe they ſapde, .that.they had neyther bzeadnoz beere in the 
Towne. 


The tenth of June were ſire of the Swozne men cho- 
ſen, fo} the continuall looking to, and vnderſtanding of the 
Letters ſent by the Poſtes in the ay2e 2: beecauſe the Citizens 
were not well pleaſed, that chat buſineſſe was ſo flenderlp loo- 
ked vnto. The ſame day were killed with a Cannon ſhot, Pcs 
ter Johnſon the carpenter, Simon Scoze, and two poung chil⸗ 
den. 

This dape the Enempe blewe vppe a myne: howbeit 
there was no hurte done : But pet thꝛough che fauour of 
— Smoke , the Townlmen wanne alſo an other mine of

The eleuenth of this Monech the Deane of the Chas 
nons of Harlem, and manye other Citizens becing in the 
Campe ofthe Enempe, deſiredco come to a parle with the

The ſame dape, in the after noone the Enemy retur⸗ 
ned foꝛ the execution of the ſayde enterptyſe 2 But hauinge 
gotten fire of the kyne within their poſſeſſion , fire of the 
Towne ſouldiours ſo played with them, as chat they recoues 
red them agayne from them, whiche dealing dꝛaue che Ene- 
mie into luch a rage, as that they left playing with che ſouldi⸗ 
ours, and ſhot ac the kine. 

The lame dayealſo came a Malon from Nuſtenbꝛough 
to parle wich the Chaptapne,howbeic he refuſed it. 


The thirteench ol the ſapde Moneth, there came flying 
to the Towne two Doues without Wetters: in which daye 
the Towne ſouldiours had gotten a myne guarded by the 
Spantardes, thee of which were ſlapne; and the reſt full 
of lyfe intheheeles,ſaued them ſelues. | 


The ſame daye, the Magiſtrate cauſed certaine peeces 
of ſiluer to bee copned of cenne and twentye Souls a 
peece ; howbeit they were not woꝛth aboue the one halte, in ſil⸗

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The lame day, the enimfe had againe ſet vpp a little houle faſte 
pinned to the coppes of foure ſhippe maſtes, where into, they 
both went in, and came out behinde. | 

The 17. day ofthe ſame moneth, M. Serrats, and P. Gou- 
tin, were lent in a conuoy of many ſhotte, towardes Fupke, to 
aduertiſe the Pꝛince ofeuery thing, and caryed with them cer⸗ 
teine Doues in a baſket, giuing knowledge by the making ol a 
ter, oftheir ſafe paſſage, 

The next mozrow M. Serrats, ſent one ofthe Doues with 

Letters, the contents wherof were thele, that the Pzince of O⸗ 


2ange was at Leyden, that the Lozde ol Batenbzoughe, laye bee 
tweene Utright and Amſterdame, to cut them from victualles, 


and that him ſelfe, would ſet fo ward the matter as much as was 
poſſible foꝛ him to doe. In this meane while, they beeganne 


to caſt a new Rampare and ditch within the Towne, all alongſt 


from Sainte Pargarfttes vnto Sainte Johns Gate, and fini- 


Hthed it. There was alſo at that tyme great miſerye 
in the Towne: foz then they beganne to eate hozſes, and cowe 


hydes. | 

g The 19. of the ſayde moneth, came in another of the ſayde 
Doues with the Pzinces Letters, wꝛitten from Leyden, the con⸗ 
tentes whereof were theſe, that he much merueiled, that hee had 
not had any poſte ſent unto him from the cowne in al that while, 
ſeeing hee had ſent poſtes thither both by water and by lande, 
Which neuer came into Harlem. 

The 22. of June there came from the wood , a Lieutenaunt 
9) ſome other Officer, requiring to haue anſwer ok his meſſage, 
which he had. And the 24, which was ſaint Johns day, there re- 
turned a Doue with Letters from the Pꝛince, That his excel⸗ 
lencie would ſhoztly ayde them, and at chat time was none other 
meate to be had in the Towne, but hoꝛſe fleſh, cattes, bꝛead made 
of nauettes and of chanure leede. 

The 25. of the ſame moneth, the Townſmen ſhotte from a 
Courtin, twiſe oꝛ thziſe thꝛough the little houſe that was pin⸗ 
ned to the foure Maſtes: and in the Euening, a walon ſhot, came 
from Fupke, about the rendzing vp Ruſtenbzough , and krom 
thence wente to the Towne. 

The 27. of the ſayde moneth at night. a Camplado _ 
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Aue oꝛ fix hundzed men was made to goe to Fuike, hoping to be 
ayded by the Bꝛinces ſhips, but all in vaine, and ther koꝛe they re⸗ 
turned without doing ol any thing. 

The 28 of June, at ſiue of the clock in the moꝛning, arrpued 
an other flying poſt, with Letters ofcomfozt to the Townſmen: 
And the night folowing was another camyſavo of aboue a thous 
ſand men made, to go to Fupke, howebeit the enterpyile cooke 
none effect, becauſe the ſhips holpe them no whit, which greatly 
diſcouraged the townſmen.Thele two nights, the enemp gaue 

the Alarme in many places ot the towne. 

The 29. was a pꝛoclamation made, that the cownſinen ſhould 
ſhew tothe deputies therto appoynted, al their victuals, becauſe 
the ſoldiours vnder che colour of ſearching foꝛ them, robbed and 
ſpoyled the common people. The next mozow returned a poſte 
ofthe avꝛe, witch two letters, wherat al 1 town reiopced, by rea⸗ 
ſon ofthe good newes conteined in the 

The 1. of July at 11. of the clock in the foꝛenoone, Captayne 
Hellican, & Captain Coꝛnelius Mathew, with a ſoldiour oz two 
W the, fel to a parle wichp Enemy in a field wout þ wood gate, 
where they ſhewed them the wife ofan Enſigne bearer of theirs, 
whomthey held as pꝛiſoner, who talked with her huſband: And 
afterward the pꝛouoſt Marſhal of the Enemp, ſaid, that their co⸗ 
Lonel deſiredto come to a parle with the Gouernour ofthe town, 
which was bꝛought to paſſe at 5. ofthe clock in che after noone, 
Fo after theſe 2. Captaines had had ech of them their ſafe con⸗ 
Duct graunted, they came to a parle together. Afterwarde came 
the Count Ouerſtein accompanied with foure others, and when 
{afeconduct was graunted on eyther ſide, the Burroughmaiſter 
John Fliet, captaine Steinbach, Noſoni, and Pellican, had an 
Houres conference with him, betweene the little Mood gate, and 
the Mater gate, deliberating thꝛee times together one with az 
nother befote they left: & thẽ very curceouſly tooke their leaues. 

About foure ofthe clock in the afternoone, a Talon page of 
an 18,0} 19. peares old, came running from the trench of the E⸗ 
nemie towards the Town, whõ our ſouldtours bzought thꝛough 
Scaelwyke gate into the Towne: whoe ſayd that they wanted 


victualles in the Campe, and ſo did they alſo in the towne. The 


nexte moꝛowe, the Enempes planted 1 great * 
ex 
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chey bad any where, in the trenches befoze the Towne , and ſo 
battered Pyncozen,andRaueſtetn , as that the Towe and che 
wall fell co the ground: they ſhot alſo thzeugh many houſes, & 
ouerthꝛew great ſtoze of them:howbeit thꝛough a violent Eaſte 
winde, the little houſe þ was faſt pinned to the foure maſts ends 
e let vpon the platfoꝛme, was blowne downe: Thus, that which 
p great Oꝛdenance could not beat down, was by God hisgrace 
ouerthzown by the wind. In the afternoon, was the towze neere 
to S. Ratherins bꝛidge beat down and deſtroyed. The ſame day 
was the Enemy ſec in oꝛder, to haue giuen the aſſault, wherupon 
the bell ſounded to the Alarme, howbeit nothing enſued therof, 
At night the Enemp had bꝛought to the ditches two buidges,fox 
their better moe eaſie giuing ofthe aſlault:but whils p town l⸗ 
men ſtil waiced foꝛ thẽ, they flew 20. of the Enemies ſouldiers. 
The ſame day had the Townſmen ſec vpon the Towe,ablacke 
flagge, letting the ſhippts cherby vnderſtand of their miſerable 
diſtreſſe. 

The 3. of Julp, the Enemp merueilouſly beat the Towne 
with canon ſhot:howbeit about 5. ot the clock in the afternoone, 
the townſmen once moꝛe parled with the Enemp, at the place as 
foꝛeſaid. The next moꝛow, they againe ſet vp the black flag, vpd 
the Tower, to ſignifte vnto the ſhips their great penurpe & di⸗ 
ſtreſſe. The ſame day returned one of the flying poſtes with let⸗ 
ters from the Bꝛince, aduertiſing them, that hee meant the 
night following to victuall them. The ſame night. al che ſouldi⸗ 
ers in the Towne iſſued out at Scaelwike gate in a Camiſado, 
looking euer houre when the ſhippss ſhould ſet their men on 


land, foꝭ che apding and relieuing of the Towne, but it was al in 


vaine. The next dap the Townlmen parled againe with the E⸗ 
nemy. to wit, 6. on either ſide, where was the Count Boſlu, e the 
Count Querftein, & foure others on the Enemics behalfe, and 
Steinbach, John Flict, Roſoni,Sohey, Pellican, and Cozneli⸗ 
us Mathew, on the behalf of che Towne ; but they could not as 
gree. Fo2 the ſouldiers would at no hand depart the town wich⸗ 
out their armour and weapon. 

The 5. of July at noone, the Pꝛinces ſhips ſhewed tb ſelues 
to 5 towulmen:wberupũ the titiʒẽs a great number of y ſoul⸗ 


diers ſalied out of the town, to alliſt thẽ, which thing the _ 
ſeeing 
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ſeeing, gaue the Alarm befoze the bulwark , che alarme bell alſa 
ſounded out, ſo p the enemy was fozced to recyer, then diſchar⸗ 
ged they the 8. laſt canon ſhot bullets of 10256, which had beene 
diſcharged vpon the towne, frõ the beginning ofthe ſiege , euen 
vnto pday, The 6. of that month, was a white flagg ſet vpon the 
Tower, and chey alſo ſent by plaine foꝛce in a ſmal veſſell, acap- 
taine ofthe Towne named Nycholas Barnard, to che ꝛince 
of Ozenge his ſhippes, carrying with him koure Doues, and a 
Letter to the Pꝛince ol Dꝛenge, aduertiſing, and pꝛaying him 
that he would ſend victuals by the Barques, becaule they were 
no longer able to abyde the famine. 

The 7. ofthe ſaid monch came a letter froy Bꝛince of Oꝛeng 
ſublſigned alſo by the laſt poſt:pꝛaying the to haue patience fo2 a 
dap oꝛ two, æ he would, by the helpe of God, rayſe the camp of 5 
Enemy. Nuhich newes greatly reioyced the citizens & ſoldiers 
of che Town: albeit euery man vefoze, was ready to haue quite 
and cleane foꝛlaken it: foꝛ many of them had giuen away their 
goodes and apparel to them that would take them, and beſides, 
the ſouldieres ſpoyled ſome of them, of al they had: inſomuch, þ 
it was a lamentable caſe, to ſee y miſerp wherin they were, 

The ſame day alſo the ſouldiers fo2cibly ſet vpon a lombard 
92 bſerers houſe, and tooke away all the goodeshe had, foꝛ they 
losked euer y houre when they ſhould leaue the Towne. 

The 8. ot July returned a flying poſte with letters from the 
ꝛince, conteining, that he truſted the night following to ayde p 
Towne, that his ſhips ſhoulde giue a falſe Alarme to Fupkes 
howbeitthe whole foꝛce lighted vpon them which lay inp wood, 
which newes wakned the geateſt part of ptown,# aboue 2000, 
ſouldiours & citizens waiting & looking foꝛ thẽ, had put on whit 
ſhirts to giue them the camiſado,y they might therby helpe the 
reſt: which enterpꝛiſe as then tooke not effect, which greatly dil⸗ 
comficed the towuſmen, leei ng, that what by reaſon of famyne. 
and want or victuals chey were wõder fully vieakned, The ſame 
night p pꝛinces ſhips gaue a falſe alarm to Fupke, ſhooting off 
their great oꝛdenance, wout doing ok any thing p auayled. Ther 
was at 5j time ſo great afamin in Parle,as p manp died of hõger. 

The 9. of July came in a flying poſte, bzinging newes that 
the ꝛinces people were diſcomfited at Pannepat: whereupon 
i: ; N 2 certaine 
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certain captaines were ok the opinion, chat the beſt way was foz 
euery man to pꝛepare him ſelfe to be gone, and leaue the town 
with the women and childzen onely in it, but pet they did not ſox 
foʒ when the women vnderſtood that they meant to leaue them 
and their chldzen in the towne, they foꝛchwith ſo diſoꝛderly rann 
about, weeping & crying, as that no good courſe could be taken 
therin. The 10. ofthe ſaid month, the ſoldiours of the towne 
pꝛepared them ſelues once againe to fozlake the towne: And fo 
the making of the way ſure, they firſt appointed ſeuen Enſignes 
fo} the vauntguard, the very body and ſtrength wherok, ſhould be 
altogether ſhot:nert to it. ſhould the magiſtrate, the ſwoꝛnmen, p 
citizens wich their wines & childꝛen kolow: e fo2 the rerewarde, 
they appoynted nine other Enſignes. Howbeit this enterpꝛyle 


tooke no ellect, by reaſon ofa letter which came frõ the enemy in 


the wood, containing, that as many as were in the towne should 
be receiued to mercy, wherupon the Almain captains & ſoldiers 
giuing credit therũto, this deuice immediatly ceaſed. The ſame 
day Þ Spaniards in cokf of victozy had placed vpõ their bulwark 
5 9. enſignes which they had the day befoze wonne fro p pꝛinces 
people. The 11. ot July iny euening 4.05. Enſignesof walons 
al ſhot, cõcluded to go out at Scaelwik gate, & in deede pᷣ greater 
number of th? were already gotten out, with many citizens and 
ſwoꝛnmen, ſo 2ᷣ there was ſcarſe any man left to defed p byeach, 
which was a diſoꝛdered & confuſed kinde of dealing: but becauſe 


ther were none of thoſe ready;at hand, which had charg ofthe let⸗ 


ting down ofthe bꝛidges, euery man retyꝛzed with great trouble 
and anope between the citizens and ſoldiours in euery quarter. 
And ſurelx, if Ood of his eſpeciall grace had not miraculoufiye 
kept the town, the enemy might eaſily haue ſurpꝛiled it: foꝛ ther 
was not a ſoldiour left at the bʒeach, betwixt 11,4 12. of ö clock 
at midnight. The ſame day the Towneſmen wꝛote an an{were 
tothe Enemie, in ſuch ſoꝛte, as that the meſſenger went, and 
came backe, twiſe. In which day, the ſoldiours had moſt cruelly 
murdered h. Quintin his daughter, and the ſexten his wife of 
the Church, which may be an example foz all ſuch as think to do 
thẽ lelues good by ÿ miſery of their neighbours & felow citizẽs. 

The 12. okthe ſaid month in the euening, Steinbach, Koloni, 
Chiiltofex Nader g 2. Burroughmaiſters, agreed withy _

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ko render the cowne vpon compolition:howbeit chis:conpoſicia. 
no whit pleaſed Roſoni, and therefoze he fooxchwith aduertiſed 
the other Malõ captaynes, who immediatly oppoſed chẽſelues 
ag ainſt it, and pulling vp the dꝛaw bꝛidge, woulde not ſuffex 
the perſons afozeſayde come in: neuertheleſſe, at laſt they came 
in, greatly encouraging y cittzens t ſouldiers, ſaying, that Don 
Fredericke would ſhew them greater fauour, then they eyther 
hoped, o pet looked fo. 

The 13. of the ſaid moneth, Pꝛoclamation was made by the 
ſoũd ofthe um, that al che companies ſhyd aſſemble cheſelues 
at a certaine place, where they were aſked whether they would 
tarry in the towne with the fauour oz diſfauour of the Duke ol 
Alu, oz els depart without armour and weapon: wherupon, an⸗

The 25 of Julp, commaundement was giuen by che ſounde 
of foure dꝛums, that euerye man ſhould make a diſcouery of as 
many as they knew to be fled, upon paine of hanging at his own 
poʒch. And the 27. were taken Adzyan Johnſon, Marſhall, 

John Fluet, and Gerard Stouer, Burroughmaiſters, John Al» 
bert ſecretarie, John de Foze Colonell, James Bartilmewe a 
Captaine, Peter Bal Sherife, and James Barnerd capcaine, 
who foone after died in pꝛiſon, and was buryed in the Towne: 
There were alſo taken John Adzianſon the pounger liuetena 
Colonell , John Thierry and Peter Thierry, Enligne bea⸗ 
rers, and John ʒael vnder marſhal: which may be a lamentable 
example fo: al magiſtrates, Captaines, citizens, and others, how 
euer they truſt,oz buyld, to oz vpon the pꝛomiſes of peruerſe, ma⸗ 
Uctous,aud ſubtill Tyzants, : 

The 26,0fJulp,the Spaniards ſommoned theTowne of Alk⸗ 
mere: But ſo ſoone as they had gotten in captain Ruchauer, they 
chen withſtoode the whole Spaniſh Campe, and therupon al the 
Spantards retpzed towards Harlem, where they began to mu⸗ 
tine, which felvery wel out foꝛ the Alkmerians, becauſe they had 
chẽ ſome leaſure in d mean while to fortifie their town, wherby 
they might the better abide the foꝛce oftheſe barbarous tyzants, 

The 19 ofthis month at night, much to do there was amõgſt

The zo. ofthis month, great troubles c controuerſies aroſe 
amongſt the Spaniards, ſo y it grew to the Alarme:wherevpon, 
a-coznct ol hoꝛſemen entred the Towne: : howbeit they taryed 
there but a while: and the laſt: of this moneth the Spaniardes 
bzqughtin 13. 0.4 peetes of great oꝛdinaunte. 

- The 6. of Augulte Seigniour Chiapin Wtelli entred into 
Warlem to content and ſatiſfte , 'o at leaft wiſe to agree with 
the ſoldiours on his maieſties behalfe, foꝛ their pepes, wher⸗ 
wich che Spaniards were no whit ov. 

Che 7. of this month, the ſoldiours of Lazarus Muller with 
their Captaines were conducted aut ol the Towne, by certeine 
foacemen and hozlemen: And when they had bought them neexe 
vnto Mie wer church, chey were diſcharged by captaine Bꝛoeck⸗ 

huyſe ſoldiours and others. The next moꝛrow at night, the Spa⸗ 
niards gaue the Alarm, and Simon Scoꝛl, who therby thought 
to eſcape, was taken pꝛiſoner. The ſame day the Citizens and al 
the Talon Captaines were bꝛought to Scooten, which was no 
{mall griefe to their friendes. 
The 11ofchis month, about thzee hundꝛed, what of Engliſh« 
men, French, Scottes, and walons, who till then lay in piiſon, 
were beheaded, And the day enſuing. was Don Fredericke, cap⸗ 
taine generall ofthe Spaniſh camp, moſt triumphantly bꝛought 
into the Citie: Foz it was agreed vpon, that euery man ſhoulde 
haue 30. crownes a peece foꝛ his wages. 
| The'si op of The 15. ol Augult, being one ol our Lavy dayes,Godfray de 
Harlem hats» Amerlede,Byſhop of harlem, verye ſolemnly hallowed ſaint 
weththe great Bauons Church, And beſideshee ſoonge maſſe, whereat Don 
Church, Frederick * pꝛeſent: Anmeviatly after p the hahe — 
| ſfoonge, 
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ſoung, p biſhops ſecretary pꝛopounded vnto 5 ſaid Don Frede. 
. articles, which he in euery conditiõ pzomiled to obſerue by an 
och, e conſirmed the ſame in the pꝛeſence of the ſayd biſhop. 

The 16 ok this monech,the Spaniards came into the cathedꝛal 
Church of Harlem to paſſe the muſters:but becaule they would 
haue abated them their pꝛeſt money, they departed thence, with⸗ 
out any mote to doe, Yowbelt the next day following,they came 
againe tothe Church to receiue their money, & lo departed che 
towne,foz the ſiege of Leyden. Neuertheleſſe, after they had long 
conſulted of the matter, they encamped befoze Alkmer, frõ whẽce 
in the end they went with ſmal honour. The ſame dap, ſo ſoone 
as the Spantardes were gotten out, the Almaynes entred. And 
the next mozrow, 18. Talon Captapnes and enlignes were be: 
headed at Scooten. 

The 19. day, were beheaded on the Spittle key, certaine 
ſouldiers which lay ſicke in the laide Spittle, and the Citizens 


which were carried to Scooten, were bought backe againe to 


the citie. 
The 21. dap, a general pardon was pꝛoclapmed fox al the Citi 


ens, 57. excepted, which pardon, together wich the name ofß Ci⸗ 


tizens ſhall bereafter be ſec downe. 
The 20 ot Auguſt, the chiefe ofthe lwoꝛne Brotherhood, 
aſſembled all the ſwozne men, # out of cuery Bꝛotherhood were 
12. Pioners choſen to lerue in the campe of Alkmer, about to be 
beſteged by the enimie. 
The ai. of Augult, the Spantardes pitched thetr campe 


befoze Alkmer, to beſiege it, and ſo ſtraitely beſet it, as that a The liege of 


no manne was able to paſſe either in oz out. Duer and beſides, 
they koꝛtified them ſelues ſundꝛy dayes with many Foꝛtes , oꝛ 
trenches, giuing ſundꝛy Alarms both by day and night: wherupõ 
the Souldiers and Citizens had many times occaſion giuen the 
to ſkirmiſh. 

The 15. ot September at night the townes men had ſurpꝛi⸗ 
ſed the Spaniards trenches without Groenenbergh, and bꝛought 
with them, a rich butin to the towne,+ a Spaniarde allo, named 
Ioha Ieronimo, who diſcouered vnto them many ſecret enterpꝛi⸗ 
ſes, which the townes men after ward found to be very true: and

The 18. ok this moneth, the enemy began the battery againſt 
the towne, with 20. canons, euerp bullet weighing 40. pounds, 
continued it from moꝛning to night, hauing ſpent in that while, 
to the number ok 203 6. bullets. And at 3. ok the clocke in the al⸗ 
ternoone they began the attempt at the Fiſhmarket gate, e the 
red tower. fo 3. houres together: howbeit they were agayne lu⸗ 
ſtely anſweared both with great ſhot, Parquebuzes, Yolberdes, 
wild fire and ſtones, at the handes of men, women, and childzen: 


ſo that a great number of che enemies were there well cooled: 


and beſides, che townes men had dꝛawne vp into the towne, the 
two bꝛidges which were made fo? the Aſſaulc, The ſame day, the 
Spaniards gaue another Aſſault about the ſalt pannes, howbe⸗ 
it they were dʒiuen to retyꝛe with the loſſe of a great manye of 
their people. | 
The 20.of September, che enemy againe ſaluced che cowne 
wich 800. canon ſhot, æ was arrangedof purpoſe to giue the als 
ſault:howbeit the Citizens ſo luſtely aunſweared chẽ wich they 
great opdinace,as that they beat their aſſaulc bzidge al co fitters. 
And beſides, ö citizens,wom?,tchildz?,had pꝛepared an hotcer 
melle of pottage fo2 them, chen was at the firſt Aſſault. - 

The night enſuing, the enemy gaue them two Alarmes,and 
che next night after that, chꝛee, but chanked be God, no hurt was 
done, 

The 22. okthis moneth, was bꝛaue | kirmiſhing, to the ene- 
mies coſt. Foz a Walon ſouldier of the enimtes campe, came 
co the Towne and ſapde: that at the fozxmer Aſſaule, were aboue 
-Goo,ſouldiers flapne, and very neere 300. hurt, by reaſon wher⸗ 
of, as alſo becauſe ofthe great raine that fel hey were agreedto 
remote cheir campe. 

-  The25.ofthe ſaid moveth.aod foure dayes after ,the Spant- 
ards embarqued all cheir great oꝛdinaunce, c ſpoyle, ſauing ſire 
peeces. The ſame day the tuwne copned, 10500. Tinne dollers, 
to pay the ſouldiers. 

| _ Tie: chirde of October, ces of the mincipall — 
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of the campe were taken away, and the enemie burnt Buckler 
houſe, And the next mozrowe, the reſt of the great ozdenance 
was enbarqued, The fifc ofthe laid monech, the Alkemerans il⸗ 
ſuyng out of the cowne, tooke from the enemie a great barke 
laden wich ſpople, and the enemie burnt Toedike. 

The ſixth of this moneth, che enemie fozſooke certaine Foꝛts 
02 trenches, which the townes men ſacked, and bzought the bu⸗ 
tin to Alkemer. And the eight day, the enemte ſet fyze onan 
houſe ſtanding neere a myll, called the Rine myll, and fo tooke 
Outdozpwap, and from tzence to Bergne, WMhereupon the 
"Citizens purſued the enemie, and in the flight, did them muche 
miſchiele. ; | 

The tenth ol October in the afcernoone, che enemie fozſooke 
thep2 pzincipall quarter and trenches, whiche was neere to the 
newe gate, whome the Citizens purſued even to Heylos and 
Coſtell, greatly annoying them, and beſides bzought backe with 
them to the towne good ſtoze of butin, Thus was the good 
Citie of Alkmer by Gods helpe, and their luſtie defence, deliue⸗ 
red from the enemie: fo2 the which bee all honour, glozy, and 
pꝛayſe vnto che Lozde our God fo? euer. 

During the ſiege of Alkmer, to wit, the fourth of October, 
in the peere 1573. the Caſtle ofthe Rammekens in Zealande, 
was yeelded vp into the pꝛinces handes,becaule that they which 
were within p caſtle, greatly feared,ythe myne which was digs 
ged vuder one of the greateſt Towers ofthe ſaide caſtle woulde 
bee blowne vp, and alſo by realon of the aſſault which they ſaw 
pꝛepared againſt them. 


The 11. ok this moneth, in the yeere afozelaide, the L. Popet Sertrudenber⸗ 
che pꝛinces lieuetenant foꝛ the warres, ſurpꝛiſed by a wonderful gue ſurpꝛiled⸗ 


pꝛactiſe, the towne of Gertrudenbergne, and ſlue all the Talons 
that lay there in garniſon. 


During the time ok thele exploits,the duke of Alua had pꝛepa⸗ A battalleby 
reda nauie, which. vnder the charge of the count of Boſſu, kept a Sea. 


rourſe to meete, c light with the 3202th Holland fleete: And the 
name of the Admirall wherein the count Boſlu was, was called 
the inquiſition. Theſe two Naules encountring together, 
there began a feareful chundzing of Canon ſhot betweene chem, 


aud in the ioyning was a wonderful fight; and although, 4 3 
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firſt encounter, che victoꝛie ſeemed to leane to the Count VBolſit 
his parte, yet the Rozth Hollenders, by reaſon ofa new firength 
wherewith they were ſupplyed , had the victozie: Foz 
when they had encompaſſed che Admpꝛal, they wit bout ceaſing, 
ſo plyed the Spaniardes with balles ofvnſlaked lyme, as that 
they coulde not tell where to beſtowe themſelues: and in the 
meane time, the reſt ſo luſtily aſſayled the enemie, as that they 
were dꝛpuen to peelde vpon compoſition, whereupon the Spa⸗ 
niardes were determined to haue ſet all they powder on fire, be⸗ 
cauſe they feared to finde no mercy at the Noꝛth Yollenders 
hands w thing when the reſt of the ſhips ſaw, they packt on all 
their layles, and made towards Amſterdam, ſaue onely captaine 
Feſten his ſhip whiche was ſuncke with a Canon ſhot, After 


that, they bought p Count Boſſu c his Spaniards with the no⸗ 
ble pꝛiſe, the Admyꝛall called the Inquiſition to the triumphant 


Citie of Hoꝛne, where they merueilouſly triumphed and feaſted, 


to the great comfoꝛt ot all the Countrie thereabout. And there⸗ 


foꝛe the cownes of che Nozth Holland, to wit, Anchuſen, and 


Hozne, are wozthte all commendation foz euer fo? their valiant 


and renowmed actes in the defence ok their countrie. 

When the Spantardes ſaw that there was no way fo} them 
to winne Alkmer, and hauing vnderſtood that Leyden was yll 
pꝛouided fog, both of victuals munitiõ, they vpo good aduiſe re⸗ 


moued thece,+marched on towards Leydt, where they encaped 


che ſelues; æ planted theyz oꝛdenance the laſt of October, befoze 
the ſaidetowne, being in good hope to winne tt,becauſe of their 
want of victuals: and they ſo ſtraitly beſieged it, as that no man 
coulde once ſtirre out thereof, 

Wiles the Duke of Alua his deuiſe æ purpoſe was thus made 
voyde as well by the diſhonoꝛable retyze of his ſonne Don Fre⸗ 


dericke from Alkmer, as allo by reaſon of Count Bollu his lotle 


at Sea, ſo that, it leemed that the wozlde went not on their ſide:

Mewes were carryedby poſte into Spaine, that the Duke of 


Alua thꝛough his tyꝛannie, and obſtinate demanding ofthe tenth 


pennie, had made all the whole low countries reuolt, whereby 
there was no likelihood noꝛ hope of victoꝛie.

wis of Requeſens the great tommendatoꝛ of Caſtil, was ſent 
to be gonernour ofthe low counties, x arriued at Buxelles the 


ſeuen⸗ 
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keuenteenth of Mouember in che peere afozeſaid. 


Ehen the Duke ok Alua was called home into Spaine, hee Tot Hube of 
f Alta playeth the 
being mindefull of his owne pꝛoſit, leuied a great ſumme of mos vanzroute, 


ney ofthe merchants, becauſe he meant to carry home a greate 
butin wich hym. And being lodged at the houſe of one John 
Perſins in Amſterdam, from whence hee intended to depart the 
countrie, hee cauſed it to bee pꝛoclaimed twiſe by the ſounde of 
the Trumpet, that as many as he owed any thing vnto, ſhoulde 
repayꝛe thither and receiue their money. Thereupon, manie 
came to his lodging, one demaunding two chonſand crownes 
which hee had dilbourſed fo2 him in readie money: another two 
thouſand fine hundzed,and ſo a great many mo, accoꝛding to the 
pꝛopoꝛtion of their due. Then the Duke had ſeene this ac⸗ 
count, hee appointed euery soft them to reſozt vnto him 5 nexe 
day at eight ofthe clocke in the moꝛning to receiue their moneys 
howebeit hee was ſomewhat earlier then they, and departed 
timely in the moming, without bidding them once farewell, 

Thus, when the ſaid Duke had as afozeſaid)moſt tyꝛannoulſ⸗ 
Ip and cruelly gouerned the lowe countries and bꝛought it in⸗ 
to extreme pouertie, miſerie, and deſolation, be returned thence 
into Spaine, leauing there behinde him a great number of wi⸗ 
dowes, and fatherles childꝛen, without either wealth, kinred, oz 
kriendes, and ſo got him out of Bzuxelles the tenth of Decẽber 
1573. | 

The great Commendatoꝛ being receiued fo) gouernour, ar⸗ 
riued at Antwerpe, where, was a Mauie pꝛepared by Sea to re⸗ 
victuall and apde Middlebꝛough in Zealand, being very ſtraitly 
beſieged by the Hꝛince of Ozange his people: and as the ſaide 
Tomimendato! greatly deſired to haue the battatle goe on his 
ſide, ſo likewiſe woulde hee be an eye witneſſe thereof; # theres 
upon going to Bergues vpon Joome, got himſelfchat day that 
the battatie thould be fought,vpon the cop of the wall, oz dyke 
vancke to beholde it: where hee manifeſtly and in deed ſaw, that 
in ſte ede ofvictozie which he had pꝛomiſed to himlclfe, his Spa⸗

After that they of Widdlebzough,hadby this long, ſtrait, and 
hard ſiege beene weeried, and left bare and naked without all 
hope of ayde and ſuccour, becauſe the Fluſhingers had often⸗ 
times beene victoꝛs at Sea, and taken ſuch a number of wel ap: 
pointed ſhippes with great ozdenance and other munition, and 
belides,had gotten thereby great and rich pꝛiſes, their heartes 
were in their hoſe; Jnſomuch that by reaſon of the great pouer⸗ 
tie, miſerie and famine which they had ſuſteined, they were dzi⸗ 
ten of neceſſitie co yeelde themſelues into che Bꝛince of Dzans 
ges handes, whoſeſouldiers entred into it the 22, of Febzu⸗ 
arp, and his excellencie, the 24. of the laid monech in the yeere a⸗ 
fozeſaide, 

During theſe exploytes, Duke Chiiſkopher of Bauiere, the 
ſonne of count Palatine the Eleccoz,accempanied with che two 
bꝛethꝛen, Count Lodwyke,and Count Henrie of Naſſou, came 
in the middeſt of Winter, with a good loꝛt both of hozſe men and 
footemen, within two myles of Paftrighe: wherupon the Spas 
niar des which lay at the ſiege of Leyden, were dziuen of neceſ⸗ 
ficte to rayſe their ſiege the 21.of Parchin the peere afozeſaid,to 
reſiſt them. 

* When the Los akozeſaid vnderſtood that the Spaniards 
were comming on to ſeeke them out, they marched on and ens 
countred them at Moquerhead: where a great many of they 
ſouldiers, hauing nothing els in theyꝛ mouthes, but money, mo- 
ney, refuſed to ght: whereupon, theſe valiant Noble men with 
the reſt of they people were enfoꝛced of neceſſitie to abpde the 
charge of the enemie, looſing there, both iourney and life at 
— they had tze fourteenth of Apiil 1574. valiãtly fought 

k out. 
When the Spaniardes had wonne this victozie, they againe 


the Spaniards mutined foꝛ their pay: but by the aduiſe of Sancho de Auila, they

they encamped befoꝛe it, and planted they} batterie, the twentie 
and ſixt of Pay, and moze ſtraitly encloſed it then they did at 
the firſt. Foz the Spaniards had built in divers places aboute 
the water ſide, 22. Bulwar ks, in either of which, were twooꝛ 


thꝛee peeces of great oꝛdenance: The hiſtoꝛie of which liege here

Nowe befoze ſuch time as J take in hand to touch and handle 
the pꝛincipall matter, J am (Gentle Reader) to beſeech thee not 
to tate in euill part, my ſummarie declaration ok this warre of 
Pollande and Jealande, although it bee heere befoze deſcribed, 
And firſt to beginne with all, The Duke of Alua hauing ſeene 
that the taking of Mons in Papnault, the wonderfull departure 
of Count Lodwyke of Naſfou, with the mightines and ſtrength 
of his armie, and the hozrible murder at Paris, had made readie 
ſo open a way fot his blooddy tyꝛannie: hee like vnto a ſeconde 
Antiochus, full of all pꝛide and arrogancie, pur ſued his victoꝛie, 
and to beginne withall, hee in October, firſt ſackev the Towne: 
of Malines. After that, becauſe hee woulde ſhewe his kurie 
and in ſatiable crueltie, hee the ſixteenth of Rouember cauſed a⸗ 
ou? five hundꝛed men and women to bee murdered, hanged, 
headed, and dꝛowned, at the Towne of. Jurphen: and within a 
whyle after , hee committed another farre moꝛe cruell and hoꝛ⸗ 
rible laughter at the Towne ol Narden., where hee flue as 
it were all the whole Towne , after hee had made them mante 
fatrepzomiſes , and bereſt them of theyꝛ armour and weapon, 
purlupng afterwards with tyzannie the Townes of Hollande, 
8 {Powbets 
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A notable hiſtorie of the ciuill 
Howbeit the Almightie God, whoſe mercy is alwayes mot 
ſeene in the time of necellitie, toke them into his pꝛotection, my⸗ 
raculouſly ſending vnto them the Pꝛince of Ozange, as a lecond 
Judas Machabeus, to reſiſt the blooddie tyꝛant. 

Nowe it is well enough knowen by the Stones whiche 
haue gone befoze, what thebzivge was, ouer which he entered 
into the garden of Holland, befoze the citie of Harlem, foꝛ the cds 
mitting ot his curſed murders, here bekoze largely enough ſec 
downe, after it had abidden che ſiege fo2 the ſpace of eight mo⸗ 
neths: where Don Fredericke, the ſaide Duke his ſonne, was 
generall ofche campe, who followed the fachers owne naturail 
inclination( hauing fo2 all that loſt at that ſiege, aboue twelue 
thouſand men, thꝛough the valtantiſe of the Harlemians) after 
chat che towne was rendꝛed vnto him, thzough the diſcoinficure 
of the pꝛinces armie, and extremitie of the famine,cauſed aboue 
two thouland thꝛee hundꝛed ſouldiers to be executed by p ſwozy, 
halter. and the water, who valtancly had defended this towne:in⸗ 
ſomuch, chat che Gentle Reader may manikeſtly canſider, that at 
chat time, the Hollanders were euen vp to the chinne in the 
water, readie to be dꝛowned, and ſincke to the grounde. Foz, 
tough the lolle of Harlem, Alkemer, and Leyden, they were all 
in great danger. Mowbeit, the Loꝛd God, who commonly dee 
liuerech his from oppꝛeſſion, depꝛiued the Spantards of their rea- 
ſonable vnderſtanding, when as thꝛough their mutinie, they leaft 
purſuing of their victoꝛie: which cauſed the Mollanders to take 
courage againe vnto them, foꝛtiſted cheir townes, and by a com⸗ 
mon accoꝛzde agreed to abide x ſuſteine a defenſiue warre,fo2 the 
defending ofcheir wines & chilvzen,and to hazarde their bodies 
and goods, foꝛ the benefit and welfare of their countrie. Which 
in very deede cleerely appeared by them ok Leyden, who, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding tothe tight cuſtome of warres, burnt and pulled downe 
halfe ample about the towne, all the houſes, caſtles,villages, 


monaſteries, and trees, thereby to foztiſte their towne, and wea⸗ 


ken che enemie . And ſo likewiſe had the Alkemerians 
done. 

And to ſpeake the truth, the peelding vp of Harlem, was a 
great loſſe co che Hollanders: but onthe other ſide, whoſoeuer 


will conſider and weigh, what townes and fortreſſes ofthe — 
| mi 
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my, the Lowe God hath giuen e deliuered vp bnto them, ſhall 
find, that ther conqueſt hath byn greater then their loſſe, Foz, 
they conquered the caſtle ofthe Rammekens in Jelande, called 
Zeabrough,wherby,thep not only became maiſters ouer all Je⸗ 
lãd, but obtained the key of the Dea, and ok all the low countries. 
And ſhoꝛtly after, the L. Lewys of Boyſer, Admpꝛal of pᷣ quarter 
of the ſea fo2 the Pꝛince of Orange, wanne a iolly victoꝛy aga'alt 
the armie by Sea, which was ſet fooꝛch of Antwerpe ; where 
tenne of the greatelt ſhips with the Admirall ol che enemy were 
taken, beſides thoſe that were ſounke, and the louldiers which 
were caſt ouer the booꝛd, ſaue only their Captaine Iulian Rome- 
ro, who ſaued himſelfe by ſwimming , where they loſt aboue 
1500. of their belt Souldiers , as well Spanyardes as 09s 
thers. 

The iolly viccozy likewiſe in Noꝛth Hollande , which the 
valiannt Captapne Nicholas Ruychauer of Harlem had againſt 


the Armpe of Amſterdam: where were taken Pꝛiſoners the 


Count of Boſſue, and with him many moe aſwel Spaniards as 
wu were in the Admpꝛall, whiche chey thought inuin- 
cible. 

J will here fo! this time paſſe ouer the ſiege of Alkmer, and 
the ſhamekul retraite of Don Fredericke, after he had giut᷑ 7. aſ- 
ſaultes, And alſo the Duke of Alua his retrapte into Spainet 
and howe , to his ſhame , the pzoud Image which ſtood in the 
Caſtle of Antwerpe,was deſtroyed and carried away. Beſides 
the Arrpuall ofthe greate Commendatoꝛ of Caſtile, Don Lew- 
ys de Requeſens, and the ſeconde battell that was fought af 
Sea. And to make an ende, J leave to the Hiſtoziographers,. 5 
ſurpꝛpſing of the Towne of Gertrudenberge and manpe other 
kyꝛʒmiſhes, and thinges, becauſe J woulde returne to the ſaid 
ſiege of Leyden. 

Lhe Towne of Leyden then, was fot the firſt time, beſie⸗ 
ged from the laſt of October 1573 zvnto the 21. of Marche 74. 
F02 at that tyme the ſiege was rayſed, by reaſon ofthe coming 
downe of Count Lodwyke of Naſſou into the low countries: ſo 
that asthen,rolland was as it were, quite ridde of al ſouldiers, 
Fog. the famous . of Orange came with his army to Gouic- 
que.by Bommel, whenas the great — lape not 9 
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off with his. The pꝛincipall cauſe,why the Pꝛince of Oꝛange 
pitched his campe there was, foz that his bꝛother Counte Lode 
wyke had wꝛitten vnto him, from about Maſtright, that he pur⸗ 
poſed the next mozrowe to depart from thence with his armie, 
and woulde bee at Herwerd,betwene the Rhine and the Maze, 
by reaſon hee meant there to let ouer his hoꝛſe men, and iopne 
with his bother, and therefoze requpꝛed the Pzince his bzother 
t.o come and meete him with his men, Shippes, Barques, and 
Budges. And although this aduertiſement nothing pleaſed 
his bꝛother, ſeeing that by reaſon of the ſhoztnes of the time, it 
was impoſſible to ſend into the river, theſe warlike pꝛeparati⸗ 
ons and kurniture, yet came he with his armie, to the place akoꝛe⸗ 
ſaide, vſing theſe oz ſuch like ſpeeches: although the comming 
of mp hꝛother is a thing whiche J like well of, pet J woulde he 
were an hundꝛed myles off with his armie. Foz, his Excellencie 
knewe right well, that his comming coulde not bee without 
great danger, as the iſſue thereok in the end, cleerely ſhewed. 
Mowbeit, as afoze hath been ſaide, this holpe the Leydens well. 

The Commendatoz atoꝛeſaide, who after the victozte at Mos 
ker bead, againſt Duke Chꝛiſtopher of Bauier, the Count Pala⸗ 
tine his ſonne, Count Lodwike, and Count Henrie his bꝛother, 
ſeemed to bee very quiet and ſtill, was not fo2 all that ydle with 
his councell at Bꝛuxels, but had conceiued in his head thꝛee ene 
cerpziſes, The firſt was. to ſubdue Moꝛth Hollande: The ſe« 
conde, to make himſelfe maſter of the Maze: and the thirde, 
once agatne to beſiege Lepden,fo2 hee was thꝛoughly inkozmed 
by the Popiſh fugitiues, and others their fautoꝛs which were in 
the towne: that they had neither garniſcn, no} yet come, a ihat 
the villages were bare, by reaſon ofthe continuall fozeſtalling of 
certaine ill willers, 

Nowe, all the wozlde knoweth, what good ſuccelle the firſte 
enterpꝛiſe which hee tooke in hande againſt the Mozth Yollans 
ders had, foꝛ he loſt at it aboue two thouſand ſouldiers. And bes 
ſides, p ſucceſſe of his Antwerp armie (which ſhould haue made 
him maſter ofthe Baze)befoze Lillo, is at large ſet fooꝛth by the 
dead and dꝛowned ſouldiers, and the Ships which were zought 
into Zealande , and the taking of che vice Admirall, Adolf ot 
Pamſteed. There reſtethnow no moze but the third _— 
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which is the ſiege of Leyden. 
The twentie and ſire of Map, at two ok the clock in the moze 
ning, there came befoze this Towne, Frauncis Baldez with an 
ar mie, betweene ſeuen and eight thoͤuland men, both of Spani⸗ 
ardes, Malons, and Almaines, His firſt arryuall was from 
Amſterdam, by Harlem Mere, with ſhips,Carnelles,# Barkes 
laden with men and victuals, harde to Leperdozp bꝛidge, where 
they ſtroke ſayle. And about midnight, there iſſued out of the 
Towne a certaine Captaine, named, maſter Andzew with thirtie 
ſouldiers, who falling into the Spantardes handes, was carried 
away with a ſhot, dead, befoꝛe the Towne. Mowbeitthe Citizens 
got him vp, and carryed him to the To wne, and there honozably 
buried him: neuertheleſſe they leafc in his place a dead Spani⸗ 
ard, whome they had taken pꝛiſoner. 
As the enemie was arriued at Leyden, thep began againe fo 
make their firlf trenches + bulwarks, p citizens which were vpõ 
ö Rampares, began about the day bzeake to march with two oz 
thꝛee Enſignes of ſouldiers towards Zoeterwood, part of which 
tarryed ſtill at the ſaid place, and the reſt went to the Trenche, 
oꝛ Fozt of Leyderdam, which Fozt though the negligence of 
the Townes men was whole and ſounde. The Leydens, ſene 
meſſengers to Hay, Delft, Rocerovam, and Doxeright,where ar 
that pꝛeſent was arryued the Pꝛince of Ozange, hauing rayſed 
his c ampe about Bommell, to the ende hee might pꝛeuent and 
ſtoppe the enemie. But che valiant Captaine Rupchauer which 
was at Hay, receiued the newes ſomewhat too late: and pet nes 
uertheleſſe,thoughhts induſtrie and diligence he did ſo muche, 
as that, what by reaſon of the Trenches and Skyimilhes at 
the Spirite bzidge, they of the religion whiche were in Haye, 
ſaued the greater part of their moueables although the Papilts 
came p dap in the euening, not only to May, but alſo to Leyderdã 
But when the reſt of Baldez armie a fewe dayes after are 
ryued in two companies: the one from Utright towardes 
Goude ſluſe, and Alſen : and the other from Marlem, by Mozth⸗ 
wyke to Falkebꝛough, at which places the Pyinces people han 
two foztes, and at euery fort ſiue hundꝛed Engliſh men, vnder 
the conduct of Edward Cheſter, the ſaide Englihe men abode 


che kirſt Shocque oz charge. 
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Foz Gaude fluſe was hoatly aſſapled by che Papiſtes that came 
from Utright,howbeit the Engliſhmen luſttly repulſed them to 
their great ſhame and lolle, and that by che valiancie of Captaine 

| Genkoꝛde an Engliſhman. But becauſe the hozzemen, hay 

| none other way to come into Holland, but by theſe forces, they 

The Engliche were infoꝛced by very luſtie hand lkrokes fo to concinue the al⸗ 

| | men dziuen ont lault, as that the Engliſhmen were dziuen of neceſlitie cofozfake 

| of their fozt the laide foꝛt: which had not beene ſo lightly done if their com⸗ 

ö panions at Alſen, which is but halle a myle thence, had done 

| their dueties aſwell as they which were in the ſais foꝛt: fo2 as 
they were comming to aide them, che kozt was alreadie wonnt: 

| wherefoze they all fled at once. 

To be hott, the Spantard payed dearely fo! this victote, fo2 
it cauſed many wagons laden with dead bodies to bee bꝛought 
thither. In this maner then, the 27. of Map, ioyned in part the 
firſt troupe that came from Atright, to the campe of Baldez at 
Leyerthozpe. e the reſt paſſing the linkes went to Hay. 

The thirde troupe alſo paſſing the twentie & ſeuen of Pap 


— 


by Moꝛthwyke, arr yued befoze the great foꝛt which was not ful⸗ 
Ip finiſhed: But the fine cõpanies of py Engliſhmen had fozſaken 
it befoze they ſawe the enemie: although they had the night be» 
| foze,requyzedthe Leydens of certaine hozſemen, to diſcouer the 
enemie,whome,as they ſaide, they had not as yet percetued and 
| ſeene: albeit they had dzawnethemſelues neere to Maddyng, 


where the Spantarde pꝛeſling harde vppon them, gaue them the 
ſkirmiſhe, whiche ſkirmiſhe, the Citizens law as they ſtood vp⸗ 
on the Rampares and beſides, they neuer ſaw either on the ſide, 
oꝛ pet on the other, any man fall downe dead, although they had 
beaten one another with ſhot along time together, which dealing 
the Citizens greatly ſuſpected. 

hen this falſe ſkirmiſh was finiſhed, the Engliſhe men 
appꝛoched necrer the towne, to wit, betweene the Citizens 
Trenche that ranne becweene Boſhoule bzidge andthe towone: 
ſothat the Captaine and certaine with him, came into ß Towne, 
making this contract wich the Citizens, That when the ſaide 
Captaine ſhoulde ſee himſelfe and his put to the wozſe by the 
Opaniardes, that they ſhould then retyꝛe vnder Yay gate, where 
the greateſt parte of the great ozdenance was planted: 3 
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ſo ſoone as they ſhoulde ſee the Enſigne taken from the gate, 
that both he and his ſhoulde dꝛa we towardes the fide, fo2 then 
they meant to diſcharge all the great oꝛdenance vppon the ene⸗ 
mie. 

But time ſhewed that this concluſion no whit liked the Eng⸗ 
liſh men. Foꝛthey were no ſooner out ofthe Towne, but that 
they marched towards the enemie with enſigne diſplaide, where 
they were vpon a certaine condition reuerently receiued. Howes 
beit an harder matter befell them immediatly after, fo they had 
not beene there verp long, but that they were commanded to put 
out they2 matches, and the hoꝛſemen that came from Fozſcote, 
dꝛane them befoze in chaſe vpon the Spaniardes: whiche thing 
Certaine ofthem to the number ofchyztte two, oꝛ thirtie and thzee 
ſeeing. amongeſt whome were certaine officers both Engliſhe, 
E Flemiſſ, retyꝛedthemſelues againe vnder the towue, who not 
long after got into it. 

The reſt were had to alkebꝛough, where they armour and 
weapon were taken from them befoze Tozenfleete houſe, and 
che next moꝛowe being vncaſed of their gallant apparrell, were 

carried to Harlem, where, ſom of them were put to bePyoners, 
— ſome of them paſling thꝛough Flanders returned into Eng⸗ 
and. 

But heere Jam not to foꝛget one thing, that ſome of theſe 
ſouldiers which coulde not tell by what meanes to get into the 
Towne, choſe rather co leape from the ſcluſe into the water, and 
Fo dꝛo bone themſelues, then ſo vilanouſfly fall into the handes of 
the enemie. | | 

Bythis meane then was the towne of Leyden, in foure o2 ſiue 

yuarters beſieged, and the enemie had built round about it, ſixtie 

and two foztes, hen Lepden was nowe in this eſtate, the Ci⸗ 
tiʒens had fooꝛth with aduertiſed his Excellencie lying at Doz⸗ 
dꝛight ok the matter. Po wbeit, the Pꝛince hauing aduertiſement 
heereok, befoꝛe thep? letters came to his handes, ſate in councell 
with the deputies of the Eſtates of Hollande, which were there 
— ſo the 27. ol Map, wiote tothe Leydens as follo⸗ 
weth. |

ſides, ts take ſuch ozder fo2 the ſparing deliuerie of their bictu⸗ 
alles, as that they might ſerue them foz 3. monethes: exhotting 
them of himſelfe,that they would valiantly behaue themlel ues 
as hee fully and wholy truſted they woulde : and in the meane 
whyle, that his Excellencie, and the Eſtates woulde not foꝛget 
to ſeeke by all meanes poſſible, theyz ayde and deliuerance from 
the enemie. | 

And although p this could not ſo ſoonebe bꝛoughtto paſle as 
they wiſhed, yet not to be thereby dilcouraged, but rather cons 
ſtantly perſiſt in a ſhozc trouble and diſtreſſe, then peeld them⸗ 
fe lues to an euerlaſting thꝛaldome andmiſery . And to that 
ende hee would haue them conſult and take aduiſe together, dil⸗ 
creetely and wiſely weighing, if they could info needfull a caſe, 
to withſtand the time ok the ſatde chꝛee monethes, koꝛ feare of 
falling into the miſchiefe and milerie of che Yarlemtans, and 
ik ſo be they were able to withſtand the ſaid thꝛee monethes, that 
then they ſhould giue two nights enſuing at midnight, a ſigne 
— lire, to the ende the anſwere might not come tothe enemies 

ands. „ 

The day bekoꝛe that they receiued this anſwere, The Leys 
dens had alreadie made pꝛoclamation, that all the women, chyl⸗ 
dꝛen, and ſtrangers paſſengers ould get them out of the town. 
And Butter, Mylke, Fleſh,Bzead,# ſuch like neceſſary thinges 
were let at a reaſonable pꝛice. The Wꝛewers allo were foꝛ⸗ 
bidden to bꝛewe any beere aboue twenty and ſiue ſouls 5 barrel, 
which thing, alas, was euill obſerued, The 30, of May they 
anſwered the laid letters. much like as followeth: That as fox 
Colonell Cheſter and his ſouldiers, that the matter ſtood in anos 
ther ſtate, as they had witten to his Excellencie in their fonmer 


And 
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And as fo) their victuals, there ſhoulde bee no kault in them, but 
that they would ftretch chem out tothe bttermoſt, neither would 
they ſuffer any vnpꝛofitable perſon conſume them ik it were pol⸗ 
ſible fo2 them to doe it. Ho wbeit that they were not able to abide 
to tarrie ſo long: notwithſtanding, that they would waice to him 
hereok moze at large, c in the meane while repoſe all their cruſt 
and confidence fo} their deliuerance, in the aſſiſtance of God, his 
Excellencie, and their fellow bꝛethzen, & confederates. In thac 
they would not giue any tokens with fire, was becaule the ene⸗ 
mie ſhould not thereby any way ſuſpect their extreemeneceſſity, 
and ſo the rather moꝛe ſtrictly incloſe them, e thereby ſtop thoſe 
wayes which are now free and at libertie foꝛ their meſſengers to 
paſſe. And beſides, they ſent fo2 pouder, and wꝛote that they were 
reaſonably well determined to keepe the Towne, andcherefoze 
would put their Citizens in pap. | | 
They ſent alſo vnto his Excellencie, the copie of certaine 
letters which the enemie had wzitten vnto them, by which they 
vnderſtood that the enemie had ſmall hope of going fozward in 
foꝛcible maner. L aſt of all, they moſt humbly beſought his Ex⸗ 
cellencie to haue a fatherly care of them, as tbeir truſt was in 
him, and haſten their deliuerance, but vet not lo, as that the ouer 
halt therein might bꝛeake the necke thereok. 

The Pzince of Ozange being greatly troubled fo2 the town 
of Leyden, becauſe it was vufurniſhed of ſouldiers: and by rea⸗ 
ſon alſo that it was not, accoꝛding to his commandement, luflici⸗ 
ently purueyed fo} of coʒn, other warlike munitions, fearing 
likewiſe that his letters ofthe 27. were by the enemie intercep⸗ 
ted, wzote vnto them p 29.ancther to p ſame effect, with this ad- 
dition: That if they well conſidered ofthe ſtrength of their 


fot if they were ok one mind & conſent, it was impoſſible foꝛ the 
enemie to take them perfozce. 

Mozeouer, they were well to weigh and conſider, that ifſo bee 
they did not all that was poſſible foꝛ men to doe that they ſhould 
not only looſe theyꝛ Zowne of Leyden, but alſo all the whole 
Countrie beſizes, whiche ſhould bee to them and their ſucceſſors 


à moſt curſed and ſhamefull repꝛoch foz euer. . 
— And 
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An other letter 


Towne, although that the Eugliſhmen were not with them, yet ute — 


that they might very well keepe out the enemie fo2 3. monethes, Leyden. 
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And therefoꝛe that they were luſtily to hold out the enemy, 
and ſo be the cauſe of not onely pꝛeſeruing themſlelues, but of the 
whole countrie alſo, and get themlelues thereby, an euerlaſting 
famous name. Ann fo? the better effecting of this matter, ſpa⸗ 
rily to ſpend their victuals, after the example ofthe Harlemiang, 
and Ptddlebzoughians. 

Nowe followeth the anſ were to thele letters, written the 
firſt of June: Although their come would not ſtretch ſo farre as 
the time mentioned in thoſe letters, yet they hoped, luſtily to 
holde out the fozce of the enemie , during the time afozelaide, 
pea they were fully reſolued rather to abyde the extremitie offa- 


mine, chen to become their enemies flaues, In the meane 


whyle, they required that the Delktians, Noterodamians, and 


Goudians, might be fozbidden to ſuffer any victuals paſſe out of 


any of them by lande, becauſe the enemie ſhould therby be greats 


1y weakened. Pꝛoteſting againſt them, that ik they otherwiſe 
Did,þ.chep mote ſought their owne pꝛiuate gain, then p endoma⸗ 
ging ofthole, who went about none other thing, dut the turning 


away ofthe enemie from their gates. xc. 
And nowe let vs againe returne to Frauncis Baldez his exe 
ferpiſes. Do ſoone as Baldez had, in this maner without ante 


great oꝛdenance beſieged the towne of Lepden: Fo; hee righe 
well knewe the merueilous charge ok that, which was planted 


befoꝛe Harlem, and withall che ſmall effecc it wzought: he ther⸗ 
foze knowing that it woulde leſſe auaile againſt chis towne, whi⸗ 
che was ſo notably ſtrengthned with mightte ſtrong Rampares, 


bethought him, either by ſugred ſpeeches, cunning letters, oz 


ſeuere thꝛeates to ſubdue it: And foꝛ ſo much as hee had many 


kugitiue Yollanders wich him, whoe were at his becke and 


commandement,and at that time called in the Holſanders lane 


guage G/ppers,he entended to imploy them about theſe affaires, 


and it may bee þ it was their owne ſute and requeſt, ſeeing there 


were ſome ok them too too careleſſe foz che loſe and libertie of 
their countrie: andcherefoze thought by they? ſundꝛie letters, 
mitten kram diuers places to the Leydens.to dꝛaw them to the 


call, and ſo deceiue them: ſome of which laid letters ſhalbe here 


ſetdowne at large as they were witten, and the bjtefe contents 


onely of ocherſome. . 
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And firſte and fozmoſt , John Adzyanſon the wylde, and 
Ewout Arent, che ſonne of Gerard, ſente the twentie eygbt 
of Pape from Harlem, to the Magiſtrate, and whole body of 
the Towne, the Letters hereafcer following, ſigned with their 
hands, but not al wittten by thẽ, which made the matter greats 
Ip to be ſuſpected, that the letters were no parte of their in⸗ 
Kentton. + | 

My Mapfters, the great and ſingular affection and loue 
which we haue vnto our Countrie, accompanyed with an hozry⸗ 
ble terrour and heart bzeake, haue beene the cauſe to let vou vns 
derſtand, that wee fozeſeeing vou, my mayſters, to be in great 5 
hazarve to fall into extreame calamitie and miſerie, if you in cer

downe into our pooze and deſolate countrie ot Holland : ſome 
of which are already on the wap, and are dayly ſtill comming 
on, and chiefly to ſet vpon pou, my maiſters, and to turne vou 
cleane out ot vour dozes : ouer and beſides a great number ol 
Spanilh ſhipps.dayly appꝛoching, which are pzepared and furs 
niſhed fo2 the ſame effect. Wherefozemy mapſters, we har⸗ 
tely beſeech vou, to haue a very good and diſcrete: regard vn⸗ 
to this matter, and looke thꝛoughly vnto it, that pou be not

Foz pou, my maiſtets, knowe well enoughche meas 
ning and purpoſe of ſouldters, who onely are enclined to ſacke 
and ſpoyle,fo their particular pzofit : beſeeching pou likwiſe 
to haue regarde to your pooꝛe wiues and childzen, your miſera⸗ 
ble olde fathers and kinſfolkes, who are no wap able to helpe

litie:who hath anſwered vs : chat it you your lelues would bes 
come ſoꝛy and repentant, and ſo ſubmit you vnto his Maieſtie, 
that he knoweth ſuch a way fo? the ſauing both of pour bodyes 
and goodes, as you your ſelues cannot with a better, alwapes 
pꝛouided that this ſubmiſſion be made, befoꝛe ſuch time as port 
be moꝛe ſtraightly couped bp by his maieſties garriſons. 

And fo? this cauſe , my maiſters, hee hath inioyned vs, 
to aduertiſe vou, that the Loꝛdes ofthe Towne might deuiſe 
to ſet downe certaine pointes and Articles, with luch condict- 
ons as vou would craue pour pardon, extending the ſame no 
karther, then to you ſhould ſeeme moſt expedient, and to ſende 
the ſame ouer with all poſſible ſpeede vnto the ſayde Lozde de 
Liques, who will pꝛocure you a fauourable anſwere, and giue 
pou good direction to the great Commaundatoꝛ of CTaſtile, now 
Gouernour fo2his Maieſtte, ok all his Low Countries. - Foz, 
we know not better howe to cottnſell you, then to be directed 
by him, who likewiſe made the League at Pons in Papnault, 
which in euery condition was fully and wholly obſerued accoz⸗ 
ding to the pꝛomiſes, and which we alſo truſt, that pou wil moze 
firmely keepe. | 
Beſeeching the Low God, that it wouldpleaſe him lo to in⸗ 
ſpire you wich his holy ſpirit, as that at laſt you hauing by it a 
right iudgement, be not caryed away with an obſtinate and kro⸗ 
ward conſtancie, co refule that good occaſion which pzelently is 
offered you fo} pour ſo great aduauntage. | 
The 29. of May, Gerard of Hooghſtrate, wzote two Let⸗ 
Ocher letters ters from Leyerthozpe, the one to the Leydens, which was 
nite olbnſealed, and without ſuperſcription: And the other, of the ſame 
tanders to Lex · offect, to his colin Gerard Johnlõ. It is inſinued to 5 Burrough⸗ 
den. mayſterg, that by the ozdenaunc e ofthe Captaines which were 
ac 
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at Leperthozp, namely We Dꝛoſſat of Tedd, and Gerard of 
Sichem, aduertiled them of the ſingular grace and fauour, 
which ſhould be graunted to the Leydens, ik ſo be they woulde in 
any reaſonable oꝛder ſubmit them ſelues vnto his Maieſtie: and 
that they ſhould haue a gratious and commendable pardon. 

Wherefoze,ifthep were ſo minded, that they might ſend their 
deputies: and foꝛ the ſuertie of their perſons, they offer the ſayd 
Captayne and Dꝛollat to bee their Ditages 02 pledges, and to 
rome to the Towne, vntill ſuch time as they had conkerred with 
Frauncys Balder, Generall ofthe Campe, who then laye at

The ſayde Hooghſtrate voꝛote another Letter the ſame day, 


vnto his Coſin, aduertiſing him, chat he feared, that his firſte 
Letter, which he ſent by a mapde ſeruaunt, neuer came to his 
handes: ſeeing he hadreceyued a Letter, endoꝛſed: To May⸗ 


ſter Gerard ol Mooghſtrate: But noching was witten in it 


ſaue, Fiſtula dulce canit & c. without any ſubſcribing: which 
cauſed him to write another Letter, to put him in minde of the 
contents of the ſirſte, aduertiſing him, chat it would turneneither 
to a fable, noꝛ vet to any merrye ieſt, if the Lepdens contem⸗ 
ned his Maieſties pardonne, greatlye th2catning the Towneſs 
men beſides, with the great pꝛeparation and furniture nowe al- 
ready in hand, and yet ſtill in pꝛeparing and kurniſhing fo2 the 
chaſtiſing of obſtinate rebels, with many ſuch other like reaſons.

in Leyden is excepted in the ſayde pardon, becauſe they had a⸗ 


bout a month ſithence refuſed to take in the Pꝛinces men ol war, 

ſaue onely now about two daies paſt. 5 
And therfoze he aduiſed them co accept of his Maieſties 

grace, wbile it is time, to the ende they kell not thꝛough the foꝛce 


of che Camp, which was at hand, into extreame miſerte and cala⸗ 


mitie. And that Seigniour Baldez would make interceſſion 


fo: them by his Letters, vnto the great Commaundatoꝛ that 


they might euen wich the firſt commers haue their pardon: and 


therefozeif they minded to accept thereof, that they ſhoulde 
ſend cheir deputies to parle of the matter. Foz ſo ſoone as they 
had gotten their pardon, they ſhould then be charged but with a 
ſmall garriſon of Almaines:pꝛomiſing them all ayd e aſſiſtance 
fo2 the doing hereof. „ tit 
The lame dape alſo wꝛote John Gautier of TMybeſma, 


to the Leydens, vehemently viging the matter in the beginning 


ofhis Letters, and greatly commenving their fidelicie, in that 
chey had not receyued in, any of the Pꝛinces Garriſons, ſuppo⸗ 
ſing that the ſame would greatly auaile them, and was a ſingu⸗ 
lar ſeruice fo) his maieſtie. 33 ͤ Vw 5 
He alſo ſet befoꝛe them as the reſt did che general pardon, and 
chat it was not the kinges pleaſure , that there ſhould be any el⸗ 
fuſion of bloud within his Cities and Townes. Counſelling 
chem to keepe their Gates faſt locked, as well againſt his Mais⸗ 
[ties people, as alſo againſt the Pꝛintes, vntill ſuch time as they 
had obteined their requeſt, and gotten it ſigned with the kinges 
one hand, p2omiling them in the meane while co lpe quietlye 
and ſtill, without doing any hurt to their Towne, and that they 


would giue commaundement, that all their Cattell ſhould free⸗ 


Iy feede in their medowes, and paſtures . Offering them to 
come in perſon to Leyden, andhazarde wich them both theyꝛ 
bodyes and goodes: pꝛomiſing beſides, that foz ſeauen peares 
ſpace,no not whiles he lyued, they ſhould haue anp Garriſon in 
the Towne, foꝛ he knew what che expꝛeſle charge was, which he 
had krom his Maieſt ie.

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Deale not (ſaiech hee) with anye manne, and let none enter, 
vntyll ſuch tyme as J mp lelke haue talked with pou, and write 
vnto mee an auniweare heereof, and let euery ol vs be loyall and 
faithfull, 

My intent and purpoſe was, here to ſet downe the Hyſpanio⸗ 
lized Hollanders letters, thereby to ſhewe the conſtancy ofthe 
good Citizens, who notwithſfanding this ſweete and ſugred 
wꝛiting, and cruell thzeates, calling to minde the confederacpe 
which they had made with an othe, remaining firme and conſtãt, 
made theſe letters pꝛoſitable vnto them , Let theſe letters 
and Citizens therfoꝛe, be an example to all the reſt of the Cities 
and townes, which hereafter may be beſicged, that in this oz the 
like occaſion , they become ſtedfaſt end conſtaunt, and keepe 
their faith and pꝛomile with their fellow countrie men. 

After that the Papiſtes afozelaidhad been in councell at Zoee 
ter wood, and had there as in other places, infozced the payſancs 
to lade theyz boates and barkes wich carthen cloddes, ſeeing 
what ſmall effect their letters had wꝛought, but onely diſcouered 
thereby their owne intent and purpoſe, and encouraged the Ci⸗ 
tiʒens, they ſo ſtraitly hemmed in, and couped vp che Citie with 
their Trenches and Fonts, at Poele bzidge, and Harlem Mere 
bꝛidge, as that from thence foozth nothing could be carryed to the 
town, but in marueilous danger, which befoze might eaſily haue 

geen done, x in this maner the Goudeans attempted chis enter- 


pꝛiſethe 6. of June. 


Certaine Citizens who by the ſodaine beſteging of the 
Towne, wild they nild they, were ſhut out of Leyden, had laden 
by his excellencies lycence, and the aſſiſtance of the Gouernour 
and Burroughmaiſters of Goude 30. Barkes, with wheat and 
Rye. By reaſon that two Jayſaunts and a Marſhall had bꝛag⸗ 
ged that they would guyde them in aſecrete way thzough Cop⸗ 
piereka,whichthep had cut thꝛough, and after got into the barks 
to conduct them to Leyden, 

Nowe the Barques being well furniſhed with water men, 
and hauing alſo in euery of chem two ſouldiers, ſayled by nyght 
to the ſapd Coppiere ka, which they found to be very deepe cut, 
bowbeit the payſaunt which ſhould haue beene their Pylot was 
not there: wherefoze they ſapled on, and where they ſhould — 

taken 
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faken the left hande way, they tooke the right , ſayling till 
a wꝛonge courſe, vntill ſuch time as the day beg anne to bꝛeake: 
and they thought the Paylant had betraped them, who indeed, 
by reaſon of the greate payne that hee had taken, was fallen a 
ſleepe behinde in the way. Wherefoze they returned backe to 
Gaude, without executing ofthis enterpꝛiſe. = 
hen the Leydens heard of this enterpꝛiſe they tooke al the 


papnes that was poſſible to receiue them, foꝛ they attended the 


{aide Barques onthe Rhin, with certayne Freebutters, oz ra⸗ 
ther deſperate Aduenturers Boates , but all in vapne koz 
this matter , and pet their goyng out was not altogether in 
bapne, fo? they cooke by fozce neere vato Haynault badge two 
waſters, and ſpeedily diſpatched choſe that were within them. 
When chey had chus done, they vnladed theſe ſhippes of all the 
pꝛouiſion and furniture that was within bozde , as artillarp, 
munition, victualles, bꝛead, beare, ſilkes, c veluets, parchment 
lace ot gold, ſiluer, and ſilke,fifteene peeces ok oꝛdinances called 
Baſcs,thzee Barrelles of Cozne pouder, and a very great num⸗ 
ber ol bullets, and fraught their owne boates with them, After 
warde, they bouged one ol the enemies veſſels , and ſounke 
her, and ſet fire on the other, returning in the mozning with 
their pꝛiʒe to the Towne. The Spanpardes who encamped at 
Leyerthorpe, made their account to ſtay theſe boates with all the 
whole pꝛize within them, at the wood byidge : but the Citizens 
beyng in armour, looking foz the comming of their boates with 
the victualles afozeſayd, very couragiouſly ſalyed out of Hoog - 
weert gate, and gaue the Alarme to Leyerthorpe foꝛte, and 
kirmiſhed ſo luſtely wich their enemies, as that the boates and 
the p2ize paſſed by: and beſides, they afterwards fo2 the defence 
ofchecactell, which che enemy went about to carrye away, ſo 
ſkirmiſhed with them, as that they returned all together with 
the ſayd butyn, without loſſe ol any of the Towne cattell, hauing 
taken Pꝛiſoner amongelt choſe ſhippes, one Peter Quaegelate, 
an hozrible Traytoz to his countrey: whom they fooꝛthwith exe⸗ 
cuted, and quartered, and ſet vp his quarters vpon the citie gates: 
which thing the Leydens ſignified by their letters to his Excel · 
lency, dated the 7. of Anne The 
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The Citizens daylp ererciſed them ſelues moꝛe and more a i 
to the Sktirmiſhes,aſwell the youngeſt ſozte, as alſo the aungi- — — j 
ences: But amongelt che reſt, there was a pꝛoper young youth reaion of his | 
of the age of ſixteene yeares named Lyon, and in courage and valiancie, 1 
valure a Lyon in deede: Fo}, at the firſt ſiege of Lepden, hee 
behaued him ſelf not as a pounge pouth, but like a Lyon againſt 
the Enemie, and that to their coſt. 

This poung Lyon was after warde in a Skirmiſh : and lays 
ing him ſelfe downe vpon the graſſe, the Spantards tooke him, 
and hauing cut off his noſe and eares, they hoong him vp by the 
toes: But being a very hable and ſtrong man, hee layed handes 
on the haulter, and imped bp co the toppe of che Gallowes, wher 
the Enemy flew him with harquebuze ſhot. From this Lyon, c 
ſuch an other which was taken with him , the ſapde Baldez 
wꝛonge much matter, as touching the affayzes and ſtate ofthe 
Towne. 

Maiſter Thierry of Bzonchozſt his excellencits Subſticuce 
at Levden,and being now made Goucrncur thereof, The Ba? 
giſtrate and Mobilitie conſidering that the ſiege might laſt long, 
and thereby turne to a diſtreſſe of famine, during this Moncth 
of June, made all the neceſſarteſt oꝛdenaunce that poſſibly they 
could, alwell foz the long lauing of their victualles, as alſo fox 
the foꝛtiliyng ok their Rampars and Gates, the better and lone 
ger to keepe their Towne. 

And when an Inuentozie was taken ok all che Tone within 
the Towne,there was found to be 4125. Buſſhels. Ther were 
alſo then in the Towne 1 4000 perfons, Wherfoze there was 
appoynted to euery one foꝛ the firſt two monechs,halfe a pound 
of bꝛead, which oftentimes would ſcarſly ſuffice ſome tauellers 
to bꝛeakfaſt. Aud therfoꝛe the Gentle Reader map eaſily gheſſe ö 
vpon what kinde of victuals they fed moſt. There was allo an 18 
oꝛdenaunce ſet down fo2 pot hearbes, and no milke to be ſolde, [ 
wher eon butter michtbe made. | 

piles the Towne ok Leyden was in this ſozte beſieged, | 
and y the Townſinen were altogecher occupyed about making 1 
of pꝛouiſion of al things neceſſary fo) the defence thereof, the | | 
pincipall parte of the ſayde Commaundatcozs Armpe arryued 
iu 
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in the quarters of Bommel, Gozcum, and Louueſkein. Hows 


beit the Pꝛince # 5 Eſtates made no great reckoning thereof, 
Fo), at Bommell, which was well pꝛouided of all things ne⸗ 


ceſſarp, was Captaine Baufour Colonell of the Scottiſhmen, 


with ſeauen Enſignes of Scottes, who daylp ſalted out with 
ſome Citizens and Gentlemen Hollanders,co ſkirmiſhe braulp 
with the Enemie: And beſides the ſufficient Garryſon, chat 
was at Gacum, and Louueſtein, there was alwapes meanes to 
ſuccour and delpuer the Towne of Goꝛcum, as afterward well 
appeared by the cutting and pearſing ofthe dikes. 

The Spantard afcerward determined to goe againſt Moz⸗ 
cum, where lay in Garriſon fine companies ok the Pzince,to 
trouble and annoy the Spaniardes as much as was poſſible, 
chat came from Antwarpe, where, by conſtraint and fozce, they 
made the Citizens pay them foure hundꝛed thouſande Floꝛzing, 
beſides the common dammage which they there pꝛelentlye ſus 
ſteyned about their coſts and charges. 

This little village was ſhzewdlp beaten with Artillery: but 
becauſe the Pzince of Ozenge would not caſt away his men, as 


Moꝛtomme ta · hout che defence of ſo ruinous a place, and ſtanding onely vpon 
kenbythe Spa fiue familyes o; houſholdes,hetherfoze commaunded thẽ which 


niards · 


were in it, to foꝛſake it, and ſo they did: bowbeit, they could not 
ſo well, noz ſo ſpeedily enbarque them ſelues, but that they lefte 
aboue 150 perſons behind them. | 

When the Spanpardes the 8. of June beganne to buyld 
their fozte,and trench themſelues neere Lammen , which is a⸗ 
bout a quarter ofa myle from Leyden, ſtanding vpon a paſſage 
of waters which flowe ouer towards Delfe, zoeter wood, and 


Leperthoꝛpe, the Leydens hauing intelligence thereok, and con⸗ 


ſidering what miſchiefe and domage might enſue to them ther⸗ 
by, haled out the 8. of the ſaide Moneth ſixe ſmal Ueſſels to lette 
their foxtifping and entrenching. But when they were come 
neere to Lammen, the Enemie ſo luſtely charged them, as 
chat notwithſtanding their merueilous defence, they were ins 


 foxcedco recp2e and returne backe to the Towne: neither could 


they ſo ſpeedely doe it, but that they were fayne to leaue foure 

of che hyndermoſt veſſelles behynde them, by reaſon that the 

nole ok one of them lo touched vpon the ſhoze ofthe Rpuer, — 
as 1 | ; 
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that He was not able well co curne her ſelfe about, and therefoze 
they foꝛſooke them, and ſaued all her people in the reſt of the 
veſlels, except foure oz ſiue. The 9. of the ſaide moneth the Ley- 
dens hav giuen the Pꝛince to vnderſtande hereof, and wꝛoate: 
That it it ſo fell out, as that the enemy went about to trouble 
their coming with their boats ( which they hoped they would not) 
vet, that commandemẽt was giuen to them of Woerden, Ould- 
water, and the reſt, to be fill moleſting of Harlem Mere, c in the 
meane while, they fo2 their parts wold indeed, accoꝛding to their 
bounden duties, ſbew their great zeale, affection, and continuall 
trauell, towardes the beneſtting of the common weale of theyz 
countrey. 

And on the other ſide, the enemy llept not, but ſtill went on 
with all the cunning and flight meanes that pollibly coulde bee 
deuiſed, to ouercharge and winne them: ſo that ſome of the ys 
ſpanioliʒ ed afozeſaid, who lap in the campe ofthe enemp, thoughe 
that the firſt letters which were wꝛitten to the Leydens foz the 
ſtirring of them vp, to the wyning of them, were not ſufficiently, 
no! effectually inough penned: oz it map be, they thought that 
the time, by reaſon of the ſtraite ſiege , gaue ſome moe fit oc⸗ 
caſtons, whereby the enterpyiſe afozeſaide tooke none cfrecce , 
WUherefoze, becauſe they woulde doe their beſt, they wꝛote as 
gapne, the 17. of June to the Ley dens, without anpe ſſubſcrip⸗ 
tion, foꝛ that, it may beethey doubted they ſhould receiue the like 
anſwere, p was ſent to Hooghſtrate, the content whereol was 
this. | 

Fo? ſomuch as wee, and all others whatſoeuer, that conſis 
der of the Eſtate wherein the Towne of Leyden, and all che 
Inhabitauntes thereof, pꝛeſently ſtande, adding therewith all 
the deſolation and miſery which is like to light vpon you aboue 
all the reſt , if you doe not the ſooner accept ofthe grace that 
hach beene lo often tymes offered, and faithfully pꝛomiſed pou, 
it greatly lamenteth, and maruelloully amazeth vs, vppon what 
hope , and by what meanes pou poſſibly canne longer deteine 
and holde pour ſelues, and all pour fellowe Citizens, your 
wiues and childzen, in ſuche- miſerye and anguiche of mynde, 
as nowe pꝛeſently vou are in, beeyng on euerie fide enuiro⸗ 


ned and beſieged, and bereaued of all conference amongeſt ny 
| eui 
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euill pꝛouided of victuals, and in a great deale leſſe hope to re⸗ 
tceiue from abꝛoade any helpe to relieue you in the tyme of the 
ſiege, whiche in truch ſhal not bee rayſed, no, not & if it ſhould lie 
here theſe two yeeres ſpace, befoze ſuch time as you haue peel⸗ 
ded your ſelites,02 ſhalbee dꝛyuen by verie foxce (which GOD 
fo2bid) ſhoztly to bee bꝛought vnder the obedience of the king 
of Spapne pour naturall liege Lozde. Wherefoze we coulde 
not but of bery pitie and loue, albeit to our knowledge, wee 
haue neuer a kinſman within pour Towne , to exhozte pou 
all, very aduiſedly and conſiderately co determpne vppon pour 
affapzes , and weigh what a notable contentation of mynde it 
is, to haue ſuch occaſion to be offered, as to be abſolutelp recei⸗ 
ued into grace and fauour, which is not onlie offered pꝛeſent⸗ 
Iy to ſome, but generally to all, of what eſtate oz condition ſoe⸗ 
ter they be, which grace, ere it be long, ſo it may fall ouc, (as 
GO Dfozbidde it ſhould.) you ſhall neuer be able once come 
neere vnto. Fo2 if you would well and wiſely conſider of the 
whole matter : firſt, vou your ſe lues are in diſgrace with the 
Hꝛince of Ozange: and next the other rebellious Townes ok his 


Maieſties, ſeeing themſelues by pour meanes, bereaued of foure 


Enſignes of Engliſhmen, who beeing ſhut out of your Towne, 
rendered them ſelues vnto his Maieſties mercy and deuotion , 
ſo that you therefoze are no w litle to hope, fo the leaſt ſuccour 
and ayde that may be, from thoſe foꝛeſayd Townes. And al⸗ 
though they haue the will and mynde to helpe you , yet pou 
map eaſtly conſider of the ſmall wayes that they haue to doe it 
withall, ſeeing they had (as pou might if you woulde vnder- 
fand) great buſines to doe foz the men ot warre which now are 
m their ſeruice: As at Gorcum, which pꝛeſently is bt ſieged 
with a greater Armp then pou are beſieged withall, aud againſt 
his Maieſties puiſſaunt Army whiche commeth out of Spapne. 
Agatne, ouer and beſides the laſſe of Count Lodwyke his peo- 
ple, amongeſt which there was no man moze fozwarve , pee 
were they ſo luſtely curried neere NCimmeguen, as that in a 
thott time, they loſt ſeuenteene Enſignes of the bꝛaueſt Souls 
diers in their companie:to wit, the 6. Enſignes which were dil⸗ 
comfitedat Alphen, the afozeſaide foure, which yeelded them⸗ 
Lelues in your ſight, and the other ſeuen which the laſt Fridape 
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at Worchumfozte, were miſerablye cooled euen to the laſt 
man, 

Moꝛeouer ik vou ſhal conſider ofthe meanes which haue ſer⸗ 
ued pour turnes to this preſenc,fo2 the maintenãce of che warre, 
asChalices,J9ires, and capitall Jmpoſitions , which doe nowe 
greatly faile vou, ſo that you nowhaue not any moe ſuch, oꝛ the 
like things to helpe pour ſelues with: and againe, the daylie 
contributions, are fo the moze part taken from pou, by reaſon 
that the whole Countrey is taken vp. 

Duer amd belides, the great power and fotce of his Bates 
ſtie our moſt gracious Lozd and naturall Pzince, who would 


and Inheritaunce. That ſteppe oz meane canne vou anye 
waphaue, to perſeuere in pour great errours and anguiſhes, 
wherein pau are ſo wꝛapped and ſwadled, with che great danger 
of the miſchiefe whiche is like to fall on pour heades . And 
tberekoꝛe, were it not better fo2 you, to confoꝛme and frame pour 
ſelues vnco his Maieſties will and pleaſure , and in time 
and ſeaſon, accepte this his grace, whiche as pet is gene⸗ 
rally offered vnto you all: Nowe if anye of you woulde ſaye, 
that there woulde bee no pꝛomiſe kepte: The ſame is but a 
friuolous, and ſiniſter Imagination of ſome of you , who 
x theſe croubles caune helpe pour lelues, by other mennes lol⸗ 
es, 

Fo? what greater aſſuraunce mote is it poſſible fo2 pou 
ko haue, then ſuche an aſſuraunce, as we haue vnderſtoode from 
the mouth of Monſieur de Licques , hee hath ſo aſſuredlye 
offered you : who beeyng a Gentleman ofthe belt and aun⸗ 
cienteſthouſes oftheſe lowe Countrepes , and of great poſs 
ſeſſions , woulde not pꝛomiſe pou , as you maye verie well 
thinke, anye thing whereofhee were not well aſſured, firmelie 
to bee able to perfourme vnto you , leeing his credite is as 
great in Court as anie mans: As pou may very well vnder⸗ 
ſtand by the Engliſh Souldiers, who peelded them ſelues vnto 
him befoze pour Towne: All which at _ — 
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The king of

TUherekoze, if su meane to imploye him about this buſts 
nelle, it ſtandech you in hand, without delay, to aduertiſe vs here⸗ 
of;and when we vnderſtand pour mindes herein, we allure vou, 


| fn he Hiſpano; lend you ſhoztly the ſaide Ponſicur de Licques letters, with 


all good aſſuraunce and offer: and therefoꝛe looke you not fox 


the copie ofthe pardon, pꝛoclaymed at Bzuxelles the 6, of this 


moneth,foz euery of pou in particular, ſhall out of all doubte 
obtaine better conditions, howe haynous ſo euer the offence 
bee, if you will not ſtande to the afoꝛeſapd pardon, alchough 
indeede it bee verie large. And therefozeeſchue pou the greate 
plague, and diſtreſſe that is neere vou : and ik pou haue not 
compaſſion of your ſelues, pet at leaſt, haue pittie of pour fel- 
lowe Citizens which are many in number. Suffer not pour 
ſelues to be abuſed by fables and trifling toyes, neither be you 
carryed away with a TWlanhope,as it is very apparaunt thatyou 
are, and heartened and comfozted thereto by ſome . Yo es we 
vnderſtand there are certayne whiche daylie crie out on pou at 
pour gates & ſap: Where is pour king: Meaning thereby the 
French king, who died about UWhhitſontide laſt: from whom por 
ſhal haue but mal & weake aide, ſeeing that in Frace,p troubles 
are now greater thẽ in the low countries. Mowbeit ik the french 
were comming to helpe pou, alſure your lelues that they ſhould 
finde ſome in the way that would talke with them, as they did, 
who came with Count Lodwike, c Duke Chriftopher,the ſonne 
of the Count Palatine, who thꝛough the helpe of GOD, were 
as well cooled as the Almaynes. Foz our king hath already as 
boue 250. enſignes of Souldiers, beſides his hozſemen: where 
can you find ſo great an armie to encoũter it;Wherfoze, ſee that 
pou conſider & deeply weigh of the matter, and ſend bs hercup⸗ 
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thus much vnto vou. And ſo foz the pꝛeſent, commit pou to God. 
beſeeching him ſo to molliſte pour hearts, & enlighten you with 


his grace, as that it may be fo2 the pꝛeſeruation of you all, From 


bis Maieſties campe befoze Leyden the 17. of June 1574, And 
ſubſcribed as followeth. 


By three credible and honeſtmenne, whoſe 
names you may not yet 
knowe. 


1 ſayd Matenes of Wybeſma, wote alſo from the pozt 
of Poele the 22. of June 1574. to the Leydens: greatly com⸗ 
mending the pardon which was pꝛoclaymed the ſixte of June 
at Bruxelles: whom they ag pet liked, but not alwayes. Fog, 
be made no litle to doe ofche foꝛce, trenches, and foztes of his 
campe: and he ſo ſet downe all his foꝛtes, wich the names of a 
dozen ofthem, as that he thought it impoſſible foꝛthe towne to be 
victualed, He likewiſe offered free paſſage to the moſt Trap⸗ 
cerousrebelsco his Mateſty, that would come out. And beſides, 
he further offered, chat if they feared to be deceiued, as the Duke 
of Alua deceiued them , to put him ſelfe, and others into the 
Towne foꝛ Oſtages, and there remayne, vntil ſuch time as they 
which went out, were not onely embar qued at Catwye, but alſo 
vntill (ſome ofthem beeyng ſafely arryued) had wzitten newes 
thereok, and thereuppon might dzawe che Articles ok agree⸗ 
When the Pꝛince vnderſtood the content of cheſe letters, he 
wꝛote che 28, of this moneth, from Roterodam to Leyden, and 
ainonglk other things, greatly thankevthem fo2their conſtancy, 
admoniſhing th? not to feare thoſe men, who ſhamed to ſubſcribe 
their names:4 beſides, confuted che tangling toyes ofthe firſt let⸗ 
ter: & told them. that the nemy had maliciouſly concealed v loſſe 
of their ſhippes, but eſpecially, the loſſe ofthe 2000. Souldiers 
in Noꝛth Holland. 
Monſieur de Licques and his fautoꝛs, from whom it was 
thought the firſt letters came, oꝛ it may bee, that Baldez and his 


friends ſeeing that theſe letters, and the letters from Wibeſma, 


cooke as little effect as the firſt , ſought by all meanes yolſible 
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to ouercharge the Citizens, and recompenre their vertue and 
conſtancie, with as wicked dealing as was poſſible foꝛ men co 
doe. TUherekfoze, they conlider ing in what great ſteede their 
Garden herbes ſtoode them, becauſe they had plentifully ſowen 
ol them in the month of Map, which was their chiefe food and re⸗ 
liefe, built a koꝛt, betweene the 17.4 18. of July, neere ta Rhin» 
brough gate at the very entrance oꝛ mouth ofthe riuer to barre 
the Citiʒ ens, from comming out ok the gate, to goe to their Ric⸗ 
chin gardens. 

Neucrtheleſſe,the afozeſaide M. Thierry de Bronchorſt, who 
during the ſiege, had valiantly behaued himlelfe vnto the death, 
had by the aduiſe of the magiſtrate, oꝛdeined a certayne rewar de, 
foʒ whatſoeuer Citizen, ſhoulde firit ſec foote into the ſayd fore, 
Wherefoze , a great number of them ſalted out at che gate at 
once, and ſo luſtely charged the enemy, as that they were enfoz⸗ 
ced with great loſſe, and ſhame inough, to fozlake che place, the 
18. of July. 
hen the great commandatoꝛz & his adherents ſaw, ö a great 
number oftheir enterpꝛiles tooke no effect, 4 that the Townes 
in Holland and zelande and els where , were ſo well pꝛouided 
fo2,as that chey could doe little oz nothing that Sũmer, they put 
their whole confidence in the great armie at ſea, which came out 
of Spapne, che fame whereof moze and moe fo ſpꝛead abꝛoad, as 
that it might indeede haue ſo fallen out, had not the Lozde God 
by his ſecret iudgements as wel by the peſtilence, as other wiſe, 
pꝛouided well foꝛ che matter. 

But to the end ſomediligence in the perfoꝛming hereok might 
appeare, as wel at Rome by the Pope & his Cardinals, as allo in 
Spayne by the fathers of che holy Jnquiſition, by their actes & 
pꝛoweſſes, and that the afozeſapde holy fathers might ſee, wher⸗ 
uppon theyꝛ money was beſtowed, Chiapin Vitelli, about this 
time, had with fifceene Enſignes of Swyſſes, and other enſignes 
of Spantardes, beſides twelue peeces of great ozdinauuce, beſie⸗ 
ged Lerdam, a little Towne belonging to tbe Count of Bure: 
which was continually battered from 2. of the clocke in the 
mozning, vncill one of the clocke in the alter noone, eſpecially 
the Caſtle Flanker, whiche was vtterly beaten to the grounde. 
And about nooue they came to a parle, wherein they demaun⸗ 


den 
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ded the Towne, bodies and coodes ts And that the 2+ 
companies of the Pꝛinces people which lape there in Garny⸗ 
ſon, ſhoulde depart chence with their armonr and weapon, whi⸗ 
= — 2 end was agreed bpon, and perfozmed in the beginning 
of July. 

The ro. of July, the Leydens coyned certaine peeces ot ſiluer 
of 28. & 14. ſouls a peece. And on p one ſide was taped, as it is 
p2inced in p paper coyne, which was coyned at the firſt coyning. 
Hec libertatis ergo, ſ᷑ on the other ſide, Godt behoedt Leyden, 
Nimus obſeſſs vrbis Lugdunenſis, ſub gubernatione Illuſtris mi 
Principis Auriaci cuſus. And vpon the little penny: Lugdunum 
Batauorum, 

The 29,0fthe ſaid moneth Pꝛoclamatiã was made, p no beare 
ſhould be made aboue 24. ſouls che barrell. Jn this meane while 
was Leydea very ſtraightiy beſieged, but eſpecially about Haye 
gate, where one captaine Carion a ſpaniard, had entrẽched him 
ſelfe at y Wladdinghe,#made many loope holes to ſhoot though 
in che vikes, e his firſt trẽch ran alongeſt hard to Boſhuyſẽ: whi⸗ 
che greatly anoied the towne, TUherefoze the Citizens, becaule 
they had no ſouldiers, concluded to ſalie out in this manner. 
Firſt, Gerard Lane, went out in a Gally well purueied of ar⸗ 
tillary, and the greater part ofhis Citizens, were Puſketters. 
Maiſter John Duuen word, captaine of y Aduenturers oꝛ Frees 
butters, iſſued out by the Fleet, the one halle ok his people being 
appoynted with long ſtaues, called Spzittes, and che other 
halfe, hot. And Adrian Scot went out at the Rinbrough gate. 
The two Companies of Maiſter Iohn Does Lozde of Noꝛzth⸗ 
wike , with Bartholomew Yautes, tooke in hand to ſet vppon 
the Foꝛt and trench, at Boſhouſe bzidge, At che place called 
the Sand, wereplaced a good manie of yoners. Now when 
all thinges were thus pꝛepared and ſet in ozver, anda rewarde 
ſet downe foꝛ the firſt that entred fozt, æ foꝛ euery Spaniards 
head, ſo ſoone as the fire was lighted, they all at once with a 
great noyle and crie on every ſide,ſet vpon the Foxe, eſpecially 
the Companies of the Lowe of Nozthwike and of Bartholo⸗ 
mew hauies. The 60.Spantards which were in thefozc, vali⸗ 
auntly vefended chem ſeues with their muſkettes,but y townes 
men were gotten ſo neere the Fozt, as * they puſhed at " 
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ntardes fozr, 


in the fort, with their koꝛekayd long ſtaues, & ſo ſoone as they had 


The Cittzeus diſcharged theyꝛ Yarquebuzes,they fel vpõ ß enunie. In p meane 


— 52 — while, the citizens appꝛoched with their fire wozks: to wit, with 

* vialsof glaſſe full of gunpouder & bzimſtone, hauing lighted 
matches hanging without them: and caſt thoſe vials into 5 foꝛt of 
the enemy: wherupon the Spaniardes were enfozced to foxſake 
their trench oz fot where the citizens entred, e there flew their 
enemies, who in p deſtroying okthe kozt, were rofted there aliue, 
and buried by the Citizens, without hauing mercy vppon anye, 
although they very lamentably cryed vpon them: Aliſericordia, 
Miſericordia. And the-Pioners afozeſayd, were ſo buſie againſt 
the enemp, ata trench neere Poeley bzidge, as that they came 
not time enough to lay flat che foꝛte, and there foze the Citizens 
themſelues did it. 

During theſe exploites, by reaſon of the ſigne of the fire as 
fozcſayde,Alarme was ſounded chzough all Baldezhis Campe: 
inſomuch that they of Lammen,came co helpe che of Cd adding: 
& (o did likewile the hozxſemen of Leyerthorpe, Forſcote,# Waſ⸗ 
ſenar: who with a few of thoſe which ſcaped, gaue thꝛee aſſaults 
vpon the loſt foxce, but they were with ſhame and loſſe inough, 
luſtely repulſed, Now becauſe the Citizens meant not to keepe 
the ſaide foꝛt, but raʒze it, if it were pollible, and to ſhewe, that al, 
though there were no ſouldters in the Towne, yet that neceſlity 
Edaylie experience made a ſouldier, being alſo ot neceſſity dꝛiuen 
to retyze, by reaſon ofthe foꝛce of the enemy which came vppon 
them, they, after this bꝛaue kyꝛmiſh oft wo houres,rety2cd them 
ſelues towards the towne. Thus the 29, of July they made 
ready hande, ſpeedy diſpatch ol an hundzed Spaniards & Ita⸗ 
lians, oꝛ neere thereabout, 

TheLeydis'are ' It were auer long to wiite of the continuall ſkyzmiſhing 
ouer fozwardin that was there, both on che 14.4 15. of July, by reaſs of the mul⸗ 
kirmiſhing. titude ok the kine that went thereabout, beyng very neere to the 
number of 7oo. Foꝛ the Citizens were growen now ſo warre⸗ 
like, and fozward in ſkirmiſhing;as that the Magiſtrate was ins 
foꝛced to call them from it with the ſound ofa bell. And here is to 
be vnderſtood, that none of Baldez campe euer tooks the balue 
ok one Cowe, but that it coſt the liues ofſome of his ſouldiers, e⸗ 


ſpecially befoze þ treuch without h wood gate, becauſe they wes 
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puer planchers, where they were cut off from the way: ſo p the d. 
of Auguſt, there were in p place 8. ſpaniards ſlaine, & 3. taken 
pꝛiſoners: & there was not taken from them during the whole 
ſiege, but 1. cow, c 3. young calues. Andit was a maruellous 
thing to ſee, how this kynd of cattel had che wyt to ſaue them⸗ 
ſelues vnder che Town? in the time of nececlitie, foʒ by vſe, they 
had learned to know the ſhooting, both of the Harquebouze, and 
alſo ofthe great oꝛdinaunce. 

During thele Exploites , Baldez people which lay at Haye 


to obteine bv reaſon ofcercaine intelligence c conference p they 
had with ſome of ÿ town: but they were thercin deceiued, becauſe 
þ theſe inhabitants faichfully dealt in ö matter, in aduertiſing v 
magiſtrate therof, So a bãket of gũpouder was pꝛepared foꝛ p 
ſpantard:fo2 if they had once entred the gate, they had euer after 
becne excuſedfo2 the eating of victualles. But as the keies of the 
gate, were not ſo ready at hand as they ought to haue byn, x be⸗ 
ſides, the dꝛaw bꝛidge was ſo long, befoze it could be let downe, 
which might be, by realõ of the feare p tooke ſome of them who 
had commiſſion to do it, as þ the ſpaniards wẽt backe, being ters 
rilied by the great oꝛdinance of the Towne, but it came too late, 
fo there was no hurt at al done. | 
Meuertheleſſe, notwithſtanding al theſe encerpyiſcs & atcTpcs, 
and beſides the great diſtreſſe ofthe Leydens, vet was it not long 


befoꝛe, but that there began a treatye of peace: and fo the ſame 


intent and purpoſe, were firſt ſent to Veright (although under 
another colour) Maiſter Iohn Matenes, Loꝛde of the riuer, and 
the Aduocate 02 Counſeller at the lawe, Trelon : And after 
that, Maiſter Philip of Marniſſe, Seignioꝛ de Saint Aldegond, 
who came out ot᷑ pꝛilon, by the conſent of Maiſter Champigni ,

3.mdths, 
to wit, to liue pᷣ̊ firſt 2. month with bꝛead, E the third in miſery c 
pouerty. And that 5 greater ſoꝛt of d cõmõ people dꝛõk water. by 
reaſon that v grains was baked into bzcad, And beſides that they 
greatly marueiled that they neuer receined Letters — the 
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eftates their conkederates, and therfoze ſuppoſed , that they had 
cleane foꝛgotten them, ſeeing they knew. how greatly their lets 
ters would increaſe the weake courages of their citizens, beſee⸗ 
ching God in the end of theſe letters, to giue them an inuincible 
patience, and to his excellencv, wiſedome, and courage, fo; their 
apde and deliuerance. 

But befoꝛe thele letters were diſpatched, the Leydens had recei⸗ 
ued letters from his ex cellencp, by which he aduertiſed the of all 
that heretofoze hach bin ſaid, and how hie the water was already 
riſen, wherat they greatly reioyſing. highly thanked his Excel⸗ 
lency:ſigniſiyng to him further, which of them in their opinids 
was firſt to be cut & let out, ſending theſe two letters the 22, of 
this moneth. Now, the cutting of theſe dykes ſeemed not only 


ſtrãge to ſome, but the deuile alſo was ſcomed,# not only by the Diners ſpeeches 
Pꝛinces enemies, who in diuerſe places, diuerſly in a mocke⸗ vſed vpon the 
rie, cryed out of it befoze the Towne 2 But alſo ſome ot the 3 


chiefe ot thoſe which had agreed therto, becauſe they thought it 
an impoſſible thing to bzing to paſſe: beſides, ſome of the Lei- 
dens thought that the water would be cloſe pent vp againſt the 
dykes, oz at leaſt be fozcibly kept backe. And ſome, who vntill 
then had diſſimuled the matter, ſaide in a mockery: now on afoze 
my Gueſes, get ou vp into p top of y tower, ⁊ with your lookes 
goe befoze the water ofthe Maze, with many other repzochfull 
wozds not worthy here to be ſet down: inſomuch that many cows 
ardly males, became not only faint hearted,but alſo by little bes 
gan to bꝛeede diſſention. 
The Magiſtrate, and the reſt that were in authozity, ſeeking to 
pꝛeuent this inconuenience, they therefoze, to the end to encreaſe 
the courage ok their citizens, & eſpecially wich all poſſible dili⸗ 
rence to furder their aide and deliuerãce, ſent the 27. of Auguſt, 
3. ok their citizens with 2 letters: The one wꝛitten to his Excel⸗ 
lencie, and the other to the ſtates of Holland their confeverates. 
The contents ot which concerned chiefly the eſtates, whom they, 
but in very deed cauſeles, charged with negligence, koꝛſomuchas 
they had not, befoze the ſiege wꝛitten vnto them one wozd, & that 
they lap as ſtill as it there had bin no confederacy between the, 
with many other thinges moe. Further declaring, chat they had 
molt miſerably ahidden diſtreſiev,the whole tyme by — Ex⸗

make an Jnuens 
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cellencie pꝛeſixed: and that they ſawe as pet none other 
thinge but vaine hope: And therefoze pꝛoteſted befoze the 
moſte mightie GD D, and the whole wozlde, that they hadde 
done their dueties, and no faulte to bee kounde on their be⸗ 
balfe, but in the Eſtates: who might ſee, when conuenyente 
tune ſhoulde ſerue, that they were able to excuſe them ſelues 
thereof 3 Andcherefoze required, that in caſe they were no 
waye able to helpe them , oz that there was no hope in the 
meanes alreardpe begunne, to ſende them flatte woozde there 
of, that they might bee dilcharges of their othe and conkedera⸗ 
cie. 

The Pꝛince of Orange at that time was viſited with a mar⸗ 
uellous daungerous diſeaſe: which was not the leaſt chꝛeate of 
the Loꝛd vnto his people, who were very heauy and (ozxrowfull 
fo: the ſame, and ther ekoꝛe he could by no meanes aunſweare 
chele letters. In the meane while, the Leydens put in exe⸗ 
cution the oꝛdinaunce which foztie of them had agreed vppon , 
and made an Inuentozie of all the Kyne , Beefes, Sheepe , 


Calues and hogges, and all the ſtreetes x houſes were bylled, 


wherein were any. There were alſo deputed Cornelius Nicho- 
las of Aix, and Iohn Lucas of Waſſena Commilſaries , as well 
fo2 this matter, as alſo fo2 all other kinde of fleſhe, Larde, and 


whacſoeuer els,who, accozding to reaſon and £quitte were to 


looke to this geare, to the ende that no man ſolong as it was 


rozyof all the poſſible to helpe it, ſhoulde periſhe thzough famine, And if 


| £attel and victu⸗ f 
Als ther haue, any man was founde to conceale any cattell oz victualles, the 


ſame to bee taken from him, and him ſelfe to bee puniſhed, 
All kinde of Cattell was taxed, and the magiſtrate gaue to the 
Owner, accoꝛding to the value ofthe taxing. And from thence 
foozth a Lat was caſt from foure daves to foure dayes, to kill 
as much cattell, as neceſſarilie might ſerue foʒ thoſe afozeſaide 
dayes, to witte to euerp Powle, halfe a pounde of fleſhe the 
day. 
Mhiles the Leydens were in this eſtate, the water had by 
little and little ouerflowed al the whole Countrey ouer, and all 
pꝛeparation poſſible, was made foꝛ the helpe and deliuerie ol 
the Towne: and at Noterodam, arriued the Admirals of Flu- 


ching and Sierickſea: to wit, Lewis of Boy ſot Lozd of Ruart, & 
| Adrian 
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Adrian Williams: with ſeuen Shippes called Cromſteuens, 
well appointed both with men and great Oꝛdinaunce, and 800, 
mariners. And belides, they bzoughe with them certaine o⸗ 
ther ſhippes, which carried leſſe Artillary, to ble in the flat bots 
coined boates, to wit, aboue an hundꝛed of bꝛaſſe & pꝛon caſt pee⸗ 
tes, and a great number of double and ſingle baſes, other ſmall 
peeces, which immedially were at Roterodam, with about 200. The oꝛder ofthe 
flac botcomed veſſels wel appointed x oꝛdered atter this manner, pꝛeparation and 
Euery vellel had in her nole . peece-æ ſome 2. peeces ofbyaſſe, furniture of the 
and 6, baſes on a ſive.They had alſo within bourd, halfe pikeg els olwarre. 
& maltes,and ſome of them had 10. twelue, fourteene, ſixteene, - 
eighteene Ozes a peece. | 
The arriuall oftheſe Zelanders, greatly feared the enemte, 
fo: they are a very valiãt people by water, as their notable deeds 
ot armes ſufficiently teſtiſie. And although many of them are 
very lauage, pet behaued they themlelues good Captaines moſt 
vertuoully, and ſhewed theyꝛ great valiancy by reaſon they had 
impꝛinted in their mindes 2. thinges , towit, the libertie of their 
. Countrie,# tiranny of the Spantards, and Jnquiſitts.WWheres 
foze ſome of them bare about them in a ſtluer creſcenc theſe 
woes, Rather the Turke then a Papiſt: Foz they thought the 
tyzannie of the Pope & the Spaniardes to be farre greater then 
the Turkes, who ſuffered the people, paying their tribute, to 
{ine with the libertie of conſcience, and would as well oz a great 
deale better, keepe his pzomiſes then the Pope. They were 
beſides, ſo much the mote afeard, becauſe they receiued no mã to 
mercy, how honourable oz noble ſoeuer he was: inſomuch þ they 
durſt in expꝛeſſe woꝛds ſay, that if they found aboꝛde, either the 
great commander, pope, Emperoꝛ, oꝛ the king himkelfe, cõming 
againſt thZ as enemies, to cirannize them, & to take from them 
their liues, and libertie of their countrey,o2 bꝛing them vnder 
popes ſubiection, they wold no moꝛe ſpare the, then they wold þ 
haſeſt Spaniard. J ſpeake not this by the Captaines, but by the 
lauageſt and molt obſtinate, the moe liuely to paint them out in 
their colours, to the end that euery man which ſeeth them mighe 
iudge, what manner of people they were. . The medow 
ben al che medowes about Roterodam and Gaude, were in 5 about Roter. 
end ak auguſt, couer ed ouer with water, lo that a flat bottommed dame, are made || 
ä . 2 veſſel nautgable. | | þ 
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beſlel laden wich hay might.paſſe on it, and arriue at Roferovane 
befoꝛe Iſſelmond gate: and ithat notwichſtanding the water 
ſtaied againſt the fozelaide bankes oz dykes, ſo that it could haue 
no courſe towardes Leyden: the Aduenturers of Gaude, and 
cercayne Pioners with them, went out at the appointment of 
their Gouernoz, M. Wyngard, and of M Gerard Wyngard, one 
of his Excellencies Counlel there aſſigned, and cut downe the 
3. ok September, Hildam banke oz dike , Howbeic ,it auap⸗ 
led them ſmally, becauſe the Spaniards had ſfoppedvp the day 
following, with hay and wood, the ſelfe ſame ſeuen gates that 
they had made. | 

Now Baldez and his adherents, who lay befoze Leydẽ, did nos 
thing els all this while, but warre vpon them with che penne , 
ſeeking a freſhe to conquere the Leydens with pleaſaunt and 
chꝛeatning letters, but eſpecially by Matenes of Wibeſma 
his letter, wꝛitten the 3,of September, krom his fozte at Poele, 
and by two letters wꝛitten in ſpaniſh, and ſubſcribed by Baldez 
bimlelfe. a 

The ſumme of Wibiſma his letter afoꝛeſapd was this: That 
about two monethes paſled, he had wꝛitten them letters, which 
concerned boch their pꝛolit and welfare, and pet receiued no ans 
ſweare from them. But becauſe that he & bis adherents were ad⸗ 
uertiled p tbey had no moꝛe cozne left in the towne, that v peo⸗ 
ple liued & fed vpon rootes, graines, & other kind of ſuche like 
ſoole, which cauſed great moꝛtality amongſt them: x wold moze 
E more cauſe it, it they looked not better to it: & beſides, Þ theyꝛ 
ſtate & condition would ſtil grow from ill co wozle, conſidering 
it was impoſſible fo2 them to be holpen: & that the water whiche 
came in vpon them, did themmoze hurt then good, koꝛſomuch as 
chat the countrey vpon the Rhyn, was higher then the countrey 
of Scye, oꝛ Delft, ſo that it could not poſſibly be bꝛought to paſſe 
to make the water ouerflow it. | | 
And beſides, p the pꝛinces ſuccours which were betweene 30. K 
40.enſignes,could byno meants help, becauſe the paſſages were 
ſo guarded, as that it was impoſſible foꝛ thZ to come to Leyden, 
Surthermoꝛe, that there arriued at Leyerthorpe 600. olde trays 
ned Souldiers all ſhoe , ſo that there were in that place thꝛee 
chouland olde Spaniſh ſouldiers, beſides 27, — — 
aine 
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Almaines, and 18.enſignes of Malonneg, and all the hozeſeme, 

& as many els as coulde be gotten to ſend thither. And pet not⸗ 
withſtanding all this that hath beene ſaide, his Maieſty was cone 
tented graciouſly to receiue the Towne without exception: and 
ſuffer them to enioy their auncient pꝛiuiledges, & neuer charge 
them with any Garnilon. And that if there were any within the 
Towne who miſtruſted che matter, that late conduct ſhold be gi⸗ 
uen them, to goe whither ſoeuer they thought beſt themlelues. 
And that if anie of them woulde haue » Articles ſubſcribed by p 
great Commaundoꝛ, that he himſelfe woulde bung them vuto 
them, And further, that if they woulde come toa parle with 
him, that they houlde obtayne moꝛe, then they were ware of, 
Peereupon, there were many which offered to make their peace 
and attonement. | 

Moꝛeouer, that they ſhould not giue too too much credite, noꝛ 
truſt impoſſible things, to the end they pzocured not the deſtruc⸗ 
tion both of them ſelues, and allo ok their wines and childzen. 

— 2 hee deſiredto bee anſwerev vnto that which hath been 
Laͤld. 

Braldez his firſt letter witten the fourth of September from 
Leyerthozp, began with a very louing ſpaniſh lalutation, in mas 
ner and foꝛme as falloweth: e obſtinate Leydens both againſt 
God, x your king and Loꝛd: containing ſummarily, theſe points 
E articles and manie other things mo: That the grace which the 
king offered by him, to thoſe which were obſtinat and rebellious 
both againſt God and their king, was yet readie foz them, lo as 
they would conuerte & confeſſe their faulte. Me pꝛomiſeth pars 
don to al,aſwel to the Deputy Bꝛonchoꝛſt, the Loꝛde of Nozths 
wike, & Peter Adzcanſs,as to al the reſt. He giucth then time to 
anſwer, & leyſure ta ſend their deputies with pꝛocuration, vntilß 
müday enluing, ſending th? to p end, a paſpozt wꝛitten in ſpaniſh, 

The ſeconde Letter wꝛitten in Spaniſhe, dated the ſixte 
of September beeganne thus: My Lozds the Burroughmats 
ſters, I haue receiued pour Letters,#c, And required as aboue 
ſayde, the Deputies with pꝛocuration, to treat with them. Thele

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that time was layd to be captayne generall of Holland, Zealany, 
Frizeland, and Utright:ſent the 6. of September by his trum 
pet, letters to the Leydens wiitten from Vtright, as it were to 
the ſame effect: offering to come himlelfe to Leyden, to let foꝛ⸗ 
ward the matter with all equitie, to the end the pmight be pꝛeſer⸗ 
ted from the imminent danger and hozrour: Pꝛoteſting befoze 


God and the woꝛlde, that tbey might impute the whole faulce of 


their vtter deſtruction, to their wicked and obſtinate opynton. 
Therefoꝛe he had ſent them theſe letters to2 a latter farewell, 
and not to looke fo any further matter from him, wiſhing them 
in the end a true vnderſtanding and good will, ta accept of their 
welkare. 

The laid Trumpet had another letter ofthe ſame date, wzittẽ 
from Atright by ten fugitiue Citizens of Leyden: which cons 
teyned, that they had wich great pꝛayer and intreatie obteyned 
the ſame letters from the Count de la Roche, That the Ley: 
densas yet pꝛeſently might bee receiued to grace, if it pleaſed 
them: but ik ſo bee they refuſed it, that they pꝛoteſted to aduertiſe 
they} countrie of the great and hozrible dangers which myghte 
light vpon their heads, al well in bodie as goods, Laftly,wiſhing 
them to vnderſtande, that they might bee bꝛought from a milera⸗ 
ble eſtate vnto libertie. Theſe pꝛeſent letters were ſubſcribed, by 
Coꝛznelius de la Hoogh, the ſonne of Micholas, Gerard Roelofs, 


Nicholas Dom, the ſonne of John Buytẽ wech, Bartholomew 


Alewyins, Geerbzand Mees, John Adzianſon de Wylde,Rene, 
the ſonne of James, and J. Thierry. The Lepdens the ſixt ofthe 
ſayd moneth anſwered theſe letters: That they had ſwozn to the 
pꝛince of Ozeng, as liuetenant # Caytaine general foꝛ his maie⸗ 


ſtie in Holland, c like wiſe to the Eſtates of the laid countreye, 


— — — 


And vncill ſuch time as they were diſcarged ok that oach, they 


hoped to keepe it. 


And ſecondly, they demaunded pallepoꝛt, befoꝛe they came to 
a parle, to the end they might ſend ſome oftheir Citizens to his 
Excellency and the Eſtates, pꝛomiſing that they ſhould returne 
within eight dayes. 5 
The Leydens deſired this paſſepoꝛt vnder this coulour, that 
they might mote ſafely ſend their meſſengers about their other 
affaires: And this was a ſtratageme o2 warlike pollicy againſt 
. 5 their cues - 


— 
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Enemies from whome they craued this, to keepe them in that 
opinion: foꝛ they right well knew, that an Hare could not well 
get out of Leyden, thꝛough their Campe, becauſe it was ſo ſtate 
ghtly beſieged, and therfoze much lelſe could their Peſſengers 
goe towardes his Excellency without their leaue: although they 
knewe contrariwiſe, thꝛee other wayes: pea, foꝛ the verye ſame 
night, that the Enemies thought them lelues moſt ſafe , they 
went out, and paſſed where a man would haue thou ght it moſte 
impoſlible. And beſides, tbey knew wel inough the popiſh faith, 
and ſpaniſh pꝛomiles, and allo after what manner the Tommã⸗ 
dato had handled the Granadoes, | 

The fugitiues of Leyden, which were at Leyerchozpe ,, had 

already made their reckoniug, that they ſhould home to their 
houſes, fo ſo they berely thought , when as they ſayd vnto the 
Meſlengers: what excuſe are you able to make fo your ſelues: 
In deede the Harlemians might haue ſome excuſe, to ſave that 
the ſouldiers enloꝛc ed them to hould out ſo long: But you haue 
no ſouldiers, and ther foze are no way excuſable,noz no grace to 
be lefc foꝛ you: foꝛ they neuer thought, that the Leidens meaning 
was to make the names of their fellowe Citizens, euen by their 
owne teſfimonies,immortall , and them ſelues receyue euerla⸗ 
ſting ſhame, Fo? once it was well knowne , that in the firſt 
place, Leyden was eufoꝛced to pape all the men ok warre with⸗ 
in the Campe . And ſome of the fugitiues haue ſithence the 
deliueraunce , expzeſſely confeſſed euen in the Towne of Ames 
ſterdame: That notwithſtanding all the fayze pꝛomiſes of che 
Spaniardes, there was a deuice, ik they had entred che cowne, 
to haue murdzed all the defcnſable perſonnes,yea, all the mar⸗ 
ryed women. p 
And it may be, that the young damlels might haue found fas 
uour, becauſe the Spaniards would haue abuſed chem, koz che 
ſeruing of their filthy luſts and pleaſures, 

This wꝛyting from lo manye and ſundꝛy places, beeganne 
to bꝛeede ſome Jelouſie ; Foꝛ, euery man ſought moſt carefuls 
Ive to gette ali the commendation that was poſlpble to bee had 
at the Commanvato)s handes , fo2 the peelding vp of Lepdcng 
which in part appeared, by John de Huiter his Letters, dated 
the nyenth of September krom en » fa the * 
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of Moꝛthwyke when as he ſapd : Then that your Dꝛomb was 
come to the Campe, I mp ſelfe was there pzeſcnt, but ſo farre 
forth as J am able to iudge, the Generall of the Campe is an- 
gry with the Colonnell and Captaine, becauſe chep ſuffered the 
Trumpet palle with certeine Letters, Wherfoze,J woulde ads 
uile von, as a friend, That if you intend to treat of the matter, 
to doe it with Baldez, whom you know to be mercifull , co the 
end that all thinges might paſſe thzough his handes, as Gene⸗ 
rall of the Campe. Foꝛ if pou doe not ſo, he will take it in euill 
part and therby doe you no good. 
And J, as a frieud to the Towne, wherein J continued fie 

peares in the flower of mine age, coulde not but aduertiſe you 

ereok. ; 
; Theſe fozeſayde Letters, were not altogether vnpꝛofitable 
oꝛ fruiteleſſe in the hearts of ſome vnconſtant menꝛand as ik the 
Towne of Leyden had not beene already ſuffictently ouerchar⸗ 
ged with thꝛee plagues and ſcourges , which commonlye goe 
hande in hande together, to wit, plague, peſtilence, and famine, 
the fourth paine is ioyned hereunto: Foz many Citizens, who 
had hitherto diſſimuled the matter, ſaid, that they had redeemed 
their toong ofa Lombard: becauſe that the Commillary Bꝛon⸗ 
choꝛſt afoꝛelayd, died the 6. of September, who, ik he had liued, 
would haue coupled ſuch bꝛaue pꝛatlers to the Gallows, by rea⸗ 
ſon that he was a good and ſeuere Juſticer in the Towne, ſo 
that whyles hee lyued, boch Papiſte and Guele feared him. 
Powebeit, ok this inconſtancie, which was alſo amongſt ſome 
ofthe Lozdes of the Towne, we will hereafter ſpeake moze at 
large. | 

Moe, when the Admpꝛalles afozeſayde , thzough che dili⸗ 
gence of the Hollanders the chtefe of which being Maiſter Cozs 
nelius of Bzonchozff, Maiſter Henrye Duyft, and . Lenyn, 
were accozding to che neceſſitie, reaſonably well furniſhed and 
uͤppoynted, & þ the 5. ok September, certeine barques had dil⸗ 
conered, that the Lymittes and diuiſtons ok the ficldes , were 
not paſſing a foote and a halfe aboue the water, his Excellen⸗ 
cpe appdyntedthat the Dikes berweene Soetermeir, and Mil⸗ 
leuene ſhould be opened, that they might come downe from 
thente, vnto Soctermen Pere, which is about a ne” 
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ok a mple, from the diuiſions of che fieldes afozeſaive! ſo that the 
Avmiralles befoze named departed the 11. of the ſayd Month, 
with many other Captapnes of Holland, and Deputies of the 
Eſtates and Admiraltie, alongſt bythe Rott, hauing 30. Gal⸗ 
lies, and certeine other which came from Delkt and Gaude, and 
the victuallers, two Enſignes ol Pyoners, and other necefſarye 
thinges, ſayling towards the diuiſions of the ſteldes afozeſayde. 
And beſides,his Excellencie had appoynted certeine Enſignes 
of ſouldiers,to wit, Frenchmen, the Captaine of the Guarde. 
Durant, and Catteuille, ko; chedefenving ofthe Trenches inthe 
place afozeſatv,on both lides,an houre befoze day, and if it were 
pollible, befoze the enemy ſhould perceiue them, which with 
merueilous diligence they perfourmed:andthe two Admpꝛals 
placed their ſhippes on eyther ſide, to defend? the trench with 
their Artillery. Malte an houre befoze the trench was finiſhed, 
the Spaniards came from Soetermeir, towards the place afoze 
ſaid, to ſkirmiſh, appoynting on the hye fieldes ſide, to witte, the 
common fielde,abouc ftue bzaue companies of Almaines, The 

French which were ofp Regiment ol p Colonel of the guard, 
and other of his Excellencies Guarde , which were come thys 
ther ofpleaſure ; notwithſtanding chat the Admpꝛall Boyſoc, 
had pꝛayed and commaunded them not to come neere the Ene⸗ 
my within the Cannon ſhotte, yet ranne they ſo ſiercely out of 
their Trenches, as that the Admpꝛall wich his ſhippes, coulde 
not play with the Artyllery as they wouldꝛ howbeit the artillery 
only of 6. Gallyes, gaue them the whole ſide ſo luſtely, as p they 
durſt not only march fozward, but were alſo twiſe enfozced with 
loſſe and ſhame enough, to returne to Soetermeir, and there 
were no moe wounded, but che Admiralles pylot onely. that 
was with ã harquebuz ſhot, a few of his mariners lightly hurt. 
Now on the other ſide, to wit, from Wplſuene oz Lexther⸗ 
dam quarter, in the euening came the Spaniar ds both on foote 
e on hoꝛſback, where was a byaue ſkirmiſh, And by reaſcn of the 
ſmall ſhotte, and the great Ozdenaunce, which on the fide 
luſtelye diſpled them from the Gallyes , they were conſtray⸗ 
ned.of verye ſhame torety2es (o that the Gallyes which pur⸗ 
ſüedwith ſtrength of oꝛes flew ſome oftheir hoꝛles and alſothe 
e derg. But herein fell out a very cruell deede, committed by a 
Q 3 zelan⸗ 
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pelander, who haue a wonderful deſire to be flecht of the Span. 
ardes, and the Spantards likewiſe of them. Foz che Zelanders 
had learned it of the Spaniardes fozmer deedes, who had lear⸗ 
ned þ ſame ofthe Mozes & Turks (althogh in very deed it is no 
whit commendable in a Chꝛiſtian) and the matter was thus. Aze- 
lander had taken one of the llaine Spaniardes, and pluckt the 


heart out of his body, as hee lay halfe dead, and when hee had 


gnawne it with his teeth, hee caſt it awaye from him. 

This gnawne heart was afcerwarde ſeene at Delfc by mas 
nye credible people, and che very pꝛynte of che teeth in it. 
There were aſſo after that, as it ſhould ſeeme, certeine lat⸗ 
tin verſes let foꝛth by the Loꝛde of Mozthwike vppon the ſame 
deede:as followech.

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.F01,foz loſſe of one beaſt, and ſpoyle of Holland fteld- - 
The Spantards blood ſhall it repay , and ten fo2 one it peeld, 
Foꝛ, the wiſe merchaunt doth, of one oxe moꝛe eſteeme 
then ok a thouſand carrions leane, of Spaniſh bꝛeede J weene, 
Fo, when apooze Mariner, of heart had taſte the iuſce 
»he calt it downe vnto the dogges, it was tuo vile to vſe. 
The Dzeng BBꝛince, and eke the Yollanders, I ſay 
foꝛſooke the ſteldes, and yet ofthem, was no whit take awap, 
Fog, he found out the meane, without any blood ſhed 
the enemy to dꝛiue far off, and put Spaine poke to bedde. 
And cherfoze get thee hence, thou Spantarde pꝛoud # vile, 
foꝛ Ocean ſea, and God him ſelfe, doe fight fo2 vs the while, 
Nowe, as the Leydens, had witten & aduertiſed his Excels 
lency by letters ofthe 4. of this month, which they ſent by certein 
Citizens, to witt John Frecque, Lubert Chaudzonnier oz Bꝛa⸗ 
ſier, Georg Scot, Nightuigall and others, who traueiled ſuns 
dꝛy wapes, the pooze Eſtate of their Citiz ens beeing thzough 
fampne,onerwatching , and warding greatly weakened, requi⸗ 
red and pꝛayde, their ſpeedy apde and delyuerance, becauſe they 
feared that the fielde bankes and ditches were not as pet gam: 
ged and cut, by reaſon they ſaw not the water come downe, 
Mhereupon, his Excellency, and the generall Eſtates of hol⸗ 
land wzote buefly backe vnto them the 12. of the ſayd moneth of 
September, as followeth. | | 
That all men right well knew, how carefull , and at what 
great charges they had beene, and were at, foztheir ayde and 
deliuerance, and therfoze doubted not, but that the Lepdens, fox 
their part, would ſhew them ſelues molt conſtant, and like faiths 
full Confederates,ſtandmanfullp fo; the maintenaunce of their 
tuft and honeſt cauſe , and reiect al craftye pzacciſes and ſugred 
pꝛomiſes, by which the Enemy hoped to winne, and poke them. 
And that they ſhoulde alſo haue great regard, howe they 
loſt the commendation, which they had already vniuerſally got⸗ 
ten. Signikying vnto them further, that the meſſengers whom 
they lent, had ſeene with their owne eyes the gawging and cut⸗ 
ting downe ofthe field bankes oz ditches the dap befoze, as by 
their own repoꝛt by woꝛd of mouth, they might moꝛe at larg vn 
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the 4. and 7,ofthis month, letting them thereby vnderſtand their 
great care ouer them, and the de uice and councell they gaue thẽ, 
together, the pꝛomiſes of their pꝛiuiledges and franchiſes in 
time to come. And vnderneath was ſubſcribed, pour good con⸗ 
federates, The Knightes Nobles, and Townes of Polland, res 
pꝛeſenting the Efkates of the ſaidCountrte , together the couns 
ſell ofthole, which were then pꝛeſent with his Excellencye, and 
ſubſcribed by 
Ottes of Egmond, Adryan Myle, William Tohnſon of 
Henſkerke, Cornelius Bouchorſt, William Loo, Cor ne- 
lius Gautier: And a little beneath ſubſigned by p Decrecary 
C. de Rechtere. 


The Lepdens anſwered theſe Letters the; 6. of the ſame 
month. Thanking and pꝛayſing God with toyfallhearces,and al 
the Eſtates, foz that foꝛeſaid gawging . Shewing them beſides, 
their great necellitie and milery, requiring, that the enterpzile 
begunne fo) their deliuerance, might be haſtened, | 

The lame day there were letters likewiſe diſpatched , and 
wyitcen in Cikers to the Admirall Boiſot, declaring vnto him 
their ertreame diſtrelle, and pꝛaying him to haſte with all the 
polſible ſpeede that might be, deſir ing with all, to vnderſtande, 
tn what ſoꝛte they ſhould deale, wherein they truſted, ſhould nets 
ther be ſeene, noz found in tzem, any negligence,o2 want of good 
will. But now, to leaue our wandzing diſcourſe,we will again 
return to dur other matters: There were ſome, who thought thẽ 
ſelues very well ſeene about theſe field bankes, had perſwaded 
his Excellencie, that his people which were paſſed the layde ly⸗ 
mittes, might without anopance, come downe into the afoze 
ſaide Soetermeir Meere: notwithſtãding 5 experience, ſhewed 
the clean tõtrary. Foz, ſirſt there was a greene way, which lay a 
koote hyer then the water: and the ſame likewiſe was to be got⸗ 
ten, and trenched, bekoze the Enemp vnderſtood it, which was 
per fourmed without the loſſe of any man, and yet the enemp lap 
within a muſket ſhot therol: Secondly, they thought they mighe 
haue paſſed frõ thẽce into Soetermeir, by reld otÿ ſund)y ditchs, 
wherout turues had bin digged, howbeit but one of thẽ went ſo 
karre, and the (ame allo odziuento goe bnder Doccerimgtr pe 
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which ſkandeth full in way, where the Spanfardcs on either ſive 
lap, to wit, euen at the houſes harde vppon the bzidge, and the 
budge alſo was foztified with thyꝛtie enſignes of ſouldiers, who 
lap in all the houſes alongeſtthe way. Inſomuch that none 
could paſſe by them, but that they would haue diſplaced thẽ with 
their great owdenance, 
His excellencie lying at Delfc,and hearing hereof, ſent koꝛth⸗ 
with by che maſter of the ozdenance,foure demie Canons, placed 
and planted in fit veſſels foꝛ the purpoſe, and withall the bꝛoken 
yſe of Delft. Theſe vellels being of a mightie thicknes, were 
trimmed befoze with very great plankes, e betweene the planks 
were malſie nettes rammed in ko} the ſauing of the Canonier. 
Theſe veſſels being arriued at the campe the ſeuenteenth day,. 
the Admpꝛall ſent pꝛeſently all his Gallies towardes the ſaide 
bꝛidge by ſundꝛie Chanels. And himſelte ſayled downe the cha⸗ 
nell, which directly ranne vnto the bꝛidge, and came ſo neere, as 
that hee was within danger of the Harquebuze ſhot, And on his 
left ſide in another Channel, were two ofthe demie Canons a⸗ 
koꝛeſaid: and on the right hand was the Admixall of Zierickſea 
with two other demie Tanons: and lome of the Gallies were 
come though another Chanell, and had gotten ſo very neere the 
enemie, as that they ſlue foure ox ſiue okthe Marrincrs, and gald 
diuers of thereſt. Thele lay battering at the bzidge from moz- 
ning tyll noone. 

But as one ofthe afoꝛeſayd veſſels began to ſplyt, by reas 
ſon of the fozce of a bullet that was ſhot, c that the other mighte 
likewiſe haue beene ſo lerued, and withall ſeepng the enemie, 
notwithſtanding the great lofſe of his people not ence renmooue, 
the Admp1all canſed to ſounve the retraite. Nowe, this re« 
traite could not bee without the loſſe of thepꝛinces people, eſpe⸗ 
ciallp of thoſe, whiche were with the Admpꝛall of Jierick⸗ 
ſea. '* I -- 

There were amongeſt this company certaine French gen- 
tlemen Captaines, as Tatteuille, Durant, and Gu lereſſe, who 
were too too {or warde with theyꝛ ſouldiers againſt the enemie, 
fo they had gotten with their barkes, behinde the turk heayes, 
not farre from the enemtes houſes & trenches, thinking to haue 


ſec them on fire. But the n without anp noyle, 
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and not knowing them to bee lo karre foozeh. the enemie percei⸗ 
uing them to bee there, ſo luſtily aſlailed them with ſuch a great 
number ok boates, as that Catteuille, Guilereſſe, and ſeuen ſouls 
diers moe, by reaſon of the reculing of their barke, were dꝛow⸗ 
Re d. | # 6 | 
But Durant and certaine ſouldiers with him, ſaued theſelues 
by ſwimming, neuercheleſſe the enemie as it was akter well 
knowne, receiued a farre greater loſſe, though the ſhooting off, 
of the great ozdenance, Foz, their boates were full fraught with 
their dead, hurt, and gald men, and carried co Utright : Inſo⸗ 
much that ſome ſcoffing fellowes,teſted and ſaive , That kry⸗ 
ers Gray was very deare ware,becaule that whoſoeuer woulde 
goe co the JIopes heaue mult needes bee buryedin a Fryers Pts 
noꝛs coule, and the time was that they would put them coffyn & 
all into the coule, when as chey carryed them very vuſauery 
from the campe, as commonlp it fell out both at Amſterdam and 
alſo at Utright, where they are buried inthe body of p Church. 
And although the pꝛinces ar mie, had with che great oꝛdenãce 
merueilouſly annoied the enemie, as had alſo the valtant ſouldi⸗ 
ers of the Colonels ofthe Baron of opelle, and of the Caps 
taine of the guarde, yet it ſhoulde ſeeme, that they wonne no 
great matter by it. Foꝛ the water roſe not fo high, as they looked 
foꝛ, and that was by reaſon of the infinite thouſandes ok haſſocks 
which ſucked vp the water, the winde alſo ſerued them co no pur 
yoſe:and beſides, the enemie vſed many and ſundzie meanes to 
dꝛaine the water aſide, Le | 
Poxecuer, the ſaid bꝛidge was marueilous ffrongly foztifte 
ed, and againe, the boates which had the demie canons in them, 
woulde other wiſe haue beene trimmed: ſo that it ſeemed, all 
that coſt and trauell to be vtterly loſt, and themſelues at their 
wits end, Howbeit, the Loꝛde God purueyed fo2 them two ma⸗ 
ner of wayes : to wit, firſt by reaſon of the Nottheaſt wynde 
which blew vp a mightie gabe, che 18,1 9.4 20. dapes of Sep⸗ 
tember: ſecõdly thzough the good counſell y was giuen to M. 
Peter Wlaſtell, one of his Excellencies counſell, who in this 
dealing was very diligent and carefull: fo as he was deuiſing 
with two countrie men, they told him, that they needed not paſſe 
by that bꝛidge, ſeeing they might palle the way called Bexunrt. 
a ving 
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lying betweene Soetermeir and Benthouſe, Then the coun⸗ 
cellour heard thus much, he tolde it to his Exceilencie, and re⸗ 
turning cop campe, ſate hereupon in councell, with the Admiral 
 Natelles,the Captaine of the guarde, and wich certaine eſtates 
ofche Admiralti e, and they all concluded, as aboueſaid. 

| Aud heereupon, Admpzal Bopſot, accompanied with Ztſa- 
ſtell afoꝛeſaide, with che guard, eight gallies, and ſenentie ſouls 
diers, directed his courle that night towards Segwart way, and 
there arriued befoze ſuch time as the enemie had any vnderſtan⸗ 
ding of them: fo, the vice Admpzall lay with the armie before 
the ſaid Soetermeir bꝛidge. 

Nowe, when they had gotten this way, the Taptatne of the 
guard, deſired Citadelle an Italian Gentlemau, and Baron of 
Notelles Lieuetenant, to foꝛtifſie and entrench with Uawgirant, 
and halfe the ſouldiers on Benthoule ſide: And maſter Bochart 
with Captaine Ladziere,and the other halfe of the ſouldiers, on 
Soetermeir ſide. And the meantgghereof was this, v although 
the whole foꝛce of the enemie ſhould ſodenly bzeake vpon them, 
pet thought they hereby ſafely to returne to their ſhips, howbeit 
all in vaine:koꝛ the enemie ſeeing himlelk deceiued, had no great 
ffomacke to ferrit them out: and Almaines who lay at Bent⸗ 
bonſe,ſo ſoone as night came, ſhewed a faire papze of heeles, e 
they which lap at Soetermeir, in the mozning kozſooke their 
trench. e retired towards Leyden, to wit towardes Moꝛthaſke, 
Soeter wouwe, Rpꝛkwegge, x Meppozt, carrying with them 
their artillarie, and foꝛtiſied themlelues in manie houſes, Now, 
the treaches in Segwart wap, were not finiſhed withoute the 
great trauell of the pꝛinces people, who laboꝛed ail that night vp 
ta 5 knees in the water, d wind mightilpe- blowing at p Neꝛch⸗ 
Eaſt. The nexꝛ moʒr ow Admirall Boyſot, ſent the Captaine of 
the guarde to looke foʒ the armie, which thꝛough Gods migheie 
band, arriued there, without the loſle of any one man. 
The Almaines afozcſatd, were no ſooner gone fro Benthoule 
but p captaine Ladʒiere had gottẽ their trench. Then the Pꝛin⸗ 
tes people were palſed Segwart way, hauing ſet on fire the 
houſes which ſtood on Soetermeir wap, Captaine Cret an 


Ozengtan arriued at Soetermeir wich chzee companies ok The azz or 
ſouldiers, and the arke of Delft. This Arke, was a ſtrange Delft, 


buple 
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buylt and trymmed veſſe!l, well kurniſhed wich great oꝛdenanee, 
bu: bery nopſome to the armie, by reaſon of the lownes of the 
water, inſomuch that they thought once to haue burnt her, but be⸗ 
cauſe ſhee had in her betwixt fifceene e twentie peeces ot greate 
oꝛdenance, they founde the meanes to bꝛing her to the fozeſaive 
place, that ryding there, ſhee might keepe the paſſage. This 
Arke, was built of two ſhippes ioyned togecher, and was rowed 
neicher with ſpzites,no; oꝛes, neither pet dꝛiuen with the helpe of 
any ſailes, but by wheeles, wꝛought within her, ſo very ſtrong⸗ 
Ip built all ouer, as that no muſket ſhot was able to pearſe her. 
Dhe was of burden able to beare fiftie luſtie men for defence, and 
twelue to turne che wheeles. 

The next moꝛrow they were determining, whether they ſhould 
goe on, oꝛ tarrie a while longec. The Admirall Boylot choughe 
it beſt to pur ſue the enemie, reculed: and to the ende that both 
the Leydens, and alſo the enemie might deſcrie him a farre off, 
hee was reſslued,to take this enterpꝛile in hande, with twentie 
Gallies, and appoynted the reſt of the armte to follow him. Nee 
haue heerecofoze ſpoken how the vellels which beare the demie 
Canons, were riuen with the foꝛce of the Canon. But becauſe 
they had neede of them, chep were ſpeedily new calked, pitched, 
and tallowed at Delkt, and beeing trimmed with leadde and ſalt 
hydes againſt the foꝛce of the pouder, they folowed the armie the 
thyꝛde day after. The Admirall bhauing ſailed not paſlinga 
myle from benthoule, was tolde as it was ghelled, that abouce 
che waters which ranne dawne towardes Nozta, that the enemy 
might ſtrengthen himſelke in certayne houſes thereabouc, hows 
beit, when they had inquired after it, the thing was found to bee 
farre otherwiſe: wherfoze he mad towards Mozta, and got him 
euen within a muſkec ſhot thereok, where hee might perceiue 
how chat betweene two oz thꝛee hundꝛed well armed Almaines, 
had left two houſes, and were fled wich all poſſible ſpeede, tothe 
other {ive of Moꝛta little Meere, where the Spaniardes were 
intrenched. Whereupon the Admirall luſtily purſued them 
with foxce of Oares, and oꝛderly enbattailed himlelke within an 
harquebuze ſhot ok the enemie. From this trenche in Notts 
houſes, were the mulkets bꝛauely diſcharged, hut the Ozengi⸗ 
ans ſo vefenvey themlelues with their great oꝛdenance, as —

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the Spaniarde knewe not where to hide his head. 


Then che akozelaid Almaines hadcloſely conueped them. 


ſelues behinde two hay ſtackes, to keepe them out of che danger 


of the great ſhot, they retyꝛed towards Socter wood: which ſkir 


miſhe laſted from noone, vntill the Euening: But about myd⸗ 
night, the Admyzall cauſed an Alarme to be giuen by cercayne 
ſmall ſhot, whom the Spaniardes aunſweared foure oz ſiue 
tymes, to the end, to ſhew them, that they were not departed but 


they fear ing ot lurpꝛiſing, ſo ſtilly and flylp retyꝛed towards So- 


eterwood,as that the Admirall neuer percepued it, vncill the 
next moꝛrow. 

The Ozengians were greatly annoyed, by reaſon that the 
Spaniardes had topped the courſe of the water, whiche ranne 
downe towardes Socterwood:t beſides, they were in a greate 


fault, in that they made not a trenche at the entrie of the little 


Meere: foꝑ if they had, the Admpꝛall had found as daungerous a 


peece of wok ok it, as was the enterpꝛile at Soetermeir bzidge: 


hobwbeit, the Low God meaning to increaſe his glozy,ſo blinded 


them, as t hat they became ſenfleſſe , When all the reſt of the 


army were come wich the great ozdinance,the Admiral c al his 


encouraged, foꝛ in ſeuen dates bekfoze, they had not heard ſo much 

as a woꝛde from them. The Leydens againe aunſweared them 

with their great oꝛwinaunce, in token, that they were not as pet 
diſcouraged, although their food was no better then Cow beefe, 

and hozſe fleſh, They had in the towne about nientie hoꝛſes, and 
from the foureteenth of September, they beganne to diſtribute 

halle a pound ok thelayde hozſe fleſh to a man fo) one dapes vic⸗ 

tfual!, ; 

The Colleagues and adherents of pꝛoud Baldez, came dayly 
befoze the gates ofthe Towne,menacing,mocking,and ieſting, 
and mixing withall ſometimes very ſweete and ſugred woꝛdee. 
And on atyme certayne ok his Captaynes and Dfficers, mee- 
ting with a young youth, going fr the Towne to Leyerthorp: 
layde vnto him: Tell pour Townes men, that it is as poſiible 
fo2 your Jince to aive and deliver your Tone, as it is foꝛ * 


whole army were gottẽ into a very large & bꝛoad ſtreame, run- Ie — of 


ning towardes Suyten, where they diſcharged. all their greate ren 
oꝛdinaunce, becaule the Leydens fhould both ſee, heare, and bee halle dead,

fo catch the ſtarres in the ſkie with your handes, Thele were the 
flaunderous, high. and pzoude woozdes of this Jnfidell Maran, 
and of his adherentes, who thought themlelues to haue as well 
pꝛouided fo2 the Campe, and ſiege about the Towne,as that net« 
ther Townes men, noꝛ pet any man liuing, was able to with⸗ 
ſtand him, oꝛ hinder his deuile: neuer thinking that there was a 
God, who could and woulde deliuer the pooze afflicted ſoules 
from the handes and woꝛd ofthe Zyzant,Yowbett thele thꝛeat⸗ 
ning wozdes , E faire pꝛompſes withall, were not altogether 
fruitlelCe, becauſe they wꝛought cfkectualiy in ſome inconſtant & 
vnſetled mpnds:by which they being moued by reaſon of p great 
famyne, which ſo grieuoully touched the, as d there was like to 
haue bin a manifeſt diſcozd in the Town, had not ÿ Low God by 
M. Iames Iohn de la Does, Loꝛds of Northwyke, wiſely and 


grauely pꝛouided a gainſt it. Fo2 about the very ſelf ſame tyme, 
that theſe things thus fel out, 15. Citizens(who as they laid, had 


aboue 3oo. moe of they? confederacy) went to the Towne houle, 


calling foꝛ victuals, and that if none were there to be had, that 


meanes might be found fo2p pꝛouiding ot ſome: where one of p 
Boꝛroughmaiſters pꝛoteſted, that he would not be the cauſe of 
5 death ok thole which died of hunger: who (as they ſaid) had at Þ 
inſtãt, . Bacon hogges left in his houſe, inlomuch v theſe woꝛds 
had wꝛought a farre greater effect, had not the Deputies & the 
reſt of the Magiſtrates, with the Captaynes & the other citizẽs 
in authoꝛttp, been moze conſtant, & faithful, had beſides, truſted 
moe aſſuredly to p merciful pꝛouidẽce of God. Foz where ſome 
of the relt of the Magiſtrates, earneſtly trauelled to perſwade 
the people of the great mercy of Balder, and of the notable par: 
don, and withall,of the pꝛomiſes conteyned within the letters as 
boue wiitcen,theſe men on the other ſide let befoze the eyes of ỹ 
{imple and fapnchearted Citizens, all examples to che contra⸗ 
ry. Foꝛthe ſayde pardon was by ſome, ſo luſtely mainteyned, as 
that they ſhamed not to giuetheir good fellow citizens repꝛoch⸗

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ſary Bꝛonchoꝛſt was dead, who ſo long as he liued heldethem at

Duer & belides theſe iniurions r repꝛochfull woꝛos, the ſecret 
councels which they there oftentimes held, came to litle effect, 
fozy Low God had ſtirred vp the hart of a godly woman, who 
from time to time aduertiſed the faithful ones of all their whole 
deuiſes, ſo that they continually put themſelues in armes, bekoꝛe 
their ſecret enemies could bꝛing any part of their enterpꝛile to 
paſſe, and it was ſo wiſely and diſcreetly handeled, as that they 
thought it to bee done vpon ſome other occaſion; which cauſed 
che diſſemblers and counterfets, not once dare to take in hande 
that chep2 deuiſe, by reaſon they were inwardly ſtricken with 
ſhame and feare.

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To bee ſhot, the extreeme miſerie in the Towne was ſuch, 
as is impoſſible fo2 mee to deſcribe and ſet downe. But they 
who, after che deliuerance thereof, had ſcene their leane faces, 
— {mall and feeble legges, might eaſily haue witneſled the 

ame. 

And now to returne againe vnto the Pꝛinces armie, it had noe 
needed to haue tarrped long at Mozta, it it had beene certainelie 
knowne, chat the Leydens coulde haue held out longer time. 
Againe, che Pꝛince and chiefe rulers ot the armie, knewe righe 
well, that the neerer Minter dꝛewe on, the greater abundaunce 
of water woulde enſue. And the generall of the armie knewe

A notable hiſtorie of the civill 
ter Rirkweigh : wherefoze,they tooke their courſe towardes 5 
quarter in the nicht,becwirt the firſt e ſecond of October, after 
they had giuen a falſe alarme vnto Stompwyke way. 

The oder of this armie of the pꝛi nces by Sea, paſſing ouer 
the laid high Territozie, was ranged & placed in maner as follo⸗ 
weth. The Admiralles of Fluſhing e Jierickſea, had followyng 
ech of them fikteene galltes, which ſpꝛed themlelues abzode like 
two winges. And firſt, Admirall Boyſot accompanied with the 
Colonell ofthe guard, had the leading of the left wing, on Soe⸗ 
terwood ſide, becauſe it was thought chat the greateſt fozce ofthe 
enemie lay there: The Admiral of Jericklea had in his company 
maſter Citadell, Bultran, captaine Paule Dupꝛant and others, 
The vice Admirall was placed on the right ſide of Buyten, ac⸗ 
companted with the Baron of Moieles, maſter Cones c Bours 
chart, and with Captaines,Henrie x Grenu. Philip de Aſlelters, 
maſter of the oꝛdenance, and warlike munitions, was appointed 
to tarry with the great oꝛdenance, c eight oꝛ ten gallies vppon 
opta: fo; 5 keeping ofp victuals, vatil ſuch time as the ſaid ads 
mirals had gotten Ryzkweigh afozelaid, that then hee ſhoulde 
follow, and bꝛauely ſalute the Soeterwoodens with the greate 
oꝛdenance, which owenance was charged with pꝛetie little bags 
ſtuffed full of Teaden bullets, to wit. 3 o0.in euery bagge finely 
and artificially couched, and thoſe to be diſpearſed amongeſt the 
thickeſt ofthe enemie. ISR | | 
hen all things were thus oꝛderly arranged e placed, the ar⸗ 
mie departed about midnight, the day afozeſatd, and the Gallies 
and ſhips were ſeuered an harquebuze ſhot one behind another, 
hauing in the middeſt about eighteene o2 twentie Barkes laden 
wich Pyoners, and all kindes of tooles foꝛ entrenching, tothe 
ende chey myght ſo ſoone as it was poſſible, foꝛtiſie themſe lues 
at the ſaid Church way. But the Spaniardes had appointed ſo 
great a watch in their ſmall veſſels, as that it might haue ſerued 
fo2 the whole bodie ofa ward. And when they law the Admi⸗ 
rall ſomewhat neere, they called aloud, and ſald: Tho is there, 
who is there, but not a woꝛde was giuen them, vntill ſuche tyme 
as the Admꝑpꝛall was gotten within Gun ſhot: and then he ſo ſas 
luted them with $ roaring and thundzing ofthe Canon, as = 
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the night ſeemed to bee day. 

This watch anſwered them againe with caliuers, muſkets, 
and certatne faulconet ſhot, and then left their veſſels, & by little 
and little retyzed, ſtill playing with their (mall ſhot, vntill they 
had goten to the body of their ward, which was entrenched at e⸗ 
Uerp cozner of the way. Then ſalied they bꝛauely out on euerie 
ſide, ſiercely delivering their muſkets againſt the Ozengiãs: but 
the Jealanders ſo reſaluted them with ſuch on haile of Bullets, 
as that they were dꝛiuen with great lolle to retyꝛe to their tren⸗ 
ches, leauing there behinde them, onely a few ſouldiers to mains 
taine the lkirmiſh: who ſoone after alſo made their retrait: fo2 


the French Captaines,the captaine ofthe guard, Bultran, and The Dꝛenglans 


Bourchart went on land, and entrenched chemſelues on Soe- 


ſkirmiſh b2auge 
ly againft the 


cerwood ſide,andGrenu,Ladyere,and others on the right ſide; Spaniards. 


In the mean while v chey were quietly entrenching or thẽſelues 
befoze the day bꝛeake, the Jealanders plated frõ their ſhips with 
their canons vpon the Soeterwoodens, but chiefly where they 
ſaw any fire oz light, and ſhot ſier alſo,into ſome ot their houſes, 
The Marpners # french ſouldiers which were on land, caſt ſier 
likewiſe into diuers ok their houſes, The captaines afo2eſatd res 
turning on both ſides fromthe ſkirmiſhe ſtucke thicke incothe 
grounde all alongſt the way ſtakes with long y2on pykes at the 
ende ol them to the end v the enemie being once dꝛiuen from thae 
way might neuer returne thither agame. 

Naw when the Ozengians had taken this Churche way, ens 
frenched themſelues, c placed a wardthere : they gawged it in 
thee places, to make a way foz the paſſing of their gallies: In 
the mean while, che ſhips laden with victuals being about an hits 
d2ed, were ſentawap,and arrived all neere the armie, two excep⸗ 
ted, which going out of the right way,fell on the dzp land, and ſo 
conſequently into the handes ol the enemte, And lurely, here 
is one thing greatly to be conſidered ok, that in the feates and 
deedes of armes ok ſo great impoꝛtance, doone in the ſight and 
middeſt ok the whole fozce ofche enemie, there were not aboue 
fiue o2 ſixe men ofthe Pꝛinces ſide llaine: But to ſap trulp, this 
was Gods wozke and not mans, foz the good G O D when ie 
pleaſech hym, keepeth and defendeth his, euen in the greateſt 
and moſt perillous dangers, to the ende hee woulde ſhewe vnts 
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Then all the whole armie by Sea, and victuallers, had paſſed 
that way: The Admirall of Fluſhing directed his courſe ta« 
wardes the mecre bzidge : Neuertheleſſe, after he had ſaplcd 

a little way, where he thought to haue found it deepeſt, ic pꝛoued 

very ſhallow. 

And then, the Jealanders ſhewed themſelues co bee men of 
great ſkomacke, to2 they, foʒ the vnburdening ok theyꝛ ſhips leapt 
pꝛeſentiy into the water, and like men that had rather haue cars

1 When the Spaniar des and the reſt which lay encamped 
about Soeterwood Church in diuers Trenches, had ſcene the 
next day in the moꝛning which was the ſecond of Octaber, that 
the Prince his armie had not as yet directed her courſe towards 
Leyden, thought that becaule they law all on a light ſier behinde 
them, that they meant to enclole them tn Doecerwood , And 
that which molt ok all amaʒed them, was, that they ſawe the was 
Baues and his ker in ſo ſhoꝛt time ryſen ſo high: And therefoꝛe Baldez, the gee 
tompanie tate nerall ot their campe, conſidering, what aduantage the Dzenges 
a faire paire of ang, nowe had, began to quaile, and with ſuch ſpeed left Soeter⸗ 
beeles. wood, as that hee had not the leaſure ts carry away his great oꝛ⸗ 

denance with him. Mowbeit, hee was no ſooner flev, but that 

. Alfanſe Loupes Gallio, folowed him with his ſeuen Enſignes, 

and tooke the way from Foꝛzſcote, though a place, whiche hee 

— fo) that purpoſe cauſed to be heightened with boughes and 
agots. 

- Chen the Admpꝛal and his retinue, were in Meirbzoughhe 
vnderſtood nothing ofthis flight, vntill it was too late: and that 
che greater number ol them were gotten away. Mowbeit cer⸗ 
taine Gallies cutting the way off from them, ſo bꝛauely played 
with the great owvenanceamongelt the luſtie heele likters, as 
that a good manie of them were dziuen to returne: who 
eing thug ſcactered one from. another , the * 
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ther eupon, getting out of the water, fell vpon the tayle of thoſe 
which fledde towardes Fozſcote, and with their long ruſty pꝛa⸗ 
ges. flew euery mothers ſonne ofchem , and ſo luſtely purſued 
them, as that many ofthe Enemies running directly befoze the, 
not knowing they way, dꝛowned themſelues in the ditches and 
channelles. 

The reſt, which could not gette to Fozeſcote, foy feare of 
the great Oꝛdenaunce ot che Gallyes, which had cut the waye 
off from them, fled towardes Stompwyke wap , and caſting 
their weapons farinough from them, tooke their heeles towards 
Leyerdam and Fozebzough, Jn chis flight, and wich the batce- 
ry that was the night befoze , about 200. of Baldez ſouldiers, 
were Necely well cooled. | 

There were alſo cerceine Barkes taken, laden with Baldez 
wine, victualles,and baggage, which were deliuered to the Ad» 
mirall. But here is a thing greatly to be conſivered of, that 
notwichſtanding that the Loꝛd God, what by reaſon of y great 
ouer flowing of the waters, as alſo becauſe of the good counſell 
which he inſpired into them, had mightely aſſiſted the Ozeng ers. 
wherby they might vſe the fitteſt meanes fo2 this purpoſe, pet 
had all this beene euen as good as nothing, ſeeing that the great 
numbers ofthe Enemp, and their foztes, ſeemed to be inuinci⸗ 
ble, ik ſo be that he. had not mightily feared and aſtoniſhed the. 
oz euen at that very inſtant, ſuch a great feare came vppon the: 
that laye at Leyefthozpeand Lammen , ag that they trembled 
withal, to ſee their compamũs thus flye:and although the church 
and houſes of Soeter wood, were all on a light fter, pet they 
which lay at Lammen, thought it beſt, not once to ſtixre one ſtep! 
krom thence. | 

But to returne nowe againe to the Leydens, it hath here⸗ 
tofoꝛe beene ſayde, That the Meſlengers whiche came fro Leys 
den to the J9zinces auy, bꝛought Doues with them, one of 
which was ſent backe againe, who faythfully carryed ouer her 
Letters: and beſide, the Leydens looked foz none other newes 
no} aduertiſments, but when they ſhould iſſue out of the Town, 
to ſet vpon the foꝛt and french of Lammen : which thing was 


wꝛitten vnto them the firſt of October howbeit, the flying poſte 


did not her duetie, but was the firſt, L came the next daye to 
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the town, ſo that the citizens gaue not the ligne, which they wee 
appoynted to doe, and therkoꝛe Admirall Boyſot, who firſt arri⸗ 
ued at the wyues bꝛidge, thought the Towne had beene peelded 
vp, becauſe the Citizens were ſo ſtill. Howbeic , when che Citi⸗ 
eus ſaw the ſter at Soeterwood, but eſpecially the Church, ca 
be on a light ſter, knowing right well that the Spaniardes laye 
there, and were rounde about well fottified in their trenches, 
they all merueilous ioyfully leaped vpon the Rampars , not⸗ 
withſtanding the Enemies being wel foztified in Lammen fozt, 


the Cannon playing bꝛauely from the trench againſt the Ozen⸗ 


gers Armyꝛand beſides, their ſeeing in the afternoone 300. ſol⸗ 
diers at Cronſtone, decayed houſe: TWWherefoze they caryed 
their Enſignes to the Rampars, and tyed them to the Mynde 
mylles ſayles, in token that they were of good courage, and mes 
ry. And afterward, cauſed theſe foure poyntes of the great pes 
naltie to be pꝛoclaymed. | | 

Firſt, that no women, young childzen,no2 people vumeete to 
beare armes, ſhould come to the Rampars; and that as many as 
did beare armes,mult be with their accuſtomed armour & wea⸗ 
pon, in his quarter, and place appoynced, | 

That they which had watcht the night bekoze, ſhould bee the 
next time at the body oftheir ward, ä 

That none okthem ſhould depart from the Rampars , vntill 
the agiſtrate calleu foꝛ them. 

That all Boates and Barkes, ſhoulde departe out of the 
mayne Channelles and ſtreames, into the ſide ditches oz creeks, 
to the ende that the ſhippes which were to come into the town, 
ſhould no way be ſtopped, but haue free paſſage : that the Citi⸗ 
rens might helpe chem, whether it were in the deepe, on the ſide, 
oz in the comming out, accoꝛding as they ſawe it needefuil and 
neceſſary. 

Then the Burroughmaiſters, ſhewed che ſhippes co their 


Citizens, ſaying: Beholde louing fellowe Citizens, here 


behinde this fozte, is nowe, bꝛead, what chinke vou of it, ſhall we 
let i alone chere: Then cryed the Cicizens with one voyce, nay, 
but let vs rather pull downe che gate with our naples, then ſufs 
ker it to be taped befoze Lammen. ERS 
ls | Now, 
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Nowe, when the Admirall had foz two cauſes , made the 
great Artillarp to be bought thꝛough Socterwood to Papen 
meere: Firſt foꝛ that, from thence Lammen fozt was farre nee⸗ 
rer on the left ſide: Secondly,becauſe the ſhppes with victuals, 
mighe aunop one the other at Meerbꝛough: and ſo cauſe great 
incombzaunce, ik ſo be the Enemy, (as hath beene afozeſapde) 
were not diſcomfited. 

The Spanpardes merueiloully played with their great oz⸗ 
denaunce agaynſt the Ozengers army, both from Lammen 
fo2t, and alſo from James Mycholſõs foꝛte at Wedde: ſo that 
they flew with one Cannon ſhotte ſeauen ofthe Admyꝛals men 
at a blowe, making thereby, the woꝛlde beleeue that they were 
fully determined co keepe the ſayde foꝛtes. But becauſe this 
Trenche of Lammen was the chiefeſt, which the Pꝛinces peo⸗ 
ple moſt feared, by reaſon it ſtoode on the hyer grounde, J haue 
thought good to make ſome {inall viſcription of the ſcituatiõ 
thcreof, 

This place ſtandeth in a playne fielve, hauing no hye ground 
no; hilles about ic, and all the Channelles and ſtreames were 
quite and cleane dammed vp, about a quarter ofa myle from the 
Towne, And the ſtreame which runnech towardes Delft, is 
like the bowte of a mans arme, and on the one ſide therof runs 
neth aChannell from it as farre as the Rhine , and on the 
other ſide , another Channell running towardes Socterwood: 
the reſt of this place with ditching and ramparing, might eaſt- 
Iye haue beene made ſurec᷑ ſtrong, by reaſon of the ſtoꝛe of trees 
growing round about it. 

The Nampare of this Trench was reaſonably thicke, buc 
pet not able to hould out the Cannon ſhot ; It was alſo well 
furniſhed with great Oꝛdenaunce, ſouldiers, # with what ſaeuer 
els neceſſary fo) a Trenche, ſo that (in any mans reaſon) ik 
the Spanparves had wel kept this one onely Trench, ß Ozen⸗ 
gers Armpe had neuer beene able to haue paſſed, without the 
great loſſe of men. And pet notwithſtanding, the ſtrength 
hereof, the Admpzall certeinelye determined, to ſette vpon 
it: Wherefozeon the ſeconde of October, about the Euening, 


hee ſente Captapne Grenu, Aſleliers, and Captapne Harry, fozt- 
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to ſee where he might, to the moſt aduauntage plant his Ozde⸗ 
naunce, where they found, that they might plante two dempe 
Cannons at the comer ot a channel, but not without great paine 
and perrill. „ 37 

This night, the Admirall wꝛote to his Excellency, of all this 
ſituation atoꝛelſayd, and withall, how he meant the next mozxrow 
to batter it. But ik ſs be the thing fel not out as he looked foꝛ þ he 
would be contenced, vntill ſuch time as the water ſhould waxe 
deepe, that it might be nauigable on the one ſide ouer their land. 
And although his Excellency, had committedthe whole dealing 
hereof into che handes ol God, yet theſe newes, pleaſed hun na 
whit, but greatly doubted of the deliueraunce of Lepden, al well 
becauſe ofthe reaſons afozeſaid, as alſo fo; that he feared , there 


could be noſufficientbzeach made, to giue the afſault,conſivering 


with all che fewnelle of his men. Powbeit the Lozd ok hoſtes 
would alone pꝛouide fo? all theſe difficulttes , and ſmall hope, 
and giue the honour to his molt mightie Arme, to the ende, men 
might vnderſtand, that althougb they knew many pzactiſes, foz 
the vanquiſhing of the Enemy, yet, that all ſhould be in vaine, & 
to no purpole, wichout he put to his helping hand, and the vic⸗ 
toꝛie, to come from him alone. | 

Foz, after that the two Admiralles , the third ok October 
had very early in the mozning lapedopen the channelles, which 
were meruetloufly chokedvp with great ſtakes and pyles, fox 
the planting (as befoze hath been ſald, ok their artillarp, and bac⸗ 
tering of Lammen foꝛzt, they perceived that the Loꝛd God had 
pꝛeuented them, and would not haue the Eneuwy dziuen awaye 
byche koꝛce of men.

ching that night on the Rampare, ſaw many light matches goe

4 Then hee was come to the fozte, and found neuer a man 
there he wayued with his cappe, but pet foz all this the Town. 
men beleeued him not becaule they doubted, that the Spaniard 
by ſome ſleight had ſo commaunded him: Neuertheleſle, when 
they ſawe , that an other which followed him paſſed befo2e the 
fozte towardes the Admpꝛall, wading vp to the knees, to ſalute 
him, great toy and myꝛth was made on euery ſide, Andthers 
vpon the valpaunt Captapne Gerard Lane, tooke his wap with 
bis Aduenturers towardes Lammen fozte, vntyl he came to che

And Jthinke, that if the Hiſpantolized Leydens, 
woulde conkeſſe the truech (as ſome ok them haue already done 
at Leperthoꝛpe) they woulde teſt iſte that feare was the cauſe. 
Fo? the Ozen gers are not aſhamed, koꝛ their partes to confeſſe, 
that iftheir hope and conlidence had not been in an inuiſible ayde, 
and that they befoze hand lawe, that thing, which now they lee, 
to wit, ᷣ the Towne being on euerp ſive encompaſſed, with lo 
manye Trenches and Bulwarkes, as that it was vnlikely that 
they euer once durſt haue attempted , to reuictualland ſuccour 
the Towne wich lo fewe people. But the Lozde God would 
needes ſhewe his mightie hand and ſtretched out arme, to the 
end that all glozy might be giuen to his heauenly wildome and 
goodneſſe.

and there foꝛe told them, that both they and their childꝛen ſhould 
be well rewarded fo? their great trauell. And after ward. he ſec 
an ozder in euery thing, as wel about v affaires of the Towne, 
as of che warres, to the end he might make his pꝛolit of che vic⸗ 
top, which the Low had giuen him. 
Mowbeit foz the greater mauifeſtacton of the wonderful wozks 
of GD D, J haue one thing moꝛe heere to ſpeake of whiche

The Spaniards at that time beginning a⸗ 
gaine to mutine fo) their pay, thought to haue ſurpꝛiled Bꝛur⸗ 
elles, foʒ they pꝛeſumed to haue good ſtoꝛe of butin there, Pow⸗ 
be it when che Citizens hearde of it, they ſo well looked about 
TheMuttnong them, as that maſter Spaniard went without his purpole:wher⸗ 
(paniards enter fope, they tooke the way co Aloft, where they entred without any 
the towne ol xreſiſtaunce, in the end of July, dealing with the Citizens, as if 
* the Towne had been taken by aſlaulc, ſacking and iniuring the, 
as if they had been their enemics. 

The Eſtates ok Brabant conſidering of the outrages, infos 
lences, and rebellion ok the Spanich ſouldters,complained okthẽ 
to the cauncell of Eſtate: but where they thought they ſhoulde 
haue been puniſhed, the councell bare molt wich chem, although

| 1 re- councell pꝛoclaimed rebels againſt his mateſtte and the lowe 


countries, without ſetting any other oder in the matter, which 
cauſed a generall reuolt of all ihe low countries, an vnion of 
Holland and Zealand, wich the reſt of che pzouinces, as moze ac 
largeſhalbe ſec foozth in the fourth booke of thele hiſtozies.

September 1576. that the Lode of 
J yheze Captaine of the Citie of Bꝛu⸗ 
relle, and Glymes, with the ayde ol the Citezens, ſhould appꝛe⸗ 
bende the Counſell when thei were altogether at the Court, and 
be taken as Hꝛiſoners by the Eſtates of Bꝛabant:whiche thyng 
was executed, but eſpecially vpon thoſe whiche were ſuſpected to 
de Enemies to their Countrie, æ ſuppoꝛters of the Spanyards; ners. 
as namelp, the Countes of Dauſfteld and Barlmunt, the Coun⸗ 
ſellour Aſlonuille , and the Secretaries Berty and Schaberge, 

who were lead all pziſoners together. 


Duke of Aniowe the ſunne of Fraunce, and onely bꝛother tothe £ 

Ryng, bepng required by certaine perſons ol aucthozitie, in the 25 EAT 
name ofthe Eſtates of Bꝛabant, that it would pleale hym to ac« ral 
cept and receiue them into his pꝛotection, againſt the tyꝛrannie 

of the Spanpardes, which in deede he did, and to that ende made 
pꝛeparation fo2 the TWarres, verely myndyng to aide them. And

When theſe men were thus appꝛehended, Monſier, the Ze * 27 
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naulters, by the aduiſe and counſell ofthe Renneberge , and the 
Barron Frezin,Thetof Flaunders,Lyle, Dowap, Artois, and 
the reſt of the P2outnces ioyned likewiſe with them, and treated 
together of an euerlaſtyng vnion. 
Now as the Spanpardes traueiled this waie and that, in the 
Countrie of Bꝛabant, committyng many wzonges , Glymes 
was ſent with certaine Enſignes, and about ſixe hundzed Hozſe 
in poſte to ſurpꝛiſe the Spanpardes, whiche late betweene Lo⸗ 
uaine and Dielmunt: How bee it, che Spanpardes put hym to 
flight, where was ſlaine the Captaine of Oelkt, who fo valiant⸗ 
ly defended hymſelk with his Souldiers, as that this victozie coſt 
the Spanyardes the ſettyng on, 
Sone after the Spanyards went towards Maſtright, where 
The trꝛanne thzough the vnfaithfull dealyug and cowardiſe of the Almaines, 
— — thei entred, who ſhewed them lelues, the very ſlaues to the Spa- 
Maſtright. npardes tyꝛannie, fozgettpng the auncient honour of the name 
Almaine: whiche tyme the Spanyardes ſacked, and accoꝛdyng 
to their olde maner ok dealyng, committed all tyꝛannie and vile 
lanie. 
| In the ende of October, Monſier Champagup , beyng Go⸗ 
The ſacking uernour ok the Citie of Antwerpe, agreed with the Eſtates, and 
—— maſſacre ſo did likewiſe the Count Ouerſceine with his Almaines, and 
of Antwerpe thereupon the Eſtates ſent thether , the Marques of Hawze, 
Count Egmunt, and Monſter Beercele with a tollte companie 
of Souldiers, fo2 pꝛeſeruation and defence ofthe ſaied Citie, a⸗ 
gainſt the foꝛce of the Spanyardes then liyng in the Caſtle. But 
Wh when Sachoof Auila Captaine of the ſaied Caſtle, had ſent fo2 
4 the Spanyardes whiche late at Aloft and Maſtright, and were 
all gotten together into the ſame ſtrength: the 4. of Nouember 
1576. thei in great furie ſet vpon the Toune, where the Citezens 
did the beſt thei could to pꝛeſerue it: But what thꝛough the co⸗ 
wardiſe of the Almaines, and the treaſon of Coznelius Uan⸗ 
eynd, who laie in the Toune with fower Enſignesof Almaines, 
as alſo by rea ſon of the wilfull negligence of the Leaders: inthe 
ende, the flowꝛe of all the Cities in Europe was ſacked, a greate 
number murdered, and the triumphant Toune houſe ſet on fire,

Illes, Indians, and firme lande ofthe Ocean Sea: Arch Duke 
of Auſtriche, Duke of Burgonie, Lothier, Bꝛabant, Limbꝛough, 
Luxenbꝛongh. Gelderland, x Mylaine: Count of Harbſbzough, 
Flanders, Artois, Burgonie, Palatine, and Hapnault,Holland, 
Zealand, Mamure, and Jurphen:Pꝛince of Suane, Marques of 
the holy Empire, Loꝛd of Friſeland, Salines, Malines, ok the 
Citie, Cities, and Countrie of Utright, Tranſliſfolaine, and 
Groening: Gouernour and chiefe Ruler in Aſia and Affrique: 
To all thoſe to whom theſe pꝛeſentes ſhall come to bee ſeene oꝛ 
beard, Greetyng. Foz ſo muche as the generall Eſtates beyng 
aſſembled in this our Citie of Bzuxelles , haue ſhewed vnto our 
deare and welbeloued Subiectes ok our Counſell of Eſtate, by 
vs deputed to the generall gouernement ok our lowe Countries, 
às it is amongſt the deputies of the ÞPtelates , Nobles, Cities 
and Members ef Bꝛabant, Flanders, Artois, Mapnault, Uaz 
lencian, Lyle, Dowap, and Oꝛchie, Mamure, Tournay, Tours 
neſy, Utright, and Malines, repꝛeſenting the Eſtates of the ſaid 
Countries: and the Deputies of the inte of Ozenge, and E⸗ 
ſtates and Cities of Holland and 3caland, and their Aſſociates, 
reſpectively on either ſide deputed, hauyng made and {et doune a 
certaine treatie of pacification , haue required the parties afozes 
ſaied, to make Letters Pattentes thereof under our name and 
ſeale, with and inſertion of the pꝛocurations ofthe ſaied Depu⸗ 
ties, and there withall a clauſe oꝛ pꝛouiſo, that all the Subiectes 
of the Countries in the ſaied paciſication compꝛiſed, halbe bound 
to obſerue the ſame in every point and condition. And beſides, to

fication:of which treatiſe, the content thereof, with the ſaied p29» 
curations, herealter enſue. 

To all men to whom theſe pꝛelentes ſhall come, to be ſeene, 
heard, oꝛ read, Greetpug , Foz ſo muche as the Countries here 
about, theſe nine oꝛ tenne peares now laſt paſt, though the ciuill 
Warres , the pꝛoude and cruell gouernement, looſeneſſe of life, 
and ſuche other like diloꝛders of the Spanyardes and their adhe⸗ 
rentes, are fallen into greate miſerte and calamitie: foꝛ the pꝛe⸗ 
uenting whereof, and allo fo the ceaſing of all other further trou⸗ 
bles, oppꝛeſſions, and miſeries of the ſaied Countries, by the 
meanes of ſome lure peace and pacificatton to be had: there were 
in Febzuarie, in the peare 15 74. deputed, and aſſembled at Bꝛe⸗ 
da, the Commiſſaries ofhis Maieſtie, ofthe Pꝛince of Dzenge, 
and of the Eſtates ol Holland and Zealand, of their Aſlociates: 


by whom were pꝛopounded diuers meanes and offers, greatly 


ſeruyng foz the ſettyng foz ward of the ſaied pacification, and pet 
fo? all that, there followed not thereof, the fruite that was looked 
and hoped foꝛ, but contrariwiſe, whites thei looked and hoped foz 
comfoꝛte, and meanes, from his Maieſties benignitie, the ſaied 
Span pardes daiely went on in oppꝛeſſyng and ſpoilyng, thereby 
to bꝛyng the pooze Subiectes into perpetuall bondage, and flas 
uerie, thꝛeatnyng Noble men, and Cities, and after a Marlike 
maner, inuading, ſackyng and burnyng: and therefoze, the Sube 
ſtitutes pꝛoclaimed them Enemies to his Maieſtie and the comes 
mon weale , And the Eſtates here about were enfozced, by the 
leaue of the ſated Subſtitutes, to take Armes vpon them, foꝛ the 
pꝛeuentyng of a further miſchiefe,o2 rather the vtter ruine of the 
whole: And that the Enhabitauntes of all theſe lowe Countries. 
beyng vnited together in a firme peace and accozde, might ioynt⸗ 
ly dꝛiue out the ſaied Spanyardes and their adherentes, diſtur⸗ 
bers ofthe Countries, and reduſe them vnco the koꝛme and ma⸗ 
ner of their olde and auncient Lawes, Pꝛiuiledges, Cuſtomes, 
and Liberties, whereby the traffique and wealth might be reſto⸗ 
red vnto them againe: And foz that cauſe, was the foꝛmer mee- 
tyng of the ſaied Lozdes Deputies of the Countries:accoꝛdyng 
to the treatie of the peace begun at Bꝛeda, to the honoꝛ of God, 
and ſeruice ol his Maieſtie, betweene the Loꝛds of the C _ 
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the Nobilitie, Cities, and Members of Bꝛabant, Flaunders, 
Artois, Maynault, Ualencien, Lyſle, Doway, and Dychtes, Na⸗ 
mure, Tourna, Totrneſy, Utright, and Malines, repꝛeſenting 
the Eſtates of the ſated Countries: And the Pzince of Oꝛenge, 
the Eſtates and Cities of Holland and Zealand , and their Aſſo⸗ 
ciates, by the Commiſſaries of either ſide, reſpectiuely deputed:

ſter of Sainct Aldegond, Arnold Thozpe,Maiſterof Teemſick: 
ULlyam 3utlen of Newftelde , Maiſter of Heexartbergue E- 
ſquire: Maiſter Adꝛyan Myle, Doctoz of the Lawes, and one of 
his Excellencies Counſell, and alſo ok the ꝛouinciall Counſell

the Eſtates of Molland, Jealand, and their Aſſoctates,accowyng 
to the tenure of their Commiſſion, inſerted at the ende ok this 
pꝛeſent Treatie made and eſtabliſhed: herein is cancluded be⸗ 
tweene the parties afoꝛelaied, an euerlaſtyng and firme peace, 
Conkederacie, and Union, vppon the conditions hereafter enſu⸗ 
vng.

Firſt, that all offences, iniuries, faultes, and damages, com- Articles of 
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compꝛiſed within this pꝛeſent Treatie, oꝛ in what ſoꝛte ſoeuer, 
ſhall be pardoned, foꝛgotten, and taken as though thei had neuer 
beene, ſo that no mention hercafter ſhall euer bee made ok thoſe 
matters, oꝛ vet any man accuſed about them. 

2 The ſaied Eſtates ol Bꝛabant, Flanders, Artois, Hap⸗ 
nault, c. and alſo the ꝛince: The Eſtates of Holland, Zealand, 
and their A ſſociates:doe without hypocriſie and in truthe, accoz⸗ 
dingly pꝛomiſe hereafter to obſerue, and cauſe all the reſt of the 
Countries to perkoꝛme and keepe a firme and inuiolable amitie 
and peace: and likewiſe at all ſuche tome and tymes as occalion 
ſhall ſerue, to helpe one an other, both with their counſell, deede, 
bodies, and goodes: but eſpecially foꝛ the dꝛiuyng and keepyng 
out of all Spanpardes and fozraine Souldters, from the Lowe 
Countries, who with teeth and naile haue gone about contrarie 
to all lawe and equitie, to put to death all the Lozdes and Moble 
men, becauſe thei them ſelues would haue holde, occupie, and en⸗ 
ioye the riches and wealthe of the foꝛelaied Countries, and be- 
ſides would reduice, and bꝛyng the people into perpetuall ſlaue⸗ 
rie. And thereloꝛe, that thei would both foꝛ that, and koz all other 
matters, to be furniſhed with all thynges neceflarte fo2 the with⸗ 


ſtandyng of as many, as would in deede take vpon them, to op⸗ 


pole then ſelues againſt the ſaied Confederates and Allies, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing to be alwaies readie to peeld vnto all nece ſlarie and rea⸗ 
ſonable contributions and impoſttions. 

3 It is ouer and beũdes agreed, that ſcone after that the ſaid 
Spanpardes and their Adherentes ſhall be departed, and that all 
thynges ſhalbe at quiet and in ſafetie, either partie ſhall be bound 
to pꝛocure, and that very ſpeedely and carefully, a conuocation 
and aſſemble of the generall Eſtates, in ſuche maner and foꝛme 
as v as in that tyme , whereas Charles the fift Emperour, of

Countries into the handes of his Maieſtie our ſoueratgne and 


redoubted Loꝛde, foꝛ the oꝛderyng of the Affaires of the Lowe 
Countries both generally and particulerly, aſwell in the matter 
and exertiſe of Religion, in Holland, Jealand, Bommell, and o- 
ther places their Aſlociates,as alſo fo) reſtitution of the Fortes, 
greate Ozdnaunce, Shippes , and other thynges appertainyng 
to his Maieſtie, by the ſaied Yollanders , and Zealanders taken

duryng the (ated troubles, oꝛ otherwiſe, as tothe ſervice of his 
Maieſtie, the pꝛoſperitie and bnitie ofthe Countries ſhall apper⸗ 
taine: where, neither on the one ſide oꝛ vet on the other, ſhall be a⸗ 
ny mote contradiction, lett, oz delaie, in reſpect ot the oꝛdenaun⸗ 
ces, ſentences, and reſolutions, whiche there were made and oꝛ⸗ 
datned , then for the execution of them what ſoeuer: whereunto 
the parties afozeſated fully and wholy, haue in truthe ſubmitted 
them ſelues. 

4 That the Enhabitauntes bothe on the one ſide and on the 
other, ot what Countrie ſoeuer hereab out, o; of what eſtate, qua⸗ 
litie, oz condition ſoeuer thei bee: maie notwichſtandyng, kre⸗ 
quent, and alſo come, tarrie, and traffique here, bothe freely any 
ſafely in the trade of Marchaundize, oz otherwiſe. Pꝛouided al⸗ 
waies, that it ſhall not bee lawfull no tollerable, foꝛ the Hollans 
ders, Jealanders, oz any other, of what Countrie, condition, and 
qualitie ſoeuer thet bee, to attempt hereabout, out of the ſaied 
Countries oł Holland, Jealand, and the places their Allociates, 
ag ainſt the common quiet and peace, eſpecially againſt the Ca- 
tholique Romiſhe Religion, and exerciſe thereof, to wꝛong, oz 
ſtirre vp either in woꝛde oꝛ deede: neither yet by any ſuche like 
meane gine offence, vppon patne to be puniſhed as a diſturber of 
the common quiet, to the example of all others. 

5 To the ende, that no man in the meane while, might pon 
the ſuddaine bee ouertaken, oꝛ come within daunger: It is furs 
ther agreed, that all the Commiltions heretofo2e made and pu⸗ 
bliſhed as touchyng Mereſie, together the ozdenaunces vpon like 
and death made by the Duke of Alua, with the purſute and exe⸗ 
cution of them, ſhall ſurceaſe, vntill ſuche tyme as the generall 
Eſtates ſhall therein. haue taken other ower. Alwaies pꝛouided, 
that there be no ollence giuen, as befoze hath been lated, 

6 That the jpꝛince ſhall continue Lowe Admpꝛall, and his 
Maieſties Liutenauut of Hollande, Jealande, Bommell, and o⸗ 
thers their Aſſociates, and be all at his commaundement, as pꝛe⸗ 
ſently it is, with all the ſelf and ſame Juſtices, Officers and Ma⸗ 
giſtrates, and no waie to be chaunged, without his will and con⸗ 


ſent: and the ſame alſo to ſtande through all the Cities, Tounes, 


and places whiche his Excellencie pꝛeſently holdeth, vntill ſuche 
tyme as the generall Eſtates, after the departure of the Span⸗ 
Ca. iii]. pardes, 
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pardes, ſhall ſet ſome other oꝛder therein. 
7 That as concernyng the Townes and places compꝛiſed 
within his Maieſties Commiſſion, by hym recetued, whiche are 
not now at the commaundement, and vnder the obedience of his 
Excellencie: Shall in that point ſurceaſe, vntill ſuche tyme as the 
ſaied Townes and places hauyng iopned them ſelues with the 
reſt ol the Eſtates in this vnion and accoꝛde, his Excellencie ſhall 
haue ſatiſfied them in all ſuche pointes, as thei could iuſtly finde 
them ſelues agreeued, and in whiles he gouerned, demimlhed, 
whether it were in reſpect ok the exerciſ: of Religion, oz others 
wiſe, alwellto the end, that the ꝛouinces might not be diſmem⸗ 
bꝛed, as alſo foꝛ the auoidyng ok diſcoꝛde and diſſention. 
8 That in the meane tyme, no Commiſſions, PPꝛoclima⸗ 
tions, Tollerations no? exploites ofthe ſaied Countries, vnder 
the ſaied Pꝛince his Gouernement, Hall take any place, other 


then ſuche as ſhall by his Excellencie, oꝛ his Counſell, be decreed 


and allowed, either els by the Magiſtrates oz Officers there ap⸗ 
pointed, and thoſe alſo to bee ſuche, as ſhall in no caſe in tyme to 


come, bee pꝛeiudiciall to the iurildiction ot his Maieſties greate 


Counſell, 

9 It is alſo conditioned; that all men which haue been taken 
PMꝛiſoners , by reaſon of the tronbles paſſed, namely the Count 
Boſlit, ſhallbee ſett free without any Raunſome, ſaue onelp the 
charges of the Pꝛiſon, although the Raunſomes(befoze the date 
of theſe pꝛeſentes) were paied, oꝛ agreed vpon to be paied. 

10 It is moꝛeouer couenãted and agreed, that the ſaid Pꝛince 
and all the reſt of the Mobilitie, Knights, perticuler Gentlemen, 
and Subiectes, ok what eſtate, qualitie, oꝛ condition ſoeuer they 


bee, together their endowed Widowes, Childzen, and Enheri⸗ 


tours, ſhall mutually be ri ſtoꝛed, as it thei had neuer been attain⸗ 
ted, and repoſſeſſe all their Landes and Poſſeſſions , Gooddes, 
Pꝛerogatiues, Actions and Debtes, which are not ſolde, in ſuche 
maner and condition, as the afoꝛeſaied thynges pꝛeſently are, 
and to this effect therefoze, are all defaultes, Rebellions, Arreſts, 
Sentences, Saiſures, and Executions, which haue been graun⸗ 
ted and made, fromthe beg innyng of the troubles in the yeare 
1566. aſwell concernyng the cauſe of Religion, as allo foꝛ the 


takyng of Armes, and what ſoeuer enſued thereon, made _— 
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voyde and ok none effect. And the ſame, with all their Actes and 
Actitates, dꝛawne and ſet doune in wꝛityng, ſhall be made voyde 
and razed out of their Regiſters, without it be needekull fo2 the 
takyng of ſome other Jnftructions, oꝛ els fo the obtainyng of 
ſome other tolleration then this pꝛeſent Treatie. Meuertheleſſe, 
what ſoeuer Incozpoꝛation, Rightes, Cuſtomes, Pꝛiuiledges, 
Pꝛeſcriptions, aſwell Legale, Conuentionale, Cuſtomarp, as 
Locale: noꝛ pet anp other exceptions what ſoeuer to the contra⸗ 
rie, whiche herein, oꝛ in any other matters els, concernyng the 
fated troubles, ſhall bee voyde and of none effect, as beyng thyn⸗ 
ges (ik neede were) hereunto eſpecially derogatozie, neither is a 
ſetled lawe any generall derogation, without there bee ſome koz⸗ 
mer mention thereok made. 

11 It is alwaies pꝛouided, that herein ſhall bee compꝛiſed, 
foꝛ the enioipng ofthis pꝛeſent benefite, the right honozable La⸗ 
die, now wife to the right noble Count Palatine of the Rhine,

12 Thereſhalllikewiſe herein be compyiſed the Count Bu⸗ 
ren, ſo farre fooꝛth as touchetl; the Citie and Caſtle of the Coun⸗ 
trie of Buren, and the ſame iniope, as his owne pꝛoper Gooddes 
and Poſſeſſions, after that the Garniſon is diſplaced. 

13 AlltheÞillers, Trophees, Juſcriptiong,and other Mo⸗ 
numentes, whiche the Duke of Alua cauſed moſt diſhonozably 
and ſhainefullp to bee erected and ſet vp, aſwell ofthe thynges a- 
foꝛeſaied, as of what ſoeuer thyng cls, ſhall be defaced and vtter- 
ly deſtroyed, | 

14 As concerning the commodities ofthe Lozdſhippes and 
Poſleſſions afozeſaied:the Arrerages, and Reuenues of Dow- 
ries, Rent, Uictuall, Houle rent, aſwellthe Kyng, Countrie, 
Cities and Townes, as alſo all other thynges what ſoeuer be⸗ 
foze the date of this pꝛeſentes, and yet neither paied, noz receiued 
by his Maieſtie, oz haupng his Action, every man maie receiue 
bis owne Goodes and rentes, and quietly entoye them. 

15 Pꝛouided alwaies,that what ſoeuer ofthe ſaiedLandes,. 
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Reuenues, Nentes, oz Goodes hath beene eſcheated ſichence the 


Feaſt of Jhon Baptiſt laſt paſt in the peare x 576. ſhall remaine 
and be aunſwerable to the behoofe of him to whom it belongeth: 
notwichſtandyng, that the receiuer fiſcall, oꝛ any other, haue re⸗ 
cciued any ofthe reuenues ok thoſe Lands, Rentes and Soodes, 
whereupon in luche a caſe, a reſtitution ſhall be made. 

16 That it ſo be his Maieſtie ſhall haue fo) certaine peares, 
taken, oʒ cls giuen vnto him any of the ſaid Houle rents, oꝛ other 
reuenues, vnder the title of confiſcation, that every man ſhall fox 
thoſe yeares, bee holden as kranke and free, and acquited of all 
charges reall, and rentes, goyng out of his Poſſeſſtons, and ſhall 
bee alſo at all tymes franke and free, and acquited ok all Rentes,

18 And as fo} the immouable Goodes:as Youles,Rentes, 
and Reuenues, whiche vnder the title ofconfiſcation,are ſolde, oz 
chopped, and chaunged: the generall Eſtates ſhall appoint ſome 
of the ſaied Eſtates in every ꝛouince, to be Commiſſioners, to 
examine the ſated Controuerſies, ik any ſuche bee, and pꝛouide, 
that reaſonable ſatiſfaction bee made aſwell to ſuche , to whom 
thoſe thynges of right appertained, as alſo to the buyers and ſel⸗ 
lers of the Polleſſions and Rentes akozeſaied, in reſpett okthtir 
euiction. 

19 The like allo ſhall be doen about the Ar rerages ok rents. 
and Obligations, Perſonalles, and all other pꝛetenſes and plain⸗ 
tes, whiche the Loſers on either ſide , by reaſon ok the troubles, 
would bꝛyng in and conuence, in what maner ſocuer. | 

20 That all ꝛelates, and all other Eccleſiaſtical parſons, 
whoſe Abbaies, Monaſteries, Foundations, and Reſidentſhips, 
whiche lye without the Countries ok Holland and Zealand, and 
vet haue their }Ioffeſſions and Goodes in the ſaied Countries,

23 And whereas the Hollanders and Zealanders fo the bet⸗ 
ter defrainpng ofthe charge ofthe Marres, haue ſet on hier pꝛice 
of euery peece of Golde and Siluer, then the reſt ofthe Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces can allowe of, without loſſe : It ts conditioned, that the depu⸗ 
ties ofthe generall Eſtates, ſo ſone as thei can pollible, hal take 
aduiſe, fo} the ſettyng in of a genc rall foote thereto, tothe ende 
that the ſaied money might runne as egally as could bee, foꝛ the 
maintenaunce okthis vnion, and the mutuall entercourie of Mar⸗ 
chaunt2ile, 

24 Doeoner , tothe ende that vppon the ſupplication made 
by the Deputies of Holland and Zealand,all the lowe Countries 


in generall might bee charged with all the debtes, whiche the 


Pyince hath contracted foꝛ, about the makyng of the two expedi⸗ 
tions, whereunto, bothe the Pollanders and Zealanders, and the 
Pꝛouinces and Cities whiche peelded them ſelues vnto the (aft 
expedition, were bounde, as thei ſaied, the ſame point is left vnto

de Lalapng, Generall ok the Armie, inthe abſence ofthe Duke 

of Arſcot, and the Marques of Haurech, and battered the ſaied 

Caſtle in twoo ſundyie places. Now, when the beaches were 

made, and that the Spanpardes deſired to come to a parle, the 

Colonell of the ard, was deputed by the Lozdes, to talke with 

them: But when as thei could not agree about their Armour and 

weapou, Monſire de la Motte pzomiled the beſieged, the wozthe 

ofthem: wherevpon thei yeelded them ſelues with the ſauftie of 

their bodies and gooddes, the x x ,of Mouember 1576.

Who, although he had but a regiment ok eight Enſignes of TTlal⸗ 
lons, vet he ſo valiauntly purſued the aſſault, as that the ſaied 
Almaines departed the Toune vpoa compoſition the 12. of 32a: 
uember, euery Souldier hauyng a Doller to his ſhare. And ſone 
Bb. ij. after 
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after, that he was entred into the Tawne, he with the helpe of 
the honeft Citizens beſieged the Caſtle, wherein were 140. 
Syanpardes, whom he enkoꝛced to yceld, and vpon compoſition 
giue ouer and leaue the place, in the moneth and pere afozeſated, 
The 22. f Nonember , the Uallons whiche laie in Garni⸗ 
ſon at Groening, takyng parte with the Eſtates, there felt a con⸗ 
trouerſie betweene them and their Captaine Yonlire de Billy, 
the ſucceaſe whereof, was this.

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Nenertheleſſe, when thei in the ende ſawe, that all this their hel⸗ 
liſhe pollicie auailed them nothyng, thei vomited out, all their co⸗ 
uetouſneſſe and tyꝛannie vpon the Citie of Antwerpe, where, the 
greateſt parte of the Treaſure and riches of all the lowe Coun⸗ 
trets,lape, beſides the ineſtimable Treaſure that the Almaines, 
Frenche, Engliſhe, Jtalians, Spaniſhe, and Ealterlpng Dar- 
chauntes had there,committyng there, a moſt cruell æ ſhamefull 
murder,+tooke awaie ſo muche wealth, as that thei did his Was 
ieſtie, ſo greate hurt in his Low countreis thereby, as that all the 
ſeruice whiche thei ſhall doe hym theſe twentie peres, will neuer 
be able to counteruaile againe. UWlhiche example, Colonell Jal⸗ 
per de Robles, Gouernour of Groenyng, and of UWeſtfriſelande, 
pꝛeſumyng vppon, and thinkyng that no man durſt withſtande 
him, thought to followe: And firſt he began at the toune of Grog« 
nyng, and after ward, pꝛoceaded in the ſame Countrey of Groe⸗ 
nyng, and TAeft Friſelande, where he committed the like mur⸗ 
der, with burnyng and ſpoilyng, and to that ende entred into the 
Citie of Groenyng: Powbeit the good and mercifull Loꝛde, loo⸗ 
kyng vpon the ſaied Toune ol Groenyng, with the eyes ofhis 
mertie and grace, meruetloufly and mercifully deliuered the Ci⸗ 
tezeins and Enhabitauntes thereok, and ſtopped the tyꝛannous 
Arrog ancie and denile of the ſaied Colonell, as hereafter ſhall 
bee declared. 

The ſaied Jaſper de Robles Loꝛde ok Billy, cauſed an othe 
of fidelitte tobe miniſtred to Ferdinando Lopes, and other Cap- 
taines, as Monceau, and Champt,and alſo to their Seriauntes, 
Coꝛpoꝛelles and Officers, by whiche othe, he would haue them 
ſwoꝛne to hym, in the name of his Maieſtie, to be foꝛ the ſpace of 
thꝛee monethes, good and faithfull , aboute whatſoeuer buſineſſe 
he ſhould employe them: And ſaied, that he would in the meane 
while, ſende into Spaine to his Maieſtie, to knowe whether it 
were his hichnefle pleaſure and will oꝛ not, That the Countreis 
and Cities ſhould growe to an attonement with the Pꝛince of 
Ozenge: And that ific were ſo his Maieſties will, that then he 
would alſo doe, as the reſte of the Countries and Cities therea⸗ 
boutes did, but pet he truſted, that in the meane tyme, he would 
bee Maiſter ofthe Treaſure and wealthe ok all the Countrey of 
Groenyng and TUeftfreſeland,by lackyng and ſpoilyng ok them.

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Mhiche othe, the ſaied Colonell Jaſper de Robles.offeret alſo 
the 23. of Nouember 1576. to Captsine Loſy, by whiche he 
would has hym ſwoꝛnetao bee faithfullvntobym; for that helping 
ol hym, aboute the actomꝑliſbyng ol whatſceuer he ſhaulg wake 
him pꝛiuie vato.Captaine Loſy perceiuyng the condztion, to bee 
verie harde, about whicheche had moued hym vnto laitd. That he 
could not bee {woe to any ſuche thyng heloze ſuche tyme as he 
had made his Seriauntes and Conpopeltes pinie afit „ whiche 
aunſwere dꝛaue the Colonel into ſo greate heate and Chaler, as 
that he koꝛthwith ſent for; the @ertquntes'avþ>Conpogelles of 
Loſy his com: panie,offerpng to them alls the ſaied othe, howbeit 
thei had no luſte to hearkezuutois neither, (aipug that thei wert 
ſwoꝛne to his Maieſt ie nine perespaſteswhiche hei went faith; 
fully to keepe, vntill ſuche cymt as his Maieſut ſbould haue pile 
charged them of it: Wibere witheh the laid Colonelt was mere 
utilouſly greeued, aud aſked the Serigunt Maiop, named Gau⸗ 
tier, what he meant to dae, giupug hym the pennt in hia hande, ta 
ſubſcribe vnto the laied othe⸗Butthe ſaied Seriauntzcsſtzuag ths 
penne into the fire, ſaien unto haun Tchat he hadrather neben 
he would ſubſcribe vntg lache an athe s and ſe ais alſo che other 
Seriaunt and Cozpoxcll,of whichs., auc ot them hizht.Pobiſl. 
The Colonell beeyng greatly moued withehis aunmwere, ſaied 
vnto them.

After this reſolution, the afaꝛeſaied tw ao Sexiauntes and 
Coypoꝛalles, aſſembled all the reſt ol Captaine L oſy his Cozpo-« 
ralles, and agreed that eucry oftheim ſhould pꝛapounde to his 
Souldiers; all that the Colonell had fait d ta the ende hei might 
therby knowe, their entent ond purpole : and ihen that cet wald 
once moꝛe aſſemble theim, and conclude vponthat, hiche thei 
meant fram chencefozthe to doe: whiche ſpeeche, when the Coꝛ⸗ 
poꝛalles had deliuered auer to their Sonldiers , thei auulwered 
all with one voice, thatthei were alſo reſand to maß none a 
ther othe, aud therefoze would hazardfonediendbei bodies. ann 
lives one foꝛ an other, which aunſweres when the eapoꝛalles had 
made relatiũ ot, thei ſent foꝛ the Seriaunts of Captaine Uillers 
compante, who warded that daie, to tome vnto them, to whom 


thei declaredthe wozdes, whiche the Colonell had uwnpozted vnta 


them, 
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them and the anſwere which thei rec eiued from their Soulviers, 
demaundyng ol theim their ententes, and meanyng, wherevnta 
Capitaine UNillers Seriauntes aunſwered that thei were of the 
ſame opinion, and would lige and dye wichythem. Then thei cons 
kluded to appꝛehende the Colonell, and pꝛeuent hym, knowyng 
well inougch chat the Colonell would not ſleape a winke, ſo that

All this while;thererame nfleapeinrheColonettes ey t. but 


cauled the greate Dwomalntecu bes charged with haile ſhotte, 
and planted it in vhe ſtreate, where the Soulviers ſhould paſle to 
ans kro to the warche: CDmmaundyng Ferdinando Lopes, tobe 
ready with his Souldiers in oꝛder of battaill, and foꝛthe with, ſo 
foone-as the greate Owinaunce was dilcharged, to fall vppon 
Captalie Lofp 'bis-Swoulviers; But one of Captame Uillers 
Seriauntes vnverſtandpng ofchisveuiſe , advertiſed Loſp his 
Enlignehereof,as he was marchyng onzto the watche: Where: 
vpon, thet marched another waie , and as thei came beloꝛe the 
Colonelthis lodgyng, thei did not ouce diſcharge a peece, neither 
pet 'vlevrhelvarenRtomedreuerencecocheColonell,in ſo muche, 
that the Maiſter ofthe wacehe cried out vnto theim, to diſcharge 
their peeres, howberit the Souldiers flatly aunlwered, that thei 
would not, extept thei were firſt paied fo? their pouder and ſhot: 
dpon whicke aunſwere, Captaine ofthe watche, after his old ma⸗ 
ner, would haue laied vppon che Souldiers: whiche thei ſeeyng, 
tried Arme, Arme, and then the Captaine okthe watche fledde. 
Then Captatne Loſy ſmote hymſeit᷑ ou che bꝛeaſt, and ſoied: My 
heloued Souldiers,diſparchenow pour enterpuſc:whiche thing 
Tapraine Uillers companie {epug,as chei were commyng tron 
the ward ſoynen cheim ſelues with the roſte, and criyng out, ſai⸗ 
Jug, Per ol qddwoheare m. Salm Untes fo) we will live and dye 
with vou; and lodze by and by, chat cher would helpe one an os 
t enk, Hevwpur that chei meant to appꝛehend the Cole nell. 
hen Ferdinando Lopes, who was verie carcfull about his 
Þulinieſſe, laws that che Souldiers whiche came from the ward, 
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tame not the woonted waie, whiche cauſed, that his enterpꝛile 
tooke no effecte: And hearyng the greate noyſe, got hym in haſte 
to hozſe, criyng out and aſkyng, what the matter was, thinking 
thereby to appaiſe the Souldiers: But thei ſo bꝛauely halſed him 
with Mat quebouze ſhotte, as that he made ſuche ſpeedeawaie, 
that his hatte fell from his hed, and commyng to Ebbpngſtreate 
where his Souldiers ſtoode in oꝛder of battnillzlighted from his 
hozſe, and thinkyng to haue marched on with his people to helpe 
the Colonell, he was no ſoner come withtheim z tothe comerol 
the ſame ſtreate, and his Souldiers ſeeyng the twoo companies 
of Loſy and Uillers ſtandyng in ozder ol battaill, but that thei 
cried with a luſtie courage, All whole noble mates all whole, we 
will with one minde and conſent take ſuche parte as you dode. 
TUhen Ferdinando Lopes ſee how this geare fell sut he ranne 
into à Hog ſtie in a Bakers houſe to ſaue himtell: And his Soul · 
diers pulde their Enſigne from the ſtaffe, and teare it all in pee⸗ 
tes, and topned with the twoo Enlignes ofLoſy and Qillers, 
and ſweare that thei would with al their hartes and in verpdeede 
line and dye with them. And afterward. thei went all together to 
the Colonell his lodgyng witha greate Alarme, biddyng hym 
come out. The Colonell beeyng greatly amazed with this trou⸗ 
ble and noyſe, came to the gate, and with his hatte in his hande, 
ſaied louyngly vnto theim: My beloued and faithtull Souldiers, 
content pour ſelues, and tell me what it is that you would haue: 
And it it bee money, J pꝛomiſe pou that you ſhall haue it within 
this thꝛee dates, vipug theſe and many other ſuche like woozdes 
vnto them.

Then ſaied the Souldiers vnto hym, as fo? our pape, wee 
doubt not of it, but in the meane while thou ſþalt be our Pꝛiſoner, 
giuyng hym many repꝛochfull woes, as callyng hym vile vil⸗ 
laine and traitour, and ſo lead hym to the Towne honle , where 
cuſtomably waited the chiefe Marde: And from thencethet went 
to Seigmour Ruſhbzooke his Lodgyng his Sonne in Lawe, 
whom ther alfotooke as a ꝛiſoner, giuyng hymlikewiſe many 
vile wozdes , Mhen the faicd Ruſhbzooke ſawe this difozder,he 
did what he could to appaiſe the Souldiers, ſaiyng: My good 
Souldiers, and companions in Armes, J pꝛaie you bee conten- 


ted, and pou ſhall ſee that my Father in lawe will paie pou —

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whole dueties. Mow beit, all theſe woꝛdes went foxno payment, 
but caricd hym ou to accompanie the Colonell companie. When 4, 1... his 
thei had thus doen, thei tooke alſa fower moe Captaines: to wit, Captaines, 
Loſp,Uiliers,, Moncean, and Champi, and their Euſigne bear made pꝛiſo⸗ 
rers. After this, thei went to the Bꝛake where thei were wonted ders. 
to bee toztured and coꝛrected when thei had miſuſed them ſelues, 
oꝛ committed any offence , and there with Harquebouze ſhotte 
and Matchettes thei beate doune and cut in ſunder the coꝛdes and 
inſtrumentes, where with the Strappado was giuen them, and 
cariyng them to the Market place, ſet them on lire, and cried with 
a loude voyte and luſtie courage.

This beyng doen, there was a ſtaie made of all thynges, vn⸗ 
till the retourne of thoſe, whiche were ſent to Bꝛuxelles, fo2 the 
doyng ok all matters accoꝛdyngly.as the Eſtates ſhould finde to 
be neceſſarie fo2 the peace and quiet of the Countrey, 

hen the Eſtates had ſet an ozver about theſe thynges, thei 
gaue vnto the Count Nennenberg, the dignitie and office ofthis 
Robles, and ſent hym thether fo2 the ozderyngofthole affaires, 


- whiche he ſo wiſely handeled , as that after the Souldiers 


were pated, The Toune of Groenyng and all the Countrey of 
Friſelande, ſubmitted them ſelues duder the obedience ofthe E⸗ 
ſtates. And the Caſtle which was now built fo2 a ſtrength, was 
by the appointment ofthe Count Rennenberg, vtterly defacep 
and razed, 

In Januarie 1577, the Stottes whiche were in paie vnder 
the Eſtates, under the conduct of their Colonell Baukour, mee⸗ 
tyng at the Foote bale within a mple of Liege, were ſo bꝛauely 
ſkirmilſhed withall by the Spanyardes , as that a greate ſoꝛt of 


them were left dead in the place, and the reſt fled awaie. 


Mhiles the Eſtates warred againſte the Spanyardes, the 
king of Spaine ſent into the lowe Conntreis, Don Jhonof Au- 
ſtriche to be Gouernour:who tariyng a while in the Countrey of 
Luxenbꝛough, fo; the confirmation and ratiſtyng of the pacifica⸗ 
tion that was made at Gaunt, befoꝛe he came into Bꝛabande, 
there was and accoꝛde thereok made at Marche in Famine, be⸗ 
tweene Don Jhon, and the Eſtates the 12. of Febzuary 1577. 

The 13. ok the ſaied moneth, the Spanyardes who kepte the 


Seigniour Pierges, loz want of victualles, rendꝛed theſame by 
compoſition into the handes ok the Count Boſlu, 

The akoꝛelaied accozde that was made by Don Jhon, was in 
maner and fourme of a perpetuall Edict, and in the ende pꝛoclai⸗ 


med at Bꝛuxelles the 17. of Febzuarp, and the 27. at Antwerpe:

baſladaurs, Deputies and Subdealeagues, bee equally pated 
and deliuered vnto the handes of our {ated goed Bꝛother, oꝛ to 
his Subſtitutes, at che will and viſcretion ol the ſaied Loꝛdes 
Ambaſſadoures and Deputies, foꝛ our ſaid men of warre, Spa⸗ 
niardes, Italians, Bourgonions, and other Foꝛzreiners, ſoꝛ the 
dilpatchyng or them out of our Citie and Caſtle of Antwerpe, 
and out ot all the reſt of our other Cities, Caſtlos, and Foꝛtrel⸗ 
ſes, alwaies reſeruyng the ſated Almaines, vntill ſuche tyme as 
chei haue fully and wholy reckned with them, as hereafter ſhall 
be declared. And the other halfe, the ſaied Eſtates ſhall by their 
fut cient letti rs, ſende the ſame to Geennes in exchange, with⸗ 
in twoo monethes after that the lared Spanyardes, Jtaltans, 
and Bourgonians; ſhall departe from our ſaied Citie and Ca⸗ 
ile of Antwerpe, and there paie it into the hãdes of ſuche ꝛs our 
„ Cc.ii. ſaicd 
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ſated good Bꝛother, ſhall giue full power and aucthoutic to 


receiue. 
15 The ſaid Eſtates haue in maner and fozme as afozeſaiv, 


pꝛomiſed to take, and haue already taken the charge, to content 
our ſaied Almaines their wages and hier, after that thei haue 
reckned with them, and as thei finde them in realon and equitie 
to bee behinde. Foꝛ ac compliſhyng whereof, wee, and our good 
Bꝛother doe pzonnſe to helpe the ſated Eſtates, and ac coꝛdyng 
to our powers, auc thoʒitie and credite, will helpe th? to ali ſuchs 
recknynges and notes, into their handes, as mate induſe, oꝛ any 
wate perſwade the ſated Almaines, that their whole meanyng 
and entent is to pate theim that whiche is their due, and what- 
ſoeuer els thei ſhall thinke to be reaſonable, And againe, thelaid 
Lowes and Deputies ofthe Empire, and the Subdealeagues 
of the ſaied ꝛince and Duke of Juliers, did likewiſe franckly 
offer to doe the like vnto the ſaied Almaines: And beſides, that 
thei would deſire the ſaied Imperiall Maieſtie, to bee ſo good 
and gracious, as to vſe and imploie his ſaied aucthozitie , vppon 
the afoꝛeſaied Almaines: And commaunde theim, that vntill 
ſuche tyme as thei were ſatiſfied, to remaine peaceably in ſuche 
places of our Lowe Countreis, as we by the aduiſe of our ſaied 
Counſell of Eſtate, ſhould appoincte theim, foz the defence and 
aſluraunce ot᷑ vs, and of our ſated Eſtates. 

16 The ſaied Eſtates alſo, haue in maner and foꝛʒme afc2e- 
ſaied pꝛomiſed, and are to ſtande bound that after the departure, 
ofthe afozeſaied Spanyardes, Italians, and Bourgontons, out 
of our Lowe Countreis to receiue our ſaied good Bꝛother, who 
hath with hym, Letters Patentes of Commiſſion thereto ſer⸗ 
uyng, made fo? the lame purpoſe, And when, accoꝛdyng to Cu⸗ 
tome, he is ſwoꝛne, and hath receiued all the Ceremonies, that 
are to be vſed and obſerued, about the chofyng of a Gouernour, 
Lieutenaunt, and Generall foz vs, in our lowe Countreis. That 
then the ſared Eſtates are to behaue theim ſelues to hym, as to 
their Gouernour, and ſhall behaue therm ſelues towardes hym 
in ſuche regard, honour and obedience, as to the like Potentate 
appercerneth : Alwaies pꝛouided, that cht ſaied treatie ot peace, 
made in our eitie af Gaunt, and whatſoeuer els thereon depen⸗ 


dyng, chall notwithſtanding remain in full ſtrength —

17 Ne alſo enact and ozdeine, that our Succeſſoꝛs at their 
fopfull entrie, and our ſated good Bꝛother, and all the reſt ot our 
Gouernours, by vs oꝛ our Succeſlozs admitted into our Lowe 
countreis, aſwell generall as perticuler, and all and euery of our 
Pꝛeſidentes, Counſailours, Officers, and Juſticers, betoze the 
commyng in, entrie, and beginnyng ol their Adminiſtration and 
charge ok their Gouernements, Dignities, and Dffices, ſhall be 
ſolempely ſwozne, to keepe and obſerue, and aſmuche as in them 
Ipeth, cauſe this our pꝛelent Acte and Oꝛdenaunce, to bee obſer⸗ 
ued and kept. 

18 And laſtly we agree, appꝛoue, and holde fot effectuall and 
good, all conſtitutions of Rentes, Penſions, and all Bondes and 
Aſſuraunces, whiche the ſaied Eſtates haue made and paſſed, oꝛ, 
whiche as pet thei ſhall make and pafſe, to all and euery one 
whiche haue aſſeſted, furniſhed, and lent them, o2 whiche ſhall 
hereafter aſſeſt, furniſh, oꝛ lende them any money fox the ſeruing 
of their turnes, and helpyng of them, by reaſon ok the afozeſated 
troubles , and tumultes, and eſpecially, all Bondes and Aſſu⸗ 
raunces made, to the moſt high and mightie Pꝛinceſſe, our moſt 
deare Siſter the Queene ok Englande. 

19 To the ende, that all the pointes and Articles afozeſated 
might faithfully and in deede, be obſerued, accompliſhed, and take 
effect, and that, whatſoeuer contained within theſe our pꝛeſent 
Letters, might remaine firme, conſtant, and remaine inuiolable 
fo euer. Ie haue cauſed theſe pꝛeſentes, by our ſaied good Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, to be ſigned and ſealed, on the one parte: And the ſaied E⸗ 
ſkates, on the other parte, haue cauſed the Seale of the Eſtates 
of our Duchy and Countrey of Bꝛabant, foꝛ, and in the name, 
and at the requeſt, of all the reſt of the ſaied Eſtates to bee put to, 
and cauſed the ſame to be ſigned at the eſpeciall and expꝛelle come 
maundement and appoinctment ofall the ſated Eſtates , by our 
deare and beloued Cornelius Weellemans, Setretarie tothe ſaied 
Eſtates of Bꝛabant. And like wiſe, at the requeſt and entreaty on 
the behalfe bothe ol vs, and our ſaied good Bꝛother, about this 
acte, as alſo at the requeſt of the ſaied Eſtates: the ſaied Lozdes 
Ambalſadozs Deputies of the Empire, and Subdelegates of 
the ſaied Pꝛince and Duke of Juliers, as Mediatozs and Inter⸗ 
ceſſo2s, for the ſaied reconciliation, accoꝛde, and vuyon,compt-

ſated Articles, doe greatly pꝛaiſe and commende the holy zeale, 


good meanyng and intent, whiche the ſated Loꝛdes ofthe Eſta⸗ 


tes declare theim ſelues to haue, foꝛ the reducyng againe of our 
pooʒe and miſerable Countrep,vntoſuche a deſired tranquilitie 

and vnion, greatly aſluryng them ſelues, that theſaied Loꝛdes of 

the Eſtates ſeke herein nothyng els, but the deliueraunce ofthe 

nooꝛc afflicted enhabitauntes, from the greate pouertie and mi⸗ 

ſerie, wherein, thei are as it were, cleane ouer hedde and careg, 

by the cruell and inluppoꝛtable Tyzrannie, ofthe proude Spa⸗ 

niſhe nation, and their ill oꝛdered gouernement, and that fo2 the 

obleruation ofthe auncient Bꝛiuiledges, Lawes, and Franche⸗ 

ſes, thei had ſet a good and ſure oꝛder, to che ende thei might not 

hereafter fall into the like inconuenience, but pꝛincipally, in ap⸗ 
pꝛochyng fully and wholly by the ſated Articles, vnto the laſte 

paciſication made at Gaunt the 8. of Mouember laſte paſt: So 
that thei haue in all their matters and pꝛoteſtation, alwaies pꝛo⸗ 

miſed, and allo made, commendable actes, and woꝛthie perpetu⸗ 

all memoꝛie: Neuertheleſſe,after that the reno wmed and woꝛ⸗ 
thy Hince, together the Eſtates of Hollande and Sealande, 

had from point to point taken in hande to peruſe the afoꝛeſaied 

Articles, and had, accoꝛdyng to the extreame neceſſitie ofthe 

matter, conſideratly weighed theim (as in deede, our pꝛedecel⸗ 

ſours in the like caſe, neuer wonted to foꝛget, the obtainyng of 

all newe and commendable Miuiledges at their Lowes and 

Punces handes ) thei were fully perſuaded that by thelaied Ar⸗ 
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ticles, the ʒeale and deſire of the Lopes ofthe Effates aboue dee 
clared, was not as pet thioughly ſatiſfted. Foz,firft it ſeemeth, 


chat thelaied auncient Paiviledges ofthe Countreis, whiche thei 


would in all poinctes wꝛongkully defende,are verie pꝛeiudiciall, 
bothe becaule , that the libertie of the aſſemblyng ol the geuerall 
Eſtates, co whom of right it aunciently apperteineth, is thereby 
quite and cleane taken from them, and allo, becauſe the Eſtates, 
are dꝛiuen to a newe bond and othe, not to be vſed. And this maie 
eaſely appeare in the newe inkringyng of the Pꝛiuiledges, enen 
by the iniuſte detainyng ofthe Countie Buren, who, in the open 
ſight ok all men, was, contrary to lawe, reaſou, and the J ziuiled⸗ 
ges of the Countrey carried cleane awaie: Mhiche ought ſo 
muche the moe to bee conſidered ok, ſeyng that the ſatedJ1int- 
ledges in ſo iollie a beginnyng and treatte, which ſhould expꝛeſly 
haue tended to the confirmation and aduauncyng ok theim, are 
thereby, deminiſſhed and leſſoned in a perticuler perſone that ne⸗ 
uer offended, whiche dealyng, offereth ſmall hope, ofobſerupng 
the Pꝛiuiledges withthe people, and Cities, in generall, when 
às, euery light occaſion will eaſely bee made rebellion, and trea · 
ſon againſt theim. And beſides, euery man, that will not bee wil⸗ 
fully blinde, ſaieth, that the laſte pacification made at Gaunt, a- 


bout the cauſes afozeſaied, is bzoken, the inkringyng whereof, is 


the verie bꝛeake necke ol all together. and therefoꝛe it is euident, 
wherevnto the ſaied Articles tende, becauſe, the allowyng and 
ratefiyng ofthe ſaied paciſication, is not ſo clearely and perfectly 
made, as the weightineſſe of ſuche a thyng requireth, but whol- 
ly hangeth, vpon certaine reſtraintes and inter pꝛetations, where 
on mate enſue muche deceipte,aud craktie dealyng, conſiderpug. 
that the Articles are altogether like vnto thole , whiche in the 
tyme of the Oucheſſe ol Parma, were the cauſes ol ſuche an hoz- 
rible effuſiõ of blood: Againſt whiche, the Deputies of the Pꝛince 
of Ozenge, and the Eſtates ok Hollande and Sealande, made o⸗ 
pen pꝛoteſtation, aud cauſed alſo, a publicque Acte, bothe oftheir 
acceptation, and alſoof the Counſaile of Eſtate to bee likewiſe 
made. | | 

Andbefides, lithe the inte, and Eſtates of Hollande aud 


Sealande, ſindyng therein, certaine pointes, whiche to them ſee⸗ 


mech to be ſo pꝛeiudiciall to the honour oł their Countrep, as that 
thei 
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thei feare to runne into an euerlaſting infamie and ſhame, becauſe 
we our ſelues, doe not onely thinke them, whiche haue ſo villai⸗ 
nouſſy handled and ſacked bs, but doe alſo ioyne hande in hande 
wich them, ſo that we, by a Commiſſion publickly declared by the 
aucthoutte of his Maieſtie, and of the Eſtates of the holy Em⸗ 
pire, haue accuſed our ſektes to be Uillaines and Nebelles, with 
all thoſe, whiche haue made alliaunce and confederacie with the 
Spanpardes, and that whiche is mote, wee haue wittyngly and 
gladly ſuffered our Jewelles, Golde, Siluer, Money, Marchan⸗ 
dꝛiſe, and extoꝛted Exactions, to bee caried out of our Countrey, 
without any gainſaiyng. Andbeſides, thei perſwade the Pꝛince, 
and the Eſtates of Hollande and Sealande, that thei haue not 
fully diſcharged their honour and thanklulneſſe in the ſaied Arti⸗ 
cles, vnto the Queene of Englandes highnefle , and to Monſire 
the Duke, the French Kynges bother, who vnto vs, in the time 
ofneede , had ſhewed their good affection , fo2 the freeyng of vs 
from the oppꝛeſſion and flauerte wherein wee were, ſeeyng that 
bothe reaſon, and occaſion,ſufficiently required, to compꝛehende 
chem therein, with mote expꝛeſſe and honozable Articles. Laſtly, 
it is not to be founde in the ſaied Articles, that any aſſuraunce is 
graunted vnto the Enhabitauntes ok Molland and Sealand, ſithe 
that at the treatie of Bꝛeda, thei had a mote fitt and reaſonable ol⸗ 
fer made them: UWhiche thyng thei alſo in the ende, greatly re⸗ 
quired at the pacification of Gant, had it not been that their De- 
puties declared bothe by mouthe and wꝛityng, that thei would in 
no wile treate with any other, then with the ſaied Eſtates, ſhe⸗ 
wyng thereby. how roundly on their behalfe,thei then pꝛoceeded. 
NHꝛoteſtyng, that if ſo thei meant to receiue Don Jhon of Au⸗ 
ſtriche, and deale with hym in ſuche ſozte as now thei haue, that 
thet would haue demaunded an other maner ol aſſuraunce, as in 
very deede, thei had good occaſton, And beſides, that as there was 
no mention made in theſe Articles foꝛ their ſafetie and aſſurance, 
no moꝛe alſo was there any foꝛwardnes of any matter ſet doune, 
wherbp,any mi ſhould be reſtoꝛed to his goodes, poſſeſſions, E⸗ 
ſtate, x Gouernement, as in many other places, both in the Coun⸗ 
treis there aboutes, and alſo in the Countie ot Burg ondy it was, 
whiche notwithſtandyng, accoꝛdyng to the pacification (the fame 
point in * ſaid treatie, which the gener — at that tym G 

v. could 
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could not bee expꝛeſly declared)ought to haue beene conditioned 
and couenaunted. Moꝛeouer, neither could there be any aſſurance 
perceiued to bee made, foꝛ the reſt ol the Countreis and PPꝛouin⸗ 
ces, no} pet fo2 the pooꝛe Commonaltie ofthe ſame , Foz, there 
was no mention at all therein made, about the pullyng daune ok 
the Cytadelles oz Caltles, by reaſon of whiche , as all men well 
enough know, pꝛoceeded many miſchiefes;neither pet anpplaine 
declaration of the foꝛgettyng and foꝛgiuyng of that, that was al. 
readie paſſed, no, noꝛ yet of that, whereof mention is made in the 
ſaied Articles:whiche dealyng, made the people very ſuſpicious, 
becauſe, that thet bezug openiy thꝛeatned in the laſt Aſſemble at 
Mup, ought to haue beene well aſſured fo2 the tyme to come, ſee⸗ 
png the Countrey was vnarmed, and Oon Jhon of Auſtriche 
appointed to be Gouernour:conſideryng alſo there wich, that the 
foꝛmer examples plainely enough ſhewed the ſequele of ſome 
fuche like thyng. And againe, it ſeemed that fo) this tyme. thei 
meant to ioyne him onely with the generall Efkates,but as ioynt 
Souernoura, that thei might thereby, depꝛiue the people of all 
meanes, wherewitth, hereafter to be able, to aſſurethem ſelues as 
gainſt che ill will of hym, whom thei entended to appoinct ouer 
them, as Gouernour. To bee ſhozte, there were yet many moe 
poinctes , whiche the Pꝛinces, and the Eſtates of Hollande and 
Sealande, thought neceſlarie ta be well weighed and conſidered 
ok: and therefoꝛe every of them meant to ſet doune the ſame per⸗ 
ticulerly by them ſelues, in wityng, and ſende them to the Lozds 
ofthe Eſtates, declaryng vato them, that the Pꝛince and Eſta⸗ 
tes of Hollande and Sealande were fully perſwaded, chat it was 
now high tyme, to followe the examples of our j ꝛedeceſſoꝛs, to 
the ende, that the Pꝛiuiledges, Lawes, and Franchiſes, whiche 
thei left behind vnto vs, might with one conſent, and by this good 
opoꝛtunitie, now at hande, offered, bee augmented, ſo that thei 
might neuer hereafter fall againe, into the like inconueniences. 
But whiles thet made ſome fate about the ſetting doune of thele 
Articles in wꝛityng, a copie of Lettees was bzought vnto them,. 
whiche the Lozdesof the Eſtateg had witten to Don Fhon of 
Auſtriche, by whiche thei perceiued, thattheLowesofthe E⸗ 
fates were fully determined, to conclude and make an ende, 


without tariyng fo2 aunſwere from the Pꝛince, and Eſtates of 


Pollande- 
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Hollaride and 3ealanve, with Don Fhon of Auftriche, requiring 
bymto ſigne them, and pꝛomiſing that thei would pꝛoclatme 
them, and receiue Don Jhon of Anftriche into the Tountreis, 
as Gouernour, Uthereupon, when the Pꝛince, and Eftates of 
Hollande and Sealande ſawe this alteration , thei greatly mar⸗ 
uetled,conſiderpng that the date of the ſaied Letters (which was 
alſo bꝛought to them in poit)beare the very ſame date as it were, 
that the Lozde of Mileruall arriued. Foz, thei were out of all 
doubt, fully perſwaded, and thought thei ſhould lo linde it, that in 
a treatie of ſuche impoꝛtaunce and weight, whereon depended 
the whole welfare, oz ruine, of all the lowe Countreis, thei had 
greatly ouer ſhotte them ſelues , Neuertheleſſe, ſeeyng that thei 
thinke and conſtantly beleeue, that it is ſo muche the rather doen, 
foꝛ the riddyng of the Spanpardes ond other fozrainers out ot 
the Countrie, thei could not but wiſhe, and with all their hartes 
doe wiſh and pꝛaie to God, that the end mate be ſuche, as all good 
defenders of their Countries hope and looke fo2. And as foz them 
ſelues, ſithe it were now tn vaine to yeelde reaſons againſt thyn⸗ 
ges concluded vppon and ended, thei pzomiſe, and doe aſſure the 
Loꝛdes of the Eſtates, to purſac and defende by all meanes poſſi⸗ 
ble, the pacification concluded vpon at Gant, liuyng in good hope 
alſo, the ſame to be the meanyng likewiſe, ofthe Loꝛdes ofthe 
Eſtates, and there foꝛe doe beſer che them, in all places to ſhewe, 
that thet fox their parte are in verp deede, readie to doe the like. 
And to the ende, that every man might in truthe ſee, that thei 
haue none other purpoſe but tu riad awaie the Spanpardes and 
the reſt of the Foꝛrainers, and ſeeke nothyng els but the pꝛocu⸗ 
ryng of peace, and reſtabliſhing of certatve Pꝛiuiledges, Lawes, 
and Franchiles of the Countreis: thei are contentedto accept, 
and ſubſcribe, of, and to, the ſaied Articles , if it ſhall pleaſe my 
Loꝛdes ofthe Eſtates, firſt to pꝛomiſe firmelp and irreuocablj it, 
and thereupon paſſe their deede Obligatoꝛie, and the ſame to bee 
alſo ſubſcribed by the Gouernours, chiefe Officers, and Colo⸗ 
nelles, ok all the Pzouinces, that eyng the tyme, agreed vppou 
with Don Thon of Auftriche,fo2 the dꝛiuyng awaie of the Span⸗ 
pardes,is now expired: ta callto a reckonyng vpon ſuche a daie 
of this Moueth, as the Eſtates ſhall appoint, all ſuche Span⸗ 
pardes as are not pet departed the Countreis there aboutes,and 
my 
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ny Loꝛdes the Eſtates, fo2 the auoidyng once againe of all ves 
lates whiche vnto this date haue been ſo pꝛeiudiciall, to cut of and 
ſuſpende all further communication, and treatie, with Don Jhou 
of Auſtriche, and conſequently, with foꝛce of Armes, luſtely pur⸗ 
ſte the inlolent and pꝛoude Spanyardes, without meanyng fo2 
euer after, any moꝛe to enter into communication, 0? treatie, 
whatſoeuer, with them. And beſides, that it would pleaſe them 
not to paſſe, and communicate the like acte and deede Obligato⸗ 
rie in fozme and maner of an agreement, other wiſe, then that al. 
ter the departure ofthe Straungers, neither thei, noꝛ yet the ſaid

linde out of oꝛder, and contrary, aſwell to the generall, as to the 
perticular Pyiuiledges,Lawes, Franchiſes, and Cuſtomes, ot 
the lowe Countreis, and by foꝛce ok Armes like wiſe, dꝛiue out 
ofthe lowe Countries, all the Spaniſhe, Italian, and Bourgo⸗ 
nion Souldiers, accoꝛding to the confo2mitie ofthe ſaied accozd, 
if ſo be the ſaied Souldiers bee not in deede gone out of the lowe 
Countreis by the tyme pzefixed , and accoꝛdyngly as thei were 
expꝛeſſely tommaunded by his highneſſe, without any further 
lookpng to other treatie oꝛ communication, about the dekerryng

And accozdyng to the agreement, the Spantardes, by theap: The Spar: 
pointment of Don Jhon (who otherwiſe, conld not bee recetued —— a 
vnto the Souernement) departed the Citie and Caſtle of Ant⸗ the Eitie and 
werpethe 10. of Parche x 5 7 7. with greate butin and ſpoyle. Caſtle of 
Whiche Caſtle, was deliuered ouer vnto the Duke of Arſcot, Intwerpe. 
who placed there fo) his Lieutenaunt, the dꝛince of Chima his 
ſonne, to the greate likyng ofthe whole woꝛlde, becauſe he was a 
verie noble yong Pꝛince, and ſuche a one as in whom, was great 
hope of good. And although the Caſtle and Citie ok Antwerpe, 
were freed of the Spanpardes, Italians, and Bourgonions, vet 
were thei ſtill kept in ſubiection: Foz. the kynges Al naines, and 
ſuche as aſſiſted the Spanyardes at the ſackyng of Autwerpe, 
remained ſtill there, onder their Colonelles, Focquer and Fröl⸗ 
berg, who laie there foz their paie, whiche was an intolleravle 


charge tothe pooze Citezing. 
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Don IJhon had good likyng of, perceiupng his wicked purpoſe 
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Che 7. ot Auguſt inthe pere afozeſated, the kyng ratified the 
perpetuall Edict and Accozde, whiche Don Thon had made with 
the Eſtates. And the 21. o Apꝛill the S paniardes departed Ma⸗ 
ſtright, with their butin and theeuerie. 

Don Jhonhaupng hidde the ſubtill Fore vnder a plain cloke, 
entred Bzuxelies the firft of Date 1577. where he was receiued 
with greate pompe, triumphe and iope, ot the loꝛdes, and whole 
commonaltie,andthe fourth ot the ſaied moneth tooke vpon him 
the gouernment ofthe Countrey, where he was ſwozne, whiche 
ethe (one after he bꝛake. | | 

The 11. of June, he departed from Bꝛuxelles to Malines, to 
talke (as he {ed)with the Colonelles, and Captaines of the Al⸗ 
maines, who beeyng once paied, had cheir paſlepoꝛte to departe 
out of the Countrey after the Spanpardes: Mowbeit vnder this 
couler, he in verte deede, treated with them about the keepyng of 
the Citie of Ant werpe foꝛ hymſelk, to the ende he might the bet⸗ 
ter aſſure hymſelkokthe Caſtle: In ſo muche, that he retained thẽ 
into his leruice, as afterward, by the interceptyng of man let⸗

ſcnt foꝛ the ꝛiuce of Chinay, to come to hym to Malines, vn⸗ 
der a coulozable deſire of his companie, to the Citie of Namure 
about the tongratulation of the Queene of Nauarre, Appoin⸗ 
tyng cftſones {02 his Lieutenaunt in the laied Caſtle the loꝛde 
ok Terlon. | 

Then departed Don Jhon from Malines, accompanied 
with many noble menne, whiche at that tyme, were there with 
hym, koꝛ the conueighyng or hym as Goucrnour of Namure: 
Mhere he, in warre like maner leiſed vpon the Caſtle the 24. 
of Julie, vnder the pꝛetence of riding an huntyng. Then Pöõ⸗ 
licur de Froymont, Gouernour ofthe Countrey of Mamure, a 
wiſe and ſtaute gentleman, had tolde Don Jhon ofhis greate 
Wong and fault committed, conſidering the vanitie of the act, 
aud beſides, that che Souldiers would not remedie it by foꝛce ol 
Arines, departeꝭ from hym, and came to the ſaied Eſtates.

Uhiles Don Jhon laie at Namure, he ſolicited bothe by 
letters, and by woꝛde of mouthe Terlon, and the Almaine Co- 


was the ſuppuſpng of Antwerpe Caſtle. But it tourned all to 

nothing, by reaſon ofthe greate care, paine, and fidelitie of Mõ⸗ 

ſicur le Bours , Fo by his wiſedome and noble courage, he ſa 
handled che matter, as that he dꝛaue out the Traitoꝛs, and tooke 

Terlon pꝛiſoner, whom he deliuered vnto che Eſtates, the firite 
of Auguſt 1577. 

hen Foucques and Fronſ berg heard okthis, it ſo amaſed 

them as that thei armed their people, and in the euenyng with- 
dꝛe we them ſelues to the greate Market place of Antwerpe, but 
fearyng, that theſame would not be ſtrong iuough foꝛ them, and 

their people, thei withdꝛewe theim ſelues after Pidnight, vnto 
the ſtrongeſt place ofthe new? Toune, emongeſt the water con⸗ 
ductes: where beyng well foꝛteſied and ſtrengchened, thei keyte 
them ſelues quiete, vntill the nexte daie in the afternoone. But 
when thei ſawe the arriuall of the ꝛince of Oꝛenge Shippes, 
thet grewe into ſuche a feare, as that thei floꝛſooke the toune, and 
fled, to wirte, Focques, to Bergues vpon Zoom, and Front berg 
to Bꝛeda. 


Aﬀter that, the Eſt tes beſieged the Caſtle of aue, where The Caſtie 


in Foucquers Regiment of Almaines laie, but the 4. of thelaid —— 


moneth, it was rendered by compoſition to Monſteur de Cham⸗ 
pigni, generall of the field at that pꝛeſent, fo the Eſtates:and ſo 
were like wiſe, the Tounes of Thale and @tonebergue,the x 3

fearyng the Toune had been ſurpꝛiled: and ſo beſieged the Ca- 
ſtle, whiche the Souldiers afterward rendꝛed vnto them vppon 
condition, that thei might be paied. Then the Citeʒeins entred 
into the Caſtle the 2. of September, and kept it vntill the Go- 
uernour Monſieur de Uille came. 

When Don Thon ſawe, chat the greate Campe of the Eſta⸗ 
tes dꝛewe neare to Mamure, where he was but ill pꝛouided of 
men of Marre, he made ſhewe, as though he would againe treat 
with the E ltates, to the ende that thereby. his fozce might the bet⸗ 
ter bee gathered together, and therevpon, required CTommiſſio⸗ 
ners foꝛ that purpoſe, Then the Eſtates deputed fo) that vſe, the 
Abbot of Saincte Giaine,Terual, Grobbendocque, and o⸗ 
thers, who after many delates and conferences, retourned with⸗ 
out doyng of any thing, conſideryng, that the ſaied Duke Jhox 
meant nochyng els but warre 8. 

The Caftle The 28. of Auguſt, 1 577, the Caſtle of Antwerpe whiche 
ot Antwerpe had ok long been a denne of murderers, was that verp date vtttr⸗ 
razed.

Gertrude and Parolles, the Duke ok Arſcot, and the Baron ot 


Frezin, pꝛeſented vnto the moſte famous Archduke Mathias, 

the Gouernement ok all the lowe Countreis, vpon certaine cons 

ditions and Articles, whiche he accepted of, and iublcribed vuto, 
The Citie of Amſtelredame, whiche would not acknowlege 


the Þtnce tobe Gouernour, as he ought to be,accodpng tothe P2ife of the 


paciſication of Gauut, was, by Colonell Helpng, who very cou⸗ 


ſurpꝛiſed and taken. Wlhiche dealyng, when the Citezens ſawe, 
thei put them ſelues in Armes, and ſtoode marueilouſly to their 
defence, ſo that the ſated Colonell was there ſlaine in valiaunte 
fight, and his people pꝛeſently, dꝛiuen out ofthe Toune. 

The 18. ok January 1578. the moſte famous Archduke Ma⸗ 
tbias entred mto Bꝛuxelles, where, beeyng the 20. ol the ſaied 
Moneth ſolemnely ſwoꝛne, was with greate Magnilicence, ap- 
poineted Gouernour of the Lowe Countreis .

beſieged them, and firſt, the Count of Kennen berge, Baron of 
Uille, and Gouernour of Friſelande, who was there named the 
generall of the fielde, beſieged Campen, and becauſe he would 
loſe no tyme, he ſommoned the Taune: and hauyng retuled his 
offer, made a fea full batterie, vntill ſuche tyme as he had made 
a Bꝛeache:howbeeit, when the Almaines ſaw? them readie to 
giue the aſſ.,ulte , ther fell to a parle, and in the ende, departed 
the Toune, the 20. ot July in the pere atoꝛeſated.

And thelame tyme, had the Duke 
thuſte in a Frenche Garriſon into the Tounes ok Soignie, 
Mawbuge, and Reuſle,whiche the enenne had fozſaken, 
When the Archeduke Mathias and the Effates had arered 


De Cape à greate and mightie Armie , under the conducte and gouerne⸗ 


ment of the Count of Boſſu, a valiaunt and ſtoute manne, and 

verie warlike, he pitched his Campe abount Rimenantin Bꝛa⸗ 
bande: whether Don Jhon , meanyng to plate double o2 quite, 
came, purpolyng to ſet vpon the Campe,Howbeit this ſeconde 
enterpꝛiſe had not ſo good ſucceſle as the firſt:becaufe it coſte a- 
greate number ol his Spanpardes liues: ſo that he was enfoz⸗ 
ced, thꝛough the notable endeuour and diligence or all thoſe, 
who the Count had ſent to fight to retier, where Maiſter Noz 
ris. Colonell of the Engliſhmen, and Maiſter Stiward Colo⸗ 
nell of the Scottes, hauyng reſiſted, and purſued the greateſt 
fo:ce ofthe enemie, ſhewed theimſelues ſo valiaunt in Armes, 
and warlike feates, and ſo couragious and ſtoute, as that thei 
carried awaie the whole pꝛaiſe and commendation ol this vic⸗ 
toꝛie, whiche was won? the firſt of Auguſt 1578.

euer was in our dat?s accompted, and in France, moſte famous 
fo2 his notabl» deedes of Armes, was ſent by the Eſtates, to be 
Morſhall of the fielde, who acccptyng of this charge, came to 
Antwerpe, to the greate contentation of all the men of warre, 
Tn Auguſt the pere afoꝛeſaied, Stgnicur Archies, beyng by 
his highneſſe and the Counſell of Eſtate, ſent to Ualencia, to 
make inquiſition about certain particuler matters, concerning 
the common beneſtte ofthe ſaiyd Citie, there aroſe a greate vp⸗ 
roꝛe and cortrouerſie emongeſt the common people: the one ſide 
takyng parte with the ſated Archies, and the other with the Ma⸗ 
niſtrate,fo2 remedyng and appaiſyng whereof,his highneſle ſent 
thether Seigniour Nichardot one ok the pꝛiuie Counſell,a verie 
learned man, accompanied with an other Commiſſioner, where, 
tough his mediation, after many conferences had, there was a 
common and generallaſſemblie ofthe people held, ſo that the 17. 
Al Aug uit, thoſe troubles were appaiſed, and the Citezens there⸗ 


vpon 
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vpon went foꝛchwith, euerp man under his Enligne, puttyng of 
their Armour and weapon, after thei had kept watche aud ward 
eight daies and nightes together, one againſt an other, not with⸗ 
aut the greate daunger and hazard, ofa miſerable and lamenta⸗ 
table effuſion of blood. 

The Generall Eſtates meanpng todooe all thynges fo2 the zn accoꝛde 
beſt, chei, to the ende thei might repulſe the enemie with the grea⸗ with the 
teſt foꝛce, treated with the Duke of Aniowe about that matter. Dube of 
The Duke bounde hym ſelf to leauie tenne thouſande footemen, Intowe, 
and twoo thouſande hoſe , at his owne coſte and charge, foꝛ the 
ſpace ofthzee monethes, and that tyme beepng expired, and the 
warres not ended, chat he would continue to aide them with thꝛe 
thouſande Souldiers, and ſtue hundzed Hozſe, and manikeſt hym Tf 
ſelk an enemie to Don Jhon and his adherentes, wherevpon,the-/,, . Bu 7+ oi 
Eſtates named hym the defendour of the Countrep,pzomiſpng Au «<7

further to p2eferre hym to all the reſte, if ſo bee thei were enkoꝛced ee A ||| | 
to chaunge their Lozde and bꝛince, giuyng him beſides,the Ou⸗ twtrr Hal 
chie of Luxembzough, and the Countie of Bourgundie, and fo2 
the lauftie of his people, and hymſelf,the Tounes of Landerſep, 
Queſnop, and Bauais, beſides many other Articles conteined in 
the accopd fo that behalfe , made and publiſhed at Antwerpe, in 
the pꝛeſence of the P2ince, the Eftates,and Ambaſſadaꝛs of the 
ſated Duke, the 29.of Augult 1578. _ 
As the Campe of the Eltates laie aboute twoo Pyles from F Skit: 4} {1 
Louuaine, Count Boſlu departed thence, with twoothouſande — %- Ui 
Darquebouzicrs and two thouſande Hozfe , and commyng nere 
tu Louuaine where the Enemie was, either parte ſhooke oktheir 
ſhotte, and coupled them ſelues together in a bꝛaue Skirmiſhe. 
The Uicount of Gaunt and Lanowa,chargedthe Eenemie with 
the men at Armes, and chaſedthem harde vnto the Rampars ſi⸗ 
des of the Towne, ſo that ſome of their Tippettes were there 
turned vp, and ſo were diuers ofthe Frenche likewiſe, The {ated 
Count had a greate deſire ts beſiege this Towne, but becauſe he 
wanted thee oꝛ lower thouſande Pyoners, and thirtie, oz koꝛtie 
Canons, koꝛ the winnyng of ſo greate and large a Towne, well 
funiſhed with ſiue thouſande Souldiers, he left of his enterpaiſe, 
as à thyng deuoide of all reaſon.

Thei ot the refoꝛmed Religion, exhibited a ſupplication foz 
the hauyng ok publique exerciſe, but eſpecially, Þ Antwerpians, 
firft deſired of Archduke Mathias his excellencie, and Counſaile 
of Eſtate, certaine Churches:whicherequeſt,greatly amazed the 
L odes: Howbeit,the Suppliauntes were ſo many in nomber, 
and ſo impoꝛtunately vrged the matter, as that when his high- 
neſle had aſked counſell of the generall Eſtates, it was thought 
to be neceſſarie fo2 the common quiet, and pꝛeuentyng ol all in 
conuenience, to graunt them the Caſtle Chappell (named the 
Moabites, becauſe the Spanyards built it) the Feſuites Church, 
halfof the Friers Franciſcanes Churche, of the Jacobines, and 
Sainct Andzewes:lo that by licence, tbe publique Sermons be⸗ 
gan the laſt of Auguſt x 5 7 8. Aud aſterwarde thꝛough the cen 
tinuall exhibityng of Supplications of all the lowe Countreis, 
the peace of Religion, oz free libertie of rhe Religion was per⸗ 
mitted and pꝛoclaimed, the Copie whereofenſueth, 

It is knowne to all menne , that the tyzanuous Commiſſi⸗ 
ones long ſithence, h ꝛoclaimed aboute the cauſe of Religion, by 
the perſwaſton, counſell, and aduiſe of Straungers, eſpecially of 
the Spaniſhe nation, without hearpng ofche Eſtates ofthe Coũ⸗ 
trey in that bchalfe, and beſides, beeyng with moſte intollerable 
crueltie, entertained and obſerued, haue been, and pꝛeſently are, 
the verie oꝛiginall ok all the controuerlies emongeſt vs, conlide⸗ 
ryng, that by thoſe occaſions, the Pꝛiuileges, Lawes, and lauda⸗ 
ble Cuſtomes, are ſondzie waies bzoken, and troad vnder koste, 
and laſfly, by the enemies ol our Countreis , haue cauſed moſte 
lamentable warre to bee, beganne to our vtter eſclauiſſhyng and 
veſtruction foꝛ euer. And therekoꝛe, none other remedie could bee 
had about this matter, but the makyng ok an alliaunte and confes 
deracie, bet wixt all the ſaid Pꝛouinces hereabout, and therevpon 
Pꝛoceaded the pacification of Gaunt, whiche, after many delibe⸗ 
rations and conſultations about the ſame, was aſwell by the Bi⸗ 
ſhoppes, Diuines, as alſs the Counſell ok Eſtate, and others here 
Abnut, appꝛoued, confirmed, and by a ſolemne oth openly = 
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not onely by the Eccleſiaſticall, and Tempozall, Eſtates, ok theſe 
Lowe Countreis, bothe generally and particulerly, but alſo by 
Don Jhon, whole office chiefly was, as one ſubſtituted to the go⸗ 
uernement and good direction of the ſaied lowe Countreis, to ſe 
them to bee kept i in peace and tranquilitie: But he contrariwiſe, 
hath in many pointes enfrenged theſaid pacification,and agaiut 
his othe , many waies declared , hym elk not to bee willyng to 
ſtande thereto: So that, he a newe beganne the fozeſaied warre, 
whiche hath enfozced vs to ſtand fo the conſeruation,and defenſe 


ok our naturalllibertte, and ioyntly, againe to take Armes vpon 


vs, beeyng alſo thereby, and though other greate extreamities, 
wherevnto the ſaied warre, the mother of all diſſentions, and in⸗ 
conueniences, hath bꝛought vs, and ag ainſt our willes and mea⸗ 
nynges, enkoꝛced vs to dooe and ſuffer, many thynges, hurt full 
bothe to Religion, and alſo to his Pateſties obedience, beeyug 
ſuche thinges, as otherwiſe, we neuer once minded oꝛ thought on, 
and whiche at this pꝛeſent we are no waie able to helpe, as often 
tymes befote this warre beganne, wee haue ſuffictently ſhewed 
and pꝛoteſted, aſwell by our letters, as alſo by our Ambaſſadozs, 
ſent, bothe ta his Maieſtie, and likewiſe to the ſated Don Jhon, 
And although it were ſo, that wee neither could noꝛ would want 
any thyng that might dekende vs, vet becauſe the diuerſitie of 
the Pꝛouinces, and mennes opinions, doe make little accompte 
hereot, tt is to be doubted, that neither our will noꝛ abilitie may 
any waie remeady it, without wee entre ioyntly into an other 
League, and an inuiolable accoꝛd and vniõ, but eſpecially in re⸗ 
ſpect of the Religion. Fo, ſeyng that not onely by reaſon of the 
warre, but alſo becauſe ot the ineuitable hauntyng and conler⸗ 
uation of the Marchauntes, and the reſte of the Enhabitauntes 
of the Realmes, and Countreis nere aboute, as Fraunce, En⸗ 
glande, Germanie, and others, who haue accepted of the pꝛetẽ⸗ 
ded rekoꝛmed Religion, whiche ſaied Religion , many ok the 
Countreis here aboute haue followed, and ſticketh nere their 
hartes: It is greatly to be feared, that if the cxerciſe thereof bee 
not by a louyng acco2d and Religious, permitted, alwell as the 
auncient Religion, takyng example bothe by Germanie and 
Fraunce, whiche by the like meane were bꝛought ta an vnitie, 


whereby cher haut lined in peace and pꝛoſperitie, where before, 
Te. i. thet 
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thet could not abide one an other, but were ſtill at moꝛtall warr, 
ſo that foꝛ want thereof enſued greate daungers, ſheadyng of 
blood, and many other inconueniences:by whiche, a meane ſhall 
moꝛe and mote be laied open, and giuen to the enemp, foꝛ vs that 
ſtill remaine in the Countreis, where contrariwiſe, we alliyng 
and conkederatyng together in an amiable vnitie, maie dekende 
our ſelues fro all iminent inconuentences, and feare. All which 
thynges,duelp and truely conſidered, but eſpecially the matter 
whiche the enemie leaſt feareth , whiche is, our vnityng ot our 
ſelues together in the reſpect ol Religion, and therekoze will by 
all meanes poſſible,vnder couler thereof, keepe vs ſtill at vari⸗ 


aunce and diſſention. And ik it ſo fall out, that, by ſeniſter pꝛacti⸗ 


zes, ſubtill inuentions, oz foꝛcibly, he enter into the Countreis, 
he will neither ſpare Eccleſtaſticall perſon, Catholique, noꝛ no 
manne els, And where allo, thei of the rekoꝛmed Religion, haue 
been moſte inſtant ſuters, and made many requeſtes to haue the 
tree exerciſe hereof graunted theim, wich and vnder ſuche rule 
and oꝛder, as ſhall thereto appertaine: wee therefoze,afoze wee 
had thꝛoughly conſidered of this poinct, not onely with the Oe⸗ 
putics of the generall Eſtates , but allo of the particuler , and 
haue heard the mindes of the Eſtates of eche Þzouince,haue,fo2 
their common quiet and benefite,o2dained and appoincted, and 
by theſe pꝛeſentes, doe oꝛdaine, and appoint theſe Articles enſu⸗ 
yng: whiche wee haue ſette doune fo2 the good, and vnion of the 


Hꝛouinces hereabout: And are not to bee altered, no ſeparated 


one from an other: Chiefly conſideryng, that no man is enkoꝛ⸗ 
ced to chaunge his Religtionmo, yet accept ofthis libertie, it he 
thinke it not good. ET 

1 It is oꝛdeined, that all offences, and iniuries whiche haue 


been committed, ſithence the ſaied pacification of Gaunt, about 
the cauſe st Religion, ſhall be pardoned and foꝛgotten, as though 
thei had neuer been: In ſo muche, that no man ſhall bee accuſed, 


no? yet by Lawe ſued, oꝛ other wiſe, foꝛ any of them: neither ſhall 
rbere be any mention once made ol them. vpon paine ol puniſhing 
the Tranſgreſſozs,as infringers and diſturbers ol the common 
Auiete ofthe Countreis. | | | 

2 Totheende,that accopding hereunto,inreſpectoftheRec 
ligton ( whiche can, neither by fozce ol Armes bee entertained,

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planted, noꝛ ſuppzeſſed)there ariſe no quarrell, noꝛ diſſention: It 
is eftabliſhed and oꝛdeined, that euer v man whiche is, of either ol 
thoſe two Religions, maie be at his free choile ſo to ble them, as 
chat one of them giue no occaſion of offence ta an other about rhe 
ſame, as thei will aunſv ere itbefoze God: but that euery man, 
whether he ber Eccleſtaſticall oz Tempozall , ſhall liue quietly

relles ariſe amongſt them, by realon of their ouer nere ſtandpng 
together, as commonlp hath been ſeene come to paſſe. 

6 That euery ok them ſhall reſpectiuely accoꝛdyng to the cu⸗ 
ſtome, obſerue, heare, and celebzate their diuine Seruice, Ser⸗ 
mons, IDꝛaiers, Spng, Baptize, adminiſter the Supper, Burie, 
Parrie, keepe Schooles, and whatiocuer thynges cls reſpecs 
tinelp appertaiuyng totheir Religion, 

Ik any of them ſhall pꝛiuately exerciſe their Religion, the

8 Uee expꝛeſſely fozbidd all thoſe bothe of the one and other 
Religion, vpon the paines afozeſaied,of what eſtate, condition, oz 
qualitie ſoeuer thet are, not to trouble no2 moleſt one the other, ei⸗ 
ther in woꝛd oz deede, in reſpect of their Religion, oꝛ in any thing 
4 thereon,noz pet giue offence one to an other about the 
ame. 

9 e will that euery man abftaine from going to the place, 
where any other Religion then his owne ts exerciſed, were it not 
fo2 none other cauſe but to keepe hymſelffrom giuyng of offence, 
and liue accoꝛdyng tothe ſtatutes and ozdenances of thoſe Chur⸗ 
ches wheresfhe is a member, vpon the paine afozeſated, 

10 It ſhall be lawfull foz all Friers, Religious men, and all 
other Eccleſiaſticall perſons, freely and without moleſtation, en⸗ 
ioye all his goodes, tenthes, and other rightes. 

11 This ſhall not bee hurtfull to the D ꝛouinces of Wollande 
and Sealande , as concernyng the goodes of any Eccleſiafficall 
perſone there, but hall liue accoꝛdyng to the 21. Article ofthe pas 
cification of Gant, butill ſuche tyme as the generall Eſtates ſhall 
haue ſet ſome other oꝛder therein. 

12 Fo; the auoidyng of all quarrelles, we foꝛbidd all flande⸗

14 le moꝛeouer, foꝛbidde vpon the like paines, all Souldi⸗ 
ers, ok what Religion ſo euer thei be, to beare aboute theim any 
deuiſes oꝛ toyes, whereby thei mate pꝛouoke one an other to diſ⸗ 
ſention and quarrelyng. 

5 That thei whiche are of theſated Religion, alwell in Hol- 
land and Sealande, as els where, ſhall be bounde to obſerue ali 
the lawes and obſeruaunces ofthe Catholique Churche, about 
the makyng and contractyng of Mariages, in reſpect of the de⸗ 
grees of Conſanguinitte and Affinitie. Pꝛouided alwates, that 
as concernyng Mariages already contracted in the third oꝛ fo: 
werth degree, thei of the ſaied Religion ſhall not bee moleſted, 
no? the foꝛce of the ſaid Mariage bꝛought in queſtion, ne yet the 
childzen boꝛne in the ſaied mariage, to bee depꝛiued of their ſuc- 
ceſſion and enheritaunce. 

16 Mꝛouided alwaies, that no Spirituall affinitie, ſhall any 
waie hurtkull to the mariages. 

17 Meither ſhall there bee any mote difference oꝛ diſtinction 
made, in the reſpect of Religion, fo the entertainyng of Schol- 
lers, ſicke, and pooꝛe perſones, into any Uniuerſitie, College, 
Schoole,Yolpital, Spittle, then into common Almes houſes, 
02 other wiſe. 

18 That thei of the Religion without Pollande and Sea- 
lande, ſhall bee bounde to obſerue all the holy daies, whiche the 
Catholiquc Romiſhe Churche hath appointed to bee kept ha⸗ 
ly: To witte, all Sondaies, Chniſtmas date, the Feaſtes ot the 
Apoſtles, the Annunciation, Aſſumption, and Purification of 
our Ladie, and Co2pus Chꝛiſtie date, Netther ſhall thei wo ke, 
ſell, noꝛ open their ſhoppes on thoſe dates, 

19 That vpon thoſe daies wherein the ſaied Churche hath 
foꝛbidden eatyng offl:the , no Butcher ſhall ſell any of his wa⸗ 
res, but euery man,duetifully line ac coꝛding tothe oꝛdenaunce 
of eche place. 

20 And foꝛ the better vnityng and agreeyng together of the

| A notable hiſtorie of the ciuill 
quhiectes hereabout, we pꝛonounce, that ſuche bothe of the one 
Religion «ad the other, as are meete to beare office, ſhall holde, 
enioye, and exerciſe all offices and Eſtates, aſwell of Juſtice as 
other wiſe, without exactyng ofthoſe ofthe refoꝛmed Religion, 
any other othe, then thei are alreadieſwozne vnto, noꝛ pet to bee 
boſide to any other dueties, but well and faithfully exerciſe their 
Eſtates and Offices, and obſerue the Oꝛdenaunces in this be- 
halfe made and agreed vpon. 8 | 

21 And becauſe the adminiſtration of Law and Juſtice, is the 
moſte puncipall meane, to keepe Subiectes in peace and con⸗ 
coꝛd: And yet theſame, neuertheleſſe, what thꝛough the diuerſi⸗ 
tie of Religions, and otherwiſe, is in many ſuppꝛelled, to the 
greate oppꝛeſſyng and wong yng of Innocentes, and others 
whiche require the Lawe: Foꝛ the better helpyng whereot, as al 
ſo fo2 the ſuppꝛeſſyng of al ſclaunders, whiche at thts date beare 
too too greate aſwate, all Magiſtrates and Judges are foꝛbid⸗ 
den from hencefoꝛthe, to laie holde vpon any pꝛiuate perſone, oꝛ 
to take any man, without the obſeruation oftheſe thꝛee accuſto⸗ 
med meanes: To wit, the one, that the partie be pꝛeſently taken 
with the committyng ofthe fault, oꝛ at the appoinctment of the 
Judge, o2 els, where on the contrary partie, the ſame is cauled 
to be ſet doune in wʒityng. 

22 And the perſones, whiche are by any of thele thꝛe meanes 
taken, to bee foꝛthwich ſent, and deliuered vp, into the power of 
cheir lawfull Judge, foꝛ to be examined vpon the facte oꝛ factes 
and therevpon, che Lawe to be pꝛonounced accozdingly. 

23 But to the ende, that all the cutflhumours of Common- 
weales, nught be the better purged and expulled, it ſhal be law⸗ 
full foꝛ euerp man, although it touche not his owne particuler 
harme, to accuſe an other whatſoeuer he bee, ſo that it bee doen 
vpon Juſtice aud due inkozmation, andbefoze a fawfull Judge:

25 And koꝛthe due execution, as wellofmatters of life and 
death as ciuile, and the reaſonable ſatiſũiyng of euery man: It is 
- oddeined, that all Lawes and Magiſtrates of perticuler Cities, 
Caſtles, Tounes, and Manozs of all the Countreis hereabout, 
hall be choſen to be ſuche men as are belt qualifted, and louers of 
their Countrey, without difference of Religion, 

26 WhichLawes and Magiſtrates ſhall entermeddle them 
ſelues onely, and altogether in the ſtate of Juſtice, Pollicie, oꝛ 
Gouernement ok thoſe Cities and places where thei are choſen, 

27 That no man ſhall herein, any waie, hinder, trouble, oꝛ let 
them, no2 by any meanes hane to doe with them, in anp matter, 
02 vnder any colour whatſoeuer. 

28 And ſeeyng that in this behalfe , there haue of late newe 
Magiſtrates been choſen, thei whiche are called the eighteene, oꝛ 
others whiche are appointed in their ſteades, whether thei bee 
moe, oꝛ fewer, ſhall fully and wholie be depoſed, and foꝛbidden to 
thꝛuſt them ſelues in about any dealynges ol the publique affai⸗ 
res, noꝛ pet with the foꝛteſiyng and guardyng ol any ok the Ci⸗ 
ties, except thei bee eſpecially choſen and deputed thereto by the 
ſaied Magiſtrates. 

29 And as concernyng this point, thei maie not ſet doune a⸗ 
ny oꝛder of impoztaunce, without thei firlt talke thereof with 
thoſe Magiſtrates of the Cities, where thei are appointedfo 
deale, and that, by their expꝛeſſe appointment, vponthe paines a- 
foꝛeſaied. 

30 And to the ende, that this our oꝛdenaunce might the bet⸗ 
ter bee obſerued:the Commiſſioners, and the reſt of the Oepu: 
ties, oꝛ ſuche as haue aucthoꝛitie to choſe newe Magiſtrates, ſhal 
ſubſtitute fower notable, vertuous, and well qualified perſones, 
who vppon all occaſions , without exception, maie, by vertue of 
their Office, make inquiſition of the infringyng and croſſyng ol 
the ſaied Dwenaunce : and the ſame ſo made, to ſett it doune in 
wꝛityng, and thꝛee oktheir handes at the leaſt, to be at it, and im⸗ 
mediatly to bee deliuered vp into the handes of the Magiſtrate, 
and he hauyng taken a ſommary knowledge thereok, to yzoceede 
againſt the tranſgreſſoꝛs with ſpeedie execution,vpon the paines

31 Pꝛouided alwaies, chat the Dffice ok the ſaid notable and 
vertuous men, ſhall laſt but one peare, and bee newe choſen and 
chaunges with the Magiſtrate. 

32 And by reaion that the diſobedience of certaine Cities 
hereabout againſt their Magiſtrate, giueth occaſion of greate di⸗ 
ſtruſt, hauyng partly even vnto this pꝛeſent, hindꝛed the permil⸗ 
ſion of the libertie of the Religion, and that, without the ſinceritie 
of the fated obedience, there can no good grounde of any aflue- 
raunce be looked fo: It is therefoze enacted, oꝛdeined, and accoz- 
ded, that not onely all Magiſtrates, but allo all others, oł what 
eſtate, qualit ie, oꝛ condition ſoeuer thei are, ſhall from hencetoꝛth 
bt bounde to obeye and followe, all the Dzdenaunces, Commil⸗ 
ſions, Letters and Commaundementes,aſwell of the ſaid Arch⸗ 


duke his higneſſe, bepng Gouernour and Captaine Generall, as 


alſo of the ſaied Loꝛdes the generall Eſtates, bothe fo) the leui⸗

33 Andall}pziſeners without exception of any. of what qua: 
litie o2 condition ſoeuer thei bee, and where ſoeuer thei are kept, 
ſhall, foꝛthwith bee bꝛought tothe Lawe, befoze their ozdenarie 
Judge:oꝛ foz want hereot, to be releaſed vnder ſuche conditions, 
as fo) the Common wealth, the ſauetie bothe of them {clues and 
Countrey,fhall be thought conuement, vpon paine that the offen⸗ 
ders bothe in generall and perticuler, ſhall be left to them ſelues, 
as enemits and diſturbers vf the Common wealthe , and their 
goodes to be beſtowed vpon the neceſſitie of the reſt in geuerall. 

34 Hꝛouided alwaies, that if ſo bee any reaſonable cauſes, 
malc be ſhewed, why menne ſhould not foxthwith be bound to o⸗ 
beye the afozefated Oꝛdenaunces, Letters, and Commaunde⸗ 
mentes, that then the execution of theim to bee deferred in caſe: 
the matter be able to abide any delaye) vntill ſuche tyme, as vp⸗ 
pon the receipt of a gentle and reuerend aunſwere backe again, 
ſome other oꝛder be taken therein. 

35 And the ſame ſeconde Ozdenaunce and Commaunde⸗ 
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ment, euery man ſhall bee bounde co obeye, without further re⸗ 
pliyng oꝛ delaye, 

36 All this to bee doen, without hurt tothe Pꝛiuiledged, and 
laudable Cuſtomes, oꝛ Oꝛders ot euery of the ſaied Pꝛouinces, 
whiche are ſtill in their full foꝛce and ſtrength, notwithſtanding 
this Oꝛdenaunce, by whiche, wee meane not, any wate to dero⸗ 
gate, from the ſaied Hꝛiuileges. 

Alwaies reſeruyng to his highneſle, and the generall Eſta⸗ 
tes, and to eicher of theim, the interpꝛetation, declaration, dimi⸗ 
nution, aug mentation, oꝛ chaunge of this oꝛdenaunce, and eue⸗ 
ry parte and parcell of the ſame, as to the welfare and peace of 
the Countrey,hereafter ſhall be founde to appertaine. 

And foꝛ a full confirmation and aſſuraunce of all that hath 
been before ſated, the high and mightie Pꝛinces, willingly, and 


in good earneſt, haue compꝛiſed themſelues within this treatie, 


whiche Hꝛinces, and either of theim, haue, as a warraunt and 
pledge of their fidelitie, aſwell on the one part as the other, and 
foꝛ a full accompliſhment, and letled obſeruation, of whatſoeuer 
hath been aboucſated , pꝛomiled and ſwoꝛne in the wooꝛdes of a 
Bꝛince, and by the faithe and Religion whiche thet recciued at 
their Baptiſme, to defend, warraunt,# make reſtitution, both on 
the one ſide and on the other, vnto him whoſocuer he be, that ſhal 
finde hymſelfhereafter to bee endomaged, in what maner ſoe- 
uer, either in parte 02 in all, by the bꝛeakyng oꝛ crofſpng of that 
whiche heretof9zc hath been ſaied. And will alſo, if it be poſſible, 
ſingulerly pꝛotecte the Pꝛelates, and all other Eccleſiaſticall

any wate to infringe theim: Pꝛouided alwaies, that the contro⸗ 
ſies that are, oꝛ hereafter mate be, bet wene ſome ot theſaied Hꝛo⸗ 
uinces, members, oz Cities ofthis vnion:as touching their per⸗ 
ticuler and ſpeciall Bꝛiuiledges, Fraunchiſes, Exemptions, 
Lawes, Statutes, Laudable, and auncient Cuſtomes,Uſances 
and other rightes, halbe decided by the oꝛdenarie courſe of law, 
arbitrement, oꝛ frendly agrement, and none ofthe other Coun: 
frets and Hꝛouinces, Cities oꝛ members of any ot them ſo lõg 
as either partie is contented to ſubmit hym ſelfto the law) once 
to haue to doe with them, without it ſhalbe their pleaſures, to go 
krendly betwene them, fox the makyng oka louyng and peacea⸗ 
ble accoꝛde.

2 Item, koꝛ the conkoꝛmyng and accomplithyng oftheſaied v⸗ 
nion and confederacte,the ſated Pꝛouinces ſhalbe bound, to aide 
one an other, boche with their bodies, goodes, and blood, againſt 
all the foꝛce and violence that any waie mate be offred them, vn⸗ 
der the colour and name of his Maieſtie, oꝛ in his behalfe, whe⸗ 
ther it be by reaſon of the Paciſicatidõ made at Gant, o2 becauſe 
thei tooke armes vpon them againſt Don Jhon of Auſtrich, re⸗ 

ceiued Archduke Mathias fo2 their gouernour, and whatſoeuer 
dependeth, o2 hath fallen, oz ſhall fall out, thercon, althouch it 
ſhould be under colour onelx, of reeſtabliſhing.reſtoz ing, oꝛ bꝛin⸗ 
gyng in again, of the Catholick RomiſhReltgion, oz of any in⸗ 
nouations oꝛ alteratiõs, which haue happened in ſome oftheſaid 
Mꝛouinces, Cities, oꝛ members ofthe ſame, ſithence the pere 
1558. either pet by realon ofthis preſent vuion and confedera- 
cie, oꝛ ſuche like occaſions, and the caſe,to be all a like, in vlyng 
the ſaied forces and violences, againſt one of the ſaied Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces, Eſtates, Cities, oꝛ any one onely member ofthe ſame, as if 
the i vſcd them againſt all the reſt in general. 

3 And the Pꝛiouinces afozelaid,fhall in like maner be bound, 
to aſſiſte, aide, aud defende one an other, againſt all Loꝛdes, Du- 
kes, oꝛ MMinces, Countreis, ꝛouinces, Cities, oz the members 
of them, who generally oz particulerly would vſe any foꝛce, vio⸗ 
lence, oꝛ wong againſt them, oꝛ yet make warre vponthem:al- 
waies pꝛouided, that the generall aſſiſtaunce of this vnion, ſhall 
vpon good vnderſtandyng and knowledge, and accoꝛding to the 
neceſſitie of the cauſe,bee decreed, 

4 And foꝛ the better alſuraunce and ſauftie of the ſaied Pro- 
uinces, Cities, and members oftheim, againſte all power, the 
frontier Cities, and all the reſte alſo , in whatſoeuer Pzoumce 
thei are, if it ſhall be ſo thought neceſſary,ſhall by the aduiſe and 
appointment ofthele vnited Pꝛouinces, be foꝛteſied and double 


firengthned, at the coffes and charges of thoſe Cities and Þ2o- 


uinces, wherein thei are ſcituate, and therein bee generally aſlt- 
ſted, of the one moitie: Saule, that it ſhalbe lawfull foꝛ the ſared 
Mouinces, it thei thinke it good and pꝛofitable, to plant, certain 
newe foꝛtes, and Foꝛtreſſes, oꝛ if any be there already, to chaũge 
oꝛ pull them doune, and the necellarie charges ofthe lame, tobe 
bozne by all th? JD auinces in generall. 
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5 And fo? pꝛouidyng ofthe neceſſarie charges in the caſes as 
foꝛeſaied ) fo the defenſe of the ſaied Pꝛouinces, it is agreed vp⸗ 
pon that there ſhalbe continually in a readineſſe, foꝛ the comma 
defenſeofthe ſaied Pzouinces , certaine impoſitions impoſed, 
and commonly at the fardeſt, from thꝛee monethes to thꝛee mo⸗ 
nethes, oꝛ at ſome other fit tymes, to be gathered thzoughout all 
the vnited ꝛouinces, Cities, and members ot theſame, vpon all 
kindes of TUines,Beare,B1ued either within, oz without them, 
grindyng ok all kinde of Coꝛne, Salt, Clothe of Gold and Sil⸗ 
uer, Silkes, and TToolle, Oxen, and Kine, Cozne grounde, all 
kinde of fleſhe meate that is kilde, Yozſes, Oren ſolde, oꝛ chop⸗ 
ped and chaunged, all thinges ſold by waight, and all other thin- 
ges cls that maie hereafter be found, by common aduiſe and cũ⸗ 
ſent to bee good, and accoꝛdyng to the oꝛdenaunce, whiche ſhall 
hereon be deuiſed and made: and ſhall employe the reuenues of 
his Maieſties Demeines, the charges ofthe ſame beeyng de⸗ 
ducted, to that vle. | 
6 Whiche impoſitions ſhall by a common aduiſe bee raiſed 
and abaſed, as in that behalte and in thoſe caſes ſhall bee thought 
needefull, and bee onely employed foꝛ the common defence, and 
fo farre foꝛthe as thei in generall, ſhall therein be boũd to beare, 
and yet not ſo fully aud wholly to bee emploied thereon, as that

be, ſhall at all times be bounde, to receiue into them, ſuche a gar⸗ 


riſon as the ſaied vnited Pꝛouinces ſhall thinke good of, and be⸗ 
ſides, if any Gouernour ofthe Pꝛouinces, hall by his owne ad- 
uiſe, appoinct any Garriſon to be thꝛuſt in into any of them, ther 
ſhall in no wiſe refuſe theſame: Pꝛouided alwates, that the ſaied 
vnited Pyzouinces , ſhall pate the ſaied Garriſons their wages: 
And that all Captaines and Souldiers, ouer and beſides their 
generall othe, ſhalbe particulerly ſwoꝛne, to the Citie oꝛ Cities 
and Idꝛouinces wherein thei ſhalbe placed, and this poinct alſo, 
foꝛthis ende and purpole, halbe put in emonges the reſt of their 
Articles: That ſuche over e diſcipline, ſhalbe kept emongſt the 
Souldiers, as that the Citizens and Enhabitauntes ofthe Ci⸗

8 Andfo2 the moꝛe aſſured aidyng, and mainteinaunce ofthe 
Countrets at all tyme and tymes, all the Enhabitauntes ot eue⸗ 
ry oftheſe ꝛouinces, Cities, and vplande Countreis, thus vni⸗ 
ted, beeyng betweene 18. and 60. peres of age, hall within one 
moneth at the fardeſt, alter the date o theſe pꝛeſentes, be enrow⸗ 
led and muſtered, to the ende, that the nomber ofthe polles bee⸗ 
yng knowne, there might be ſome further oꝛder taken, alter the 
firſt aſſemble of theſe confederates, as ſhall ſeeme moſte meete, 
fo2 their better defence and ſauetic oftheſe vnited Pꝛouinces. 

9 Neither ſhall there be any agreement ok trewes o2 peace, 
no, noꝛ yet any Aarre taken in hande, noꝛ any impoſitions o2 
contributions impoſed, touchyng this generall League, but by 
the common aduiſe and conſent ofthe ſaied Y ꝛoumces. Meuer⸗ 
theleſſe, as concernyng the gouernement ofthis conkederacie 
in other thynges, and whiche mate fall out, and enſue thereon, e⸗ 
uery man ſhall liue and be gouerned, accoꝛdyngly as ſhall be ad⸗ 
uiſed and concluded vpon, by the greater nomber of the voyces 
ofthe Pꝛouinces compꝛiſed within this League, whiche ſhalbe 
gathered together, euen as it hath been wonted generally to be 
vſed ofthe Eſtates vnto this daie, that by waie oftolleration, vn⸗ 
till ſuche tyme as by the common aduiſe of thele confederates, 
there bee other pꝛouiſton therein made: Sauke that it it ſo fall 
out, that the ꝛouinces in matters of trewes, peace, warre, oꝛ 
contributid, can not agree together, ᷣ controuerſie, ſhal hy way 
of tolleration, be referred and ſet ouer, vnto the Loꝛdes Lieute⸗ 
nauntes ofthe ſaied Pꝛouinces, beyng at this pꝛeſent vnited to⸗ 
gether, who ſhall deale indifferently about the controuerfie be⸗ 
tweene the ſaied parties, oꝛ els pꝛonounce therein accoꝛdyngly, 
as thei ſhall finde appercaine,to the equitie of the caule.

10 That none okthe ſaied Pꝛouinces, Cities, oꝛ any ot their 
Members, ſhall make any Confederacte oꝛ League, with any 
otentates, oꝛ their nere JNetghbours , without the conſent of 
the reſt of the vnited and confedcred ꝛouinces. 

Ix It is agreed and accoꝛded, that if any Pꝛouinces, Poten⸗ 
tates, Countreis, oꝛ Cities nere adioyning, will vnite chem ſel⸗ 
ues with the ſaied Hꝛouinces, and yeeld vnto this conkederacie, 
that thet ſhall bee receiued into it by the aduiſe and conſent of 
theſe Bꝛouinces, 

12 That the ſaied Pꝛouinces ſhall bee bounde to be contoꝛ⸗ 
mable to the currauntneſle of the Coyne, and courſe ofthe Mo⸗ 
nep , accoꝛdyng to the content of ſuche Oꝛdenaunces, as at the 
firſt were thereon made and oꝛdeined: whiche Copnes , che one 
without the other mate not be chaunged. | 

13 And as foꝛ the matter ol Religion: the Hollanders and 
Zealanders ſhall vſe their religion, as to them ſhallſeeme good: 
And the reſt of the Pꝛouinces of this vnion , ſhall frame them 
[clues to liue, accoꝛdyng to che content ofthe peace ofthe Relt- 
giou, whiche hach alreadie been deuiſed and ſet foꝛthe, by Arch⸗ 
duke Mathias, Gouernour and Captaine generall of theſe low 
Countreis, and his counſell, and alſo by the aduiſe and counſell 
ofthe Generall Eſtates, o2 els ſet ſuche an oꝛder herein, either 
generally oꝛ perticulerly , whiche thei ſhall thinke to bee mol 
meete foꝛ the quiete and benefite, of the Hꝛouinces, Cities, and 
euery particuler Member of them, and as ſhal appertaine tothe 
conſeruation, of the goodes and enheritaunces, of either, Eccle⸗ 
ſiaſticall o2 Tempoꝛall perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer: without 
this, that there maie be by ſome other Pꝛouince, ſome obſtacke 
oꝛ ſtaie made: ſeeyng that euery pꝛiuate perſone, is at his owne 
choyſe to haue his Religion free to hymſelf; Neither ſhall any 
one finde fault o2 trouble one an other, foz his Religions ſake, 

but reſt onely vpon that point, ofthe pacificatton made at Gant. 
14 All Religious houſes and Eccleſſaſticall perſones, ſhall 
(accoꝛdyng to the pacification ) enioye their goodes and poſlel⸗

ſions, whiche were mutually placed in any ok theſe vnited Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces: And therekoze, ſeyng that certaine Eccleſiaſticall per⸗ 
ſones of the Pꝛouinces, who, duryng the warres, betweene the 
Countreis ofHollande and Zealand, againſt the Spanyardes, 
were vnder the iurildiction of the lated Spanpardes , and foz⸗ 
ſooke their Monaſteries oꝛ Colleges, vnder the iurildiction of 
the Hollanders and Sealanders , there ſhall bee a ſuffieient li⸗ 
uing pꝛouided foꝛ them duryng their like: and ſo e the 
like pꝛouiſion bee made foꝛ all ſuche as withdꝛewe them ſelues 
out of Mollande and Sealande, into certaine other Pzouinces 
of this vnion, where thei as pet ſtill remaine. * 

15 And thei allo, whiche are oꝛ haue been pꝛokeſled in any of 

the Monaſteries, oꝛ Eccleſiaſticall Colleges, of theſe Lowe 
Countreis, and whiche either by reaſon of the Keligion, oz vp- 
pon any other reaſonable occaſion, will foxfake,o2 that haue al⸗ 
readie foxfaken them, a ſufficient poꝛtion to liue withall ſhall be 
taken out of the renenues of their Couent oꝛ Colleges, during 
their life tyme, ſo karre foꝛth as the qualitie of their goodes and 
poſſeſſions will extende. Alwaies pꝛouided, that whoſoeucr,af- 
ter the date of theſe pꝛeſentes, ſhall enter into any of the Mona⸗ 
ſteries, and afte rwarde foꝛſake them, ſhall haue no reliefe out of 
them: but mate foꝛ their benefite and reliete withdꝛaw them ſel⸗ 
ues to the place whether thei caried them. And that thei like⸗ 
wiſe whiche pꝛeſently are, oꝛ hereafter ſhall be in any Couent oz 
Colleges, hall bee at free choile, to vie their Religion, and ap⸗ 
parell alſo:ſaufe, that in all other thynges, chei ſhall be obedient 
to the Pzto2 ofthe Couent. 

16 And ik it ſhall ſo fall out ( whiche thyng God foꝛbid) that 
any entended miſcheek, diſlention, oꝛ diſcoꝛd ſhal ariſe betweene 
the ſated Mouinces , whereof thei will not be aknowne one to 
an other, that then the ſaied miſchiefe, in caſe it concerne any ol 
the Pzouinces in perticuler, ſhall be ſuppꝛeſſed and decyded, by 
the reſt of the Nꝛouinces, oꝛ by them, who in that behalte ſhalbe 
thereto deputed: But ik the matter concerne all the ounces 
in generall, that then it ſhall be decyded by the Lieutenauntes 
of the Pꝛouinces, accoꝛdyng to the maner and koꝛme of the 19. 
Article heretotoꝛe mentioned, who ſhall be bounde to peeld to 

either partie his right, oꝛ els agree thereon within one 2 
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(02 els ſooner , if the neceſſitie ofthe matter ſn reguireth) after 
it hath been called vpon, oꝛ required ta that ende, either by che 
one partie oꝛ th'other: and whatſoeuer ſhalbe pronounced by the 
reſt of the ſated Pꝛouinces, oꝛ their Deputies, oꝛ by the laied 
Todes Lieutenauntes, ſhall be obſcrued and followed, without 
any further pꝛouocation, 92 tolleration of Lawe, therein, whe⸗ 
ther it bee by appeale, reliete, reuyſion, adnichilation, oꝛ any o⸗ 
ther quarrelles whatloeuer, which any wate might be required 
02 vled. | 

17 That the ſaied Pꝛouinces, Cities, and the Members of 
them, ſhall haue greate regarde, how thei offer any occaſion of 
Tlarre, to Pꝛinces, otentates, foꝛeine Countreis, oꝛ Cities. 
And therefoze,fo2 the auoydyng of all ſuche occaſtons, the ſaied 
ꝛouinces, Cities, and euery Member ot them, ſhall be bound 
to adminiſter true lawe and Juſtice, alwell to Straungers, as 
to the Enhabitauntes ofthe {ated Pꝛouinces:and ik any default 
be herein founde,to bee in any of chem, the reſt of the conkedera⸗ 
tes ſhall pꝛocure by all iuſt and true meanes, to ſinde it out that 
it is ſo, and all ſuche abuſes, whereby any ſuche thyng might be 
made fruſtrate, and lawe neglected, ſhall be coꝛrected, and refo7- 
med, accoꝛdyng to the lawes and abilities of theqhuuiledges, 
and the laudable auncient cuſtomes of euery ol chem. 

18 Meither ſhall any one of the vnited Pꝛouinces, Cities, oꝛ 
any Member of them, raile, to the charge and hurte of one an o- 
ther, and without common conſent, any impoſitions, pꝛeſte mo- 
ney, noꝛ any ſuche like charges, neither pet charge oꝛ burden a⸗ 
ny of theſe tonfederates, mote then ther would their owne En⸗ 
habitauntes. 

19 And to the ende that all occurraunces and controuerſies, 
might bee well pꝛouided fo, and looked vnto: The confede red 
Pꝛinces ſhalbe bounde, at his ſendyng foꝛ, who ſhall thereto bee 
aucthoꝛiſed, to appeace if it were poſſible at Atright, at ſuche 
à daie as the ſame ſhalbe ſent foꝛ, aboute thoſe thynges and coin- 
trouerſies afozeſated , whiche ſhalbe expyeſſed in the letters miſ⸗ 
ſiues, neither muſt the matter, by common adutſe and content, be 
kept ſecret, noꝛ pet be determined and reſolued on, by the plura⸗ 
litie of voices, in maner as afozeſatd, although there ſhauld not 
ſome appeare there, by whiche euent, the rel whiehe dis appere 
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might alſo very well pꝛoceade, e conclude vpon whatſoctter thei 
ſhould finde, might tende to the Commonwealth of theſe vnited 
Coũtreis & ꝛouinces: And that whatſoeuer thet ſhal conclude 
vppon, ſhall likewiſe be oblerued by thole whiche appeared not: 
Excepte the matters were of ſuche greate waight, as that ther 
might abide to bee delaied, in whiche cale, thei that appeare not, 
might bee ſent fo} at ſome other tyme, to appeare at ſome other 
certaine appoincted daie, vppon paine ok loſyng their voice foꝛ 
that tyme, and that whatſocuer ſhall be concluded vpon by thoſe 
whiche are there pꝛeſent, to ſtande in full power and vertue, not⸗ 
withſtanding the abſence of all the reſt of the Hꝛouinces, ſauing 
that, that the ſame Pꝛouince whiche cannot well and conueni⸗ 
ently appeare, mate ſende their opinion in witpng , and there- 
vpon, ſuche a regard to be had inthe collection, as appertaineth, 

20 To this ende allo, all and euery of the ſaied confedered 
ꝛouinces ſhalbe bound, to wꝛite all thoſe chinges, whiche ſhall 
fall out and occurre emongeſt chẽ, and whereon thei ſhall thinke 
either the publique welfare, oꝛ ouerthꝛowe, ofthe vnited and cõ⸗ 
federed JNoutnces,docth depende, to ſuche as are in aucthozitie 
that maie commaunde to ſende, that by hym, the reſt ofthe Hꝛo⸗ 
uinces in this behalke, might be ſent foꝛ, in maner as afozeſaied. 

21 And ik herein, any obſcuritie oꝛ doubte is to bee founde, 
whereon any queſtion oꝛ diſpute might ariſe, that then the Bꝛo⸗ 
uinces confedered , to haue the interpꝛetation ofthe true mea⸗ 
nyng thereok, who by a common aduiſe and conlent, ſhall hereon 
oꝛdeine, as thet ſhall thin ke moſte meete, and pertinent. But if 
ſo be, thei are not able to agree herevps, that then thei ſhall haue 
recourſe vnto the Loꝛdes Lieutenauntes ofthe Pꝛouinces, in 
foꝛme as afoꝛeſaied. 

22 Likewile, if ſo be that it were thought to be a ching necel⸗ 
ſarie, either to augment, oꝛ alter the Articles ofthis vnion, con⸗ 
kederacie, oꝛ league, in any the pointes oꝛ Articles, that then the 
ſame alſo to bee doen by the common avuiſe and conſent , ofthe 
{ated Pꝛouinces conłedered, and not otherwiſe. 

23 All whiche Poinctes and Articles, and euery ok theim in 
perticuler, the ſated ꝛottinces haue pꝛomiſed, and by theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes doe pꝛomiſe, to obſerue and followe, cauſe to be obſerued 


And followed, without croſſpng,o2 caulpng theim to bee croſſed, 
| neither 
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neither yet ſulfer the directly, oꝛ indirectly to bee troſſed, in any 
maner whatloeuer. And if ſo be, that any thyng be by any one of 
them, doen o2 attempted to the cõtrary, chei pꝛonounce the ſame 
to bee nothyng, noꝛ ok any valure, and herein binde them ſelues, 
and all the enhabitauntes of cher Hꝛouinces: and reſpectiuely 
all the Cities, and euery member of them, and alſo, all perſones 
and gooddes, and that all thoſe whatſoeuer, whiche any waie 


ſhould goe about the croſſyng of the obſeruation of theſe pꝛeſen⸗ 
tes, and whatſoeuer dependech thereon, might bee arreſted, and 
troubled in all places, andbefoze all Magiſtrates, Judges, and 
Juſtices, where ſoeuer thei ſhall bee founde oꝛ taken: And fox 
this cauſe might caſte ot all Exceptions, Graces, ꝛiuiledges, i 
Releuementes , and generally all other benefites of Lawes, | 
whiche any wate might ſerue their tournes contrary herevnto, 
and eſpecially againſt the Lawe, ſaiyng, that a generall foꝛſa⸗ 
kyng, oꝛ caſtyng of , taketh no place, where an eſpeciall goeth 
not bekoꝛe. 

24 And foꝛ the greater confirmation hereok, the Lowes Liu⸗ 
tenauntes ofthe laied ꝛouinces whiche now are, oꝛ hereafter 
ſhall bee, together all Magiſtrates and chief Officers of euery 
Pꝛouince, Citie, oꝛ any member of them, ſhall be bounde to pꝛo⸗ if | 
mille to obſerue,and keepe, and cauſe to be obſerued and kepte, | mY 
— vnion, and conkederacie, and euery Article thereof in perti⸗ WR 
culer, 

25 All ſwoznemen, Bꝛotherhoods, c Collegiannes likewiſe, 
who are reſiant within any of the Cities, oꝛ places ofthis vnion, 
ought by othe to pꝛomiſſe, to obſerue and keepe them, 

26 And herevpon, ſhall letters bee made in due fozme,whiche 
by the Loꝛdes Lieutenauntes, and pꝛincipall members, and Ct- 
ties ofthe ꝛouinces, eſpecially required by the reite, be ſealed, 
and by their Secretarie reſpectiuely ſubſcribed. 

Thele poinctes and articles atoꝛeſaied, are ſubſcribed by the A fubſcrt- 
Deputies of Geldꝛeland, # the Count of Jurphen, and namelp, vin — 4 

by my Lowe Jhon Count of Naſſou , Lieutenaunt ofthe ſaied right by the 
Countries, foꝛ hym ſelf, and with the reſt of the Subſtitutes, in Lozdes and 
the name ok the common ower of Knighthoode ofthe ſated Du- _— of 
chy of Geldzelande, and Countie of zurphen, together with the 5 
Deputies ok Hollande, Sealande, Utright, and the Countries 
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nere round about Utrioht aſſembled,and aucthozized, as aboue 
ſaid: finally ſtaied, and concluded vpon: And theſated Deputies 
of the Countries of Geldꝛelande, and Countie of zurphen, foꝛ a 
larger declaration of the Barons, ot the great and ſmall Cities, 
and of theſatd Duchy and Countie, haue taken a further ⁊ lon- 
ger daie, vnto the 9. ol Febꝛuary next commyng, in the Citie of 
Utright, with the Comilltoners of the Eſtates there.

The ſeuenth daie, thei beganne to builde vp a counter ſcarfe 
befoze Onniger gate: wherevpon, there came out of the Wood 
twoo Coꝛnettes ot hoꝛſemen, and a bande of Almain hoꝛſemen: 
but ſo ſoone as thei. were come into the Southe parte of the 
Campe, the Enemie began to ſettehymlelfin oꝛder, as though 
he would haue giuen the Alarme: and then thei ſent many ſhott 
to the counter ſcarfes of the Citie, and ſettyng vpon the Tren⸗ 
ches, dꝛaue out the Enemie. This night, the Enemie had ſire 
Alarmes, ſo luſtely giuen hym, as that he tooke no reſte at all. 
And our men had a ſigne ot fire giuen them, vppon Coldervene 


Tower, as it was pꝛomiſed theim. But after that our aide was 


once paſled the Blacke water, the Enemie beganne to make a 
Biidge ot boates ouer the Riner of Ae, and ſo filled lowe plaine 
grounde with faggottes and other thinges, that he might come 
from one quarter of his Campe to the other. 

The nineth daie in the moꝛnyng, certaine Souldiers iſſued 


nut, and tooke awaie twoo fatte Oren fromthe Enemie. Then 
was 
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auer leane, and there koꝛe willed them to ſende katter thether. 
bothe, the Launces, and ſhot, ſhewed them ſelues abzoade in the 


bout Onnen, that thei might keepe backe our ayde, but it was 
to no purpoſe. The ſame Euenyng were ſent two Pellengers ta 


warres in Flanders. 4. Booke. 5 


was there Alarme ſounded in the Campe, where vpon, the Ent 
mie beganne to ſhewe his hedde: and had placed a band of Gait- 
wike Tlood, and therefoze, fo that daie, were no moze ſallies | 
made. The ſouldiers of the Toune likewife, had ſect vy a bande The tounes 

of hoꝛſemen, foꝛ the daiely makyng ok their ſallies, auer u hom, men, ſet vp a 
thei appointed Captaine Girard Holten or Geldzelande,aman bande ore 


of great valure, and Lieutenaunt to Conrad Edenrats of Dc oxirmen, 


enwike. 

The tenth date , a ſallie was made as before.in whiche thei 
tooke thꝛee pꝛiloners, and becauſe one of theim would not goe 
on, he was ſlaine, and one of the other was deliuered the ſame 
date vpon his raunſome. And as our Captaines had deliuered 
the pꝛiloner vnto the D2ome, there was a Canon ſhot came out | 
ofthe Campe, whiche ſo ſpꝛinkled the dirte aboute their cares, 
as that bothe the ODꝛomme, and the pꝛiſoner, were in greate dan⸗ 
ger of their lines. 

The eleuenth daie, the hoxſemen of the Toune, afſembley 
cheim ſelucs in the M rkct place, and had gotten vp,vppon the 
Rampares with their Guidon, as ika band ol hoꝛſemen had en⸗ 
fred the Toune: TUhcrevppon, the Enemie beganne to bꝛeake 
doune the bꝛidge towardes ie ſliecke, but thei were ſoone dꝛt⸗ 
uen thence, by certaine ſouldiers whiche iſſued out of the toune 
who bꝛought with chem ſuche inſtrumentes, as thei were won⸗ 
ted to vſe, after ſome {mall ſkirmiſhe , Theſame daie, the Ene⸗ 
mie put twoo Kine into the Medowes liyng on the toune ſide, 
thinkyng thereby, to entrappe {ome of our menne, becaule thei 
lated in ambuſhe many hoꝛlemen and others, whiche thyng our 
people ſuſpectyng, ſaied vnto the Enemie, that the Kine were 


The 12. of the ſaled Moneth, the Enemie diſcharged thꝛee * 
Cannon ſhot vpon the Toune, fo; a watche woꝛde: wherevpon., 


plaine fieldes, whether alſo were come, from Meſterwyke two 
Companies of F ootemen. And then thei beg anne toentrench as 


aſke councell about the affaires of ihe warres; to get ayde, and 
to ſhew the eſtate ol our Citie and the eſtate ol the Enemy. The 
Mh. j. Souldiers 
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Souldiers who had the conuaiyng of the Meſſengers, fell im⸗ 
mediatly vpon the Enemie andflewe thꝛee ofthe Matche, mas 
- kpngagreateand long Alarum vpon them. : 
The 13. date, chei ſallied out twile, to ſee ik thei could catche 
any, but at laſt Gerarve Holt, tooke an Harquebouzer: and after 
he had taken his Harquebonze krom hym, he caried hym awaie 
Prutfoner, who was recouered, by two bandes of Hozſemen, and 
two Enſignes of Footemen, but pet thet caried awaie the Yar 
quebouze with then. 
This night befoze Midnight, were ſeene two ſignes of fire, 
and an other after midnight, accoꝛdingly as 5 Meſſengers were 
enioyned to doe, the meaniig whereok, our Captaines right well 
knewe. | - 
The 14. daie, the Enemie ſhe wed hymiſelf with foure Squa⸗ 
Tue Count dꝛons of Pozſemen, who at laſt, put them ſelues in oꝛder of bat⸗ 
okt Rennen⸗ fatle 3 At whiche tyme, the Counte of Rennenbergue came the⸗ 
verg,goeth ther, who wheeling about, went from him, the Enemies difchar- 
ro reethe gyng all their Piffolles , to honour hym withall , Then, the 
Tounes men, diſcharged a greate peece ol Owenaunceagainff 
the Troupe, and againſt M eſterwyke Campe alſo, and like⸗ 
wile againſt Mauſtroyffe quarter, where he lighted from his 
Doꝛſe. There was alſo an other token ok fire that night ſeene tos 
wardes Scluſe. 1 DR. 
The Soul- The 15. daie, becauſe the water inthe Ditches was hard fro- 
diers df the ſen ouer , the Souldiers went ont to bꝛeake the Ile, and in the 
fe meane while, there went oner fower of the enemies dꝛiuyng an 
 Dxebefoze them towardes Caſtwyke. Uhiche thyng, when 
our men whiche were bꝛeakyng ok the Iſe, ſaw, went, and tooke 
away the Oxe krom the enemie:and although many ofthe Soul- 
diers of the Enemie, came thether to recouer it, vet did thet nos 
1 thyng in it, berauſe our Souldiers had in haſte dꝛiuen it to the 
Toune. This night about 11. ofthe Clocke, the Enemie ſoun⸗ 
ded a great Alarme, bothe with Ozommes, and Trumpettes. 
And at that tyme allo was tire cried at Giethoꝛne, and ſoone af: 
ter, manꝝ houſes were ſeene on a light fire: in ſo muche, that the 
Enemie diſcharged thꝛee Cannons fo2 the watch woꝛd, that the 
Poꝛſemen might get together. There was alſo a greate nopſe, 
of aboue an hundzed Cartes aud Pozſes heard, whiche came = 


Hozſemen. 
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ofthe Countrey ol Ozenthe:but when the date appeared, bothe, 


the cartes and alſo the carters were cleaue gone: foz thei whiche 
had ſet Giethozne on fire, came not nere it. The next Wozrows 2 fozte of 
in the euenyng, Stuper his companie, had bꝛoken the Jſe, be⸗ of Cartes. 


tweene Onniger Gate , and Gieſt Gate, and ſo euen vnto the 
Tood Gate. This night like wiſe, was a greate noyſe, bothe of 
Cartes and Hozſes iu the Enemies Campe. | 

The 17. daie, illued out ſeuen Souldiers to entrappe ſome 
of the Enemies nere vnto the Caſterne bꝛidge, thꝛee of whiche 
were vpon Fredericke Lutgene his lande, and the otber fower 
in the Banke ditche. But lo ſoone as two of the Enemies of Ea⸗ 
ſterwyke Campe ſawe, chat the afoꝛeſaied three, would needes 
charge them, thei purpoſed foꝛthwith to ſane the lelues through 
the lightneſſe of their heeles. Thiche thyng when the other fos 
wer ſawe, theileft their ambuſſhyng, and tooke the one, and the 
other eſkaped with leapyng ouer the Riuer of Ae. When thei 
had bꝛought the pꝛiſoner tothe Towne, he was examined, who 
ſaied, that our people had been at Giethozne,and taken Oꝛtho of 
Sauton Dyoſlat of Harder wike pꝛiſoner. laine his ſonne, grer⸗ 


uouſly wounded his guarde coꝛpes, and put his Souldiers to 
flight. And belides, that our mf were come to Meppell, with 23. 


Enlignes of Footemen, whom the Ene mie thought toremoue, 
going thether but with 10. Enſignes of Footemen, & a certaine 
nomber ol Heꝛſemen but it was all in vaine. And further he ſaid, 
that the knight of Mieuoꝛte, was in the Countrey of Groenyng 
with a great uomber of Souldiers. There was alſo a Dꝛomme 
ſent to the Euemie, to knowe whether he would redeeme his 
Souldier with a raunſome oꝛ no. And he ſaied that he would, 
howbeit, he thꝛeatned faz all that to haug him, ſo ſoone as he had 
hym, ik ſo be that thei of the Toune would not doe it befoze: but 
thei ofthe Toune, accoꝛdyng to their cuftome, and foꝛmer pꝛo⸗ 


mile, would not doe it, and the reaſon whiche moued the enemie 


to cauſe him to be hãged was this that he went from the Campe 
without their leaue and licence. The lame date, the twoo Soul- 
diers whiche bꝛake the Iſe of the Ditches, ſet vpon a Sculdier 
of the enemie, who had giuen them ſome occaſion Saupng none 
other weapons about them, but the cooleg whergwith thei bꝛake 
the Ile, one of whiche, named Jhon Pontie w, as he was cou⸗ 
r Ph. ij. pled 
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pled to the enemie, was ſlaine with an Harquebouse ſhott , and 
after he was dead, the enemie gaue hym many a ſtappe with his 
dagger, criyng with a loude voyce: wee are the Souldiers of 
Suater, and thus will we handle all the reſt of pou, ye Hozſe ea: 
ters . This their crueltie, reſtranged the hartes of many from 
them, and encouraged many, to withſtande them to the vtter⸗ 
moſt. This night, about twelue of the Clocke, came into the 
Toune, our thꝛee Peſſengersof the Citie, bꝛinging newes that 
thei had left at the Blacke Scluſe 3 6. companies of Souldiers, 
and at Bergmer Bꝛidge zoo. hole, comming to ayd vs. There 
was alſo a token of fire, made vpon the Tower, which when the 
Enemie ſawe, he diſcharged a greate peece of Ozdenaunce, but 
( thankes be to God)did no hurt Wall, and the bullet was founde 
in the Churchyparde,. -.;- ;; ;- rt 64 
The 18. daie being rainie and milie, there was a ſallie made, 


to know whether the Enemie that laie ſoſtill, was ſtrong oz no: 


and after thei had Kirmiſhed a while, thei retiered on either ſide, 
by reaſon of the miſt: But about eight of the Clocke at night the 
Enemie gaue a falſe Alarme, and ſhot ol, twiſe. 

The 19. daie, the Enemie ſhott of thꝛiſe, whiche was, as it 
was thought, a certaine watch woꝛde: foz, thꝛee Hoꝛſemen came 
from the Mood, and the Enemie ſounded the Alarme: and there 
might be ſeene many Souldiers marche without weapon from 
Tefterwike,towardes the Wood, This night, about midnight 
came into the Toune, certaine Meſſengers with charge aid let« 
ters of Colonell Nozrisan Engliſhe man, aduertiſing them that 
the Enemie had been the 18. date, with 1. Enſignes of Foote 
men, and ſixe Coꝛnettes of Hoꝛſemen at the Blacke Scluſe. Al. 
ter that the Army of the Eſtates, was retired from Meppell, the 
Enemie thought tohanediſcomfited and ouerthꝛowen the thꝛee 
Companies whiche were left at the ſaied place: howbeit, thei 
met there, with ſuche an encounter, as that twooof their Cape 
taines were ſlaine in the place, two nr t. aken, about 500, 
Douldiers ſlaine, the Armour and weapon of zoo · men left be⸗ 
hinde, and an Enſigne bearer taken pꝛiſonexr:. 425 becauſe, that 
after the entre oftheſe Mellengers, a token offire was giyen vp- 
pon the Tower, the Cnemie — of a Create peece of Ozde⸗ 


naunces, 
The 


$ 
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The twentie daie, there was ſo greate an hurly burly in the 
Campe of the Enemie, as that thet might be heard criyng, euen 
to the Rampars ot the Toune, money, money: but becauſe cer⸗ 
taine ot our Captaines went out with ſome of their Souldiers 
into their emptie trenches, to vnderſtand ſomething mote of this 
hurly burly, ſome ot the enemies perceiuyng them, there was a: 
non plentifull dealyng ol Harquebonze ſhott, on either ſide, and 
beſides, the Euemie let flie a Cannon ſhott amongſt the thickeſt, 
Then beganne ſome of the Captaines of the Toune to make a 
counterſcarfe befoze the TUood Gate, which was an hazardous 
thyng to doe. And ſoone after, the Enemie fell on criyng out and 
ſaiyng, ha pooze ſoules, get you out, and looke fo Tlalter Med⸗ 
gemans: Then aunſwered the Touneſmenchem againe ſaiyng: 
It were very ſmall honour to vs to ſerue ſuche traitours:but ( 
thei) wee will goe to the Blacke Scluſe, and Meppell, and wee 
doubt not, but to finde there, both Enlignes, Armour, TMeapon, 
and Paye ok yours. After midnight, the Enemie once againe diſ⸗ 
charged thꝛee Cannon ſhott, and the Hozſemen ok the Mood 
ſhocked on, and eftſoones was a nople in the Campe, cripng, 
Arme, Arme. 

The 21. daie, thei made a ſallie, and tooke a Pace, who being 
examined, could ſaie nothing: wherevpon, thei ſhoze his head like 
a Frier, and chen dꝛaue hym out of the Toune , And about thzee 
ofthe Clocke inthe alternoone, the Enemie ſhott of ſeuen Can 
non ſhott, beſides ſixe balles of wilde fire, one of whiche lighted 
in the plain befoze the Toune, and an other vpon Marſhall Ton: 
geren his Barne, whiche, thꝛough the greate diligence of the Ci⸗ 
tezens was quenched. The ſame date allo, the Citezens and the 
Souldiers, had deuiſed an enterpꝛiſe againſt Eaſtwike: how be 
it, the Captaines fruſtrated their purpoſe, This night allo, went 
fower Meſlengers out of the Toune, whole conuaie, cauſed a 
great Alarme, in bothe the Campes. 

The 22. daie, thei went on, with their ſaid counterſcarke, and 
the Enemp papd a pꝛiſoners raunſome. who had becn a Yoneth 
pꝛiſoner, it was thought that thei did it, to the ende that by hym, 
thei might the better vnderſtande the ſtate ofthe Toune. This 
night enſuyng, there came into the Toune, twoo Yeſlengers, 
who bꝛought with them 40. Souldiers, cariyng on their backes 
| Hh. iij. 700. 
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7oo. poundes of Guripouder in leather bagges, and an Enligne, 


whiche the Enemie had loſt at the Blacke Scluſe. 
The 23. daie in the afternoone, ſome of Meppell made a road 
to Steenwike, and fiered certaine houſes at Onnen. Whenthe 


Enemie lame this, be marched with a great companie towardes 


the place, and the Tounes men allied out, and bꝛauely lkirmil⸗ 
ſhed with hym, where many, bothe on the one ſide and the other 
were ſlaine: and pet but one Tounes man, whoſe name was 
Francis Platt. Then the Enemie, caried awate his dead, bothe, 
on hozſbacke, and alſo by wagon, and loſt beſides, a good ſozte 
of Moꝛles. The Enſi — that was bꝛought from the Blacke 
Stluſe, was caried in deſpite, rounde about the Toune vpon the 
Rampars , This night alſo, tertaine Defſengers whiche were 
gone out ol the Coune. canie in agatu, by reaſon that the Moone 
ſhoone lo bꝛight, fearpng thereby, to bee diſcouered. This night 
like wiſe, the Enemie beganne to eutrenche in Iſſeene waie, but 
the next mozrowe. the Tounes men had caſt it quite and cleane 
doune. 

The 24. daie at night, Captalue Conrade of Steenwike, 
Maiſter 3iger-ter-ſteigh and others, went out of the Toune, 
whiche thofe Souldiers hav brought in the pouder afozeſated, 
meauing togoe to: Peppell, to deuiſe and conclude with the Ge⸗ 
nerall of the Armie, and the couneell fo} the warres, about ſome 
enterpziſe and meanes, that might beſt ſerue foz their deliue⸗ 
Taunce and apde: but as "thei were abont the little trench whiche 
was caſt vp, bppon the waie afozeſaied, and ſhould paſſe ouer a 
narrowne planke, whiche remained vppon the paſſage of the Eaſt 
budge,the Enemie was come thether to caſt vp againe.the ſaied 
trenche, and ſo ſoone as thei were mett, either fide was amazed, 
but by and bp, let flye their ſhet one anainft an other. Then ſdun⸗ 
ded the Enemie, the Alarme: and therevpon our men retiere d, 
becauſe thei knewe not the nomber*whiche came. againſt them: 


And as thei wentouctthe foxtfaied planke, ther Engliſhmen 


fell into the Riuer ok de, aud fo were vzouncd,. And foo)thwithz 
the Enemie had the Alarme giuen hym on either ſide, to the end 
be ſhould not vnderſtande our peoples meanyng and deuiſe. 

The 25. of the ſaied Monc ch, Captaine Frantis Platt was 
duricd in our Ladp Churches and the 26, certaine Peſſengers 
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were ſent out, to declare the ſtate ok the Toune. | 
The 27. daie at night, the Enemie beganne to caſt a trenche 
befoze Duniger Gate, to keepe them backe from kallyng. This 


night alſo were certaine houſes burnt at Onnen. This daie like⸗ 
wiſe, the Enemie made a paſlage, from Eaſterwike Campe, o 


uer the Riuer ol Ae, towardes the little trenche ol Iſueniger 


Bancke. 
The 28. daie in the moꝛuyng, Dunenhouſes , were againe 


ſeene on fire, and it was thought that the Enemie didit, tothe 
ende that we ſhould haue no ſhelter foꝛ our ſauftie, The Enemie 
alſo, cauſed: certaine long peeces of Timber to bee caried awaie: 
and in the afternoone, ſent a Trompet to the Wood Gate, ſom⸗ 
monpug the Toune to render it ſelf into the handes of Geoꝛge 
de Lalayng: who was aunſwered, t at thei could not doe it, with 5

ſommoneth 


out thei ſhould loſe their houo2,aud 2eake their othe, whiche thei the Toune. 


meant not to doe, ſo lang as thei had one dꝛoppe ofbloudintheir 
bodies . TUhen the Captaines were retourned from the ſaied 
Trompet, thei fearyng,that fome trouble herevpon,might ariſe 
amongeſt the Citezens,, tolde theim, that the Enemie had loft 
tws Gentlemen, and thinkyug them, to bee taken pꝛiſoners by 
ſome of the Toune, was ſent to craue their deliueraunce, in pai⸗ 
png their raunſome. 


The 29. daie in the moꝛnyng, , thet allied out at Onniger 


Gate, but it was to na purpoſe, becauſe there was neuer a man 
come from the Campe. At night, the Puſketers were placed 
be foꝛe the wood Gate, who chꝛeudly galled the Hozſemen which 
ſhocked to and fro the Matche. 

The zo. daie, about the daie bꝛeake, there came certaine meſ⸗ 
ſengers into the Toune, who bꝛought from the Effates x 600, 
Flozins to paie the Souldiers, The ſame daie alſo, came one of 


with vile and ſclaunderous ſpeaches and deedes, the tounes men 
to anger, who was ſlaine there, foꝛ his great paines. This moz⸗ 
nyng, Letters were bꝛought fr omthe Geucrall ofthe Campe, 
and from Colonell Stayper, by whiche, one Jhon van Beeren- 
bꝛooke Jhon Stappers Lieutenaunt, was appointed Laptatne, 
in Captaine Francis Platt his place, lately flain and the ten 


Lientenauntlhip, was giuen toM:chaelMavhenat Empricke 
Ph. iilf, W The 
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A notable hiſtorie of the ciuill 
The 31. the ſaied Moneth, as our ayde, had giuen the A⸗ 


larme to Mieuene, there lallied bꝛauely out ol the Toune, Cap; 
taine Conrade of Steenwtke, Jhon Uerberg, Captaine Cozn⸗ 


put his Lieutenaunt, and Lazarus of Auſtriche, Captaine Ol - 


thoff, his Lieutenaunt: who, ſo liuely coupled them ſelues in ſkir⸗ 
miſhe together, as that many,on either lide, loſt their liues there⸗ 
in: Foz, on the Enemies parte were ſlaine an Enſigne,certaine 
Mozſemen, and agreate many Souldiers: and on our ſide were 
flaine Mans de D1ees,and ſome Souldiers. In this ſkirmiſhe, 
the Tounes men fought as couragiouſly as Lyons: foz thei 
dꝛaue the Enemie, cleane out of all his Trenches of Wefſtwike: 
hꝛoke one peece of Oꝛdnaunte, and pegged oꝛ poyſoned au other: 
Thei tooke beſides, two Batches of hot bꝛead, and caried them 
to the Tonne. This night al ſo, the Tounes men beganne to caſt 


9 Trenche, nere to Onniger Gate, whiche ranne as farre as the 


encmies trenche, whiche very fitly ſerued the Toune Souldicrs 
for their ſalliyng, and that, greatly greeued the Enemie. 

The firſteof January 1581. The Enemie ſounded a falſe 
Alarme in the moꝛnyng, placing his whole foꝛce vpõ the plaine 
fallowes liyng vnder Onnen, where an houſe was ſette on fire: 
he ſhott of alſo twoo peeces of Oꝛdenaunte at the Toune, thin⸗ 
kyng thereby, and the helpe of the Miſt, to toule our men out of 
the Toune, to be aduenged oktheir foꝛmer daies loſſe, as it was 
told vs by a Dꝛomme, who was ſent that daie the ther, fo: twoo 
pꝛiſoners. Yowbeit,the Lode GDD who euer defendethhis, 
ſhewed therein a wonde: full peece of wootke t Foꝛ, our menne 
were no ſoner gone out ofthe Toune, but that the Miſtes bꝛake 
vp, and that the aire betame ſocleare, as that our menne, might 
eaſcly perceiue and ſee, all the ambuſhes, whiche were lated fo2 


them: in ſo muche that the Enemit loſte moe ok his menne, then 
we had loſte the vate bekoꝛe, and ſo fed that tpme; wee retour ned 


to the Tonne, without any lolſe at all. 


The 2. daie, che Enemy diſtharged two peetes of Oꝛnance 
vpon the Ptoners , as thet were labouryng abourthe counter⸗ 
ſcarfe,# caſting of the trenches. And this night, the Pariftrate 
and certaine Captaines, made a ſigne with fire, whche deede, 
no whit liked the reſte of the Captaines, by reaſon that thereby, 
unGing wan renn which thet would not haue had 
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The z. daie, an other Trenche was caſt vp, betwene Welt: 
wike and Ae, becauſe thei had loſte ſuche anobcr of their people 


the laſte daie ofthe loꝛmer moneth. This night, about 8. oꝛ . ol 


the clocke, was a very greate thondꝛing ofthe Cannon heard, a⸗ 
bout Blockzill, beſides a great nõber ol harquebouzes c Puſ⸗ 
kets:and after that, a ſigne of fire was made at Blockzill Mill. 

The fourth date in the moꝛnyng, meſlengers came tothe 
Toune, who bꝛought newes, that the ſame cannonyng and har⸗ 
quebouzyng was dooen in a iollite aud triumphe, by Thierry 


Snoy of Nozth Hollande, who was gotten into his Trenches, . 
by reaſon ofthe victozie of Hattemerbꝛidge. here, Oꝛoſſat, 


that traitoꝛ his father, and his ſchoole maiſter, with many other 


moe, were taken pꝛiſoners. And that Walter Yeghemans allo, 


and twoo ok his Captaines were deliuered: and that the Rot 
ters of the Eſtates were at Gelumuide, comming to aide them, 


There was alſo this daie, a ſallie made, with the loſte of twoo oz. 
thꝛee hozſes, and aſouldier of the Enemie. And beſides, the lit⸗ 


tle Trenche ofthe Enemie ouer againſt Onniger gate, was o⸗ 
uerthꝛowne, without any reſiſtaunce on the behalte of the Ene⸗ 
mie. There wer this daie likewiſe ſeen, aboue an hundꝛed emp⸗ 
tie Aagons commyng out of Dzenthe, whiche were all laden 
with a parte et the campe. 

The fifte of this monethe, there beganne a very greate trou⸗ 


ble, and as it were a ſedition, to arile alwell emongeſtthe Cite⸗ 


ʒens as the ſouldiers, # that though a miſcheuous miſfakyng 


ofaà matter, by reaſon ofa ladder ot coardes, whiche the Magi⸗ 


ſtrate and Captaines had cauſed to be wzought, and made none 


els pꝛiuie to it, ſo that it bꝛedde a vengeable ſuſpition in the hed⸗ 
des of many. This night at tenne of the clocke, Captaine Con⸗ 
rad of Steenwike, Otthoffhis Licutenaunt, and Lazarus of 
Auſtriche with thirtie louldiers moe, went out ofthe Toune, to 


goe to Meppell, for the bꝛingyng foxeward of our aide. Who, 


the night followyng made a ſigne with ſire, declaryng thereby, . 


that thei were come thether, ſauke and ſound. 


The ſixt date, our men woozkyng about the counterſcarffe, 
kept watche abꝛoad, that thei might the boldlier trauell: and a⸗ 
gainſt this Ulard,certaineLaunces and others ſet themſelues, 
howbeit thei loſte by it, about thꝛee oz _ "er ;

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the Enemie about midnight ſhot ol twoo peeces of oꝛdenaunce, 


and one after midnight, whiche doyng was thought to bee as a 
watch woꝛd:foꝛ the Touneſmen and thei alſo whiche lay in the 
Uainc, o2 linkes, tooke it bothe that night, and the night enſu⸗ 
vng, in ſteade of many and ſoondꝛie Alarmes. 

The ſeuenth vate , the Enemie had many Alarmes giuen 
hym befoze date , wherefoze bothe thei of Meſtwike, and alſo 
thei of Eaſtwike, putt theim ſelues in battaile arate towardes 
Onnen: wherevpon, our men ſhꝛeudly toſſed them, but did chem 
no greate hurte. 8 

Theight daie at night, two meſſengers came and told, that 
our aide would be come within tenne daies, and couple with the 
Enemie, but that was nothyng. This night after themeſlen- 
gers were come in, a ſigne offire was giuen: wherefoze the E⸗ 
nemie ſhot of thꝛiſe, fo) a watche wooꝛde, and then all his hozſe 
men and footemen got to armes. | 

The nineth date of January, the Enemie cauſed the Toune 
to bee ſommoned once againe, olffexyng by his letters the laſte 
grace, that thei might ſaufly departe with bodies and gooddes. 
Thele letters were witten to the Captaines, Burroughmai⸗ 
ſters, Souldiers and Citezens, conteinyng at the ſirſt, very lo⸗ 
uyng woꝛdes, but thꝛeatnyng in the ende, to kill the childꝛen in 
their cradles. TAherevnto the Trompette was aunſwered by 
woꝛde ol mouthe: That il ſo be there were no aide from the E⸗ 
{fates neare at hande, vet that thei could not with their honour, 
render vp the Toune, vpon theſe bꝛauyng and thꝛeatnyng Lets. 
ters:and that it would coffe a dearer pꝛice, then a peece of wntt- 
ten papar:with which anſ were, the ſaid Trõpet returned. This 
night about eight ofthe clocke; there was a great fire in Wea- 
ſterwike Campe, There went cer taine meſſengers alſo out ot 
the Toune, who like wiſe carred the ſaied letters of Geeꝛge La⸗ 
layng, to the Counſell fo: the warres, who beeyng ſaufly come 
thether, made a ſigne offire vppon Colderuaine. The Enemie 
that night, had planted his Artillerie in other places of his cap: 
as though he intended to haue enterpꝛiled ſome other newe 

The tenth okthis monethe, the Enemie cauled a pꝛiſoner to 
bee ſent ko, that by hym, he might vnderſtande, che ſtate of che 
| | Toune, 
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Tount: but becauſe there was ouer great a ranſome al ked, he 
was not deliuered. And our aide at Giethozne, gaue the enemie 
the Alarme, wherfoze,thet ſhot thꝛiſe o fo2 a watchwoꝛd. About 
the euenyng, che tounſmen ſallied out, but it was to no purpoſe. 
The eleuenth okthe ſaied monethe, our people of Giethoꝛne 
gaue the Enemie diuerſe Alarmes, daie and night: andthe E⸗ 
nemie ſhot of ſixe tymes, and then ſhewed hym ſelf with ſixe cõ⸗ 
panies of Souldiers, and certaine hoꝛſemen, in oꝛder of Battle, 
about the hie water Milles. | | 
The twelft daie, as the Souldicrs ofthe Toune were bꝛea⸗ 
kyng the Jlſe,there were certaine Roiters whiche troubled cthes 
Wihcrevpon,certatne Harquebouzters went out to keepe them 
plaic. And beſides, the Giethoꝛniſtes plied the Encmie daie and 
night with Alarmes : And at night, twoo meſlengers came in, 
who bꝛought pꝛomiſſes of their deliueraunce, bothe by letters 


and by woꝛzde ol mouthe, and a further aucthouſyng of Harman 


Olthoffe. 
The thirteene daie of January, a bill was made of all the 
Kine, Hozſes, Swine, Coꝛzne, and all other kindes of Utctual- 
les: And al kirmiſhe alſo was betweene our Gtethoꝛniſtes and 
the Enemie. And at night twoo ſignes of fire was ſeen at Gie⸗ 
thoꝛne: and the night followyng the Enemie had twoo Alar- 
mes giten , Aboute the date bꝛeake, the Enemie called to our 
Watche,andafkedtheim , ifthei had eaten all their Oogges 
and Cattes:tellyng them further, chat thei would before it wer 
long, come into the Toune, and hang vp Olthoffes Souldiers 
vpon the Rampares: and beſides, that our lookyng foꝛ aide was 
in vaine, becauſe we were like to haue none: and that we ſhould 
bee deliuered euen as Delkʒüill was, where in deede our aide 
was moſte manifeſkly to be feen, whiche wooꝛdes thei ſpake, to 
diſcourage the Souldiers or the Tonne. 5 
The fourteenth of January, there came out from about the 
Bulwoozkes, about thirtie hoꝛſemen, ſhockyng firſte on towar= 
des Eaſtwike Trenche, and anon towardes Meſtwike, ſome⸗ 
what nere the Artillarie of the Enemie, but it was to no pur- 
poſe, foꝛ the Enemie laye quietly in his Trenches. This night 
about nine ofthe clocke, ſixe meſſengers wer ſent, to wit, foure 


Souldters,andcwoo Citeʒens, to haue ſome aſſurance of _ 
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fromthe Counſell ofthe warres , And afterward, che Giethox 
niſtes gaue the Enemie thꝛee ſeuerall Alarmes: and ſo thei did 
the next night followpng, | | 

The fifteenedateofthismonethe, Geoꝛge de Lalayng, ſent 
by a Dꝛomme, a deſpitetull letter to Captaine Jhon Cozuput, 
and beſides, there were certaine letters waitten in Frenche by 
the Pince of Oꝛenge, and ſent tothe Duke ok Alenſon, whiche 
were intercepted, and the Commentaries that were made of 
them. Thele letters cauled many mutinous Souldiers to mu⸗ 
tin, becauſe thei might not knowe the contentes of them. 

The ſixteene daie befoꝛe Dinner, there iſſued out certaine 


hoꝛſemen, and harquebouziers, and bꝛought home with theim a 


Countrie man, ofthe lande of hellen, who knewe nothyng of 
the eſtate of the Enemie. About noone, the Ene mie came fozthe 
to anger the Jſe bꝛeakers: where vpon certaine Souldiers ſet 
vpon them in lkirmiſhe, where thei hurte ſome ofthe enemies: 
and emongeſt the reſte, was an ouer hazardous Walon ſlaine, 
and pitefully dealt withall, in the reuenge of Jhon Montien of 


Nozthdike, In the afternoone, an other ſallie was made, as be⸗ 


fo2e, where thei got a Page pꝛiſoner, who gaue them ſufficient 
knowledge of the eſtate of the Enemie . This date alſo, was 
there a greate controuerſie betweene the Magiſtrate and the 


Captaines, aboute the Souldiers pꝛeſte. And this night came 
backe the ſixe meſſengers afoꝛeſaied, who bꝛought newes, that 
vpon Fridaie next, our aide would be at the Wood, 


The eightene, the Campe of Giethoꝛne remoued befoꝛe the 


daie bꝛeake, and came to the Mood, ſettyng many houſes on 
fire, where the Roiters, and the Campe ofthe fower companies 


were dꝛiuen aware, Then the Touneſmen ſallted out in greate 


nombers, bꝛauely ſkirmiſhyng on euery ſide: where many on 


either parte were llaine, and taken pꝛiloners. After this the E- 
nemie marched very ſtrongly towardes the Mood, meanyng 
to charge the Engliſhmen,and diſcomfite them: but in the ende 


he was enfozced,fo2 all his iolly cannonyng ol about thꝛee ſcoze 


bullettes, bothe vpon them of the Toune, and vpon them in the 
Mood, to retire with greate loſſe. And his lolſe had been karre 
greater, if the Touneſmen and their aſliſtauntes, had had eny 
watche wooꝛde betweene theim. Then beganne the weather to 
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bꝛeake vp and thawe, and to be very Miſtie, whiche greethy ad 
uauntaged the Engliſhmen, and thole whiche late in the wood, 

ho, in the night retired from the wood to Blockzill, giuyng 
vs notice thereot᷑ by the ſignes of fire. 

The nineteene of January, the Enemie a kreſhe fommoned 
the Toune by letters, containyng, that all Straungers and ho- 
neſt Citezens ſhould bee licenſed, to departe with their bodies 
and gooddes: but that he would haue the periured ones to be de⸗ 
liuered into his handes, that he might execute the Lawe vppon 
theim, Bꝛaggyng and boaſtyng further , in liyng maner, that 


our aide had charged the very weakeſt coꝛner of his Campe, 


and were with ſhame inough, repulſed and chaſed cleane awate 
left many of their weapõs behinde them, had loſt much of thetr 
victuall, befides certaine ot their Captames, Me called alſo foꝛ 
the pꝛiſoners, and thꝛeatened like wile to hang our pꝛiſoners, ere 
many dates were at an ende: Howbeeit, C aptaine Conrade of 
Steen wike and others, who were appoincted koꝛ that purpoſe, 
aniwered hym againe by woꝛde of inouthe:that it was not law⸗ 
full foꝛ them, ſo to foꝛget, and bꝛeake their othe: becauſe thei had 
ſwoꝛne tothe vnited ꝛouinces, to keepe the Toune, ſo long as 
thei had any life within theim: and therefeze would obſtrue the 
ſame ſtill, lookyng fo2 whatſoeuer it ſhould pleaſe the Lowe 
God to late vpontheim, And as concernyng the pꝛiloners, thei 
anſ-vcred by letters, that thei were contented to keepe the accu⸗ 
ſtomed lawe of Armes, and therefoze deſired to haue in wꝛiting 
a ſpeciſication from the pꝛiſoners, becauſe thei neuer thirſted 
after their blood: and that if chei hung any or them, thei ſhould be 
aſlured, that thei would doe the like. TUhiche letters were ſent 
by a pꝛtloner, who, vpon his othe, was ſent from the Enemie, to 
them ok the Toune, and was afterward deliuered with the reſte 
of che pꝛiſoners. 

The 20. daie, there tame two meſſengers into the Towne, 
bꝛyngyng newes, o certaine ſuccour. The ſame daie, the Ene⸗ 
mie offered to obſerue, the lawe at Armes, as was mcete, to 
witte, to deliuer a pꝛiſoner fo2 a monethes wages, o cls pꝛilo. 
ner koꝛ pꝛiſoner. There mas allo a Copic taken of that deſpiteful 
letter ofthe Enemie, and put vpnon a Holes ende without the 


Toune whiche was pitched befoze his Campe, ſmally toꝛ his ha⸗ 
nour 
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nour and pleafure , Theſe ſaied Deſlengers declared, that the 
cauſe why our ſuccour retired from the Mood, was foz want of 
Uictuail and Pouder:and did further aſſure them, that the Loy 
of Mieuoꝛte was marchyng on with x 8 o o. men to topne with 
the Engliſhe men, fo our ayde. At that tyme likewiſe, the Ene⸗ 
mie ſent the Tounes men moꝛde, that if thet would foꝛbid their 
Souldiers the committyng of inturies , that he would alſo doe 
the like to his. Z 

The 21. daie, the Enemie raunſomed , and alſo deliuered, 
certaine pꝛiſoners, ko a Pouethes wages. Me wote likewiſe 
letters to the Captaines, wherevpon, might eaſily be coniectu⸗ 
red, that he ſought by cunnyng and pꝛactiſe to ſowe diſſention 
amongeſt the Companies. 

The 22. daie, the Enemie, as befoze, deliuered his pꝛiſoners 
by the D2omme. This night, were certaine Meſſengers, afrefſ 
ſent, to declate the neceſſitie ofthe Toune, who, in the moꝛnyng, 
made a ſigne with ftre, that ther were ſaufly got thether. 

The 24. daie, a peece of Oꝛdenaunce was heard ſhott of, fo⸗ 
Wer tymes, towardes Sainct Jhons Gate, and many Harque- 
bouzes alſo: wherevpou,our men iſſued out ofthe Toune, but to 
no purpoſe, And about the euenyng, thei made an other ſallie, in 
whiche, thei tooke a Uictyalicrs wife of Groenyng, who tolde 
ther allthe hiſtoꝛie and ſucceſſe, whiche the Ene mie had, agaiuſt 
the Lozde of Mieuoꝛte, and that he was returned to his Campe 
with greate loſſe, and merueilous ſhame: whiche thyng fell out 


ye Englich happelp, bothe foz vs, and the Engliſhe men, whom the Enemy 
me dꝛiuen of had ſq diſtre ſled, as that thei were dꝛiuen to eate their hoꝛſes. In

e ſomuche, that our caſe ſtoode in pooze eſtate, had not the Love 


God pꝛouide fo2 vs the alliſtaunce ofthe.Lowe of Mieuozte and 
his Friſelauders, , 
The 25. of Januarie in the moꝛnyng, a ſallie was made, ard 
two Countrey men taken, who confirmed all that, whiche the 
woman had ſaied. All this daie, was as greate ſhootyng of, of 
Marquebouzes, heard about Giethozne, as was on the date and 
night, immediatly beloꝛe. And the Enemie allo, had ſet two hou⸗ 
ſes on fire about the hye water Milles. Me was alſo leene retie⸗ 
ryng from the l Hood, with his baggage , and this night was 
heard a greate noyſe of Taggons, and in the moꝛnyng, were a 
greate 


- 
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greate nomber ok the Ropters Waggons ſcen about the gteat 
-Ddenaunce. 

The 26.daie, was a ſallie made, but all in vaine, becauſe that 
the Royters of the Enemie, were ouer haſtie in the chargyng of 
them . And about the euenyng, were ſeen a companie ok Soul⸗ 
diers, marchyng towardes Giethozne,and at night mere ſeene, 
lignes of fire, There were likewile at ſondꝛie tymes heard, both 
ot Cannon and Marquebouze ſhott,alwell at Blockzill, as alſo 
at Sainct Jhons Campe. 

The 27. daie, were ſallies made both euening and mozning, 
wherein, a Page was taken, who at large declared, how the E⸗ 
nemie had been euill dealt wichall at Sainct Jhons Campe:and 
that his Souldiers mutined foꝛ their wages, yea, ſome of them 
would not ſticke to ſaie that thet would teare in ſunder their En⸗ 
ſignes. And at night, was a greate fire ſeen at Giethozne, 

The 28.date, the Touneſmen ſent a Dzomme, fo? the delt- 
uerie of certaine pꝛiſoners, but it was to no purpoſe : foꝛ the Ez 
uemie had other matters to doe. This date, were fower ſallies 
made, whereol, thꝛee were in vaine:but in the kourth, a Muſque⸗ 
tier was taken: who ſaied, that the Souldiers helde a councell 
fo; their wages, whiche was pꝛomiſed them wichin fower dates, 
02 els be bꝛought into a better toꝛner. There were a great many 
of Souldiers ſeene marchyng to and fro, laden with their bags 
gage. This night, two Peſlengers came in, and thꝛee went out. 
from whom, the ſignes of fire were ſeen: The newes were good 

whiche thei bzought from Sainct Ihons Campe: and beſides, 
that the goed Knight of Nieuozt, came with thee hundꝛed Aa- 
gons, laden with Titctualles, 

The 29. daie, certaine pꝛiſoners were deliuered bpon a Mo⸗ 
nethes wages, and ſome without raunſome , but ſpoyled of all 
their apparell: The night enſupug, came out two Meſſengers: 
and the laſt daie of this Moneth, che Enemie beganne fo calf his 
Trenche on the Noꝛth Common © and then was there two fal- 
lies made, the one, at the Mood gate, and the other, at Onniger 
gate: where, one ofthe enemies was ſlaine, and an other taken 
p2tfoner, This night, retourned the twoo laſt Meſlengers, with 
the Loꝛde of Merodes Lieutenaunt, Gouernour of Frilelande, 
named Adzian Pennickes.

A notable hiſtorie of the ciuill 


The firlt of Febꝛuary, the Enemy ſhewed hym ſelf with ten 
companies of Souldiers in Weſtwtke , and with one Enfigne 
in Eaſtwike: where, he cauſed the place to be changed, and cau⸗ 
ſed alſo certaine peeces of Artillary to bee bꝛought on the other 
ſide: be bzake like wiſe the Cannon Stockes, and placed them 
in the plaine fallo we fieldes about Weſtwtke,keeping the depth 
of Ae altogether on hye. This night alſo went out two Meſſen⸗ 
gers, but the Enemie chaſed them in again with heaue and hoe, 

The ſeconde of this Moneth, to witt the night followyng, the 


ſaied Loꝛde of Dcrodes Licucenaunt,retourned towardes Olds 


merct aſſurpng vs, that we ſhould eftſoone, ſee our ayde. 

The third daie, the Enemie beganne an other Trenche, ad⸗ 
ioynyng to the other in Noꝛth Cemmon, This daie thei viſited 
euery houſe, and tooke an Juuentoꝛie of all the Uictualles : aud 
thei, whiche ſaied thet had no Tlictualles, the Tiictualies whiche 


thei had, were taken from them, and giuen tothe Souldters, 


This date, came flivng into the Market place thꝛee Partriges, 
whiche the Souldiers tooke and eate: whiche was a notable to⸗ 


ken ſent from God, betokenyng the tyme of the deliueraunce of 


the Citte:fo2 within thzee weekes after we were delivered, euen 
as Captaine Coꝛnput had interpꝛeted it. 

The fourth daie, the ayde came, accoꝛdyng to the ſaid Adꝛian 
Mennickes pꝛomiſe, from Oldmerct, to the Mood, and the E- 
nemie was dꝛiuen awate by our Moꝛſemen: And after that, the 
whole foꝛce of our Armie came together. Then the Enemie ſhot 
of, twiſe, at the Tounc, And when he had fo doen, he planted his 
Oꝛdenaunte vpon the Trenche in Noth Common, He ſhot of 
alſo, ten tymes at our ayde, and yet did no hurte: but our Oꝛde⸗ 
naunce pated them a little otherwiſe, to the no ſmall loſſe of his 
people. This daie, was begunne a Nampart, at Moꝛthe newe 
gate, by whiche our ayde meant to victuall vs: foꝛ, thet encam⸗ 
pod at the focte of Hiddyngberg, on Steenwike Tonne lide. 

The fift daie, beyng Sondate, a ſallic was made, and in the 
ſkirmiſhe. vong Conrade, the ſonne ol Captaine Conrade,was 
ſlaine with an Marquebouze ſhott. And on the other ſide, thei in 
the Mood, had a bꝛaue ſkirmiſhe with the Enemie: then the E⸗ 
nemie, couragiouſſy got vp againſt our men, vnto the toppe of 
MPiddyngberg, but he was luſtely teceiued, and beaten backe to 


his 
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his loſle. Chiles the Enemie laye in the Mood, Captaine 


Conrade, and Jhon Berenbzookeſallted out, and ſette Eaſter⸗ 
wicke Campe on fire, and after retourned with a tollic ſpoile. 
Andi the Enemie had viſcharged thee ſcoze-Cannon ſhot at our 
rmie. 
The ſixte daie, the Enemie was dziuen with all his forces, 
tokeepe a continual Carve ; becauſe our people oftentymes 


ſkirmiſhed with them, 


The ſeuench date , our Souldiers tooke a priſancr , who 
tolde vs that Captaine Dnater, was ſlaine che Sondaie be- 
foze,ashe was leadyng his menne againſt our Succours. But 
at this ſallie, it was twentie to one, that che Enemie had not 
gotte Onniger gate, but he was luſtely, and courageouſſy reſi⸗ 
ſted and repulſed. This daie, the Magultrate and Captaines, 


made anewe vewe foꝛ Uictualles, as afozeſated : and the ſame Steenu ie 
make ane we 


date, wag greater ſtoare of Yictualles confiſkedin pooze men- 
nes houles,then in riche, and all becauſe thei were hidden. This 
night retourned into the Citie, fower Citezens, whob2ought 
good newes ok certaine aide and deliueraunce. 

The ninech dale, our menne and the Enemie coupled toge⸗ 


cher in a bꝛaue ſkirmiſhe, who loſte many hoꝛſes. 


The eleuenth daie ofthis monethe, was an other ſkir miſhe 


made, ſo that our menne receiued thice companies ok Souldt- 


ers. And the nexte mozrowe in an Alarme, ſet fire on the Con 


non ſtockes whiche were on the Mill hill and Common, 


The thirtcene dale, the Enemie caſte vp an other Trenche 
in the ſaied Moꝛth Common Keeppng Steendicque Trenche: 
And although that this Trenche was hurtkull, bothe to vs, and 
ours, vet was there nothyng ſaied, noꝛ docu againff it: Do that 


the night enſuyng, the Enemie beganne to caſte vp an ether 


Treuche in Yſuecne'waic , holden all in, with the Riucr ok Ae, 


whiche greatly hindꝛed ve: becaule ethat the melſengers, whiche 
were gone out of the Toune. were enkoꝛced to petourne backe. 


The kourteene daie, the Tounelmen on the daie tyme, had 


giuen vpon the Tower a ſigne of fire, whiche, chei of:h: Mad 
might well ſee , whereby thei vnderſtoode, that Gictualles 
' greweſkantin the Toune , And beſtdes fox want of Mood, 
het were kaine to pull poune their houles to make theim fires,

The Touneſmen allo ſallied out vpon the hindermolt Trench, 


whiche was caſte vp i Plueene wate, but it was to no purpole: | 


Fo} thei wererepulſedby theother Trenches btcaile that thet 


whiche laye in the Mood, would not once helpe them: So that 


thei were dꝛiuen to retire, without byyngyng to palletheir puts 
poſe anddeuiſe; 

- Thefifteene date fower Citeʒens entred the Toune with- 
out ſtaie, whithe was a woonder: becauſe the Enemie had ſette 


a watche rounde aboute the Toune not ahoue a ſtones caſt one 


krom another. Thls dai a ſigne with fire was giuen, chat the 
Touneſmen, were readie wich their Bꝛidges, to palle the Rt- 
uer of Ae, atcoꝛdyng to the Generall of the Arnnes commaun⸗ 
dement. The Touneſmen allo vaſte vp certaine Trenches in 
the Garden diches onthe Myꝛthe ſide of the Toune, out of 
whiche, the Souldiers ol che Toune might f kirmiſhe with the 
Enemic:Jnthe meane white,cheBzivges were with all poſli- 
ble ſpecde,lateaouer theRiner of de, to the ende, that our aide 


ſhould not haue any occaſiontoftaie: and in the makyng ofthis 


Bꝛidge, there fell out ameruailous ffraunge taſe: Fo, whiles 
the Citezens, aboute nine of the clor ke at night, were bulieda⸗ 


boute this Bꝛidge, the Enemie in che nexte Trenches, tainted 


fower ol chem, with the ſhot ofoneDHargquebouze,one of whiche 
was CaptaineConrave;and yetiiotoneofthemoncehurte, ' 
The ſixteene date, the Enemie made a Trenche of Ulagös 
agaiuſt our Garden Trenches: and the nexte moꝛrowe, a lallie 
was made out of Onniger gate, wherin was taken a Souldier 


and a woman, whiche woman was examined: and foxthwitha 


Dꝛonme was ſent towardes the Enenmie, to knowe whether 
he would deliuer the pꝛiſoner oꝛ no, whiche he vtterly retuſed. 
The night following, the Enemir had a notable Alarme giuen 
hym, as if our aide would haue marched vpyon hym, but all in 
vaine, becauſe the Enemie, with all dlligence muulter hem ſeif 
with all his fozces;vpoy onthe.

in the ende ſo handled, as that his Souldiers ſquared ſomewhat 
out of oꝛder, in ſo muche that it ſeemed, rather a battle, then a 
ſkirmiſhe:koꝛ, other wiſe, could not the Roiters bꝛyng their ſoul: 
diers to the fight: And therefoꝛe, many valiaunt Officers, Cape 
taines of Hozſemen, and others ofname, were there, ſlaint: In 
ſo muthe, that thei were dꝛiuen by reafon of the raine, to retier in 
oder ok battle: This daie alſo, the Cannon on either lide, plaied 
her parte luſtely:and the fozte of TUagons, whiche the Enemie 
had made the night befoze, was bꝛoken in peeces, and caried to 
the Toune . About foure houres, after the Enemie was got to 
reſt, thei of the Mood had renictualledthe Toune, with a pꝛetie 
ſpꝛinklyng of ſome 75. Bulſhelles ot LAheate, Meale, Cheeſe, 
and Pouder , Now, the Enemie would by no meanes trouble 
them, by reaſon that the Touneſmen, had aſſailed the very nereſt 
Trenche of that pallage:tu whiche were two Enſignes, of ſuche 
noble courage, as that thei wonne the Treuche, tooke the Artil⸗ 
farie, flewe 17.

The 23. ot Febꝛuary, whiche was the daie of the deliuerance 
of the Toune, aboute the bꝛeake ot the daie, thꝛee Engiſhe men 
came out ofthe Mood, and paſſed betweene the Trenthes: but 
when thei percetued , that there was neither watche noꝛ warde 
within them, thei came tothe Toune,and tolde them ok it: chen 
ilſued out of the Toune many men, andlookyng into the Tren⸗ 
ches, founde neuer a man, but the leuenteene dead men whiche 
kate there, and thꝛee dead Roiters beloꝛe the Trenche, Mithin a 
Whyte after, the Enemie ſet fire on his Campe, and hauing _ 


gie, 
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daie, ſent his Artillarie with his footemen befoꝛe: his hoꝛſemen 
ſtoode in oꝛder of battle vntill the aſternoone, in the plaine fallow 
fieldes of Onnen, vntill ſuche tyme as the Engliſhe Colonell, 
generall ofthe Campe, came with his Colonelles, Capcaines, 
and Officers, and a fewe hoꝛſemen, to paſſe by Steenwike, in 
the taple of the Enemie, who as yet bꝛauely muſtered and ſhe⸗ 
wed hym ſelk. And then was the Toune thꝛoughly victualled 
with all thinges neceſlarie, and deliuered from the ſtraight ſiege, The fege ot 
whiche it endured fower whole Monethes together, and there⸗ — | 
foze we can not ſufficiently enough pꝛaiſe our good HDD, who laſted fower 
hath - louingly and mercifullp dealt with vs, moſte miſerable 1 
wꝛetches.

graunt wiſedome, pꝛouidence, and ſtrength, daielp moze and 
moe to continue their bleſedenterpyiſes , to the ende thei maie 
with foꝛce reſiſt their enemies. pꝛouidently, guyde all their affai⸗ 
xes, and maintaine this debonaire people with all wiſedome and 

equitie. And thus (gentle Reader) I conclude and ende this 

preſent Hiſtoꝛie: reſeruyng the reſte of the affaires

lius Gautier: Ann a little beneath ſubſigned by y Secretary 
C. de Rechtere. 


The ll eydens anſwered theſe Letters the 16. of the ſame 
mouth. Thanking and pzapling God wich ioyfull heartes, and al 
the Cltatos, fo: that fozeſaid gawging . Shewing them beſides, 
their great neceſſitie andmiſery,requiring,, that the encerpiile 
begunne fa theirveliuerance,mighc be haſtened, | 

Thecſame day there were letters likewiſe difpacched , any 
wyitten in Cifers to the Avmirall Boiſot, declaring vnto him 
their ertreame diſtreile, and paying him to haſte with all che 
polable fpeeve that might be, deſiring with all, to vnderſtande, 
in hat ſozte they ſhould deale, wherein they truſted, ſhould nei⸗ 
ther be ſecne,no2 kound in tzem, any negligence,o2 want of good 
mill. But now, to leaue our wandzing diſcourſe, we will again 
return ta our ocher matters: Thzere were ſome, who thought chk 
felues very well ſeene about theſe field bankes, had perſwaded 
bis Excellencie, that his people which were paſſed the ſayde ly⸗ 
mittes, might without anoyance , come downe into the afoze 
faive Soetermetr Meere: notwichſtaving þ experience,ſhewed 
theclean cvcrary. Fo}, firſt there was a greene way, which lay a 
faote hyer then the wacer:and the ſame likewiſe was to be gots 
ten, and trenched,befoze the Enemp vnderſtood it, which was 
perfourmed without the lolle of any man, and pet the enemy lay 
within amuſket ſhot therof:Secondly,they thought they might 
baue paſſed fr thfce into Soetermeir, by reſũ ofp ſundyp ditchs; 
wherout turues had bin digged,howbeit but one of th went ſo 
lere, ans the ſame allo dziuento goe vuder Doecermetr 2 
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whichftandech full in wap, where the Spaniardes on either ſive 
lap, to wit, euen at the houſes harde vppon the bzidge, andthe 
budge alſo was foztifted with thyꝛtie enſignes of ſouldiers, who 
lay in all che houſes alongeſt the way. Inſomuch that none 
could paſſe by chem, but chat they would haue diſplaced th? with 
thetr great owenance, 

iÞisercellencie lying at Delft, and hearing hereof,ſenc fozthe 

with by che maſter ofthe oꝛdenance, foure demie Canons, placed 
and planted in fit veſſels fo2 the purpoſe, and withall the bzoken 
ple of Delft, Theſe veſlels being of a mightie thicknes, were 
trimmed befoze with very great plankes, e betweene the planks 
were maſſie nettes rammed in foz the ſauing of the Canonier. 
Theſe veſſels being arriued at che campe the ſcuenceenth day, 
the Aumpꝛall ſenc pꝛeſently all his Gallies towardes che ſaide 
budge by ſundꝛie Chanels. And himſelte ſayled downe the cha⸗ 
nell, which directly ranne vnto the bzidge, and came ſo neere, as 
that hee was within danger of the Harquebuze ſhot, And on his 
left ide in another Chanuel, were two ofthe demie Canons as 
fozeſaid: and on the right hand was the Admirall of Jierickſea 
with two other demie Canons: and ſome of the Gallies were 
come thꝛongh another Chanell, and had gatten ſo very neere the 
tnemie, as that they ſlue foure oz ſiue ofthe Marriners, and gald 
diuers of thereſt. Theſe lay battering at the bꝛidge from moꝛ· 
ning tyll noone. 

But as one ofthe afozeſayd veſſels began to ſplyt, by rea- 
ſon of the fozce of a bullet that was ſhot, c that che other mighte- 
likewiſe haue beene ſo ſerued, and withall ſeeyng the enemie, 
notwithſtanding the great laſſe of his people not once remooue, 
the Admp}all cauſed to ſounde the retraite. Rowe, this res 
traite could not bee without the loſſe of theyzinces people, eſpes - 
cially of thoſe , whiche were with the Admpꝛall of-Ziericks 
ſea. 

There were amongeſt this company certaine French gen- 
tlemen Captaines, as Catteuille, Durant, and Gutlereſſe, who 
were too too ko warde with they ſouldiers againſt the enemie, 
fo they had gotten with their bar kes, behinde the turfheapes, 
not farre from the enemies houles trenches, thinking to haue 


ſet ehem on lire. But che Admpꝛall recyzing without any noyſe, 
Qs ann 


r 
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and not knowing chem to bee fo farre fooꝛth,. the enemie percel- 
uing them to bee there, ſo luſtily aſſatled them wich ſuch a greae 
number of boates, as that Catteuille, Guilereſſe, and ſeuen ſouls 
diers moe, by reaſon of the reculing of their barke, were dow; 
ned, 

But Durant and certaine ſouldiers with him, ſaued thẽſelues 
by ſwimming, neuertheleſſe the enemie as it was after well 
knowne,recetued a karre greater loſſe, though the ſhooting off, 
of the great ozdenance, Foꝛ, cheir boates were full fraught with 
their dead, hurt, and gald men, and carried to Utright : Jnſve 
much that ſome ſcofling kellowes, ieſted and ſaide, That fry» 
ers Gray was very deare ware, becauſe that whoſoeuer woulde 
goe to the Bopes heaut mult needes bee buryedin a Fryers Mi⸗ 
noꝛs coule, and the time was that they would put them coffyn & 
all inta che coule, when as they carryed them very vnſauery 
rom che campe, as commonlp it fell out both at Amſterdam and 
alſo at Ucrighe, where they are buried in the body of þ Church. 

And although the pzinces armie, had with the great ozdenice 
meruetlouflp annoied the enemie, as had alſo the valtanc ſouldi⸗ 
ers ofthe Colonels of the Baron of Nopelle, and of the Caps 
taine of the guarde, yet it ſhoulde ſeeme, that they wonne no 
great matter by it. #02 the water role not ſo high, as they looked 
fo2,and that was by reaſon of the infinite thouſandes of haſſocks 
which ſucked vp the water, the winde alſo ſerued them co no pur 
poſe:and beſides, the encmie vſed many and ſundzie meanes to 
Naine the water aſide. 

Pozeouer,the ſaid bzidge was marueilous ſtrongly foztifi- 
ed, and againe, the boates which had the demie canons in them, 
woulde other wiſe haue beene trimmed: ſo that it ſeemed, all 
that coſt and trauell to be vtterly loſt, and themſelues at their 
wits end. Powbeic, the Lozde Son purueyed foz them two mas 
ner of wayes: to wit, firſt by reaſon of the Nottheaſt wynde 
which blew vp a mightie gabe, che 18.19.4 20. dayes of Sep- 
tember: ę ſecddly though the good counſellþ was giuen to M. 
Pecer Waſtell, one of his Excellencies counſell, who in this 
dealing was very diligent and carefull : foz as he was deuiſing 


wich two countrie men, they told him that they needed not paſſe 
wart,

bychac hide, ſeeing they might paſle che way called Beg 


ing 
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Jying betweene Soetermeir and Benthouſe, When the toun⸗ 
cellour heard chus much, he tolde it to his Excellencie, and re⸗ 
turning coþ campe, ſate hereupon in councell, with the Admiral 
Noielles, the Captaine ofthe guar de, and with certaine eſtates 
ofche Admiraltie, and they all concluded, as aboueſaid. 
And heereupon, Admpꝛal Bopſot, accompanied with Was 
ſell afozeſaide,wich the guard, eight gallies, and ſenentie ſoule 
diers, directed his courſe that night tawards Segwart way, and 
there arriued befoze ſuch time as the tnemie had any vnderſtan⸗ 
ding ol chem: foz, the vice Admpꝛall lap wich che armie befoze 
the ſaid Ssetermeir bhidge. ; 

Nowe, when they had gotten this way, the Captaine of the 
guard, deſired Citadelle an Italian Gentleman, and p Baron of 
Noielles Lieuetenant. to foztiſie and entrench with Aawgiraut, 
andhalfe che ſouldiers on Benthouſe ſide: And maſter Bochart 
ith Captaine Ladꝛiere, and che other halfe of the ſouldiers, on 
oetermeir ſide. And the meaning hereof was this, 5 although 
the whole foꝛce of che enemie ſhould ſodenly bre ake vpon them, 
pet thougbt they hereby ſafelyto returne to their ſhips, howbeit 
all in vaine;fo2the enemie ſeeing himſelf deteiued had no great 
fomacke to ferrit them out: and þ Almaines who lay at Bent⸗ 
honſe,(o ſoone as night came, ſhewed a faire pay1e of heelcs, & 
they which lay at Soetermeir, in the mozning foꝛſooke their 
trench. g retired towards Leyden, to wit, towardes Nozthaſke, 
Docterwouwe,apzkwegge,q4 Weypoze, carrying with them 
their artillarie, and foztified themſelues in mante houſes, Now,” 
the treaches in Segwart way, were not finiſhed withoute the 
great trauell ofthe pzinces people, who labozed all chat nigbt vp 
ta 5ᷣ knees in the water, wind migbtilye blowing ac ß Nozth 
ECaſt. The nex3 nozrow Admirall Bopſot, ſeut the Captaine of 
the guarde to looke fo2 the armie, which thzough Gods mightie 
hand, arriued there, without the loſſe of any one man. 

The Almaines afoʒeſam, were no ſooner gone fro Benthoule 
but þ captaine Ladziere had gocef their trench. Then the P9zins 
ces people were paſſed Segwart way, hauing ſet on fire the 
houſes which ſtood on Soetermeir way, Captaine Cree an 
Dtengian arriued ac DSoecermeir wich ther companies of gz, 


louldiers,and the arke of Delft, This Arke, was aſtrange Delt, 


buplk 
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buylt and trymmed veſſell, well furniſhed wich great owdenance, 
bu: very noyſome to the armie, by reaſon of the lownes ot the 
water, inſomuch that they thought once to haue burnt her, but be⸗ 
cauſe (hee had in her betwixt fifceene t twentie peeces ot greate 
oꝛdenance, they founde che meanes to being her to the fo2eſaide 
place, that ryding there, ſhee might keepe the palſage. This 
Arke, was built ot two ſhippes ioyned together, and mas rower 
neicher wich ſpꝛites, noꝛ ozes,neither pet dꝛiuen with the helps of 
any ſailes but by wheeles, wought within ber, ſo very ſtrong⸗ 
ly built all ouer, as that no muſket ſhot was able to pear ſe her. 
She was of burden able ta beare fiftie luſtie men foʒ detenes au 
twelue co turne che wheeles. | 
Che next mozrow they were determining, whether they ſhould 
on, oz tarrie a while longer. The Admirall Boyſot thought 
beſt to purſue the enemie, reculen: and to the ende that both 
the Leydens, and alſo the enemie might deſcrie him a farre off, 
bee was reſolued;to take this enterpꝛiſe in hande, with twentie 
Gallies, and appoynted the reſt ot the armte to follow him. Net 
haueheerecofoze ſpoken hom the veſſels which beare the demie 
Cons, were riuen with the foꝛce of the Canon. But becauſe 
they had neede ol them, cbey were ſpeedily new calked, pitched, 
and tallowed at Delft, and beeing trimmed wich leadde and ſalt 
bpdes againſt the fozce of the pouder, they folowed the armie the 
thywe vay after. The Admirall bauing ſailed not paſſing a 
mplefroem benthouſe, was tolde as it was gheſſed, that aboute 
the waters which ranne downe towardes Moꝛta, that the enemy 
mighe ſtrengthen himſelle in certayne houſes thereabouc, hows 
beit, when they had inquired after it, the thing was found to bee 
farre other wiſe: wherfoze he mad cowards Noꝛta, and got him 
euen within a muſkec ſhot thereof, where hee miche perceiue 
bam that betweene two oz thiee hundzed well armed Almaines,' 
had lefc tmohouſes,and were fled with all poſſible ſpeede, to the 
other five of Noꝛta little Meere, where the Spaniardes were 
intrenched. Mhereupon the Admirall luſtily purſued them 
wich kozce of Dares, and oꝛderly enbattatled hunlelfe within an 
harquebuze ſht ot the enemie. From this trenche in Nozta- 
houſes, were the muſ iets bꝛauely diſcharged, but the Oꝛengi ⸗ 
ans (o defended themſelues with cheir great ozdenance,. as — 
the 
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the Spaniardeknewenot where to hide his head. | 
hen the afozeſaiv Almaines had cloſely conueyed them⸗ 
ſelues behinde two hap ſtackes,tokeepe them out of che danger 
af the great ſhat, they retyꝛed towards Soeter wood; which ſkir 
miſhe taſted from nooue, vntill the Evening; But about myd⸗ 
night, the Admpzall cauſed an Alarme to be giuen by certayne 
ſmall ſhot, whom the Spaniardes aunſweared foure oz fine 
tymes to the end, to ſhew them. that they were not departed, but 
they fearingofſurpiiſing,ſo ſtilly and llyly retyꝛed towards So- 
eter wood, as that the Admirall neuer percepued it, vncill che 
next mozrow, 
The Oꝛengians were greatly annoyed, by reaſon that the

in authontp, been moꝛe conſtant. fatchful;& had beſides, truſig 
mote aſſuredly to p merciful pꝛouidtce of God, Foz where ſome 
ofthe reft of the Magiſtrates, earneſtly trauelled to perſwade 
the people of the great mercy of Baldcz,and of the notable pars 
don, and withall,of che pꝛomiſes conteyned within the letters as 
bone wiitten,theſe men on the other ſide ſet befoze the eyes of 
ſimple and faynthearted Citizens, all examples to the contra⸗ 
ry. Foꝛ the ſayde pardon was by ſome, ſo luſtely mainteyned, as 
that they ſhamed not to giue their good fellow citizens repꝛoch⸗ 
ful woꝛds only, but of a froward affectio belied thẽ alſo:ſaping. )

And if wee ſhould in che end want theſe, vet 
hach euery one ol vs a leſt arme to cate, and reſerue the righte 
arme to beat the tyꝛant and the reſt of you which are his blooddy 
miniſters from our walles: but if at the laſt, our foꝛce ſhall not 
bee ſtrong enough, and that the Lozv God meaneth by pour hãds 
to puniſhe vs fo2 our demerites, which wee, through the confi- 
dence that wee haue in his diuine goodnes, hope hee will nat do, 
pet will wee neuer fozſake his holy woꝛde, noꝛ yet giue over —

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defenſe ofthe libertie ok our countrie, chooſing rather when wee 
are at che verie woꝛſt to (et our Towne on ſter, chen that it holy 
any way be gatnefull vnto vou, and we become pour flaues, Fo 
it is mote collerable fo2 vs, to bee ſlaine in fight with the Pas 
chabees then to ſce che miſerie of our people, and indure pour ty⸗ 
rannie both in our bodies and conſciences: an anſwere vndoub⸗ 
tedly, woꝛthie eternall memozie: whereunto, and ſuch other like 
were the good Citiʒens encouraged by their wiues. Foz, there 
were a great number of them, which rather would haue dyed of 
hunger in their houſes, chen to haue yeelded into the Tyꝛantes 
handes, becauſe that the cyzannies of Rarden ,Surphen, Pa⸗ 
lynes, æ Harlem were yet freſh in their heads, 

e are nom to returne to ſpeake ot the pʒinces armie whi⸗ 
che we left at Nozta, where it was faine ts ſtay a few dayes foz 
want of water: becauſe the enemie lay in the chanel cowards 
-Soeterwood,and alſo at Soeterwood, and thereby ſtopped the 
ſaid chanell. This lying ſtill ofthe armie,pleaſed no whit ſuch 
pdle perſons,as commonly will doe all things wich their tonge, 
although they haue no experience in the whole wozld in warre⸗ 


like affay2es: moſt repꝛochfully crying out andaſking,why the Seb. 0

done, ik the ſhips had had winges, ſeeing that the water in theſe 
furmoſt ſieldes was not aboue niene ynches deeep,& the gallies

herefoꝛe the captaines required his Excellencie, deeing 
now whole to come to the armie, whpther about that very time 
indeede he came. His comming greatly reioyced the armie, but 
no whit the enemie,who perceiued it by che triumph ofche Ca» 
non. The oꝛder of the armie marueiloufly pleaſed bis Excellen⸗ 
cie, and gaue foozthwith oꝛder to ſeeke fo2 the way which was to 
be gawged, to wit, the Ryzkweg,which thing was done by a gen · 
tleman Ozengian named Bultran, and the vice Admirall Cots 
nelius Nycolſons, accompanied with Juſt the Wooze, who 
made repoꝛt thereofto his Excellencie,the- Admirals and Colo⸗ 
nels.

Although the Citizens of Lepden had conceiged ſone good 
hope foꝛtheir deliuer ance, as well by the letters frõ che Eſtates 
the twelfth of that moneth, as alſo by the hearing and ſeeing ok 
the effect ofthe great oꝛdenance: yet becauſe they had not long 
befoze t hat, neither receiued oꝛ vet ſent any letters, by reaſon of 
the great war de that was aboꝛit rhe Towne, they ſent two mel. 
lengers, who arriucd the 26. f September about the Admy)al; 
to declare vnto him the extreeme neceſũtie of the Citizens, whi⸗ 
che was in deed very great, but pet not ſo great as they ſaid; and 
alſo to ſee the eſtate of the armie, whereoktheythemſelues, if it 
were poll ble, hald come back to make repoꝛt to their fellowe 
Citizens, if not, p then they ſhauld ſend letters by the poſts of the 
ape: foꝛ to that end, had the mellengers afozeſaide, carried with 
them ſixe old doues. 

Nowe, as the meſſengers thought to returne towardes the 
T.owne with the Admirals letters.theꝝ founde all che paſſages 
-belatd,and therefoze were dꝛiuen of neceſſitie to teturne: how:

Declaring vnto 
them how that his Excellencie himſelf had been with the armie,

ſanc,fo2 the Loꝛd of Hoſtes woulde ſend meant to deliuer th. 
Thele letters greatly gladded and incouraged the people: Nay⸗ 
fiug God, and inceſſantlp, as the other confederev Town 1 —

Now, this great ioy, was not without ſome mixture ofſo2- 
rowe, becauſe that befoze,and the ſame very day, the winde blew 
vp at the Nozthealt, which cauſed the water to fall rather then 
tyſe:ſo þ the pꝛinces armie thought, that they had as it were loſt 
all hope ok deliuering them, iche inuiſible meanes of God, ta 
wit, the great flowing ofthe water, which began that 29. day, |, | 
laſted vntill che ſecond ol October, had not holpen them. Whers ⸗ s gops 22965 Þ| 
foe the Admirall Boplot, wꝛote vnto his Excellencie, that if 2 Y Ley Ver, og 4 
God of his mercy did not help both w wind e alſo wich p riſing 9 nn 
ofthe water, and by ſuche meanes as no mã was able as yet ta | 
perceiue, that he ſawe not which way poſlible co byingto paſſe 
the reuictualling ofthe cowne fo this time, and feared that afs 
ter it woulde be too late:conſidering that there was nota beaſte 
left, and that there were but two diſtributions moe co be had, and 
theſe, but to laſt fo2 eight dayes. Inſomuch that the miſery( be⸗ 
ſides the peſtilence, diſeaſes, and diſcoꝛd) was in the cowne verie 
great as he vnderſtood by che meſſengers: and as was alſo after 
found to be moſttrue. | 

Foz many ofthem had not in ſeuen weekes ſpace, eaten one 
byt of bꝛead, munke nothing els but water. Hozſe fleſh alſo 
was then as good meat with the wealthieſt of them, as mutton is 
at this pꝛeſent. Cats and dogs amongſt the aduenturers, and | 
others which lap at the gates ofthe Wowne, were thought co be — kinds 
delicate meate, and ſo eaten. It is impollible codeſcribe vnto cher Leden 
vou all their maner of cookerp, although many tolde mee of it. did eate. ? 
Some of chem cate vine leaues mingled with Amell floure and 
ſale, There was great difference in the leaues of trees, æ there⸗ 
foze they made ſundꝛie kindes of meates of lecke blades, rootes 
androote ſtalkes, and theroote leaues which fell co the ground, 
was a very oꝛdinary kinde of goodmeate. Rootes andſkinnes 
cat in {mall gobbins, and ſodden in butter mylke, was an oꝛdina⸗ 
ry and common meate foꝛ manie. Gentlewomen were dziuen

The Pooze women were ſeene ſitting vpon the vounghtls,with 
their clokes caſt auer their heads, gathering vp of che beſt bones 
they coulde finde, and carryed them home co their houſes.

mediately eate it vp, The poung bopes oftentimes ſuckedthe 
bones, which the dogs had gnawne. Euery woman that lay in 
childbed, was kain to be pleaſed w a quarter of a pound of biſtet 
a day. Some womeu againe were ſo honger bitten, as that the 
childe in they wombe was almoſt pine to death. The blood of 
Þ cattell was gather ed vp aut of the fülthte e miuking gutters of

Yea ſome 
made minke of the very huſkes ofthe graines, mingling ther 
bearbe Grace &Rue in ſteed of Hemlock. @cherſome dꝛanke vi⸗ 
neger & water mingled together, ſo þ wh the towu was freed e 
at liberty, there was ſcarcely any vineger to be had. A pound ot 
butter was worth xv. ſouls. A yellow carot one ſouls, a root ſtalk 
balfe a ſouls, a Peare oz Apple a grote. There was offered foꝛ a 
ſacke of wheate anhundzed flins. 

Duer and beſides this great miſery, the plague was ſo ryfe' 
all the Towne ouer,aschat there dyed of it almoſt ſixe thouſand 
perſons,The poung childzen which were ſtaruen to death, ſaid, 
as it is mitten in the lamencations of Jeremie : Where is the 
bzead, where is the wine, and ſo fell down ſtark dead in 5 ſtreetes 
oz betweene their mothers armes: and there foze after chat,ma-' 
ny poung childzen were faine to eate hozſe fleſh , The men 


and miſtrie of Which could ſcarſcely go ouer the bꝛidge, were enfoꝛced co ward 
the Lerdens. ag good as naked, and in their returne, founde neither wife noz 


childzen aliue. They þ were wont to goe w their dizaines to the 
warde, came backe againe with eight, ſixe, and ſometimes thyee, 
Noble women and their childꝛen which were wont to be clad in 
ſilkes and fed vppon the molt delicate meates, dyed of very hun⸗ 
ger. 
There was a dead man bꝛought, and layde befoze the gate of 
the Buroughmalters, thereby to ſhe we hym(as it was thought) 
both cloſely and expꝛeſly, that hee had beene the cauſe thereof, 
Ctherkozep it apperteined to him to ſeeke ß mean to 3 
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To bee ſhozt, the extreeme miſerie in the Towne was ſuch, 
as is impoſſible fo2 mee td deſcribe and ſet downe. But they 
who, after the deliuerance thereof, had ſeene their leane facts, 
and ſmall and feeble legges, might caſtly haue witneſled the 
ſame. 

And now to returne againe vnto che Pꝛinces armie, it had not 
needed to haue tarryed long at Nozta, if it had beene certainelie 
knowne, chat the Leydens coulde haue held out longer time. 
Againe, the Bꝛince and chiefe rulers of the armie, knewe right 
well, chat the neerer inter dꝛewe on, the greater abundaunce 
of water woulde enſue. And che generall of the armie knewe 
well enough alſo, that hee muſt pafſe betweene Soecerwood, E 
Suyten houſe, and ſo did the enemie likewiſe, and therefoze had 
eſpecially placed his whole warde there. In the meane while 
many thought it beſt, to attempt by night Soecermeir Meere 
wap, towardes Stompwyke wap, but it was ta no purpoſe, be⸗ 
cauſe that all the ditches and chanels lay in and out crokedlie:# 
beſides, the Spaniard alſo, warded there. The Papiſts afozeſaid, 
had lying vpon the Rhyin,fiue great gallies, and well appointed 
boates, bowbeit they wanted maryners. 

As theſe thinges in this wile moſt{amentablie ſtoode, 
the moſt mightie God and Loꝛd of Hoſtes, who on extreeme nes 
teſlitie neuer foꝛſaketh his, hauing compaſſion on his miſerable 
afflicted ones, woulde needes ſhewe fooxth his ſtrong andout» 
ſtretched arme, fo2 the deliuer ie of his deſolate people out of the 
hands ofa Tpyanc, 

TUherekoze, he ſent the windes his Miniſters, who ſo violent- 
ly blewvp, as that the waters aroſe and wonderfully ouer-

the laid high Territozie,was ranged & placed in maner as follo: 
weth. The Admiralles of Fluſhing e Zierickſea,had ſollowyng 
ech of them ſifteene gallies, which ſpꝛed themſelues abzode like 
two winges. And ſirſt, Admirall Boyſot accompanied with the 
Colonell ofthe guard, had the leading of the left wing, on Soe⸗ 
cerwood ſide, becauſe it was thought chat the greateſt force ofthe 
enemie lay there: The Admiral of Zerickſeahad in his company 
maſter Citadell, Bultran, captaine Paule Dupzant and others. 
The vice Admirall was placed on the right ſide of Supten, ac- 
companted with the Baron of Noieles, maſter Cones c Bours 
chart, and with Captaines, Henrie æ Grenu. Philip de Aſſelters, 
maſter ofthe oꝛdenance, and warltke munitions, was appointed 
to carry with the great ozdenance,# eight o) ten gallies vppon 
Nozꝛta, foꝛ 5 keeping of Þ victuals, vntil ſuch tune as the ſaid avs 
miralshad gotten Ryꝛkweigh afozeſaid,® that then hee ſhoulde 
follow, and bꝛauely ſalute che Soeterwoodens with the greate 
oꝛdenante, which oꝛdenance was charged with pꝛetie little bags 
ſtufted full of leaden bullets, to wit. 3 oo. in euery bagge finely 
and artificially couched, and choſe to be diſpearſed amongeſt the 
thickeſt ofthe enemie. 

When all things were thus oꝛderly arranged # placed, the ar⸗ 
mie departed about midnight the day afozeſard, and the Gallics 
and ſhips were ſeuered an harquebuze ſhot one behind another, 
hauing in the middeſt about eighteene oz twentie Bar kes laden 
witch Pponers,and all kindes of tooles fo entrenching, tothe 
ende they myght ſo ſoone as it was poſſible, foꝛtiſie themſe lues 
at the ſaid Church way. But the Spaniardes had appointed ſo 
great a watch in their ſmall veſſels,as that it might haue ſcrued 
foꝛ the whole bodie ofa ward. And when they ſaw the Admi⸗ 
rall ſomewhat neere, they called aloud, and ſaid : Tho is there, 
who is there, but not a woꝛde was giuen them, vntill ſuche tyme 
as che Admꝑall was gotten within Gun ſhot: and then he lo ſas 
luted chem wich p roaring and thundzing ofthe Canon, as =

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the night leemed to bee day. | 

This watch anſwered them againe with caliuers, muſkets, 
and certatne faulconet ſhot, and then left their vellels, & by little 
and little retyzed, ſtill playing with their (mall ſhot, vntill they 
had goten to the body of their ward, which was entrenched at e* 
uery cozner of the way. Then ſalied they bzauely out pn euerie 
ſide,fiercely deliuering their muſkets againſt che Oꝛengiãs: but 
the Zealanders ſo reſaluted them with ſuch on haile of Bullets, 
as that they were dziuen with great loſſe to retp2e to their trens 
ches, leauing there behinde them, onely a kew ſouldiers to main⸗ 
taine the ſkirmiſh 3 who ſoone after alſo made their retrait: fo2 
the French Captaines,the captaineofthe guard,Bulcran, and — —

noꝛ aduertiſments, but when they ſhould iſſue out of the Town, 
to ſet vpon the foztandtrench of Lammen : which thing was 
mitten vnto them the firlk of October, howbeit, the flying poſte 
did not her duetie, but was che firſt, that came the next daye to 
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the town, fo that the cicizens gaue not the ſigns, which they wer 
appoynted to doe, nd therkoze Avimirall Boyſot, who firſt arri⸗ 
ued at the wyues bꝛidge, thought the Towne had beene peelvey 
vp, becauſe the Citizens were ſo ſtill.Howbeit; when the Citi⸗ 
ens ſawthe fier at Soeter wood, but eſpecially the Church, co 
be on a light fier, knowing right well that the Spaniardes laye 
there, and were rounde about well fortified in their trenches, 
they all merueilous ioy fully leaped vpon the Rampars., not⸗ 
withſtanding che Enemies being wel foztiſted in Lammen foe, 
the Cannon playing bꝛauely from the trench againſt the Ozen⸗ 
gers Armyꝛand beſides, their ſeeing in the afternoone 300, ſale 
diers at Cronſtone, decayed houſe: Wherefoze they caryed 
their Enſignes to the Rampars, and tyed them to the Mynde 
mylles ſayles, in token that they were of good courage, and mes 
rv. Andafterward , cauſedtheſe foure poyntes of the great pe⸗ 
naltie to be pꝛoclaymed. 

Fut, that no women, young childzen, no; people vnmecte to 
i\beare armes, ſhould come to the Nampars: and that as many as 
did beare armes, muſt be with their accuſtomed armour & wee 
pon, in his quarter, and place appoynted. | 
That they which had watcht che night befoze, ſhould bee the 
next time at the body oftheir ward. | 

Chut none olthem ſhould depart from the Rampars , vntill 
the Mag iſtrate callev fo2 them. 

That all Boates and Barkes , ſhoulde departe out of the 
mayne Channelles and ſtreames, into the ſive dicches oꝛ creeks, 
ko the ende that the ſhippes which were to come into the town. 
ſhouldns way be ſtopped, but haue free palſage : chat the Citi⸗ 
ens might helpe them, whether it were in the veepe, on the ſide, 
o; in the comming out, accoꝛding as they ſawe it needefull and 
n 


Then the Burroughmailters, ſhewed the ſhippes to their 
Cittzens, ſaying: Beholde louing fellowe Citizens , here 
behtude this foꝛte, is now?,bzead,what thinke pon of it, ſhall we 
Tec it alone chere: Then cryed the Cicizens with one voyce,nay, 
but let vs rather pull downe the gate wich our naples, then ſufs 
fer it to be taped befoze Lammen. ge 
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Nowe, when the Admirall had foz two cauſes , made the 

greac Artillarp tobe ought though Soeterwood to Papen 
meere: Firſt fo2 that, from thence Lammen foꝛt was farre nee⸗ 
rer on the left ſide: Secondly,becauſe the ſyppes with victuals, 
might annoy one the other at Peerb2ough: and ſo caule great 
mcombzaunce,ifſobe the Enemy, (as hath beene afozeſapde) 
were not diſcomfited. a 

The Spanpardes merueilouſly played with their great oꝛ⸗ 
denaunce agaynſt the Ozengers army, both from Lammen 
fort, and allo from James Mycholſõs foꝛte at Nedde: ſo that 
they flew with one Cannon ſhotte ſeauen ofthe Admyꝛals men 
at a blowe, making thereby, the woꝛlde beleeue that they were 
fully determined to keepe the ſayde foꝛtes. But becauſe this 
Trenche of Lammen wag the chiekeſt, which the Pꝛinces peo⸗ 
ple molt feared, by reaſon it ſtoode on the hyer grounde, J haue 
thought good to make ſome {mall diſcription of the ſcituatiõ 
thereof, £ 

This place ſtandetb in a playne fielve, hauing no hye ground 
$02 hilles about it, and all the Channelles and ſtreames were 
quite and cleane dammed vp, about a quarter of a myle from the 
Towne, And the ſtreame which runneth towardes Delft, is 
like 'the bowte of a mans arme, and on the one ſide therof run⸗ 
neth a Channell from it as farre as the Rhine , and on the 
other ſide, an other Chaunell running towardes Soeterwood: 
the reſt of this place with ditching and ramparing,might eaſi⸗ 
lye haue beene made ſuret ſtrong, by reaſon ofthe ſtoze of trees 
growing round about it. 

The Rampare of this Trench was reaſonably thicke, but 1 

pet not able to hould out the Cannon ſhot: It was alſo well 
furniſhed with great Oꝛdenaunce, ſouldiers, # with what ſoeuer 
els neceſſary fo a Trenche, ſo that (in any mans reaſon) ik 
the Spanpardes had wel kept this one onely Trench, ) Ozen⸗ 
gers Atme had neuer beeñẽ able to haue paſſed, without the 
great loſſe of men. And pet not withſtanding, the ſtrength | 
hereof, the Admyzall cerceinelye determined, to ſette vpon R—_ 
it: Wherefoze on the ſeconde of October, about the Euening, batter Lamm 
hee ſence Captayne Grenu, Aſleliers,and Captayne Parry, toit.

This night, the Admirall wzoteto his Excellency, of all this 
ſituation afozeſapd,and withall, how he meant the next mozrow 
to batter ic, But if ſo be the thing fel not out as he looked fo? þ he 
would be contenced, vntill ſuch time as the water ſhould waxe 
deepe, chat ic might be nauigable on the one ſive ouer their land; 
And although his Excellency,had commitcedche whole dealing 
hereof into the handes of God, pet theſe newes, pleaſed him no 


whit, hut greatly doubted of the deliueraunce of Lepden,aſwell

e noſufkictent each made, to giue che aſſaule,con 
with all che fewneſle of his men. Howbeic the Lozd of hoſtes 
would alone pꝛoume fo} all theſe difficulties , and ſmall hope, 
and giue the honour co his molt mightie arme, tothe ende, men 
might vnderſtand, that although they knew many pꝛactiſes, foz 
the vanquiſhing ofthe Enemy, vet, that all ſbould be in vaine, x 
to no purpoſe, without he put to his helping hand, and the vic⸗ 
toʒie, to come from him alone. | 
Foz, after that the two Admiralles, the third of October 
had very early in the moꝛning layed open the channelles, which 
were merueilouſly choked vp with great ſtakes and pyles , foz 
the planting (as befoze hath been laid, of their artillary, and bat⸗ 
tering of Lammen fot, they perceined that the Loꝛd God had 
pꝛeuented them, and would not haue the Eneum dziucn awape 
byche kozce of men. F02 he had dziuen ſuch a feare into hearts

great peece of Omenaunce, in the channell right befote the laid 
fozt: Neuertheleſle, chere was a young ftripling, who wat- 
ching thatnight on the Rampare,ſaw many light matches gore 
out of the Fozte, and none returne againe: And therfoze he 
preſumed, 
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as in detde it was true, that the Spaniardes had fozlaben theſn digen 
fozte of Lammen, which thing he opened, and craued leaue, toto the magt⸗ 
goe thytber: Nowe, this his requeſt, was eaſily graunted dat thatLang 


bim, with pzomile of ſixe Flozins , to ſape, if the Enemye — 


were there, that hee ranne out ok the Towne foz verye hun⸗ 


Then hee was come to the fozte, and found neuer a man 
there he wapued with his cappe, but pet fo; all this the Townſ. 
men belecued him not becauſe they doubted, that the Spaniard 
by ſome ſleight had ſo tommaunded him: Neucrtheleſſe, when 
they ſawe , that an ocher which followed him paſſed befoze: the 
foꝛte towardes the Admpꝛall, wading vp to che knees, to ſalute 
him, great toy and my2th was made on euery ſide, And ther⸗ 
vpon the valyaunt Captapne Gerard Lane, tooke his way with 
bis Aduencurerscowardes Lammen foꝛte, vntyl he came to the 
firſt plate that was ſtrengthened wich pyles, where he receiued 
with great toye the Admyꝛalles two ſirſt Gallyes . Jo the 
Admpꝛall being a man of iudgement, and not light of beeliefe, 
badde ſente theſe two Gallpts before , which founde all to 
bee true, that mas toulde him: to wytte, that they had left the 
Fozte, and ſoonke two great peeces of Ozdenaunce in the 
Channell. | | | : 

After that the paſſages were layde open, and cleared of the 


pyles, che Admyꝛall Lewys Boyſot, iopfully pꝛayſing GD, & he Admiral 


made out the Uauntguardetowardes Leyden, where hee quiet · 
lye entred at eyghtof the clocke in the mozning. 

And Adꝛpan Gupllanne the Admpꝛal of ʒierickſea ledde the 
Rerewarde. But it was a lamentable thing to ſee, the miſe⸗ 
rable ſtarued people deuoure the rawe Herringes, which the 
Admpꝛall at his entrie, caſt vnto the people: and likewiſe the 
dꝛeade, whereof, ſome ot them eate ſo greedely , as if they 
ſhoulde neuer haue beene filled: Mhereupon, many ot them

without burning ofthem , but eſpecially the foxceofLeperthozp; 
and all chereabout. Fox although they were aboue th2ee, toone

— diers, maryners, and others which bare Armes, beſides choſe 
ſoldiecs t mati · whiche had the leading of the vitcaalles, aboue to thouſande 
ners, is not in al ſiue hundzed, whereas Balder men, alter their own reckoning,

. the Almighty God, as befoze hath beene ſayde, fo the deliuerice 
e of his people, ſrooke them with a merueilous great terroꝛ, as 
vpe m olde time ſtroke.

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ple Iſrael, And Jchinke, that if the Hiſpantoltzed Lepdens,

that iktheir hope and conſtdence had not been in an inuiſible ayde,

Jfche Eneinye had had this aduauntage befoze, to wit, two by 
thꝛee nightes befoze, when as they thought, inthe night, 

ſcale, to haue ſurpꝛiſed the Toun at Hodgewoert Süsel 
they ſcaled and thought to haue wonne, becauſe a fonde pounge 
Mench had giuen them to vnderſtande, that che watch was very 
ſmall: Powbeit, they founde it otherwiſe. Foz, befoze ſuch 
time as cee Parquebouzes were diſcharged, they all retpezed:

foꝛſaken tbe foꝛt of Lammen, which was the cauſe of his entrye 
into the Towne. - 


This Letter was carped to his Eeceflency the 2 of Octo⸗ a 


ber, and deliuered vnto him at two of the clock in the afternoon, 
being at the Sermon, which without all doubt, were other ma» 
ner ok newes then that came in the moꝛning : Therefoꝛe. 
ſo ſoone as the French Sermõs were finiſhed,he cauſed the mi⸗ 
niſter, openly toreade the Letter, moſt thanklully and ioyfulſy 
p2ayſing the Loꝛd. The like allo was done at the 2. great chur⸗ 
ches. fo that theſe newes were ioykully ſped all ouer, in a verye 
great Companp and Congregation of the people, and in his ex⸗ 
rellencies pꝛeſente. The ſame alſo was done in the reſt of the 
Towns of Holland, with bonfters,and ſuch like tokens ofiope. 

After that the Admpꝛals had thus victualled the Towne of

The Trenche at Leyerthoꝛpe was wonderfull ſtronge, and 
they wbich lay there greatly agged, and tolde chemeſſcugers 
which came chyther, of their merueilous face, which tended, 
as it no we fell out, to their greater ſhame, and the Loves far 
greater honour: and moꝛe villanouſlp foʒſooke the Foꝛtes any 
Trenches ot Pape, and che Oldwatring, where they had remai⸗ 
neda full peare and a daye FM a bery (mall number of che 

Duinces Uauntcurrers, which, as it is ſayde was not aboue a 
12- Y 2 Zu, doſen, put two of the Enemies Enſignes to flight: ſome of 
neg. e 4 which flev with ſuch ſpeede, as that they ceaſednotrunning vn 
ele to fee till they came to the gates of Amſterdame, ſaying, in their own 
extuſe, that all che whole Campe was diſcomficedand put to 
flight, At ehe ſame time like wiſe, did Baldez his people fozlake, 
not onely Gaude ſcluſe Trenches, but alſo all the reſt, to the 
number ok two and twentie, ſaue Madding alone, where remai⸗ 
ned certeine ſouldiers fo2 the freeing ofthe paſſage. Nowe, 
in this vopage and expedition, chere were no moe of the P2in- 
»» rs kes parte flamme, chen fogtie ; but of che Enemies, by they; 
own confeſſis,aboue a thouſand. beit. here ig one thing not 
| £o befaxgotten, which the ſapde Baldez lefce in his Lodginge, 
to wit, the Towne of Leyden pyctured, with all her ropall 
wapes, patches, and Channelles of water, and all in ſuch ma⸗ 
ner as they were guarded, and defended wich fozces . And when 
gew Latet be was enfoꝛcedto rayſe his Campe,. he wꝛote vnder this yc⸗ 
words — ture: Vale Ciuitas, valete Caſtelli patui, Quia relicti eſtis 
by Bades. propter aquam, & non per vim Inimicorum. That is to ſape, 
Farewell Leyden, and all the (mail Caſtelles about thee, fo) 
the Wlaters haue dzyuen vs out of pou, and not the foꝛce of the 

Enemy. 

A confeſſe in deeve , that the waters were one ofche pꝛinci⸗ 
pall meanes to cauſe Baldes leaue che Town and Trenches: 
But if he woulde haue ſpoken truelp, he ſhould haue ſapde : It

Ahen his Excellency had heard of the fozeſaide newes, he His Ercelſency

themſelucs without ſouldiers, againſt ſo populous an enzmp , 
and there foꝛe told them, chat both they and their childꝛen ſhould 
be well rewarded foz their great trauell , And after ward. he ſec 
an oꝛder in euery thing, as wel about 5; affaires of the Towne, 
ag ot the warres, to the end he might make his p2ofic of che vic⸗ 
to2y, which the Loꝛd had giuen him, | 

Howbeit fo2 the greater manikeſtation ofthe wonderful wozks 
of GD D, J haue one thing moze heere to ſpeake of whiche 
is not to be paſſed ouer in ſilence, and that is this, chat the foure 
of October che winde being then at the Southeaſt, e che next 
3.02 4. dai es following, ſa luſtely blowing vp at the Moꝛtheaſt, 
as that no mã without great danger, was able to paſte frõ Delft 
to Leyden, becauſe the water as faſt as was poſlible left » fields, 
and returned againe to ea. 

Ouer and beſides the victuals afozeſaid, which were bzought 
to Leyden, his Extellencꝝ, and his counſel thought it good, that 
allche reſt of the Townes round there about, ſhould ayde and 
aſſiſt che pooze famiſhed Leydens, to the ende that the miſerable 
ſoules who had ſo long time got nothing, but conſumed al their 


moueable grooves mighe becholpen, and ſo the rich mens vic⸗ 


tuals chereby laſt che longer. 
Fo} which cauſe, the deputies of Delft, went all Delft though 
wich their Maggons and Boaces, gathering amongeſt the Ci⸗ 
tizens, great ſtaʒe of Bead, Butter, Fleſh, Cheeſe, Lard, Fiſh. 
and money, to the value ofa 1o00. Flozing and better. Which 
did not onely mightely helpe the pooze, but alſo ſo eaſed the rich 
as that the Towne was therby likewiſe reuictualled, which en⸗ 
treaſed not only a farre greater amity, betweene che Townes, 

but confirmed alſs their alliance, a great deale the moze.

dut of the Towne;ſobzauelp repulſed chem, as that they ſlewe 
about ſiſtpe Spanpardes. But not being contented herewith, 
they, che 17. ok the ſapd moneth, about the day bjeake, iſſued out 
ofthe ditches, wich their Eletto John Bianco, to ſcale Sainte 
Katherines Gate, ſome of them hauing entred befoze day, ſlew 
tert timot ᷣ watch:howbeicp ſaid John Bianco hauing \wzon þ

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John Bianco, auntiy vefenden him ſelfe againſt the mightie multitude of the 
Spanyarvs E. Citizens, be was there by maynefozce of Armes, flaine, and 
letto Haine. all his companye beaten backe, and dzyuen fromthe Rampars. 
Fo? the Cytizens were ſo fleht on chem, and therby ſo enboul⸗ 
dened againſt them. and they af the Caſtle, ſo holpe the Spa 
- nyardes, by the annoping of the Citiʒeus withtheir great Oꝛ· 
denance, as that there were but 200, Spaniar des laid on Gods 
deare earth. 

Nome after that the Leydens had firft chanked God, and 
next his Excellency,as befoze hath beene ſayde , they thanked 
alſs che Admpꝛall Bopſat, and pꝛeſented him with a chayne of 
golde, hauing hanging at it a great picture ot gold. Che Eſtates 
alſo of Dol lande, gaue vnto che ſapde Admpꝛall a Chaine of 
golde mooꝛth fire hundzed:Flouns. When the great Comman⸗ 
dato of Caſtille ſaive, that Lenden was apden agatuſt the opi- 

dion ofali:che mode, and chat his penple were merueilouſipe 
miſcontented , bee lente bis Deputies m December 1574. 
vnto his Excellency, and to the Eſtates of Holland and Zeland, 
about che Communication of a peace, which mas graunted him, 
and the Aſlemluy appoyneed to be at Beda. | 
When the Emperour heard of this, hee ſent in Febzuaryt 
1575; the Count ot Swartſenbꝛough to the ſuyde creacie of 
peace, where the ſayde Count, as a mediatour, ſought by all 
The Treaty of Meames poſſpble to conclude it on ether ſide. 
at Buda Bit itunes che. ſapde Phince: and Effates of {zollande 
Kokenof » 57 5 and Zelande. Moobe üyfiye fcb the keeping of the exerciſe of 
the refoumedRelygion,and that the ſayde Commandatoz would 
not agree thereto , this Conferrence and aſſemblie bʒoke ot, and 
did nothing. |

As the Spantardes were beſieging the Towne ok Oldwa⸗ owwater ins 
ter, the eight of Augult x 57 5. his Excellencie arriued at Gaud, pzitedby als | 
and cauſed the Dpkestobe gauged, that the fielves might bee ſault. 
laide vnder the water, foz the rayſing of che Spaniards campe, 
Mhich when the enemie vnderſfood, fur iouſly battered the town 
with ÿ Canon, made a beach, and foozthwith gaue the aſſaulc, ſo 
that at the thirde attempt che towne was taken, and at their en⸗ 
trie, they ſlue all che Citizens and ſouldeers, and burnt the grea⸗ 
ter parte thereok. 

The 12. of the ſaide moneth, as the enemie vppon the ſoden Schoonhoue 
encamped befoze the Towne of Scoonhoue, his Excellencie rendered. 
ſent thither the Captaine of the guarde a french Colonel, a man 
very well experimented, as well in warre like Affayzes as in 
matters of ſtate, who had very faithfully doone to the ſaid pꝛince 
and Eſtates of Polland and Jealand many good offices and ſer⸗ 
uices. | | | 
And although that this Towne was no way able to hol de 
ut, boch by reaſon of the weake rampares, as alſo becauſe ofthe 
flint hearts ot manp ofthe Citiʒ ens, pet this Colonel ſo nobly 
ſaued his honour, as that hee attended all the da long fo the 
| | aſſault;whereabjeachthzouchthe force of 23. Canons, was: 
made zoo; parcesbtoave. | 

But the next moꝛrow, although hee wanted able men fox 
defence, vet hee in ſuch ſoꝛt repaired the Rampares & bzeach,as 
that hee made an honozable peace, ſauing his people both with 

bag and baggage. * 

The great commendatoꝛ beeing alliſted by the tr eaſon of cer⸗ Th 

taine Hollanders, paſſed, contrary to che opinion of che whole ,+;4e comme 

wozld,at a low water marke,thzough the Jles of Sainte Anne, toz vpon the 

Philippeflanc,and Dunelanr, the 28,of September,the pere a- covntrey of 

fozeſaid, where gouernour Boyſot was ſlaine. After that, hee Veo 

tooke by aſſault and fozce,the fozxt of Bommenem, but not wich: 

out the great loſſe of his Spaniardes, and then encamped, befoze 

the Towne of Jierickſea. 

Theeleuenth of Febzuarie 1576. the Pꝛince wanne Crym⸗ 

pen kot, which greatly auayled him, foꝛ by it, he pꝛeſerued 4 kept 

Swyndꝛight, and all the reſt of the places nere aboute Rotero⸗ 


dame and Doꝛzdzight.

gaine to mutine fo2 their pay, thought to haue ſurpziſed Bur. 

How- 
be it when the Citizens hearde of it, they ſo well looked about 
ThePuttnons them, as that maffer Spaniard went without his purpoſe: wher:
